"COME  ALIVE  IN  '85" 


The  first  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church  was  organized  in  Goldsboro, 
North  Carolina  in  1898  at  the  Court 
House  where  services  were  conducted 
for  some  time.  After  a  period  they 
dropped  the  name  "Pentecost"  be- 
cause they  had  not  yet  received  the 
experience.  The  Holiness  Church  of 
North  Carolina  was  the  maiden  name 
so  this  group  continued  with  their 
mother  church.  During  this  period, 
holiness  was  very  popular  through- 
out. Ministers  and  lay  believers  read 
the  Bible,  studied  and  prayed  for  God 
to  reveal  Himself  and  show  them  the 
truths  concerning  Pentecost. 

I  have  the  account  of  G.  B.  Cash- 
well  of  Dunn,  North  Carolina,  where 
he  tells  of  his  experience.  It  states,  "I 
came  3,000  miles  for  Pentecost."  He 
states  that  he  and  his  wife  prayed 
into  the  night  and  God  led  him  to  go  to 
Los  Angeles,  California  to  the  Azusa 
Mission.  After  six  days  on  the  train, 
he  arrived  to  find  people  from  many 
states  there  seeking  God.  He  said,  "As 
soon  as  I  reached  Azusa  Mission,  a 
new  crucification  began  in  my  life 
and  I  had  to  die  to  many  things,  but 
God  gave  me  the  victory.  The  first 
altar  call,  I  went  forward  in  earnest 
for  my  Pentecost.  I  struggled  from 
Sunday  till  Thursday.  While  seeking 
in  an  upstairs  room  in  the  mission, 
the  Lord  opened  up  the  windows  of 
heaven  and  the  light  of  God  began  to 
flow  over  me  in  such  a  power  as  never 
before.  I  then  went  into  the  room 
where  the  service  was  held,  and  while 
a  Sister  Lunn  was  reading  of  how  the 
Holy  Ghost  was  falling  in  other 
places,  before  I  knew  it,  I  began  to 
speak  in  tongues  and  praise  God.  The 
Lord  also  healed  my  body.  I  had  been

afflicted  with  rheumatism  for  years.  I 
was  anointed  and  prayed  for  and  was 
immediately  healed,  and  have  a 
sound  body  and  clothed  in  my  right 
mind."  (December,  1906.) 

In  January,  1907  Cashwell  wrote 
an  article  to  the  Apostolic  Faith 
entitled,  "Pentecost  in  North 
Carolina."  Here  he  tells  of  the  first 
Pentecostal  revival  on  the  East  Coast 
held  in  Dunn.  He  states  that 
ministers,  lay-Christians  from  the 
area,  South  Carolina  and  Georgia 
attended  this  revival  and  received  the 
Pentecostal  experience.  From  this 
great  revival,  Pentecost  spread 
through  the  Bible  belt,  from  whence 
came  the  Pentecostal-  Holiness 
Church  that  you  and  I  love  and  serve 
today.  The  above  information  from 
one  of  our  founders  should  give  us  an 
insight  of  our  beginning  and  where 
we  are  today.  He  states,  along  with 
many  writers  of  his  day,  that  there  is 
the  experience  of  sanctification  (Holi- 
ness) crucification,  dying  out  to  the 
world  and  people  before,  He,  the  Holy 
Ghost,  will  come  in  to  take  His  abode. 
The  Church  in  its  early  stage  loved 
holiness  and  pentecost,  and  were  not 
ashamed  to  let  men  know  where  they 
stood. 

Church  history  tells  us  that  most 
denominations  lose  their  zeal,  dedi- 
cation, and  original  identity  within 
fifty  or  sixty  years.  Would  our  great 
church  founders  have  believed  that 
within  that  period  we  would  be 
guilty?  No!  For  they  dug  out  and 
sought  God  for  the  answer  and 
founded  our  church  on  a  solid  en- 
during foundation.  But  could  it  be 
that  changing  times,  customs,  popu- 
larity, financial  increase  and  accept- 
ance by  the  world  has  darkened  our 
spiritual  view  of  what  "Thus  saith  the 
Lord"?  Have  we  been  rocked  to  sleep 
by  dynamic  speakers,  demonstra- 
tions, tongues  and  those  whose  life 
and  appearance  are  no  different  from 
the  world?  Has  the  backbone  of  the 
church  (Holiness)  been  removed  so  we 
can  be  classified  as  one  of  the  in- 
crowd,  drifting  in  the  flow? 


G.  B.  Cashwell  said,  "I  had  to  be 
crucified,  I  had  to  die  out  to  the  world, 
I  had  to  beg  pardons,  pay  up,  confess, 
and  clean  my  life  before  He,  the  Holy 
Ghost,  came  in."  If  our  fathers, 
according  to  God's  Word  had  to  do 
this,  shouldn't  we?  Please  as  you  read 
this  article,  let  God  speak  to  you.  I  feel 
I  should  and  I  invite  each  reader  to 
join  me  in  sincere  prayer  for  another 
early  day,  upper  room,  awakening  to 
take  place  this  day  in  which  we  live 
and  that  we  may  "Come  Alive  in 
1985"  and  render  full  service  to  our 
Lord  and  Saviour.  If  we  will  do  this, 
our  efforts  will  be  rewarded  and  our 
"New  Year"  filled  with  God's 
blessings.

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IN  MEMORIAM 

Funeral  services  were  conducted 
for  Reverend  Elijah  Warren  Downing 
on  Tuesday,  October  16,  at  the  Tar- 
boro  First  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church.  Officiating  were  Reverend  J. 
Doner  Lee,  Conference  Superinten- 
dent; Reverend  W.  Eddie  Morris, 
former  Superintendent,  and 
Reverend  W.  M.  Wooten,  pastor  of  the 
Tarboro  Church. 

Reverend  Elijah  Downing  was 
born  August  16,  1897,  in  Bladen 
County,  North  Carolina.  At  the  age  of 
22,  he  married  William  Ann  Johnson 
Downing  and  began  their  long  fruit- 
ful years  together.  There  were  10  chil- 
dren born  into  the  family.  Until  1929, 
he  worked  with  the  railroad  and  lived 
in  the  Rocky  Mount  area.  In  the  Fall 
of  1924  at  the  Red  Gate  Avenue  Pente- 
costal Holiness  Church,  he  was  con- 
verted. Reverend  H.  E.  Oxendine  was 
holding  the  revival. 

Reverend  Downing  received  his 
call  into  the  ministry  during  that  year 
and  received  mission  workers  license 
on  July  20,  1929,  permanent 
minister's  license  on  October  26, 1931, 
and  ordination  on  October  29,  1932. 
During  his  pastorate,  he  pastored  19 
churches,  retiring  in  1962,  after 
which  he  was  a  supply  pastor  at  New 
Bern  for  about  4  months.  During  his 
long  successful  ministry,  he  organ- 
ized seven  churches;  Dover,  Louis- 
burg,  Salterpath,  Robersonville, 
Grifton,  Swanquarter,  and  Washing 
ton.  He  built  churches  at  Grifton, 
New  Bern,  Salterpath,  and  worked  on 
many  others.  He  served  as  a  member 
of  various  committees.  In  these  days, 
pastors  worked  hard  on  secular  work 
and  preached  on  Sundays.  When  full- 
time  ministry  began,  they  worked 
hard  to  make  and  raise  money  to 
finance  the  church.  He  stated  that  he 
sold  plates  and  pies,  and  various 
projects  to  keep  church  and  family 
going.  In  an  article  he  gave  me  de- 
scribing his  faithful  wife  and  co- 
laborer,  he  described  her  as:  home- 
maker,  confidant,  peacemaker, 
gardener,  teacher,  seamstress, 
plumber,  barber,  builder,  fundraiser, 
and  organizer,  and  the  "best  mom  in 
the  world." 

Reverend  Elijah  Downing  never 
lost  his  vision  and  desire  to  preach.  At 
a  district  conference  on  September  24, 
I  learned  that  Brother  Downing  was 
at  his  son's  home  near  the  church.  I 
went  over  to  see  him  and  to  have 
prayer  before  Conference  began. 
Lying  on  the  bed,  (at  that  time  very 
sick)  he  said,  "Brother  Lee,  I  wish  I 


was  able  to  go  to  church  tonight  and 
preach  one  more  sermon.  I  would 
preach  on  holiness  and  pray  that  the 
message  would  reach  throughout  our 
Conference  and  around  the  world." 
He  never  had  the  chance  to  preach  in 
a  church  again.  But  through  his  life 
and  influence,  "he  yet  speaketh." 

Having  lost  his  lifelong  com- 
panion several  years  prior,  he 
married  Miss  Beulah  Page  of  Tarboro 
in  August,  1980.  She  was  75  and  he 
was  83.  For  nearly  four  years,  they 
were  very  happy  and  lived  in  Tarboro 
most  of  the  time.  Let  us  all  hear  his 
message:  "Holiness  is  the  key  to 
Heaven."  May  each  son,  daughter, 
grandchild,  and  host  of  friends  be  de- 
termined today  to  meet  him  on  that 
bright  tomorrow.

I  had  sought  his  advice  many 
times.  I  had  preached  with  him,  been 
in  his  home  more  times  than  I  could 
number.  I  served  as  his  Conference 
Superintendent  for  many  years.  I 
observed  him  as  an  evangelist, 
pastor,  church  builder,  husband, 
father,  and  friend.  I  believe  I  can  say 
he  was  one  among  the  best  men  I  ever 
met.  I  am  sure  he  will  be  missed  in  his 
home,  church,  and  community. 

He  lived  a  long  and  good  life.  He 
bore  fruit  even  down  in  his  old  age.  He 
never  reached  a  place  where  he  didn't 
want  to  preach.  I  interviewed  him  on 
video  tape  and  one  of  his  great  desires 
was  to  preach  "one  more  sermon."  He 
fought  a  good  fight,  he  kept  the  faith, 
he  finished  the  course.  And  according 
to  God's  promise,  there  was  a  crown 
of  righteousness  laid  up  for  him.  Just 
before  the  midnight  hour,  he  quietly 
.slipped  to  his  eternal  reward.

You 
reached  out  and  took  hold  of  a  hand

REV.  ELIJAH  W.  DOWNING 

Since  my  entering  the  ministry  I 
have  been  especially  aware  of  the 
great  work  and  sacrifices  of  those 
who  preceded  me.  And  there  has 
always  been  a  sort  of  reverential  awe 
for  those  great  men.  Rev.  E.  W. 
Downing  was  one  of  those  great  men. 
I  have  known  him  for  more  than 
twenty  years,  but  the  last  few  were 
the  closest  of  all.  Since  He  had  re- 
married a  wonderful  lady  in  my 
church.  Miss  Beulah  Page,  he  had 
lived  in  Tarboro.  It  was  my  privilege 
to  sit  and  talk  with  him  on  many 
occasions.  Even  though  age  had 
brought  on  a  good  deal  of  physical 
illness,  right  up  to  the  very  afternoon 
before  he  was  promoted  to  Heaven  he 
challenged  me  with  the  Word  of  God. 
His  recall  of  scripture  was  amazing 
and  he  did  not  just  talk  about  the 
more  familiar  passages.  When  I 
visited  him  he  always  discussed  with 
me  portions  of  the  Bible  that  I  had 
never  heard  anyone  preach  or  teach. 
Every  visit  was  a  time  of  enlighten- 
ment for  me.  He  asked  me  for  my 
opinion  and  sometimes  I  would  have 
to  ask  him  to  give  me  a  while  to 
ponder  and  pray.  He  was  very  com- 
plimentary of  my  sermons  and  often 
he  would  tell  me  things  to  remind  me 
of  my  responsibility  to  the  Gospel.  I 
watched  him  weep  over  personal 
losses  and  lost  souls.  I  heard  him  pray 
agonizing  prayers  for  ministers  and 
churches.  I  listened  to  him  speak  in 
support  of  his  conference  and  super- 
intendents. It  was  a  special  time  and 
honor  in  my  life  to  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  fellowship  and  worship  with 
Brother  Downing.  I  miss  him  very 
much.  His  leaving  was  a  loss  to  me.  A 
friend,  an  advisor,  a  prophet,  a 
teacher,  he  was  all  of  these  and  more 
to  me.  I  am  sure  that  there  are  many 
others  to  whom  he  was  the  same,  but  I 
thank  God  that  I  had  the  privilege  to 
know  Rev.  Elijah  W.  Downing.

Christ's  command  in  Mark  16:15: 
"And  he  said  unto  them,  Go  ye  into  all 
the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to 
every  creature." 

The  church  cannot  excuse  itself 
from  this  injunction.  We  do  not  have 
to  decide  whether  we  should  or  should 
not.

LETS  UNTIE  GOD'S  HANDS 
by  Gary  Strickland 


"And  he  could  there  do  no  mighty 
work,  save  that  he  laid  his  hands 
upon  a  few  sick  folk,  and  healed  them. 
And  he  marvelled  because  of  their 
unbelief .  .  .  ."  (Mark  6:5,  6a) 

"But  he  passing  through  the  midst 
of  them  went  his  way. "  (Luke  4:30) 

Perhaps  you  are  familiar  with  the 
setting  of  our  text.  Jesus  while  doing 
His  work  upon  the  earth  desired  to 
return  to  His  hometown  and  bless  His 
own  people.  Yet  to  our  amazement 
this  divine  good  will  was  thwarted  by 
human  doubt.  People  were  capable  of 
tying  Christ's  hands! 

These  townspeople  could  not  accept 
the  fact  that  this  "home-town  boy" 
was  the  Prophet  sent  from  God.  They 
said,  "Is  not  this  Joseph's  son?"  "Is 
not  this  the  carpenter,  the  son  of 
Mary,  the  brother  of  James  and 
Joses,  and  of  Juda,  and  Simon?  Are 
not  his  sisters  here  with  us?" 

Mark  says,  "They  were  offended  at 
him.  But  Jesus  said  unto  them,  A 
prophet  is  not  without  honour,  but  in 
his  own  country  and  among  his  own 
kin  and  in  his  own  house.  " 

Without  question  Christ  is  still 
working  in  the  world  today.  I  believe 
His  greatest  desire  is  to  bless  God's 
children  and  His  Church.  Yet  we  can 
still  tie  His  hands  of  blessing  through 
our  doubt  and  unbelief. 

As  we  begin  this  new  year  let's 
resolve  to  untie  God's  hands. 

We  Must  Believe  in  the  Person 
of  the  Saviour!  Jesus  tells  us  where 
two  or  three  are  gathered  together  in 
His  name  there  He  is  present 
(Matthew  18:20).  Mark  reminds  us 
that  our  Lord  is  seated  at  the  right 
hand  of  the  Father,  the  place  of 
authority  and  power  (Mark  16:19). 
Paul  says  Christ  is  "...  highly 
exalted  .  .  .  and  given  ...  a  name 
which  is  above  every  name"  (Philip- 
pians  2:9).  As  we  meet  to  worship  in 


this  new  year,  let's  do  so  with  the 
awareness  of  His  overshadowing 
presence. 

We  Must  Believe  in  the 
Promises  of  the  Scriptures!  Paul 
tells  us  "All  scripture  is  given  by 
inspiration  of  God,  and  is  profitable 
for  doctrine,  for  reproof,  for  correc- 
tion, for  instruction  in  righteousness: 
That  the  man  of  God  may  be  perfect, 
throughly  furnished  unto  all  good 
works"  (2  Timothy  3:16,  17).  Peter 
adds  "...  no  prophecy  of  scripture  is 
of  any  private  interpretation.  For  the 
prophecy  came  not  in  old  time  by  the 
will  of  man:  but  holy  men  of  God 
spake  as  they  were  moved  by  the  Holy 
Ghost"  (2  Peter  1:20,  21).  As  we  study 
God's  Word  in  this  new  year,  let's  do 
so  with  the  assurance  that  God  said 
what  He  meant  and  meant  what  He 
said! 

We  Must  Believe  in  the  Power 
of  the  Spirit!  John  reminds  us  that 
"...  greater  is  he  that  is  in  you,  than 
he  that  is  in  the  world"  (1  John  4:4). 


Paul  shares  that  where  the  Spirit  is 
welcomed  there  He  provides  freedom 
(2  Corinthians  3:17).  Jesus  proclaims 
that  we"  .  .  .  receive  power,  after  that 
the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  [us]  you 
and  [we]  ye  shall  be  [His]  wit- 
nesses .  .  ."

FOCUS  FOR  1985- 
CHURCH  GROWTH

Matthew  28:19,  20— "Go  ye  there- 
fore, and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing 
them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost:  Teach- 
ing them  to  observe  all  things  whatso- 
ever I  have  commanded  you:  and,  lo,  I 
am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end 
of  the  world. " 

Acts  1:8— "But  ye  shall  receive 
power,  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is 
come  upon  you:  and  ye  shall  be  wit- 
nesses unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and 
in  all  Judaea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto 
the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth." 

Many  worthwhile  objectives  could 
be  considered  by  the  Pentecostal  Holi- 
ness Church  as  they  begin  a  new  year, 
but  two  deserve  priority  consider- 
ation. They  are  people  and  power.  In 
fact,  all  that  we  do  should  point 
toward  these  twin  focal  points.  In 
other  years  when  we  have  focused  on 
these  objectives  we  have  enjoyed  our 
best  growth  and  most  effective 
service.  For  several  years  now  our 
rate  of  growth  in  America  has  been 
slowing  and  there  are  many  indi- 
cations that  we  are  starting  to  lose 
ground.  Perhaps  we  are  paralyzed 
with  a  creeping  spiritual  com- 
placency or  an  obsession  with  organi- 
zation and  institutionalism  as  ends 
in  themselves. 

Let  us  focus  our  attention  upon 
people  and  power  during  1985  and 
reverse  the  present  trend.  If  ever  there 
was  an  age  that  demanded  that  Chris- 
tians put  forth  a  mighty  effort  to 
extend  their  faith  in  an  effective 
Christian  ministry  in  a  troubled 
world,  is  is  our  own  age. 


Notes 

From  the  Editor 


Winning  people  is  the  primary  ob- 
jective of  the  church.  It  is  the  one  task 
given  by  Jesus  in  the  Great  Com- 
mission. We  sometimes  divide  the 
Great  Commission  into  winning  and 
teaching,  but  this  is  a  false  division  of 
responsibilities.  The  Great  Com- 
mission focuses  upon  people — who 
are  to  be  led  into  a  personal  faith  in 
Christ  which  will  result  in  eternal 
salvation  and  a  life  of  obedience  and 
service.  We  need  organization  and 
methods  and  techniques  to  reach 
people  in  this  sense,  but  let  us  be 
certain  that  we  do  not  come  to  view 
these  rather  than  people  as  our  ob- 
jective. Let  us  focus  our  attention 
upon  people — people  who  are  lost, 
people  who  are  hopelessly  caught  in 
sin,  people  who  are  burdened  with 
sorrow,  people  who  are  miserable, 
young  people  who  stand  at  the  cross- 
roads in  life,  old  people  who  look  back 
on  a  misspent  life  and  have  no  hope 
for  anything  better  in  the  future,  chil- 
dren with  a  whole  life  before  them.  We 
are  surrounded  by  people  of  every 
age,  description  and  level  of  life  who 
are  united  in  a  common  need  for  the 
saving  and  transforming  power  of 
God  in  their  lives.  If  we  fail  to  focus 
our  attention  upon  them  we  fail  to 
perform  our  Christian  ministry  no 
matter  what  else  we  may  do. 

People  are  reached  only  by  divine 
power,  not  human  power.  Spiritual 
power,  sought  in  a  dedication  of  heart 
and  life  and  a  regular  practice  of 
prayer,  is  the  other  focal  point  we 
should  set  up  for  1985.  Any  effective- 
ness that  we  might  enjoy  in  Christ's 
service  will  come  only  as  the  power  of 
God  works  through  us.  We  must  be 
clean  and  yielded  instruments  by 
which  the  Holy  Spirit  might  perform 
the  work  of  God  on  earth.  It  does  not 
take  a  prophet  to  realize  that  a  spirit 
of  complacency  and  self-confidence  is 
hindering  our  work.  There  is  consider- 
able evidence  that  we  are  more  con- 
cerned with  program  than  with 
power,  with  form  rather  than  per- 
formance. "Faith  without  works  is 


dead."  If  we  were  a  repentant, 
humble,  spiritually  empowered 
people  we  would  not  be  content  to  sit 
idly  by  while  our  work  slows  down 
and  loses  ground  and  people  all 
around  us  go  to  hell  daily.  When 
people  become  more  concerned  about 
correct  form  rather  than  correct 
practice  in  Christianity,  that  is  a 
pretty  good  indication  that  a  revival 
is  needed  to  pump  new  spiritual  life 
into  a  body  where  rigor  mortis  threat- 
ens to  take  over.  Let  us  seek  a  new 
measure  of  spiritual  power  this  year. 
We  need  to  be  jolted  out  of  our  com- 
placency and  empowered  for  service. 

Our  task  is  not  primarily  to  guard 
an  old  orthodoxy  or  preside  over  a 
ponderous  institution  built  by  others. 
We  are  not  keepers  of  the  lighthouse 
but  bearers  of  the  light.  As  a

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denomination  we  can  go  completely 
out  of  business  in  25  years  if  we  do 
nothing  more  than  perform  house- 
keeping chores  in  the  house  of  faith 
built  by  the  witness  of  others.  Our 
task  is  to  build  a  new  beachhead  of 
faith  in  a  hostile  world,  reaching  new 
territory  for  Christ.  We  can  do  this 
and  have  CHURCH  GROWTH  only 
as  we  focus  upon  people  and  power. 

IN  MEMORIAM 

When  King  David  heard  of  the 
death  of  Abner,  he  wept  and  said  to 
the  people:  "And  King  David  said 
unto  his  servants,  Know  ye  not  that 
there  is  a  prince  and  a  great  man 
fallen  this  day  in  Israel?"  These  are 
some  of  the  thoughts  I  had  when  I 
heard  of  Reverend  J.  D.  Thigpen's 
death.  For  surely  he  was  a  good  man. 

It  was  in  my  first  pastorate  in  1953 
at  the  Thunder  Swamp  Church  that  I 
met  J.  D.  Thigpen.  At  that  time,  he 
was  a  young  Christian,  (young  in  the 
Lord)  already  married  with  one  son, 
Harold,  and  his  good  wife.  They 
attended  a  morning  worship  service 
for  this  was  actually  his  home  church 
for  years.  After  service,  I  met  this 
stately  man,  and  found  that  he  really 
had  an  experience  with  the  Lord. 
Living  and  working  in  Kinston,  he 
could  not  attend  our  services  very 
often,  but  when  he  was  there,  it 
sparked  a  live  coal  of  fire,  and  I  felt 
surely  God  was  going  to  use  this  man 
somewhere. 

I  learned  that  he  was  in  services  all 
over  the  area,  speaking,  teaching, 
and  enjoying  his  new  found  joy.  Soon 
God  called  him  to  preach  and  in  1964, 
he  received  license  with  the  North 
Carolina  Conference.  In  1965,  I  be- 
came his  Conference  Superintendent 
and  our  great  close-knit  relationship 
began.  I  called  him  to  fill  in  for 
pastors  at  various  times.  Then  he  was 
assigned  a  church.  He  served  as 
pastor  for  1 5  years  and  in  each  pastor- 
ate was  loved  by  his  people.  He  had 
that  shepherd's  heart.  He  loved  every- 
one. In  all  my  association  with 
Brother  Thigpen,  I  never  saw  him 
angry  or  ugly  in  spirit.  I  never  heard 
anyone  speak  derogatory  about  him, 
for  he  was  a  "prince  among  men." 

On  October  24th,  early  in  the 
morning,  God  called  my  dear  brother 
home.  Surely  his  reward  will  be  great, 
for  he  served  his  Lord  well.  He  was  a 
good  man,  a  good  husband,  father, 
brother,  neighbor  and  Christian 
friend.  He  was  a  "prince  among 
men."

REV.  THIGPEN 
CALLED  HOME 

Sometime  before  dawn  on  October 
23rd,  I  was  called  to  the  bedside  of 
Brother  J.  D.  Thigpen  at  the  emer- 
gency room  of  Lenoir  Memorial  Hos- 
pital. He  was  suffering  from  a  heart 
attack.  He  said  ...  "I  love  you,  and  I 
love  your  family.  It's  all  right.  There 
is  no  fear!" 

Later  that  day,  I  again  visited  him 
in  ICU.  He  said  ...  "I  have  learned  a 
valuable  lesson  today.  Perfect  love 
casts  out  all  fear.  I  have  known  it  in 
my  head  for  a  long  time,  but  I  learned 
it  in  my  heart  today.  When  I  revived 
from  my  attack  this  morning,  I  felt 
like  I  wanted  to  take  everybody  in  the 
whole  world  in  my  arms  and  love 
them.  I  love  you;  and  I  love  Helen,  and 
I  love  your  family;  and  there  is  abso- 
lutely no  fear." 

Before  dawn  the  next  morning,  I 
was  again  called  to  the  hospital  to  be 
with  Brother  Thigpen's  family.  The 
Master  had  come  and  called  for  him, 
and  with  absolutely  no  fear,  he 
obeyed  and  went  with  Him. 

I  called  one  of  his  neighbors  to  give 
her  the  news  of  Brother  Thigpen's 
death.  The  first  thing  she  said  was 
.  .  .  "Oh  no!  I  have  lived  beside  that 
man  for  fifteen  years,  and  I  have 
never  seen  anything  in  him  I  thought 
was  wrong." 

When  he  retired  from  the  ministry 
and  came  back  to  the  church  in 
Kinston,  he  testified  in  a  service.  One 
thing  stands  out  in  his  remarks.  He 
said  .  .  .  "I  know  my  place,  and  I  stay 
in  it."  In  his  wonderful  way,  he 
wanted  the  entire  church  to  know 
that  he  knew  who  the  pastor  was.  He 
indeed  did  know  his  place.  He  did  stay 
in  it.  He  was  always  a  blessing  and 
not  a  hindrance. 

Such  testimonies  could  continue 
about  J.  D.  Thigpen.  I  have  never 
heard  a  single  derogatory  remark 
about  him  from  any  of  his  acquaint- 
ances. What  more  can  we  say  about 
this  tremendous  man  but  that  he  was 
a  genuine  Christian  gentleman? 
When  it  is  my  time  to  go,  I  suppose  I 
had  rather  have  that  said  about  me 
than  anything  I  know. 

All  the  flattering  remarks  heaped 
upon  us  after  we  are  gone  are  empty 
and  meaningless  if  the  Lord  Jesus 
has  not  shined  through  all  the  glitter 
of  our  lives.  I  certainly  saw  my  Lord 
in  the  life  of  J.  D.  Thigpen.  God  help 
others  to  see  Him  in  me.

Three  Carolinas'  Children's 
Homes  Meet  Tough,  New 
Standards 

We've  all  seen  the  terrible  head- 
lines: "Children's  Center  Staffer  Con- 
victed of  Sexual  Abuse."  "Six 
Residents  of  Children's  Home  Show 
Evidence  of  Severe  Beatings." 
"Children  Locked  in  Closets  at  Local 
Treatment  Center."  The  headlines 
are  horrifying,  the  realities  even  more 
so. 

While  there  are  probably  no  meas- 
ures that  can  guarantee  100  percent 
protection  against  abuse  of  children 
in  institutions,  at  least  three  child- 
care  organizations  in  the  Carolinas 
have  not  only  dealt  with  the  abuse 
issue;  they  have  also  gained  assur- 
ance that  they  meet  the  highest  over- 
all standards  in  the  field. 

This  "assurance"  is  provided  by  the 
process  of  accreditation,  and  the 


three  institutions  involved  are  Falcon 
Children's  Home  in  Falcon,  NC;  Elon 
Home  for  Children  in  Elon  College, 
NC;  and  Carolina  Youth  Develop- 
ment Center  in  North  Charleston,  SC. 

"Accreditation"  means  that  one  of 
three  national  accrediting  organiza- 
tions has  undertaken  a  lengthy  and 
thorough  review  of  every  aspect  of  the 
facility's  operation.  Accreditation 
means  that  the  facility  meets  ex- 
tremely high  standards  of  treatment 
and  care;  that  it  is  well-organized  and 
well-run;  that  it  has  good  buildings 
and  equipment,  an  involved  board  of 
directors,  sound  fiscal  management, 
and  strong  programs  for  their  client 
populations. 

Accreditation  sets  far  stricter  stand- 
ards than  state  licensing,  and  it  is  a 
lengthy,  arduous  process  for  the 
applicant.  It  also  costs  money. 

Why  go  through  it?  What's  in- 
volved? And  how  much  does  it  cost? 
Issues  asked  the  three  directors  for 
their  comments. 

Wally  Snyder,  executive  director  of 
Elon  Home,  the  first  in  North 
Carolina  to  be  accredited,  advised 
allowing  at  least  12  to  18  months  for 
the  process.  "You  send  away  for  the 
guidelines,  that's  the  easy  part.  Then 
you  spend  about  a  year  reviewing 
every  aspect  of  your  operation,  doing 
the  self-study,  and  trying  to  correct 
areas  where  you  are  clearly  below 
their  standards.  Then,  when  you 
think  you're  ready,  they  send  in  their 
review  team  for  a  long  three-day  in- 
spection. And  then  you  wait  to  hear. 
But,  believe  me,  it's  worth  it.  The 
morale  of  staff  goes  up  even  in  the 
self-study  phase.  But  that's  nothing 
compared  to  the  pride  everyone  feels 
when  the  accreditation  finally  comes 
through.  It's  an  excellent  way  to  take 
stock  of  your  programs  and  to  set  new 
goals." 

Ed  Ledford,  executive  director  of 
the  Carolina  Youth  Development 
Center,  went  through  a  different 
accrediting  agency.  But  the  process 
was  basically  the  same.  "It's  pretty 
thorough  and  plenty  tough.  But  I'd 
say  anyone  who  goes  through  it  will 
have  a  better  program  and  better 
services.  We  gained  so  much  from  the 
increased  involvement  of  our  board  in 
the  accreditation  process.  And  it's 
great  to  know  that  you  have  that  seal 
of  approval — that  the  public  can  be 
assured  that  you  have  a  quality 
program.  We're  largely  funded  by 
public  money  and  the  taxpayers  have 
a  right  to  know  they're  getting  what 
they  pay  for." 
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C.  L.  Turpin,  executive  director  of 
Falcon  Children's  Home,  reiterated 
the  thoroughness  of  the  process.  "You 
may  go  through  a  year  of  work  and 
still  get  only  a  'qualified'  accredita- 
tion. This  means  there  are  still  a  few 
weak  areas  which  need  improving 
before  full  accreditation  is  granted. 
But  that's  all  right.  It's  a  healthy 
process.  And  at  the  end,  you've 
assured  yourself  as  well  as  your  staff 
and  board  that  you're  a  top-quality 
center.  You've  let  the  world  know  it. 
You're  in  a  good  position  for  in- 
creased referrals,  more  gift  income, 
and  a  whole  new  level  of  energy  and 
enthusiasm.  I'm  all  for  it." 

Costs  of  accredition  in  the  Caro- 
linas seem  to  range  from  $2,000- 
$6,000,  with  the  average  estimated  at 
about  $4,500.* 

The  three  national  agencies  are 
Joint  Commission  of  Accreditation  of 
Hospitals,  Chicago,  Illinois 
(accredits  only  treatment  centers); 
National  Association  of  Homes  for 
Children,  Millbrook,  New  York;  and 
Council  on  Accreditation  of  Services 
for  Families  and  Children,  New  York 
City. 

Whatever  accrediting  body  is  used, 
the  standards  would  seem  to  be  uni- 
formly high  and  the  procedures  uni- 
formly thorough.  But  when  the  lives 
of  children  are  in  your  keeping — 
when  you're  called  a  "child-care  insti- 
tution," accreditation  helps  to  ensure 
that  the  "care"  is  all  that  it  should  be. 

*To  encourage  eligible  children's  homes  to 
provide  higher  levels  of  care,  The  Duke 
Endowment  has  instituted  a  new  program 
which  will  reimburse  grantee  institutions 
for  accreditation  costs.  This  reimburse- 
ment will  be  made  whether  or  not  the 
program  actually  receives  the  accredita- 
tion and  will  cover  two  accreditation 
cycles.

The  Lumberton  First  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church  recently  was  privi- 
leged to  have  our  Conference  Evange- 
lism Director  and  our  Conference 
Christian  Education  Director  con- 
duct a  H.E.L.P.  (Helping  Equip  Lay 
People)  Clinic  for  our  church  workers.

and  Universities."  More  than  one  of 
her  professors  at  Duke  Divinity 
School  marvelled  at  the  depth  of  her 
gifts  in  preaching,  teaching  and 
counselling. 

We  treasure  our  memory  of  Pearl's 
faith  and  covet  for  ourselves  her  life 
of  prayer.  The  more  she  listened  to 
God,  the  greater  was  her  ability  to 
identify  with  the  deepest  needs  of 
those  who  sought  her  counsel.  Pearl 
attributed  her  insight  and  discern- 
ment to  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
who  is  available  to  every  Christian. 
Because  of  this  belief,  she  saw  the 
possibility  of  growth  and  hope  for  all 
whom  she  knew.  She  had  the  capacity 
to  make  the  most  of  what  she  had  to 
work  with,  whether  in  herself  or 
others.  Our  family  has  been  moved 
since  her  death  by  the  many  persons 
with  whom  she  worked  who  have 
said,  "She  touched  my  life." 

Pearl  was  courageous.  The  most 
difficult  circumstances  did  not  pre- 
vent her  pursuit  of  the  highest  goals. 
While  receiving  chemotherapy  for 
cancer,  she  doggedly  pursued  a 
second  masters'  degree  involving  a 
daily  trip  to  Baton  Rouge  for  two 
years. 

Her  ordination  as  an  elder  in  the 
United  Methodist  Church  (the 
highest  honor  bestowed  by  the

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"GOD  CAN  USE  YOU 
IN  1985!" 

God  can  use  you  when  you  respond 
to  a  challenge  enthusiastically 
(Matthew  9:37,  38).  "Then  saith  he 
unto  his  disciples,  The  harvest  truly 
is  plenteous,  but  the  labourers  are 
few;  Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth 
labourers  into  his  harvest."  Christ 
faced  squarely  the  difficulty  of  the 
challenge  of  evangelizing  His  people — 
the  task  was  overwhelming  and  so 
few  were  willing  to  become  involved! 
However,  he  responded  to  the  chal- 
lenge not  with  despair  or  defeatism 
but  with  enthusiasm. 

Because  of  the  tremendous  job  to  be 
done  you  must  face  the  challenge 
enthusiastically  (Matthew  9:37a). 
The  passage  is  saying,  "there's  so 
much  to  be  done — so  many  to  be  won. 
This  is  a  real  challenge!" 

God  can  use  you  in  1985  when: 

1.  You  see  others  compassionately 

2.  You  respond  to  a  challenge  en- 
thusiastically 

3.  You  come  to  Him  prayerfully 

4.  You  accept  His  power  trustingly

The  Rev.  Linwood  Conner  spoke  at 
our  District  Fellowship  Conference  in 
the  Williamston  District  and  he 
brought  a  wonderful  message  with 
God's  anointing.  He  is  now  evange- 
lizing with  a  burning  message  on  his 
heart.  I  asked  him  to  give  us  a  mes- 
sage for  the  month. 

TITLE: 

"CALLED,  BUT  BY-PASSED" 
Scripture:  Luke  14:15-24 

Luke  and  Matthew  are  two  Gospel 
writers  that  give  a  record  of  this 
parable.  It  is  one  among  several  of  the 
Kingdom  Parables  of  our  Lord. 

There  is  a  sadness  in  this  parable 
that  exceeds  any  of  the  others.  This 
parable  sets  before  us  a  privileged 
people,  who  were  given  a  special  invi- 
tation. They  were  called  and  bidden

to  come  to  the  supper  given  by  the 
king.  But  due  to  other  obligations  and 
involvements,  they  refused  the  privi- 
lege and  lost  it  eternally!  That  is  the 
sadness  in  this  parable. 

There  is  a  definite  prophetic  tone 
and  flavor  also  given  in  this  parable. 
The  tone  is  highly  suggestive  of  end- 
time  actions  and  conditions.  You'll 
discover  in  this  parable  an  end-time 
swiftness  and  divine  change  of  pace 
that  is  so  evident  of  God's  dealings  in 
end-time  ministry!  It  is  worth  our 
serious  attention  to  note  particularly 
this  swiftness  and  divine  change  of 
pace.  This  action  demands  of  the 
Church  an  ALERTNESS,  a  READI- 
NESS to  accept  change,  a  READI- 
NESS to  recognize  divine  changes. 
These  divine  changes  on  God's  part 
are  often  quite  frightening  and  alarm- 
ing to  many  Christians  and  churches, 
very  often  interrupting  our  normal 
activities  and  planned  projections. 
Let  us  all  know  that  when  God 
changes  His  pace  or  ways  of  dealing, 
it  is  never  from  frustrations  or  un- 
certainly, but  in  order  to  swiftly  ful- 
fill His  purposes! 

Dear  Reader,  all  of  us  must  be 
warned  and  must  know  .  .  .  that  from 
the  teaching  implications  of  this  para- 
ble, that  those  who  cannot  or  will  not 
move  with  God  .  .  .  those  will  God 
pass  by  and  use  instead  the  most 
unlikely  and  unusual!  You  see  it 
vividly  in  verses  21  and  23.  "Go  out 
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quickly  into  the  streets  and  lanes  of 
the  city  and  bring  them  in."  "Go  out 
into  the  hedges  and  compel  them  to 
come  in,  that  My  house  may  be  full." 
There  it  is  .  .  .  for  us  to  see  and  know, 
and  to  align  ourselves  with  that  swift 
sudden  change  of  pace  and  direction. 
SUDDENLY  it  changed  from  the 
called,  privileged,  invited,  to  those 
who  had  never  been  invited! 
SUDDENLY  those  privileged  and  in- 
vited were  left  with  their  excuses  and 
involvements,  and  their  privileges 
were  given  to  the  dwellers  of  the 
streets,  lanes,  and  hedges.  What  a 
warning!  This  is  one  of  the  strongest 
warnings  given  in  the  ministry  of  our 
Lord.  May  we  hear  it  in  its  impact. 

WARNING  NUMBER  ONE: 
Taking  the  invitation  for  granted  and 
lightly!  It  is  definitely  in  this  parable. 
The  time  lapse  between  the  invitation 
and  the  supper  dimmed  the  excite- 
ment and  thrill  of  the  invitation.  Its 
glitter  soon  faded  in  the  presence  of 
involvements  and  obligations.  It 
wasn't  that  they  despised  the  invita- 
tion, other  things  seemed  more 
pressing  and  important.  Oh,  having 
the  invitation  does  not  guarantee 
being  chosen,  being  called  does  not 
automatically  mean  you're  going!  Let 
us  all  be  sure  that  obligations  and 
involvements  never  rob  us  of  the 
thrill  and  excitement  of  going  to 
Heaven. 

WARNING  NUMBER  TWO: 
Letting  the  involvements  replace  the 
value  of  the  invitation!  Here  is  the 
real  sadness  of  this  parable.  These 
involvements  were  not  necessarily 
sinful,  but  they  replaced  the  most 
important  thing!  The  involvements 
mastered  and  dictated  their  lives  and 
responses  to  the  invitation,  the 
persons  became  the  slaves.  The  obli- 
gation and  involvements  group  into 
two  categories,  Business  and  Social. 
Nothing  will  ever  bid  higher  for  you 
and  your  affections  and  time  than 
these  two!  (Continued  on  page  n)

WHY  BIBLE  QUIZ? 
by  D.  Chris  Thompson 

This  question  could  well  be  in- 
terpreted— why  study  God's  Word? 
As  Pentecostals  such  a  question  is 
unimaginable.  In  fact  to  vocalize  the 
question  is  perhaps  even  heretical! 
Pentecostals  have  always  held  the 
Bible  very  dear.  It  has  been  the  key  to 
our  movement.  God  has  richly 
blessed  us  because  we  have  derived 
our  doctrines  and  strengths  from  His 
Word.  Yet,  how  many  Pentecostal 
Holiness  people  today  can  tell  what 
the  Bible  teaches  about  God's  love, 
salvation,  sanctification,  God's  judg- 
ment and  justice,  divine  healing,  the 
Baptism  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the 
Second  Coming  of  Christ,  etc.  We 
know  what  "we"  believe,  but  do  we 
know  what  the  Bible  teaches? 

God  has  ordained  the  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church;  in  fact  He  created  it 
and  has  sustained  it.  We  have  a 
mission  to  get  the  full-gospel  message 
to  our  generation.  Our  work  is  to 
prepare  as  many  as  possible  (the  goal 
should  be  everyone  that  will  accept  it) 
for  the  imminent  coming  of  our  Lord. 
If  we  attain  these  goals,  it  will  be 
because  of  our  knowledge  of  and  faith 
in  God.  Yet,  these  are  obtained  by 
studying  God's  Word.  "So  then  faith 
cometh  by  hearing,  and  hearing  by 
the  word  of  God"  (Romans  10:17). 
May  we  not  be  like  those  of  Jesus'  day 
when  He  said,  "...  Ye  do  err,  not 
knowing  the  scriptures,  nor  the  power 
of  God"  (Matthew  22:29).  It  is  time  to 
wake  up!  We  are  not  teaching  our 
people  to  get  into  the  Word.  We  talk 
about  the  Book,  in  fact  we  sometimes 
come  close  to  worshipping  it.  But  are 
we  USING  it  and  STUDYING  it  as 
a  weapon  of  victory?  Remember, 
"...  to  him  that  knoweth  to  do  good, 
and  doeth  it  not,  to  him  it  is  sin" 
(James  4:17). 

Bible  Quiz  gets  us  into  the  Word.  It 
does  this  at  a  young  age;  that  critical 
time  of  one's  life.  In  fact  it  teaches  us 
to  love  the  Bible.  One  quizzer  had  this 
to  say  after  a  particularly  disappoint- 
ing defeat,  "This  year  I  began  to 


understand  God's  Word  for  myself." 
Young  people  grow  to  love  the  Word. 
It  is  an  exciting  adventure  to  them. 
Doors  of  thought  and  understanding 
are  unlocked  and  opened.  They  begin 
to  understand  God  as  a  real  person; 
One  who  has  some  powerful  things  to 
say.  One  of  which  is,  "I  love  you,  and  I 
will  never  leave  you  nor  forsake  you." 
Could  any  better  words  be  said  to  the 
youth  today?  They  are  able  to  find 
their  place  and  time  in  history.  The 
Word  teaches  that  there's  no  need  to 
feel  hopeless.  God  IS  in  control!  Good 
will  triumph  in  the  end!  Would  such 
teaching  and  truths  change  the  ever- 
increasing  suicide  rate  today?  For 
example,  there  were  five  teenage 
suicides  in  Wake  County  alone  last 
year.  The  Word  will  make  a  differ- 
ence. 

Some  feel  that  Bible  Quizzing  pro- 
duces wrong  attitudes.  I  disagree.  I 
believe  that  competition  only  creates 
situations  in  which  our  true  attitudes 
are  revealed.  The  coach  is  responsible 
for  teaching  the  quizzers  to  deal  with 
attitudinal  problems,  such  as:  help- 
ing team  members  overcome  their 
feeling  that  the  judging  was  unfair,  or 
that  the  other  team  had  an  improper 
advantage;  lifting  their  spirits  in  de- 
feat as  well  as  sharing  their  elation  in 
winning.  These  too  are  victories. 
Bible  Quizzing  provides  dozens  of 
opportunities,  both  collectively  and 
individually  to  help  quizzers  grow  in 
the  Word. 

Competition  is  a  part  of  the  pro- 
gram. But  this  is  not  an  end  within 
itself.  Competition  must  be  used  as  a 
learning  experience.  No  matter  what 
we  would  rather  have  or  change,  life 
is  full  of  competition.  We  must  be 
prepared  for  it  and  learn  to  deal  with 
it.  In  our  tournaments  we  learn  to 
deal  constructively  with  competition. 
Victories  are  watching  a  losing  team 
applaud  when  the  opposing  team's 
score  is  announced  and  seeing  a  nine- 
year  old  control  his  emotions  when 
his  team  has  lost  on  the  final 
question.  We  all  are  not  always 
winners.

In  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
we  have  three  levels  of  competition. 
There  is  the  primary  level  (6-8  year 
olds).  These  young  people  study  the 
Bible  Fact-Pak  and  compete  as  in- 
dividuals in  a  stand  up,  sit-down, 
Spelling  Bee.  The  Juniors  (9-12  year 
olds)  study  half  the  material  that  the 
Teens  (13-19  years)  study.  Both  the 
Junior  and  Teen  levels  compete  with 
teams  of  six  members  each.  These 
three  levels  compete  in  three  tourna- 
ments each  year  and  then  the  official 
competition  held  in  April  of  each 
year. 

The  tournaments  have  been  very 
successful.  They  are  times  of  fun, 
learning,  fellowship,  competition, 
and  even  worship.  One  of  the  un- 
expected blessings  we've  seen 
develop  as  a  result  of  the  tournaments 
is  the  developing  of  friendships  with 
other  young  people  of  other  churches. 
Such  friendships  and  fellowship  is 
imperative.  In  the  tournaments  the 
ultimate  goal  is  to  learn  the  Bible 
material.  Everything  centers  around 
this  goal.  Competition  is  stopped  for 
indefinite  periods  to  study  a  verse  or 
understand  better  the  rules  of  the 
game.  An  atmosphere  develops  that 
we  all  are  in  this  thing  together  and, 
most  of  all,  God  is  the  center  leading 
the  way.  Could  there  be  better  train- 
ing for  life? 

No  one  involved  in  Bible  Quiz 
would  say  that  "it's  easy."  There  is 
hard  work  both  for  the  coaches  and 
for  the  quizzers.  But  who  ever  said  life 
was  easy?  Anything  in  life  that  is 
worthwhile  involves  hard  work.  How- 
ever, the  effects  are  immediate  and 
fruitful.  The  Word  will  accomplish 
what  God  has  sent  it  to  do.  Souls  are 
won  to  Christ!  Lives  are  enriched  and 
set  on  the  right  road  of  life.  Two 
statements  in  Paul's  second  epistle  of 
Timothy  are  valuable  here.  "And  that 
from  a  child  thou  hast  known  the  holy 
scriptures,  which  are  able  to  make 
thee  wise  unto  salvation  through 
faith  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus"  (2 
Timothy  2:15). 
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'TO  LOSE  WITH  DIGNITY"

"To  lose  with  dignity,  to  win  with 
humility  .  .  .  ."  These  words  from  the 
National  Bible  Quiz  creed  has  re- 
mained vivid  in  my  memory.  Being  a 
Bible  Quiz  coach  at  Hodges  Chapel  P. 
H.  Church  for  ten  years  has  been  one 
of  the  greatest  privileges  that  I  have 
endeavored  in  my  Christian  experi- 
ence. In  all  the  years  of  our  compet- 
ing, we  lost  far  more  times  than  we 
won;  but  with  each  defeat,  we  learned 
to  grow  a  little  more  spiritually  and  to 
climb  higher  on  our  ladder  of  spiritual 
growth. 

Our  present  Bible  Quiz  team  has 
consisted  of  the  same  four  girls  for  the 
past  six  years.  We  organized  this 
team  when  the  girls  were  12  and  13. 
They  were  "babes"  compared  to  the 
more  experienced  teams  such  as  the 
Person  Street  team  (who  were 
National  Champions  the  previous 
year).  Being  our  first  year,  we  knew 
very  little  of  HOW  to  prepare  for 
competition.  Even  though  I  had 
coached  previous  teams,  the  Bible 
Quiz  program  was  growing  each 
year,  and  what  had  once  been  a  good 
method  of  studying  no  longer  seemed 
to  work.  We  studied  faithfully  for 
eight  months  and  labored  over  term- 
inology and  pronunciation  of  words. 
The  girls  were  so  young  the  meaning 
of  many  of  the  Scriptures  truly 
seemed  GREEK  to  them!  We  worked 
together  and  finally  made  it  to  confer- 
ence competition  in  April  of  that  year. 
As  fate  would  have  it,  when  numbers 
were  drawn  to  determine  the  order  of 
competition,  it  fell  our  lot  to  play 
Person  Street  first.  I  remember  look- 
ing down  at  the  two  teams  before  that 
first  game  and  compared  the  con- 
fident Person  Street  team  with  our 
nervous  "babes."  The  game  was  a 
massacre!  We  never  answered  the 
first  question!  Waiting  outside  for  our 
next  scheduled  game,  one  of  our  team 
members  burst  out,  "Let's  go  home. 
I'm  not  going  in  there  again!"  I  think 
this  is  the  hardest  task  of  any  coach — 
how  do  you  convince  your  team  to 
continue  when  they  have  just  lost  so 
badly  after  studying  for  so  long? 
After  the  tears  had  stopped  and  time

had  healed  some  of  the  hurt,  my 
husband,  Jay  and  I  convinced  them 
to  try  it  again.  We  played  the  next 
game  and  was  thrilled  when  we  had 
answered  ONE  question  correctly! 
We  had  climbed  the  first  step  in  our 
ladder.  Returning  home,  the  girls 
were  undecided  whether  they  wanted 
to  continue  on  the  team,  but  before  we 
reached  home  they  were  asking  what 
next  year's  competition  was  on!  The 
following  year  proved  even  better.  We 
never  won  a  game,  but  we  were  answer- 
ing more  questions.  The  girls  were 
still  nervous  and  young  but  they  were 
learning  to  lose  with  dignity. 

The  third  year  of  our  team  was  the 
year  we  learned  to  share  in  the 
success  of  another.  That  year  brought 
to  competition  a  new  team  from  Chad- 
bourn.  The  team  members  from  both 
churches  soon  became  good  friends. 
We  won  a  game  that  year  which  made 
all  our  studying  seem  worthwhile. 
The  Chadbourn  team  went  on  to  win 
the  conference.  We  followed  them  all 
the  way  to  National  Competition,  and 
when  they  won  Nationals,  we  rejoiced 
along  with  them.  We  learned  there 
was  so  much  more  to  gain  from 
competing  in  Bible  Quiz  than  merely 
the  rewards  of  winning — there  was 
the  friendship  that  is  shared  between 
Christian  young  people  sharing  a 
common  interest!  We  again  climbed 
another  step  in  our  imaginary  ladder! 

In  1983  we  finally  learned  the  secret 
to  our  studying — memorization. 
During  our  studies  that  year,  we  con- 
centrated more  on  memorizing  the 
Scriptures  than  on  learning  the 
questions.  We  soon  learned  that  if  you 
knew  the  verse  by  memory  you  would 
normally  know  the  answers  to  ques- 
tions from  that  verse.  Our  hard  work 
paid  off  and  that  year  we  were  second 
in  the  conference. 

In  1984  we  finally  became  confer- 
ence champions.  Our  victory  was  re- 
ceived with  mixed  feelings  because 
there  was  only  one  other  team  in  our 
conference;  therefore,  we  did  not 
know  whether  our  studying  was 
sufficient  to  win  at  regionals. 
Travelling  to  regionals  we  adopted 
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the  policy  of  just  trying  to  do  our  best. 
We  carried  this  same  policy  to  the 
National  competition  in  Oklahoma. 
We  again  met  many  new  friends  and 
learned  so  much  from  our  experience. 
We  finished  the  nationals  in  third 
place  after  losing  to  the  first  place 
team  twice.  However,  we  were  prob- 
ably the  happiest  third  place  winners 
in  the  Bible  Quiz  history!  We  had 
gone  farther  and  done  better  than  we 
ever  dreamed — we  had  done  our  best 
and  therefore  climbed  one  more  step 
in  our  ladder. 

Begin  a  team  today  and  j oin  us  and 
other  churches  at  the  next  Bible  Quiz 
competition.

COME  ALIVE  IN  1985 

As  we  continue  our  theme  for  this 
New  Year,  to  "Come  Alive"  in  '85,  I 
would  like  to  continue  my  thoughts 
on  where  we  started,  where  we  are 
today,  and  what  will  our  tomorrow 
be? 

In  the  January  issue,  we  went  back 
to  our  early  beginning  when  we  were 
the  Holiness  Church  of  North  Caro- 
lina and  the  first  Pentecostal  Holi- 
ness Church  organized  in  Goldsboro 
in  1898  in  the  Courthouse.  Then 
through  the  sincere  prayer  of  G.  B. 
Cashwell  and  his  wife,  Lovie,  con- 
cerning the  Pentecostal  experience  of 
the  Baptism  of  the  Holy  Ghost  with 
the  initial  evidence  of  speaking  in 
tongues  as  the  Spirit  gives  utterance. 
In  those  days  the  Pentecostal  experi- 
ence was  something  they  had  prayed 
and  studied  about  but  had  not  yet 
received.  Cashwell  said  he  had  to  be 
crucified,  beg  pardons,  pay  up  old 
debts  and  die  to  the  world.  In  the 
upper  chamber  of  the  old  Azusa  Mis- 
sion, G.  B.  Cashwell  paid  the  price 
and  received  this  blessed  experience 
and  came  back  to  Dunn,  North  Caro- 
lina to  tell  the  good  news.  It  traveled 
through  the  Bible  belt  as  it  is  called 
today  and  thousands  received  this 
great  gift  from  God. 

Through  these  almost  80  years,  the 
message  of  Regeneration,  Sanctifica- 
tion,  Baptism  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
Divine  Healing,  and  the  soon  coming 
of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ 
has  been  preached  and  believed  by 
many.  In  those  days  there  was  a 
price  to  be  paid  of  separation,  dedi- 
cation, honesty,  and  clean  living. 
They  were  different.  They  were  mark- 
ed with  the  honorable  badge  of  Holi- 
ness. Even  though  they  were  not  pop-

ular  or  accepted  by  the  majority  of 
men,  they  still  took  note  of  them  that 
"they  had  been  with  Jesus."  That  is 
where  we  started. 

Our  next  question  is,  where  are  we 
today?  From  a  small  beginning,  the 
great  Pentecostal  message  has  spread 
around  the  world.  Pentecostals  are 
leading  all  other  churches  in  growth, 
and  we  are  considered  one  of  the 
largest  protestant  groups  in  the 
world.  This  of  course  includes  all 
Pentecostal  believers.  Our  own 
church,  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church,  has  now  reached  around  the 
world  through  our  missionaries  and 
faithful  people.  Today  we  are  recog- 
nized. Today  we  have  moved  from 
across  the  track  out  to  main  street. 
Thank  God  for  His  manifold  bless- 
ings upon  our  church.  Many  of  us 
were  born  and  reared  in  it.  We  knew 
many  of  our  founding  fathers.  They 
were  dedicated  and  honorable  men. 
They  gave  us  a  great  heritage.  It  cost 
them  something.  But  there  is  a  great 
possibility  that  some  may  be  like  the 
rich  young  man  who  inherited  great 
riches.  He  never  knew  the  real  sacri- 
fice, dedication,  and  labors  of  his 
father.  He  spends  freely  on  riotous 
living. 

I  am  not  saying  that  everyone  in 
our  church  has  gone  off  in  a  wild 
search  for  new  things  that  cost  less 
and  demands  little.  For  there  is  a 
church  in  the  church  of  dedicated 
people.  They  love  God,  they  love  their 
church.  They  are  just  as  honorable 
and  God-fearing  as  our  forefathers 
were.  Many  sacrifice  to  preach,  teach, 
and  serve  our  great  churches.  Our 
people  give  until  it  hurts  and  for  this 
God  blesses.  Thank  God  for  dedicated 
believers.  But  where  are  we  today? 

Is  it  possible  that  because  we  are 
accepted  by  the  vast  majority,  that  we 
have  lowered  the  standard  to  acquire 
this  acceptance?  Are  we  known  today 
for  our  holy  living?  Does  the  world 
say  of  us,  "They  have  been  with 
Jesus"?  Or  do  they  say,  "We  can't  tell 
any  difference  in  them  and  anyone 
else"?  Often  I  hear  the  expression, 
"We  have  found  a  new  freedom."  But 
this  new  freedom  does  not  emphasize 


clean  and  holy  living,  or  separation 
from  the  world.  There  are  many 
questions  that  I  have  asked  myself 
about  our  church.  Why  this  or  that,  or 
how  can  a  person  do  this  or  go  there  or 
act  that  way  and  claim  so  much?  I 
will  assure  you  that  I  can't  answer 
some  questions  but  there  is  one  thing 
I  can  say,  and  that  is,  "Every  man 
will  have  to  stand  before  God  for 
himself."  So  be  sure  you  and  I  live  a 
life  that  will  be  holy  and  acceptable 
before  God. 

Could  it  be  that  you  and  I  and  all 
our  people  have  been  caught  up  in 
this  modern  day  world  to  the  place  we 
accept  any  and  everything?  Have  we 
been  put  to  sleep  by  Satan's  cunning 
devices  and  reached  the  don't-care 
state?  If  so,  I  say  of  myself  and  my 
fellow  Christian  brothers  and  sisters: 
"Let  us  awaken  out  of  our  sleep"  and 
come  alive  in  1985.  The  night  is  upon 
us.  Let  us  trim  our  wick,  put  in  fresh 
oil,  clean  our  shade  (reflector)  and  let 
our  light  shine.

So  many  of  you  had  a  part  in  the 
Evangelistic  Temple  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church  in  Cary,  N.  C.  that 
we  want  to  share  with  you  the  pro- 
gress they  are  making.

REVIVAL 

Psalm  85:6,  "Wilt  thou  not  revive 
us  again:  that  thy  people  may  rejoice 
in  thee?"  I  often  think  of  that  incident 
recorded  by  Jonathan  Edwards  in  the 
hour  when  God  was  preparing  him 
for  the  Great  Revival  of  1739.  Here  are 
his  words:  "I  rode  out  into  the  woods 
and  in  a  retired  place  dismounted. 
There  I  had  a  view  of  the  glory  of  the 
Son  of  God  —  a  view  which  continued 
for  about  an  hour,  which  kept  me  for 
the  greater  part  in  tears.  I  felt  an 
urgency  of  soul  to  be  emptied,  to  lie  at 
His  feet;  to  be  filled  with  Christ  and 


Christ  alone."  If  man  is  God's  agent 
in  revival  the  Word  is  God's  instru- 
ment, and  that  Word  is  compared  to  a 
hammer  that  breaks  the  rock  in 
pieces.  As  I  have  often  said,  that  is  the 
Word  we  must  preach  with  passion- 
ate, personal  conviction.  It  is  the 
Word  of  the  cross,  the  Word  of  separa- 
tion, the  Word  of  cleansing  and  the 
Word  of  judgment. 

It  is  my  firm  conviction  that  the 
message  the  country  needs  today  is  a 
message  of  righteousness  and  judg- 
ment. 

The  prayers  of  Scripture,  like  its 
promises,  never  grow  old.  So  this 
prayer  of  the  old  Psalmist  is  as  fresh 
and  fit  for  lips  today,  as  when  the  ink 
was  wet  in  which  he  wrote.  "Wilt  thou 
not  revive  us  again?"  Let's  pray  for  a 
great  outpouring  of  God's  power  to 
bring  about  a  great  revival."

CAMP  REFLECTIONS 


(i) 

Just  before  the  commencement  of 
the  Senior  Week  of  Youth  Camp 
where  I  served  as  a  special  worker,  I 
had  a  chance  to  talk  briefly  with 
Christian  Education  Director,  Rever- 
end Gary  Strickland  about  my  deep- 
est passion  .  .  .  writing.  I  told  him 
that  more  than  anything  else  in  this 
world  I  want  to  be  a  writer.  But  I  do 
not  want  to  be  just  any  type  of  writer. 
I  want  to  be  a  Christian  writer.  Thus, 
Reverend  Strickland  made  the  sugges- 
tion that  after  the  conclusion  of  my 
duties  at  camp,  I  record  my  reflections 
and  submit  them  for  publication. 
What  a  chance,  I  thought,  to  finally 
present  my  feelings  and  ideas  to  the 
people  of  our  conference. 

So,  as  the  week-long  activities  be- 
gan, I  decided  to  observe  the  more 
vital  building  blocks  which  I  believe 
set  the  foundation  for  the  success  of 
the  camp.  These  were  not  so  much  the 
wonderful  messages  presented  at  the 
evening  services  by  the  camp  evange- 
list, or  the  brilliant  organization  de- 
signed by  the  Christian  Education 
board,  or  even  the  hard  work  of  the 
counselors  and  special  workers.  No, 
in  my  opinion,  the  success  of  the 
Senior  Week  of  the  Youth  Camp  was 
due  to  the  gentle-hearted  compassion 
displayed  by  those  metioned  above 
and  the  burden  they  felt  for  the  young 
people  they  worked  for  and  with  so 
well  over  the  course  of  six  days.  They 
took  their  service  not  upon  them- 
selves alone  but  upon  their  knowledge 
that  they  labored  for  Christ  and  that 
any  accomplishments  they  may  at- 
tain would  be  due  in  whole  to  Him. 
Allowing  themselves  to  become  tools 
in  the  hands  of  God,  each  counselor 
and  special  worker  helped  touch  the 
lives  of  many  searching  for  answers 
through  the  dense  fog  of  adolescence. 
Each  counselor  was  handed  the  re-

sponsibility  of  several  campers  and 
this  responsiblity  extended  not  only 
to  the  physical  safety  and  care  but  to 
the  spiritual  and  emotional  needs  as 
well.  Many  people,  unfamiliar  with 
such  a  job,  may  not  realize  that  coun- 
seling is  a  twenty-four  hour  a  day 
duty.  Special  workers  were  constantly 
on  their  feet  behind  the  counter  of  the 
canteen,  sitting  at  typewriters,  or 
leading  the  athletic  charges  on  the 
playing  fields  and  court.  More  often 
than  not,  they  ended  their  days  near- 
ing  the  point  of  exhaustion.

My  personal  duties  fell  under  the 
category  of  "canteen  worker,"  so  each 
day  just  after  breakfast  I  headed  for 
the  infamous  "Burger  King"  of  Fal- 
con Youth  Camp  and  began  helping 
prepare  for  the  rush  that  would  soon 
follow.  Around  9:50  every  morning 
the  army  of  campers  would  begin 
streaming  in,  demanding  service 
from  the  small  contingent  of  workers 
isolated  behind  the  counter.  All  along 
the  counter  a  maddening  blur  of 
voices  arose  with  one  anxious  cry: 
"Gimme!  Gimme!  Gimme!"  And  as  if 
this  was  not  enough,  a  sea  of  grasping 
hands  full  of  nickles,  quarters,  and 
dollar  bills  thrust  forward  into  my 
face.  And  my  job  —  my  service  —  was 
to  appease  each  and  every  demand. 

If  the  afternoon  hours  were  no  bet- 
ter than  the  morning,  then  the  night 
was  worse.  Campers,  counselors,  and 
visitors  all  rushed  in  masses  toward 
the  counter,  lining  up  in  droves  to 
treat  themselves  to  that  last  bit  of 
nourishment  before  bedtime.  Person- 
ally, I  became  so  irritated  at  hearing 
my  own  named  called  that  I  could 
have  screamed.  But  I  did  not.  Instead, 
I  persevered.  Thursday  night  finally 
arrived  and  just  before  I  descended 
into  the  calm  of  sleep  two  very  impor- 


tant ideas  leaped  into  my  mind.  First 
of  all,  I  realized  that,  although  there 
was  only  one  more  day  before  my 
duties  would  be  finished.  I  was  dead 
tired  both  physically  and  mentally. 
Even  as  this  idea  crossed  my  mind,  I 
became  aware  that  the  one  factor  that 
had  sustained  me  so  far  through  the 
week  would  also  sustain  me  until  the 
end.  This  factor,  of  course,  was  the 
power  of  Jesus  Christ.  So  as  I  lay  on 
the  lumpy,  aging  cot  that  served  as 
my  bed,  I  lifted  up  a  very  special 
prayer:  "Lord,  please  just  give  me 
strength  for  one  more  day  .  .  .  just 
one  more  day."  Philippians  4:13, 
which  promises  that  "I  can  do  all 
things  through  Christ  which  strength- 
eneth  me,"  ran  through  the  corridors 
of  my  thoughts  and  I  do  not  even  have 
to  suppose  that  this  same  verse  also 
brought  comfort  to  my  fellow  workers 
and  to  the  counselors  as  well.  I  made 
it  through  the  final  day  with  the 
special  prayer  still  upon  my  lips: 
"Just  one  more  day,  Lord."  But  the 
more  I  thought  about  the  special  bless- 
ings bestowed  upon  all  of  those  con- 
cerned with  the  operations  of  the 
camp,  the  more  I  began  to  realize  that 
I  did  not  have  to  leave  my  discovery 
in  Falcon.  No,  I  had  learned  that  my 
strength  came  from  Jesus  Christ  and 
I  wanted  this  strength  upholding 
every  aspect  of  my  life.  My  experi- 
ences at  Youth  Camp  proved  to  me 
without  a  doubt  that  without  Him  I 
am  nothing.  But  with  Christ  living 
inside  of  me  I  could  do  all  things. 
With  this  gem  stored  safely  inside  my 
heart,  I  returned  to  the  peace  and 
quiet  of  my  own  home.

Jesus  Christ  was  the  greatest  teacher  that  ever  lived  upon 
earth.

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IN  MEMORIAM 

When  I  heard  the  news  of  Mrs.  Erna 
Mae  Brooks  going  home  to  be  with  the 
Lord,  I  was  sick  with  the  flu  and  was 
not  able  to  attend  or  take  part  in  her 
funeral.  My  heart  was  saddened,  but 
as  a  Christian  should,  I  rejoiced  at  her 
triumphant  life,  ministry,  and  entry 
to  the  heavenly  world. 

Since  a  boy  in  Falcon,  I  heard  of 
Reverend  and  Mrs.  Johnny  Brooks. 
To  me  they  were  always  the  model 
missionary.  Then  one  day,  I  learned 
that  they  were  coming  home  for  fur- 
lough and  to  live  in  Falcon.  The  first 
time  I  saw  them,  I  fell  in  love  with 
them.  For  they  were  two  of  the  most 
dedicated  Christians  I  ever  met. 

Brother  Brooks  soon  became  our 
pastor  at  which  time  I  joined  the 
church  with  twenty-four  others,  my 
wife  one  of  them.  I  will  never  forget 
the  impression  this  good  lady  made 
upon  my  life.  There  was  a  song  she 
sang  about  Africa  as  she  alone  could.

"Remember  her  song,  her  tender 
loving  care,  her  motherly  love  and 
continued  prayers."  She  left  the  great- 
est heritage  anyone  could  receive. 
"She  was  a  Godly  woman,  who  gave 
her  all  for  others."  Her  reward  will  be 
great  for  her  labors  here  were  mani- 
fold. By  God's  help,  I  plan  to  meet  this 
dear  mother  and  hear  her  say  again, 
"You  are  just  like  one  of  my  sons."

MRS.  ERNA  MAE  HOLT  BROOKS 
Missionary  to  Africa 

Commendation  after  death  is  the 
tribute  we  give  to  the  dedicated 
service  of  God's  faithful  servants.  It  is 
always  fitting  that  we  remember 
their  good  works.  They  are  jewels  not 
to  be  locked  in  a  cabinet,  but  to  be  set 
forth  to  public  view. 

The  life  of  Mrs.  Erna  Mae  Holt 
Brooks  is  a  beautiful  example  of  dedi- 
cated service  in  the  great  work  of 
God's  Kingdom.  As  a  young  girl  she 
gave  her  heart  and  life  to  the  Lord. 
She  left  her  native  Tennessee  to 
attend  Holmes  Bible  and  Missionary 
Institute.  There  she  met  and  fell  in 
love  with  John  W.  Brooks,  a  young 
man  from  Falcon,  NC  who  was  pre- 
paring to  go  to  Africa  as  a  mission- 
ary. 

Johnny  Brooks  proposed  to  her  by 
saying,  "I  love  you  with  all  of  my 
heart,  and  I  want  you  to  marry  me.  I 
have  nothing  to  offer  you  but  my  love 
and  my  very  hard  life.  God  has  called 
me  to  be  a  missionary.  I  have  no 
guarantee  of  any  income  except  what 
the  Missions  Board  has  agreed  to 
pay,  but  I  am  trusting  God  to  supply 
my  needs.  If  you  can  marry  me  under 
these  conditions,  I  would  like  to  have 
you  as  my  lifetime  companion  and 
my  darling  wife." 

Sister  Brooks  accepted  the  pro- 
posal, and  like  Ruth  of  the  ancient 
story  she  promised,  "Whither  thou 
goest,  I  will  go."  What  a  journey  of 
faith  and  service  it  would  be.  As  a 
young  couple  they  sailed  with  the  D. 
D.  Freemans  to  South  Africa.  There 
Sister  Brooks  labored  alongside  her 
husband  as  a  loving  wife,  a  devoted 
mother,  a  dedicated  missionary,  and 
an  inspiring  teacher. 

In  the  midst  of  providing  a  gracious 
and  lovely  home  for  her  missionary 
husband  and  four  children,  Mrs. 
Brooks  involved  herself  in  mission- 
ary activities.  She  was  especially 
noted  for  her  work  with  the  Sunday 
Schools.  Wherever  they  went,  she 
would  start  Sunday  Schools.  She 
wrote,  "While  my  husband  was  away 
supervising  ministers  and  working 
with  others,  I  established  a  Sunday 
School  on  location  so  that  the  African 
natives  could  go  to  Sunday  School.  It 
was  a  mile  from  our  house.  It  pro- 
gressed nicely.  Children  and  some 
adults  came,  and  I  taught  them  all 
together  with  the  help  of  a  native 
boy." 

Between  terms  of  missionary  ser- 
vice in  Africa,  Mrs.  Brooks  served 
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faithfully  as  a  pastor's  wife  as  her 
husband  pastored  churches  in  North 
Carolina  and  Canada.  Her  conse- 
crated life,  her  earnest  praying,  her 
devoted  service,  and  her  beautiful 
singing  were  a  blessing  to  the  people 
among  whom  she  labored.  She  also 
assisted  her  husband  as  he  served  as 
Superintendent  of  Falcon  Children's 
Home. 

When  Brother  Brooks  felt  the  call  of 
God  to  return  to  Africa  to  establish 
the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  in 
the  new  field  of  Nigeria,  Sister  Brooks 
once  again  involved  herself  in  organ- 
izing Sunday  Schools  to  teach  the 
young  and  the  old  the  wonderful 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  In  twelve 
years  of  sacrificial  labor,  she  helped 
her  husband  to  build  a  strong  Pente- 
costal Holiness  Church  in  a  country 
that  has  been  referred  to  as  the  "white 
man's  graveyard"  because  of  the  diffi- 
cult climate. 

It  was  a  long  journey  from  Tennes- 
see to  South  Carolina,  to  Africa,  to 
Canada,  and  to  Nigeria,  but  it  was  a 
journey  filled  with  sacrificial  labor 
and  devoted  service.  The  epitaph 
which  her  husband  had  inscribed  on 
her  gravestone  says  it  well,  "Loving 
Wife,  Devoted  Mother,  Dedicated 
Missionary,  Singer,  Teacher."  Now 
the  journey  is  over.  Her  work 
finished,  Mrs.  Brooks  departed 
quietly  in  the  night  for  that  celestial 
city  where  the  saints  of  God  stand 
before  the  throne  of  God  and  worship 
their  glorious  Redeemer.  She  has 
joined  the  apostles,  the  patriachs, 
and  the  missionaries,  and  by  faith  we 
see  her  standing  with  that  innumer- 
able multitude,  which  no  man  can 
number,  of  men  and  women,  who 
have  washed  their  robes  white  in  the 
blood  of  the  Lamb  and  who  shall  sit 
down  with  Him  upon  His  throne  for-

During  this  period  of  easy  credit 
through  credit  cards,  contracts,  sig- 
natures, and  pay  as  you  go  plans, 
almost  anyone  can  acquire  their  de- 
sires without  ever  counting  the  cost  or 
paying  the  price.  There  also  exists 
multi-choice  teaching  for  easy  Edenic 
relationship  with  God. 

We  hear  the  expression  so  frequent- 
ly that  he  or  she  is  a  born-again 
Christian.  We  see  this  star,  whether 
they  be  from  Hollywood,  television, 
rock  music,  athelete,  business  execu- 
tive, dope  addict,  one  from  the  gutter, 
or  one  from  the  social  elite  who  are 
called  "born-again  Christians."  Note! 
The  gospel  is  for  "whosoever  will  may 
come."  No  one  is  excluded,  but  it  cost 
something.  There  is  no  easy  payment 
plan.  To  be  a  Bible-founded,  born- 
again  Christian,  we  must  accept 
God's  formula.  In  John,  Chapter  3,  we 
read  His  formula  given  to  Nicodemus 
concerning  the  New  Birth. 

There  was  a  man  of  the  Phari- 
sees, named  Nicodemus,  a  ruler  of 
the  Jews:  The  same  came  to  Jesus 
by  night,  and  said  unto  him,  Rab- 
bi, we  know  that  thou  art  a  teacher 
come  from  God:  for  no  man  can  do 
these  miracles  that  thou  doest,  ex- 
cept God  be  with  him.  Jesus  an- 
swered and  said  unto  him,  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  Except  a 
man  be  born  again,  he  cannot  see 
the  kingdom  of  God.  Nicodemus 
saith  unto  him,  How  can  a  man  be 
born  when  he  is  old?  can  he  enter 
the  second  time  into  his  mother's 
womb,  and  be  born?  Jesus  an- 
swered, Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
thee,  Except  a  man  be  born  of 
water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God. 


Notes 

From  the  Editor 

In  our  Manual,  under  Doctrinal 
Emphasis,  by  the  late  Bishop  J.  H. 
King,  founded  on  God's  Word,  we 
learn  that  there  is  more  to  the  "born- 
again"  experience  than  just  confes- 
sing with  the  mind  that  Jesus  is  the 
Christ.  We  must  believe  with  our 
heart  that  He  is  the  Christ  and  the 
door  through  which  we  enter  to  ap- 
proach God  to  ask  forgiveness  for  our 
sins.  One  must  be  convicted  of  sins 
committed  and  repent.  This  is  the 
first  step  toward  becoming  a  real- 
born-again  Christian. 

As  we  study  this  subject,  we  will 
find  that  a  born-again  Christian  will 
have  a  change  of  heart.  They  become 
new  creatures.  They  were  sinners. 
They  go  out  of  the  sinning  business 
and  become  Christians  which  is  to  be 
Christlike.  Let  us  note  the  first  two 
steps  to  becoming  a  Christian. 

REPENTANCE 

Repentance.  (Gr.  Metanoia  from 
meta  with,  and  noos  —  mind  — 
something  done  with  the  whole 
mind.)  Mind  as  thus  viewed  embraces 
the  spirit,  with  particular  reference  to 
the  conscience  and  will,  and  denotes  a 
decision  made  which  changes  the  de- 
sires, views,  attitude,  purpose,  and 
conduct  in  one's  life.  Truth  inwardly 
applied  produces  conviction  for  sin; 
conscience  awakened  by  conviction 
demands  a  change,  and  the  will 
mightily  influenced  by  the  conscience 
in  view  of  the  judgment  is  moved  to 
change  the  whole  life.  Metanoia  sig- 
nifies a  whole  life  repentance  —  a 
lifetime  forsaking  of  sin,  and  not  a 
mere  momentary  act  day  by  day. 
Repentance  is  not  "godly  sorrow  for 
sin"  but  "godly  sorrow,"  which  is 
produced  by  a  display  of  the  goodness 
of  God  that  leadeth  to  repentance 
(Romans  2:4;  2  Corinthians  7:10).  Re- 
pentance puts  the  heart  in  a  position 
to  believe. 
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FAITH 

Faith  is  the  result  of  divine  persua- 
sion effected  by  the  promises  of  God. 
It  includes  confidence  and  trust.  The 
promises,  "exceeding  great  and  pre- 
cious," express  the  faithfulness  of 
God  in  the  heart  thus  persuaded:  con- 
fidence is  begotten,  trust  is  inspired. 
"The  promises  are  yea  (established) 
and  amen  (fulfilled)  in  him"  —  the 
Christ;  He,  by  them,  is  the  "originator 
of  faith"  in  the  heart  (Hebrews  12:2). 
Confidence  in  and  reliance  (trust) 
upon  Christ,  the  act  of  faith  following 
repentance,  brings  to  the  heart  the 
realization  of  the  forgiveness  of  sins. 
Faith  grows  by  the  same  process  that 
gives  it  birth  —  the  promises  of  God, 
centered  in  Christ,  and  fulfilled  by 
Him.  He  is  the  finisher  (perfecter)  of 
faith.

Have  you  ever  wondered  why  some 
churches  are  growing  and  some 
churches  aren't?  Have  you  ever 
wondered  why  some  people  are  get- 
ting saved  and  others  aren't?  Have 
you  ever  wondered  why  some  people 
are  growing  in  the  Lord  and  some 
aren't?  Have  you  ever  wanted  to  wit- 
ness to  someone  and  didn't  know 
what  to  say?  Have  you  been  concern- 
ed about  how  to  be  effective  teaching 
a  Sunday  School  Lesson?  All  of  these 
questions  and  many  more  were  an- 
swered in  a  recent  H.E.L.P.  (Helping 
Equip  Lay  People)  workshop  that  was 
held  at  the  Person  Street  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church  on  April  15,  thru 
April  17,  conducted  by  the  Reverend 
L.  B.  Collins  and  Reverend  Gary 
Strickland. 

During  this  workshop,  we  were  chal- 
lenged to  follow  the  Great  Commis- 
sion of  going  out  into  the  world  and 
evangelize  it.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  & 
CHURCH  GROWTH 
by  Joe  Iaquinta 

"The  single  most  important  differ- 
ence between  a  church  of  50  and  a 
church  of  150  is  a  vital,  effective 
Sunday  School!"  This  is  a  paraphrase 
of  a  comment  made  by  Carl  George  of 
the  Fuller  Institute  of  Evangelism 
and  Church  Growth  during  a  recent 
regional  leadership  seminar  in  Win- 
ston-Salem. It  is  based  on  the  observa- 
tion of  thousands  of  growing  church- 
es. By  itself,  the  statement  may  not 
seem  significant,  but  when  coupled 
with  the  following  two  pieces  of  infor- 
mation, it  becomes  revealing  to  us  as 
a  denomination. 

First,  one-half  (50%)  of  all  P.  H. 
churches  have  51  members  or  less; 
one-fourth  (25%)  of  all  P.  H.  Churches 
have  between  51  and  92  members.  Of 
our  1500  or  so  churches,  then  1125  of 
them  are  particularly  affected  by  the 
observation  stated  above.  Second,  an 
unofficial  survey  of  some  of  our 
churches,  taken  during  our  self-study, 
revealed  the  following  results: 

—  a  high  priority  to  S.  S.  —  NONE 

—  a  medium  priority  to  S.S. 
-SOME 

—  a  low  priority  to  S.  S.  —  MOST 

I  emphasize  the  unofficial  nature  of 
this  survey,  but  it  does  reveal  an 
unhealthy  trend  which  has  been  tak- 
ing place  across  our  church  over  the 
past  several  quadrennia:  a  de-empha- 
sizing of  the  role  of  Sunday  School  in 
our  church's  philosophy  of  ministry. 
It  appears  that  we  have  been  ignor- 
ing, or  perhaps,  misusing  the  single 
most  effective  ingredient  to  growing 
our  churches. 

By  "misusing"  I  mean  that  Sunday 
School  often  has  been  viewed  as  a 
means  to  another  "far  loftier"  objec- 


tive. For  example,  many  pastors  see 
Sunday  School  simply  as  a  way  to 
increase  the  attendance  at  the  AM 
worship  service,  seeing  that  service 
and  his  preaching  of  the  Word  as  "the 
only  important  happening"  on  Sun- 
day morning.  The  issue  is  not  which 
is  most  important,  but  recognizing 
that  both  minister  to  different  areas 
of  need  in  the  lives  of  your  member- 
ship and  visitors.  The  morning  wor- 
ship service  gives  each  member  an 
opportunity  to  join  with  others  in 
song,  praise,  and  prayer,  to  worship 
the  Savior  they  love  so  dearly.  There 
is  no  question  that  worship  (of  some- 
one or  something,  if  not  God)  is  a 
powerful  need  inherent  in  the  make- 
up of  man. 

But  the  Sunday  School  does  not 
provide  for  worship;  it  provides  for 
ministry  to  another  important  need 
in  man  —  the  need  for  personal 
relationships:  to  love  other  human 
beings  and  to  be  loved  by  them!  The 
primary  purpose  of  the  Sunday 
School  (called  "spiritual  kingship 
groups  or  cells"  in  church  growth 
language)  is  personal  intimacy  and 
accountability:  people  want  others  to 
share  their  problems,  to  encourage 
them,  to  share  insights  from  the  Word 
with  them,  and  to  rejoice  with  them  in 
their  personal  victories.  It  came  as  a 
great  shock  to  me  when  I  realized  that 
the  members  of  the  class  I  was  teach- 
ing were  not  coming  to  hear  my  expo- 
sition of  the  scriptures,  but  to  see  and 
minister  to  one  another.  Amen,  so  be 
it! 

The  absence  of  an  effective  Sunday 
School  in  a  small  church  (under  30)  is 
not  missed  because  the  entire  adult 
congregation  in  that  church  is  no 
larger  than  one  class.  But  as  the 
church  grows  beyond  50  and  toward 
100-120  +  the  ministry  of  the  Sunday 
School  becomes  increasingly  impor- 
tant. 

There  Are  Three  Ways  Effective 
Sunday  Schools  Can  Help  Churches 
Grow. 

Pastor,  it  allows  you  to  multi- 
ply your  ministry. 

When  Jesus  ministered  on  this 
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earth,  He  chose  to  train  twelve  others 
rather  than  try  to  reach  millions. 
Invest  your  time  and  energy  into  the 
training  of  faithful  men  and  women, 
who  can  stand  beside  you  and  help 
you  minister  to  the  flock  that  God  has 
placed  under  your  care. 

Sunday  School  allows  for  the 
full  use  of  spiritual  gifts. 

It  should  come  as  no  surprise  to  us, 
a  Pentecostal  church,  that  spiritual 
gifts  have  been  determined  to  play  a 
significant  role  in  church  growth. 
The  Sunday  School  is  the  ideal  place 
for  many  of  those  gifts  to  be  used  most 
effectively.  Not  only  leadership  and 
teaching  gifts,  but  words  of  knowl- 
edge, wisdom,  exhortation,  healing, 
miracles,  hospitality,  helps,  etc. 

Sunday  School  can  make  new 
people  feel  like  they  belong  .  .  . 
even  before  they  make  a  commit- 
ment to  join  the  church. 

A  sense  of  belonging  is  the  main 
reason  visitors  keep  coming  back. 
And  until  they  fully  understand  the 
requirements  of  the  Gospel  life-style 
and  are  willing  to  truly  repent,  be 
baptized  and  join  the  local  body,  they 
can  experience  the  love  and  ministry 
of  the  church  through  the  Sunday 
School. 

The  Sunday  School  does  have  a 
vital  ministry  in  your  local  church. 
Maybe  there  are  some  changes  that 
need  to  be  made  before  it  can  become 
the  "effective"  ministry  God  wants  it 
to  be.  If  so,  spend  some  time  in  self- 
evaluation;  in  prayer  before  God  seek- 
ing His  mind  on  the  matter;  and  in 
planning,  trusting  God  to  guide  you. 
Your  Sunday  School  can  become  all 
that  God  intends  it  to  be!

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DEBATE  OVER  ABORTED  BABIES 


News  accounts  indicate  that  no 
charges  will  be  filed  in  the  cases  of 
16,431  aborted  babies  discovered  in  a 
trash  container  in  Southern  Califor- 
nia. 

A  debate  erupted  whether  or  not  to 
bury  or  incinerate  the  aborted  chil- 
dren. The  decision  was  put  in  the  lap 
of  the  California  Supreme  Court. 

Several  Christain  groups  requested 
that  the  bodies  be  released  for  reli- 
gious burial.  However,  the  American 
Civil  Liberties  Union  insisted  that 
they  be  burned. 

What  is  it  going  to  take  for  the 
church  to  get  concerned  again  about 
the  sacredness  of  human  life?  If  non- 
Christian  religions  (Islam,  Hindu- 
ism) regard  life  as  sacred,  why  don't 
Christians?  It  is  our  Lord  that  estab- 
lished that  principle  in  the  first  place. 

One  lady  recently  said,  "What 
bothers  me  the  most  is  the  apathy  of 
the  very  people  who  should  be  leading 
the  fight  for  the  sacredness  of  life,  the 
church. 

It  is  ironic  that  even  in  North  Caro- 
lina where  leading  church  leaders 
sought  to  prevent  the  execution  of 
James  Hutchins,  the  killer  of  three 


law  enforcement  officers,  and  also 
intervened  on  behalf  of  Velma  Bar- 


field,  who  was  convicted  of  poisoning 
her  fiance,  Stuart  Taylor,  and  the 


alledged  poisoning  of  3  people  includ- 
ing her  own  mother.  Yet  these  same 
religious  leaders  are  as  quiet  as 
"church  mice"  while  North  Carolina 
uses  state  tax  funds  for  medically 
unnecessary  abortions  or  as  a  birth 
control  measure. 

Newly  elected  Governor  James  G. 
Martin  has  said  that  abortion  fund- 
ing is  not  a  function  of  state  govern- 
ment. 

Federal  funds  are  already  available 
for  abortions  if  the  mother's  life  is  at 
stake,  and  pending  legislation  will 
permit  the  funding  of  those  due  to 
rape  and  incest. 

The  1985  sessions  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  NC  covened  on  February 
5th.  Why  not  call  your  state  legis- 
lators today  and  urge  them  to  join 
with  Governor  Martin  in  stopping  the 
use  of  state  funds  for  medically  un- 
necessary abortions.

TWO  NC  CITIES  ARE  NATIONAL  LEADERS 


The  most  dangerous  places  for  an 
unborn  child  in  the  United  Stated 
appear  to  be  in  Raleigh,  NC  and 
Columbia,  SC. 

According  o  reports  form  the  Na- 
tional Center  for  Health  Statistics, 
Raleigh  and  Columbia  have  the  high- 
est abortion  rate  in  comparison  with 
births  as  any  cities  in  the  nation. 

Columbia,  SC  has  a  66%  abortion 
rate,  and  Raleigh  is  second  with  a  64% 
rate.  Specifically,  in  Columbia,  SC, 
11,210  abortions  were  performed 
while  in  the  same  period  5,764  births 
occurred. 

Some  6,390  abortions  occurred  in 
Raleigh  during  the  same  period  of 
3,698  births. 

Nationwide  some  l'/i  million  un- 
born children  were  aborted  last  year. 
That's  4000  daily.  One  every  20  se- 
conds. 

On  January  22,  1973,  the  US  Su- 


preme Court  ruled  that  unborn  hu- 
man beings  are  not  legal  "persons" 
protected  by  the  Constitution.  Thus, 
any  unborn  baby  is  the  property  of 
the  owner  (Mother),  and  she  can  have 
the  child  killed  at  her  request  even  up 
to  the  time  of  birth  if  her  doctor 
agrees.  Her  only  reason  need  be  that 
the  child  might  interfere  with  her  life- 
style and  social  well-being. 

Many  favor  abortion  to  preserve 
the  life  of  the  mother  or  in  case  of  a 
defective  child,  rape,  or  incest.  Even  if 
these  were  valid  reasons,  they  would 
account  for  only  3%  of  all  abortions.  A 
full  97%  occur  for  matters  of  conven- 
ience and  economy. 

Futhermore,  NC  is  the  only  South- 
eastern state  that  uses  state  tax  funds 
to  pay  for  medically  unnecessary 
abortions  or  abortions  on  demand. 
Why  not  write  your  state  legislators 
and  ask  that  this,  our  state  funding, 
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be  discontinued?  Federal  funds  are 
already  provided  for  abortions  if  the 
mother's  life  is  at  stake.

IN  MEMORIAM 
Rev.  L.  E.  Peyton 


Funeral  services  were  conducted 
February  28,  1985  for  Reverend  L.  E. 
Peyton  at  Wilkerson  Funeral  Home  in 
Greenville,  North  Carolina.  Officiat- 
ing were  Reverend  Roman  Sutton  and 
Reverend  J.  Doner  Lee,  Conference 
Superintendent.  The  first  time  I  re- 
member seeing  Reverend  L.  E.  Peyton 
was  at  a  service  in  the  Octagon  Taber- 
nacle in  Falcon.  He  and  his  brother 
Clifton,  had  come  all  the  way  from 
Chocowinity,  North  Carolina  to  at- 
tend the  Falcon  Holiness  School.  I 
was  only  a  small  boy  but  these  two 
young  men  stood  out  and  soon  be- 
came a  part  of  our  family  for  I  had 
several  brothers  their  age  and  in  their 
class.  They  were  in  and  out  of  our 
home  frequently. 

Some  years  after  they  returned 
home,  I  learned  both  had  answered 
the  call  of  God  to  preach.  I  learned 
that  L.  E.  Peyton  was  licensed  in  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  in  1936. 
At  that  time,  the  Conference  was 
small  and  it  took  dedicated  men  who

There  are  over  10  million 
people  in  Manila  and  the  political  and 
economic  conditions  seem  only  to 
serve  as  a  reminder  to  the  people  of 
their  need  for  a  loving  God  who  is 
concerned  about  them.  Therefore,  the 
opportunities  for  church  growth  are 
limited  only  by  the  facilities  and 
trained  personnel  we  have  available. 
There  are  7  churches  in  Metro  Manila 
at  the  present  time,  and  we  have  42 
students  in  Manila  Bible  Institute  pre- 
paring for  the  ministry. 

Brother  Lee,  we  have  included  your 
name  on  our  mailing  list  to  receive 
our  newsletters.  Thank  you  for  your 
prayers  and  support,  and  the  encour- 
agement of  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference. Together  I  pray  that  we  shall 
see  the  Gospel  preached  unto  all  the 


were  willing  to  work  and  dig  churches 
out  and  get  them  started.  L.  E.  Peyton 
was  one  of  these  men.

THIRD  WEEK 
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BORN-AGAIN 

In  the  May  issue  of  the  Evangel,  I 
began  a  study  of  a  "Born-Again  Chris- 
tian." From  this  first  study,  we  see 
that  for  one  to  say  they  are  "born- 
again"  and  to  carry  that  title  doesn't 
necessarily  make  it  so.  Many  claim  to 
be  "born-again"  where  their  life 
doesn't  measure  up  to  Bible  require- 
ments. Again,  may  I  say,  "When  a 
person  becomes  a  true  Christian, 
"Born-Again,"  they  are  changed  and 
go  out  of  the  sinning  business.  They 
are  no  longer  a  folio  wer  of  Satan  but  a 
follower  of  Christ.  We  have  already 
found  that  one  must  repent  (Godly 
sorrow)  of  sins  and  have  faith  that 
God  through  Christ  forgives.  Then  we 
are  justified;  an  act  of  God. 

JUSTIFICATION 

"Justification  is  the  act  of  God,  as 
an  infinite  judge,  pronouncing  the 
penitent  believing  soul  free  from  the 
condemnation  of  His  righteous  law.  It 
is  preceded  by  forgiveness,  and 
followed  by  regeneration.  Forgive- 
ness removes  the  guilt  of  sin;  justifi- 
cation lifts  the  condemnation  caused 
by  those  sins  from  the  soul.  The  just 
God  makes  the  soul  just  and  upholds 
His  just  law.  His  law  is  righteous,  and 
the  trusting  soul  being  made  just  is 
also  made  righteous  by  the  same  act. 
Both  are  one.  Justification  and  right- 
eousness come  from  the  same  word  in 
the  original.  The  'righteousness  of  the 
law  is  fulfilled  in  them  who  walk  not 
after  the  flesh,  but  after  the  Spirit.' 
Justification  opens  the  way  for  the 
heart's  regeneration.  The  penitent  be- 
liever is  rightly  related  to  law  and 
justified  by  it  through  faith.  The  law 
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endorses  him  because  he  is  in  Christ. 
Forgiveness,  justification  and  regene- 
ration are  not  identical,  but  they  all 
take  place  at  the  same  time.  The  three 
are  simultaneously  received  by  the 
same  act  of  faith." 

REGENERATION 

"Regeneration.  (Gr.  Polingenesia— 
Polin—  again,  Genesia— gene- 
ration.) This  means  'to  be  generated 
again.'  Generation  is  derived  from 
it;  also  Genesis.  We  prefix  the  parti- 
cle Re  (which  means  again)  to  'gene- 
ration' and  have  regeneration,  which 
means  to  be  'second  born'  or  'reborn.' 
We  term  this  work  the  'new  birth'  or 
'born-again.'  The  particle  re,  as  pre- 
fixed to  generation,  has  for  its  ante- 
cedent, not  the  natural  birth,  but  the 
birth  of  the  first  man  in  Eden.  Adam 
was  not  created,  but  generated. 
The  term  creation  is  used  to  denote 
the  making  of  man  as  he  came  from 
God,  but  it  was  an  act  of  divine  gene- 
ration. 'We  are  his  offspring'  as  saith 
the  Apostle  on  Mars'  Hill.  If  we  are 
'the  offspring  of  God'  then  the  first 
man  was  His  offspring,  or  'gene- 
rated son.'  He  lost  that  birth,  and 
became  a  son  of  Satan,  the  serpent 
deceiver.  Every  human  being  was 
potentially  generated  with  Adam  and 
put  into  the  body  or  materiality  as  he 
was.  As  he  fell,  all  fell  in  him  and  with 
him.  All  lost  this  divine  birth.  All 
were  in  the  Second  Adam — Christ — 
on  the  Cross,  and  in  Him  were  born 
potentially  the  second  time.  That 
second  birth  on  Calvary  is  repro- 
duced in  us  by  the  Spirit.  This  is  the 
polingenesia— 'second  birth' — that 
Jesus  taught  Nicodemus  (John  3:3) 
must  take  place  in  him.  We  are  made 
conscious  of  the  'Calvary  birth'  in  the 
'regeneration,'  effected  by  the  Holy 
Spirit.  Pardon  and  justification  make 
a  change  in  all  life's  relationships. 
Regeneration  is  a  change  in  state: 
that  is,  our  inner  nature.  Being  dead 
in  sins,  we  are  quickened  to  life  by  the 
impartation  of  the  resurrection  life  of 
the  glorified  Christ.  'He  is  our  life,' 
and  in  regeneration  we  begin  to  live 
in,  and  by  Him." 


ADOPTION 

"Adoption  is  an  act  of  God  the 
Father,  dealing  with  the  'born  one' 
(Gr.  huiothesia  from  huios— sons, 
thesia— placing— son  placing).  The 
father  receives  the  regenerated  one 
from  the  hand  of  His  beloved  Son, 
and  places  him  in  His  heavenly  house- 
hold. Jesus  the  first-born  Son — the 
elder  Brother — by  virtue  of  the 
Father's  act  of  adoption,  assigned  to 
the  newly  acknowledged  Son  His 
work  and  service  in  the  heavenly 
family,  or  Kingdom.  Jesus,  as  the 
'First  begotten  from  the  dead'  has  the 
'preeminence  among  the  brethren,' 
and  by  the  appointment  of  the 
Father,  has  complete  control  of  all  the 
heavenly  household;  therefore,  He 
gives  to  each  one  in  the  'household' 
his  individual  work.  The  Father,  in 
accepting  the  'newly  born'  into  His 
family,  'sends  forth  the  Spirit  of  His 
first-born  Son  into  the  heart  of  the 
adopted  son'  making  him  a  'joint-heir 
with  Christ.'  This  Spirit  of  the  first- 
continued  on  next  page) 
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born  Son  put  into  the  heart  of  the 
'newly  born'  is  the  witnessing  Spirit 
assuring  him  of  his  salvation  and 
sonship." 

When  we  are  adopted  into  the  Royal 
Family  of  God,  we  become  a  child  of 
the  King.  Paul  states  in  Romans  8:14- 
17,  "For  as  many  as  are  led  by  the 
Spirit  of  God,  they  are  the  sons  of 
God.  For  ye  have  not  received  the 
spirit  of  bondage  again  to  fear;  but  ye 
have  received  the  Spirit  of  adoption, 
whereby  we  cry,  Abba,  Father.  The 
Spirit  itself  beareth  witness  with  our 
spirit,  that  we  are  the  children  of  God: 
And  if  children,  then  heirs;  heirs  of 
God,  and  joint-heirs  with  Christ;  if  so 
be  that  we  suffer  with  him,  that  we 
may  be  also  glorified  together." 
Praise  God.  You  can  know  you  have 
been  born-again.

IN  MEMORIAM 

Funeral  services  were  conducted 
March  26,  1985,  for  Reverend  M.  D. 
McPherson,  at  the  Bizzell  Grove 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  Offici- 
ating were  Reverend  W.  Eddie  Morris 
and  Reverend  J.  Doner  Lee.  Both 
served  as  his  Conference  Superin- 
tendent. 

Into  the  home  of  Charles  C.  and 
Lyddia  McPherson  of  Mansfield, 
Oregon,  was  born  a  son  on  June  3, 
1916.  They  named  him  Milford  Denzil 
McPherson.  The  family  later  moved 
to  Oklahoma  where  Milford  was 
reared.  He  was  reared  by  Godly 
parents.  His  father  was  a  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Minister  for  51  years  and  his 
mother  taught  him  with  tender 
motherly  love  and  dedication.  Mil- 
ford dedicated  his  life  early  to  God 
and  he  became  a  mighty  strong  tower 
of  righteousness  and  holiness  in  all 
areas  he  lived.  Milford  received 
license  to  preach  when  he  was  18 
years  old  in  East  Oklahoma  Confer- 
ence. He  later  attended  Holmes  Bible 
College  (1936-1939).  While  attending 
Holmes,  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Holmes  Quartet  (bass  singer).  Upon 
graduation,  he  was  recommended  by 
Dr.  Paul  F.  Beacham  to  serve  as 
supply  pastor  of  the  Gospel  Taber- 
nacle in  Dunn,  where  he  served  for 
seven  months.  During  that  summer, 
he  traveled  with  the  quartet  in 
Virginia  and  joined  the  East  Virginia 
Conference.  In  September,  1940,  he 
attended  Emmanuel  College  for  one 
year  where  he  met  Evelyn  Reece  of 


Fincastle,  Virginia,  who  became  his 
wife  on  September  22,  1941.  Together 
they  began  their  fruitful  ministry.  To 
this  union  was  born  three  lovely 
daughters:  Beverly  Ann,  Brenda 
Carroll,  and  Lyda  Francis. 

Milford  was  ordained  by  Bishop 
Dan  T.  Muse  on  June  23,  1943.  He 
transferred  to  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  in  1948,  where  he  served 
in  the  active  ministry  for  thirty-four 
years.  He  was  known  to  his  fellow 
ministers  as  "Mack."  He  served  as  a 
successful,  dedicated,  and  loved 
Pentecostal  Holiness  preacher.  He 
was  a  student  of  the  Word  and  a 
teacher.  He  exemplified  the  life  of  a 
true  apostle.  His  ministry  began  here 
in  Benson.  His  tenure  follows: 
Benson,  1948-1950;  Kenly-Bizzell 
Grove,  1951;  Kenly,  1952-1954; 
Bethany,  1951-1956;  Jacksonville, 
1957-1963;  Bizzell  Grove,  1964-1969; 
Greenville  First,  1970-1973;  West- 
moreland, 1974-1975;  Bethany,  1976- 
1982.  Brother  McPherson  built 
several  of  these  churches;  actually 
did  most  of  the  carpentry  work  at 
Bizzells  Grove,  Greenville,  and 
Bethany.  He  was  adding  to  his  home 
when  God  called  him  Home. 

M.  D.  McPherson  was  not  only  a 
good  minister  and  builder  of  build- 
ings, he  was  a  builder  of  character 
and  integrity.  He  began  with  his  own 
life.  "He  followed  peace  with  all  men 
and  holiness  that  was  pleasing  to 
God."  He  believed  and  preached  the 
same  Bible-founded  Gospel  all  of  his 
life.  He  never,  for  convenience  sake, 
or  favor  of  men,  compromised  the 
truth.  The  Conference  Superintend- 
ent, Conference  Board,  or  local 
church  never  had  to  worry  about 
where  he  stood,  for  he  stood  on  God's 
Word.  Mack  was  never  a  part  of  con- 
troversy. He  looked  after  his  own 
sheep.  When  he  preached,  you  heard  a 
Gospel  message. 

M.  D.  McPherson  was  tall,  hand- 
some, and  stately.  He  looked  and 
carried  himself  with  the  dignity  of  a 
minister  of  the  Gospel.  He  was  al- 
ways neatly  dressed.  When  assigned 
a  church,  he  went  there  and  began  to 
work.  He  never  had  time  for  foolish- 
ness, jokes,  or  gossip  spreading.  His 
commission  was  to  "preach  the 
Word."  "He  opened  his  mouth  with 
wisdom."  "His  tongue  was  the  law  of 
kindness,  strength  and  honor  were 
his  clothing."  "His  children  called 
him  blessed.  His  wife  and  co-laborer 
praiseth  him."  He  fought  a  good 
fight.  He  finished  his  course.  He  kept 


the  faith.  He  made  full  proof  of  his 
ministry.

On  a  Sunday  morning,  March  24, 
1985,  at  the  Wilson  Hospital  where 
the  doctor  announced  that  Rev.  M.  D. 
McPherson  had  died  or  had  expired, 
amid  the  flowing  of  tears  of  loved 
ones,  ten  thousand  angels  screamed 
from  above,  "He  is  not  dead,  he  is 
alive."  The  obituary  column  an- 
nounced M.  D.  McPherson  had 
passed  away,  and  again  an  angelic 
host  announced,  "He  is  not  dead,  he  is 
alive."  This  great  man  of  God  could 
not  have  died  that  day  for  fifty-one 
years  before  while  he  knelt  near  an 
obscure  village  in  Oregon,  he  had 
died  and  a  new  person  was  born- 
again  and  became  a  new  creature.  He 
had  passed  from  death  to  life  to  die  no 
more.  Oh  yes,  he  slipped  out  of  the  old 
house  of  clay  but  he  continued  to  live, 
for  he  believed  on  Him  who  said,  "He 
that  liveth  and  believeth  in  me  shall 
never  died."  Since  that  day  when  he 
was  converted,  under  the  ministry  of 
his  own  father,  he  has  sung  and 
preached  a  thousand  times  over,  "For 
me  to  live  is  Christ  .  .  .  For  me  to  live 
is  Christ  .  .  .  ." 

Brother  McPherson  lives  today.  He 
lives  in  every  song  he  has  ever  sung, 
he  lives  in  every  sermon  he  has  ever 
preached,  he  lives  through  every 
church  he  has  ever  pastored.  There 
are  many  from  all  these  churches 
standing  tall  rising  up  to  call  him 
blessed.  They  were  brought  to  the 
throne  of  grace  under  his  ministry  or 
they  were  kept  saved  by  some  en- 
couraging word  he  had  spoken  to 
them.  The  sacrifices  he  made  por- 
trayed his  life  as  a  living  symbol  to  all 
others  who  will  pass  this  way.  He 
lives  through  every  deed  of  kindness; 
his  vibrant  life  is  seen  in  every  rafter, 
ceiling  and  roof  in  every  church  he 
helped  to  build  through  the  years  of 
his  pastorates.  His  life  shined  out 
through  his  firm  convictions  and  the 
manifestation  of  his  firm  faith,  his 
prayers  and  songs.  The  life  of  Christ 
cannot  die  and  shall  emanate  from 
every  pulpit  where  he  has  ever  stood. 
He  lived  in  his  home;  he  lives  in  the 
lives  of  his  family.  His  sermons  will 
continue  to  vibrate  in  the  hearts  and

The  Conference  Christian  Educa- 
tion and  Evangelism  Departments 
invited  Dr.  Vinson  Synan,  Assistant 
General  Superintendent,  and  General 
Director  of  Evangelism,  to  come  to 
the  North  Carolina  Conference  for  a 
leadership  workshop  dealing  with 
church  growth.  The  date  was  set  for 
April  25,  1985,  and  the  selected  place 
was  the  First  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church  of  Goldsboro,  North 
Carolina. 

These  "L.I.F.T.  Seminars,"  mean- 
ing "Leaders  Involved  for  Training," 
are  to  inspire,  inform,  and  instruct 
the  church  staff  with  regard  to  minis- 
try, methods,  and  materials.  This 
year's  seminar  was  both  enlighten- 
ing and  informative.  It  was  interest- 
ing to  know  that  the  Pentecostal  Holi- 
ness Church  had  a  ten-year-growth 
period  while  some  other  denomina- 
tions had  a  decrease  in  membership. 
Dr.  Synan  stated,  "We  are  not  to  be 
satisfied  with  our  growth,  however, 
some  others  had  a  forty  percent  in- 
crease in  membership."  We  must  not 
be  satisfied  with  the  thirty-four  per- 
cent increase  that  we  have  had  over 
the  last  ten-year  period,  but  we  are 
grateful  to  God  for  the  progress  that 
has  been  made. 

The  first  lecture  began  at  nine- 
thirty  on  the  morning  of  the  25th.  A 
thirty-minute  period  of  fellowship  pre- 
ceded the  lecture  with  coffee  and 
donuts  prepared  by  the  ladies  of  the 


First  Church  in  Goldsboro.  Reverend 
J.  Doner  Lee,  North  Carolina  Confer- 
ence Superintendent,  opened  the  meet- 
ing with  prayer.  Reverend  Gary 
Strickland  extended  a  hearty  wel- 
come to  the  more  than  one-hundred 
and  twenty  in  attendance.  Reverend 
L.  B.  Collins  introduced  our  special 
speaker.  The  seminar  ended  at  1:00 
p.m.  after  an  appropriate  communion 
service. 

Dr.  Synan  did  a  superb  job  pre- 
senting the  three  lectures  that  were 
enjoyed  by  everyone.  He  held  the 
attention  of  everyone  during  his  pre- 
sentations. He  shared  information 
compiled  by  Dr.  Carl  C.  George,  who 
did  a  study  on  our  denomination, 
along  with  a  book  written  by  Peter 
Wagner  entitled,  Your  Church  Can 
Grow.  Brother  Synan  shared  with  us 
seven  vital  signs  of  a  healthy  grow- 
ing church  which  spoke  to  my  heart. 
This  material  stood  out  prominently. 
I  have  listed  those  vital  signs  and 
they  are  as  follows: 

1.  A  pastor  who  is  a  possibility 
thinker,  and  a  dynamic  leader  who 
can  motivate  the  church  into  action 
for  growth. 

2.  A  well  mobilized  laity  which  has 
discovered  and  developed  and  is 
using  all  the  Spiritual  Gifts  for 
growth. 

3.  A  church  big  enough  to  provide 
the  range  of  services  that  meet  the 
needs  and  expectations  of  its 
members. 

4.  The  proper  balance  of  the 
dynamic  relationship  between  cele- 
bration, congregation,  and  cell. 

5.  A  membership  drawn  primarily 
from  one  homogeneous  unit. 

6.  Evangelistic  methods  that  have 
been  proved  to  make  disciples. 

7.  Priorities  arranged  in  Biblical 
order. 

I  am  grateful  for  training  sessions 
such  as  this  one  and  also  for  the 
H.E.L.P.  Clinics  in  our  Conference  by 


Brother  Gary  Strickland  and  Brother 
L.  B.  Collins.  I  believe  if  everyone  will 
put  into  practice  the  materials  being 
presented  in  these  seminars  we  will 
have  no  problem  carrying  out  the 
Great  Commission  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour,  Jesus  Christ.  Jesus  is 
coming  back  for  His  people  and  what 
we  do  we  must  do  quickly.  I  have  been 
interested  in  Evangelism  ever  since 
God  called  me  to  preach.  God  gave  me 
such  a  burden  for  lost  souls.  I  saw  in  a 
vision  a  huge  lake  of  fire  and  a  large 
diving  board  extended  out  into  the 
lake  of  fire.  Many,  many  people  were 
jumping  off  this  diving  board  into  the 
lake  of  fire  with  screams  for  mercy.  It 
was  out  of  this  vision  that  God  called 
me  into  the  ministry  and  I  accepted 
the  call  to  preach.  That  vision  is  ever 
before  me  as  God  spoke  to  me  and 
said,  "Can't  you  keep  some  of  these 
people  from  going  to  this  awful 
place?" 

I  have  served  on  the  Conference 
Board  of  Evangelism  and  as  a  Dis- 
trict Director  for  several  years.  I  also 
served  as  Conference  Evangelist  for 
three  years.  I  have  been  motivated  by 
these  seminars  that  I  have  attended. 
By  the  grace  of  God,  I  plan  to  be  a 
better  pastor,  evangelist,  and  a  better 
servant  of  the  Lord.  I  want  to  hear 
Jesus  say  when  I  stand  in  His 
presence,  "Well  done  thy  good  and 
faithful  servant."

"Leaders  Involved 
For  Training"

I  will  have  to  admit  I  was  a  little 
skeptical  when  I  walked  into  The 
First  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  in 
Goldsboro,  North  Carolina  on  April 
25,  1985,  to  attend  a  "Leaders  In- 
volved for  Training"  (L.I.F.T)  Semi- 
nar. In  my  mind  I  was  thinking,  "they 
have  someone  else  to  tell  me  what  is 
wrong  with  my  church;  just  another 
statement  of  the  problem."  I  knew 
what  the  problem  was:  I  have  a 
church  with  great  potential  for 
growth  but  find  it  very  difficult  to 
obtain  that  potential;  I  need  someone 
to  tell  me  the  right  combination  to 
open  church  growth  in  the  city  of 
Wilmington  for  the  Pentecostal  Holi- 
ness Church. 

But  my  skepticism  quickly  turned 
into  excitement  and  a  fresh  vision  as 
Dr.  Vinson  Synan  showed  us  the  po- 
tential, not  the  problem,  we  have  in 
the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  To 
learn  that  it  has  been  predicted  by  the 
year  2,000  A.D.  fifty  percent  of  all 
Christians  in  the  world  will  be  of  the 
Pentecostal  or  Charismatic  type  was 
like  a  breath  of  fresh  air.  What  a 
harvest  field  for  the  Pentecostal  Holi- 
ness Church!  And  this  was  just  the 
beginning  of  three  very  inspiring 
lectures. 

In  Lecture  I,  Dr.  Synan  gave  us  the 
Issues  Related  to  Planning.  One  of 
the  reasons  I  was  so  impressed  with 
these  was  their  objectivity.  They, 
along  with  all  the  material,  were  de- 
rived from  experts  not  associated 
with  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church.  So  I  knew  the  entire  report 
was  unbiased.  The  issues  we  need  to 
work  on  to  see  growth  were: 

1 .  To  utilize  our  resources  to  attract 
visitors. 

2.  Casting  aside  the  thinking  "we 
have  to  remain  small  because  there  is 
only  going  to  be  a  faithful  few."  As 
long  as  there  are  unchurched  people 
there  is  potential  for  growth. 


3.  Our  worship  must  be  inspi- 
rational and  conducive  to  praise  and 
worship. 

4.  Let  us  not  be  Pentecostal  in  name 
only,  but  also  in  experience  and 
practice.  We  should  develop  and  use 
the  Spiritual  Gifts. 

5.  The  pastor  must  be  the  leader  of 
the  Church  and  must  be  paid  an 
adequate  salary.  He  must  be  a  leader 
who  is  not  afraid  to  share  the  minis- 
try. Church  growth  usually  comes 
when  pastors  have  long  tenures. 

6.  The  church  facilities  have  to  be 
large  enough  to  accommodate  church 
growth. 

The  topic  of  Lecture  II  was  Church 
Growth  and  Leadership.  Dr.  Synan 
gave  us  the  vital  signs  of  a  healthy 
church.  It  made  me  realize  just  where 
my  church  stood.  Anytime  you  have 
growth  there  is  a  price  to  pay;  not  only 
for  the  members,  but  the  pastor  as 
well.  I  realized  that  I  am  the  leader 
and  must  assume  responsibility  for 
growth,  I  cannot  wait  on  the 
members.  One  very  informative  and 
interesting  section  was  the  three 
types  of  leaders: 

1.  Catalyzers  are  those  that  get 
things  started. 

2.  Organizers  take  the  jumbled 
pieces  the  catalyzer  started  and 
organizes  them. 

3.  Operators  keep  the  organization 
going. 

I  will  have  to  admit,  I  am  still  not 
sure  just  where  I  fit  in! 

Lecture  III  emphasized  that  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  must 
not  take  the  Spiritual  Gifts  for 
granted.  Just  because  our  roots  are 
more  in  the  "Holiness  Movement,"  we 
cannot  neglect  the  Spiritual  Gifts.  We 
were  encouraged  to:  Discover  our 
gifts;  Develop  our  gifts;  and  Use  our 
gifts.  The  Holy  Spirit  impressed  upon 
me  this  was  a  desperate  need  in  our 
church.  This  is  God's  way  of  enabling 
us  and  empowering  us  to  reach  this 
world  for  Jesus.  It  was  the  key  in  the 


Apostolic  Church  and  if  we  are  going 
to  grow  we  must  allow  His  gifts  to 
manifest  themselves  in  our  lives  and 
in  our  church. 

The  seminar  ended  with  a  time  of 
worship  and  praise  as  we  celebrated 
the  Lord's  Supper  and  allowed  the 
Spirit  to  speak  to  our  hearts  the  work 
that  needs  to  be  done  if  we  are  to  be 
the  Church  God  desires  for  us  to  be 
and  the  world  needs  for  us  to  be.  I  left 
the  seminar  challenged  and  deter- 
mined to  reach  at  least  my  50%  by  the 
year  2,000  A.D.! 

Dr.  Vinson  Synan,  Rev.  Gary 
Strickland,  and  Rev.  L.  B.  Collins  are 
to  be  commended  for  a  job  well  done. 
It  would  be  a  wonderful  thing  if  all 
ministers  would  take  time  to  involve 
themselves  in  a  L.I.F.T.  Seminar.  It 
would  change  them  and  their  church. 
It  is  my  feeling  that  this  seminar  will 
be  the  spark  that  will  ignite  the  Pente- 
costal Holiness  Church  into  the 
growth  that  should  be  ours!

THE  SANCTIFIED  LIFE 

In  the  last  two  issues  of  the  EVAN- 
GEL, we  have  learned  the  scriptural 
way  to  become  a  "Born-Again  Chris- 
tian." Born-again  Christians  around 
the  world  know  that  this  is  a  glorious 
experience.  For  we  have  been  chang- 
ed. We  were  lost,  but  have  been  found; 
blind  but  now  we  see;  in  darkness,  but 
now  the  light  of  God  has  come  into 
our  life.  Our  sins  are  forgiven.  We  no 
longer  court  sin.  We  have  gone  out  of 
the  sinning  business.  This  does  not 
mean  that  the  devil  is  dead  and  we  are 
never  tempted,  but  it  does  mean  that 
when  the  tempter  comes,  we  have  the 
Lord  as  our  Helper. 

Did  you  ever  think  of  "why"  man 
committed  sin  in  the  first  place?  Did 
you  ever  ask  a  child  if  he  broke  the 
vase  or  spilled  milk  on  the  floor?  His 
answer  will  always  be,  "It  wasn't  me. 
I  didn't  do  it."  Why  doesn't  the  child 
say,  "Mother,  I'm  sorry  I  broke  the 
vase?"  It  is  because  of  the  sin  by 
Adam  and  Eve  in  the  garden  when 
they  ate  the  forbidden  fruit.  The  first 
thing  Adam  said  as  an  excuse  was, 
"The  woman  whom  thou  gavest  to  be 
with  me,  she  gave  me  of  the  tree,  and  I 
did  eat."  (Genesis  3:12)  Because  of 
this  sin  by  our  first  parents,  man  was 
separated  from  the  presence  of  God. 
Driven  out  into  a  world  of  sin  to  earn 
his  livelihood  by  the  sweat  of  his 
face;  with  no  way  to  redeem  himself. 
But  God  made  a  way  for  our  redemp- 
tion through  the  blood  of  His  Son, 
Jesus,  who  gave  His  life  that  you  and 
I  might  be  saved;  "Born-Again." 

Now!  When  we  are  saved,  we  are 
forgiven  for  our  sins,  transgressions, 
(eating  the  forbidden  fruit)  and  adopt- 
ed into  the  royal  family  of  God  and

our  relationship  with  God  again  be- 
comes real.  But  the  sin  nature  of 
Adam  caused  us  to  sin  from  the  begin- 
ning. What  must  we  do  to  be  relieved 
from  this  nature?  We  have  been  for- 
given for  our  personal  sins.  Now  we 
need  to  be  relieved  or  set  apart  from 
the  "Adam  sin"  or  "Adamic  Nature." 
This  is  where  "Sanctification"  comes 
into  our  Christian  life.  Note!  Not  any 
of  these  experiences  kills  the  devil.  He 
will  tempt  as  long  as  we  have  breath; 
however,  it  does  give  us  more  power 
and  more  solid  ground  to  stand  on 
and  plead  the  blood  of  Christ  for  our 
deliverance.  In  the  scriptural  explana- 
tion below,  we  find  what  Sanctifica- 
tion really  is.  "It  Is  the  Sanctified 
Life,"  by  Bishop  J.  A.  Synan.  And 
this  is  what  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 
believes  and  teaches. 

CLEANSING.  We  believe  that 
Jesus  Christ  shed  His  blood,  not  alone 
for  our  justification  and  the  forgive- 
ness of  actual  transgressions,  but  also 
for  the  "complete  cleansing  of  the 
justified  beliver  from  all  indwelling 
sin  and  from  its  pollution,  and  that 
this  transaction  takes  place  subse- 
quent to  (or  after)  regeneration  (the 
new  birth,  Acts  26:18;  Ephesians  5:25- 
27;  Titus  2:14;  Hebrews  9:13, 14;  10:10, 
14-22;  13:11,  12;  1  John  1:7,9).  This  is 
the  negative  side  of  sanctification  — 
the  cleansing  or  taking  away  of  the 
sin  principle  —  the  circumcision  of 
the  heart  so  as  to  make  it  possible  for 
us  to  love  the  Lord  our  God  with  all 
our  heart  and  soul  (Deuteronomy 
30:6).  It  is  the  crucifixion  of  the  "old 
man"  (Romans  6:6;  Ephesians  4:22- 
24;  Galatians  2:20),  the  destruction  of 
the  "carnal  mind"  (Romans  8:5-10), 
the  purging  of  the  fruitbearing 
branch  so  "that  it  may  bring  forth 
more  fruit"  (John  15:2).  It  is  the 
"cleansing  from  all  sin"  — "from  all 
unrighteousness"  (1  John  1:7,  9). 

ENTIRE  SANCTIFICATION. 

"Entire  sanctification"  in  the  sense  of 
the  above  cleansing,  and  in  the  sense 
of  a  complete  dedication  to  God,  in- 
cluding a  full  and  unreserved  "setting 
apart"  or  "consecration"  of  the  life  to 
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God,  is  an  instantaneous,  definite, 
second  work  of  grace,  obtainable  by 
faith  on  the  part  of  the  fully-justified 
believer.  (See  Romans  5:1,  2  — 
"  .  .  .  justified  by  faith  .  .  .  peace  with 
God  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ: 
By  whom  also  we  have  access  by  faith 
into  this  grace  wherein  we  stand,  and 
rejoice  .  .  .  ."  Also  1  John  1:9  — 
"  ...  to  forgive  us  our  sins,  and  to 
cleanse  us  from  all  unrighteousness." 
Also  Titus  2:14  —  "...  redeem  us 
from  all  iniquity  and  purify  .  .  .  ."Also 
Acts  26: 18  —  "  .  .  .  forgiveness  of  sins, 
and  inheritance  among  them  which 
are  sanctified  .  .  .  ."  Also  refer  to  the 
following  Scriptures  for  those  who 
"are  sanctified";  Acts  20:32;  26:18;  1 
Corinthians  1:2;  6:11;  Hebrews  2:11; 
10:14;  Jude  1.) 

This  is  purity  and  dedication;  it  is 
not  maturity,  but  the  crisis  experience 
that  marks  the  beginning  of  the  sanc- 
tified life  in  which  there  is  certainly 
room  for  development,  progress,  and

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growth  in  grace  and  in  the  knowledge 
of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ 
(2  Peter  3:18).  But  remember  we  must 
get  into  this  grace  before  we  can 
grow  in  it. 

It  is  not  absolute  perfection,  not 
angelic  perfection;  not  "sinless  perfec- 
tion," if  the  term  is  used  to  imply  the 
impossibility  of  a  sanctified  person's 
falling  into  sin.  We  do  not  believe  it  is 
impossible  for  the  sanctified  to  com- 
mit sin;  but  we  do  believe  that  it  is 
possible  for  a  sanctified  person  not 
to  commit  sin  (Luke  1:73-75;  Titus 
2:11, 12;  1  John  1:7;  2:1, 6;  3:5-10;  5:18). 
We  are  aware  of  John's  statement  in  1 
John  1:8,  but  these  words  apply  to 
those  who  deny  the  need  for  cleans- 
ing, not  to  those  who  have  experi- 
enced it  and  are  living  the  sanctified 
life. 

This  is  Christian  perfection  —  in 
which  we  love  the  Lord  with  all  our 
heart,  soul,  mind  and  strength  and 
our  neighbors  as  ourselves  (Mark 
12:29-31);  in  which  we  love  Christ  and 
keep  His  commandments  (John 
14:15),  among  which  is  this,  "Little 
children,  these  things  write  I  unto 
you,  that  ye  sin  not"  (1  John  2:1). 

The  sanctified  life  is  one  of  separ- 
ation from  the  world,  a  selfless  life,  a 
life  of  devotion  to  all  the  will  of  God,  a 
life  of  holiness  in  accordance  with 
Romans  6:22;  12:1,  2;  2  Corinthians 
7:1;  1  Thessalonians  4:7;  5:23;  He- 
brews 12:14;  James  1:27;  and  1  Peter 
1:15,  16.  It  is  a  life  controlled  by 
"perfect  love"  which  "casteth  out 
fear"  (1  John  4:16-21).

"The  Pharisees  also  came  unto 
him,  tempting  him,  and  saying, 
...  Is  it  lawful  for  a  man  to  put 
away  his  wife  for  every  cause? 
And  he  answered  and  said  unto 
them,  Have  you  not  read,  that 
He  which  made  them  at  the 
beginning  made  them  male 
and  female, 

"And  said,  For  this  cause  shall  a 
man  leave  father  and  mother,  and 
shall  cleave  to  his  wife:  and  they 
twain  shall  be  one  flesh?  Where- 
fore they  are  no  more  twain, 
but  one  flesh.  What  therefore, 
God  hath  joined  together,  let 
not  man  put  asunder. 

"Then  were  brought  unto  him 
little  children,  that  he  should  put 
his  hands  on  them,  and  pray:  and 
the  disciples  rebuked  them.  But 
Jesus  said,  Suffer  little  chil- 
dren, and  forbid  them  not,  to 
come  unto  me:  for  of  such  is  the 
kingdom  of  heaven. 

"And  he  laid  his  hands  on  them 
and  departed  thence." 

Matthew  19:3-6,  13-15 

In  the  first  part  of  this  chapter  we 
see  Jesus  moving  under  the  anointing 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  heal  the  multi- 
tudes. With  such  marvelous  demon- 
strations of  God's  power  in  evidence, 
it  is  not  surprising  to  see  Satan  at 
work,  trying  to  hinder  the  Kingdom's 
progress. 

Satan's  wile  on  this  occasion  was 
centered  on  the  question  of  marriage 
and  remarriage.  His  tactic  has  not 
changed.  We  live  in  a  society  bent  on 
physical  pleasure.  This  emphasis  has 
led  to  the  disintegration  of  the  family 
unit  which  is  the  very  fabric  of  our 
society. 

As  Christians  we  must  turn  to 
God's  Word  for  direction.  We  must

never  allow  the  pressures  of  society  or 
the  emotions  of  the  moment  to  deter- 
mine our  course.  The  Scriptures  speak 
authoritatively  to  all  of  us  on  this 
subject. 

Christians  must  appreciate  The 
SOLIDARITY  OF  MARRIAGE. 
(Verse  3-12)  The  Pharisees  wanted  to 
hear  Christ's  justification  for  divorce. 
He  gave  them  instead  His  interpreta- 
tion of  marriage.  God  ordained  mar- 
riage. He  created  one  woman  for 
one  man  for  one  lifetime.  This  is 
His  pattern  for  us  today.  All  Chris- 
tians should  accept  the  permanence 
of  marital  companions. 

Christ  does  admit  that  Moses  al- 
lowed a  "writing  of  divorcement"  but 
He  says  this  was  due  to  the  "hardness 
of  their  hearts."  This  can  hardly  be 
seen  as  a  rationale  for  Christians  to 
divorce  and  remarry  since  our  stony 
hearts  have  been  replaced  with  a  new 
heart.  (Ezekial  36:26;  II  Corinthians 
5:17) 

This  finality  of  the  marriage  rela- 
tionship was  contrary  to  the  popular 
teaching  in  Christ's  day  and  also  in 
ours.  However,  absolute  commit- 
ment to  God  and  selfless  devotion  to 
our  spouse  is  still  expected  of  those 
who  bear  the  name  of  Christians. 

"Let  everyone  of  you  in  particular 
so  love  his  wife  even  as  himself; 
and  the  wife  see  that  she  reverence 
her  husband." 

(Ephesians  5:33) 

Christians  must  accept  The  STEW- 
ARDSHIP OF  MARRIAGE  (verses 
13-15)  The  disciples  were  not  sure 
about  the  value  of  children  in  God's 
program.  Christ  reprimands  them  by 
pronouncing  that  children  are  very 
important  in  His  Kingdom.  The  priv- 
ilege of  children  is  a  blessing  from 
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God  that  Christians  must  reaffirm  in 
our  generation. 

"Fathers,  provoke  not  your  chil- 
dren to  wrath:  but  bring  them  up 
in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of 
the  Lord." 

(Ephesians  6:4) 

Marriage  is  a  sacred  commitment 
similar  to  our  commitment  to  God. 
(Ephesians  5:22-33)  When  we  weaken 
our  understanding  of  the  relationship 
between  husband  and  wife,  we  weak- 
en our  understanding  of  the  believer's 
relationship  with  God. 

God  says  He  hates  divorce.  I  am 
convinced  He  still  does. 

"Therefore  take  heed  to  your  spirit, 
and  let  none  deal  treacherously 
against  the  wife  of  his  youth.  For 
the  Lord,  the  God  of  Israel,  saith 
that  he  hateth  putting  away." 

(Malachi  2:15-16) 

Christ,  in  His  teaching,  did  not 
allow  a  divorcee  to  remarry.  I  am 
convinced  He  still  doesn't. 

"And  in  the  house  his  disciples 

asked  him  again  of  the  same 

matter. 

"And  he  said  unto  them,  Whoso- 
ever shall  put  away  his  wife,  and 
marry  another,  committeth  adul- 
tery against  her. 

"And  if  a  woman  shall  put  away 
her  husband,  and  be  married  to 
another,  she  committeth  adul- 
tery." 

(Mark  10:10-12) 

As  we  approach  this  General  Con- 
ference let's  pray  that  all  our  legisla- 
tion be  "Biblically  Based"  and 
"Christ  Centered."  We  live  in  a  soci- 
ety where  one  out  of  two  marriages 
end  in  divorce  and  one  in  four  homes 
have  no  father.  It  is  absolutely  crucial 
that  we  maintain  our  strong  position 
for  marriages  and  against  divorce.

THE  BAPTISM  WITH  THE  HOLY 
GHOST  AND  SPEAKING  WITH 
OTHER  TONGUES 

As  we  continue  the  study  and  teach- 
ing of  the  Bible,  let  us  consider  the 
Baptism  with  the  Holy  Ghost.  To 
clear  some  possible  misunderstand- 
ing about  the  Holy  Ghost  and  speak- 
ing with  other  tongues,  we  should 
consider  who  the  Holy  Ghost  is.  He  is 
not  an  it.  He  is  not  someone  or  some- 
thing to  play  with  or  to  frivolously 
imitate.  He  is  the  third  person  of  the 
God  Head.  We  read  in  Genesis  1 :26, 27 
"And  God  said,  Let  us  make  man  in 
our  image,  after  our  likeness."  "So 
God  created  man  in  his  own  image,  in 
the  image  of  God  created  He  him; 
male  and  female  created  He  them." 
We  see  in  this  scripture  that  God  had 
reference  to  the  Trinity:  God,  the 
Father;  God,  the  Son;  and  God,  the 
Holy  Ghost.  These  together  created 
man. 

Because  of  the  fall  of  man  in  the 
Garden  of  Eden,  man  was  separated 
from  God.  Jesus  Christ  was  sent  to 
live,  die,  arise  from  the  dead,  and 
ascend  to  the  heavens  to  be  our  medi- 
ator between  man  and  God.  When 
man  has  been  saved,  forgiven  for 
individual  sin,  sanctified,  forgiven 
for  Adam's  sin,  then  the  temple  of 
God  (the  soul)  is  purified  of  all  in- 
dwelling sin.  Into  this  clean,  pure, 
sanctified  heart,  the  Holy  Ghost  will 
come  in  and  take  up  his  abode  to  lead, 
guide,  teach,  and  comfort.  When  He 
comes  into  the  heart  of  man,  He,  the 
Holy  Ghost,  speaks  through  man  sig- 
nifying His  entry.  Speaking  with 
tongues  is  real  for  He  is  real.  He 
knows  when  and  how  to  speak.  No 
human  should  act  or  imitate  Him.  It 
is  dangerous.  No  one  can  teach  you

how  to  "scripturally"  speak  in 
tongues.  Beware  of  those  who  come  in 
your  midst  and  try  to  teach  you  how 
to  speak  in  tongues.  For  it  is  danger- 
ous to  play  with  God.  Following  is  the 
scriptural  doctrine  taught  by  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  . 
Copy  as  appears  in  the  Manual, 
pages  37-39: 

11.  THE  BAPTISM  WITH  THE 
HOLY  GHOST  AND  SPEAKING 
WITH  OTHER  TONGUES.  We  be 

lieve  that  the  Pentecostal  baptism 
with  the  Holy  Ghost  and  fire  is  ob- 
tainable by  a  definite  act  of  appropri- 
ating faith  on  the  part  of  the  fully 
cleansed  believer  (Luke  11:13;  24:49; 
Acts  1:5,  8;  2:38,  39). 

We  believe  that  this  great  blessing, 
which  provides  the  enduement  of 
power  to  witness  for  Christ,  is  avail- 
able to  all  believers  whose  hearts  are 
cleansed  from  sin  by  the  blood  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Since  the  Bible 
teaches  that  our  bodies  are  temples  of 
the  Holy  Ghost  (1  Corinthians  6:19, 
20)  —  and  that  the  temple  of  God  is 
holy,  which  temple  ye  (believers)  are 
(1  Corinthians  3:16-17)  —  we  do  not 
believe  that  God  will  fill  an  unclean 
temple  or  vessel  with  His  Holy  Spirit. 
In  other  words,  we  believe,  because 
the  Bible  teaches  and  requires  it,  that 
a  person  in  order  to  receive  the  bap- 
tism with  the  Holy  Ghost  must  have  a 
clean  heart  and  life  as  a  prerequisite 
for  this  great  blessing.  Remember, 
the  blood  of  cleansing  must  first  be 
applied,  then  the  oil,  which  is  a  type  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  (Leviticus  14:14,  17). 
Moreover  we  believe  that  in  order  to 
live  in  the  fulness  of  the  Holy  Spirit's 
power  and  possession  one  must  con- 
tinue to  live  a  clean  and  consecrated 
life,  free  from  sin,  strife,  worldliness 
and  pride,  and  must  avoid  attitudes 
and  actions  which  tend  to  "grieve"  or 
"quench"  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God 
(Ephesians  4:29-32;  1  Thessalonians 
5:19). 

We  believe  that  the  "initial"  (or 
first)  evidence  of  the  reception  of  the 
baptism  of  the  Holy  Spirit  is  the 
speaking  with  other  tongues  as  the 
Spirit  gives  utterance  (John  15:26, 27; 
Acts  2:1-4;  8:17,  18;  10:44-46;  19:6;  1 


Corinthians  12:7).  We  do  not  believe 
this  is  the  only  evidence  of  the  Spirit's 
baptism,  but  that  it  is  the  initial 
evidence,  just  as  it  occurred  in  the 
repeated  accounts  of  the  Spirit's  out- 
pouring in  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles. 
But  there  will  be  other  evidences 
spelled  out  in  our  lives — the  fruit  of 
the  Spirit  (Galatians  5:22,  23),  power 
to  witness  for  Christ,  power  to  endure 
the  testings  of  faith  and  the  opposi- 
tions of  the  world.  We  believe  that  the 
initial  evidence  of  speaking  with 
tongues  is  for  everyone  who  receives 
the  Pentecostal  baptism  with  the 
Holy  Spirit  and  we  distinguish  be- 
tween this  initial  manifestation  and 
the  gift  of  tongues,  which  is  not  given 
to  every  Spirit-filled  believer. 

The  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church 
believes  in  the  gifts  of  the  Spirit  as  set 
forth  by  the  Apostle  Paul  in  1  Co- 
rinthians 12,  13  and  14.  We  believe 
that  they  are  "set  in  the  Church"  by 
the  Holy  Spirit;  that  He  retains  cus- 
tody and  control  of  the  said  gifts  of 

Continued 
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"enablements,"  distributing  or  oper- 
ating them  "severally  as  He  will." 
And  we  desire  that  our  people  may  so 
live  under  the  control  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  that  these  gifts  may  be  mani- 
fested or  used  through  consecrated 
individuals  in  the  worship  services 
where,  when,  and  as  they  are  needed, 
but  all  to  the  glory  of  God  and  the 
edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  directions  and 
decorum  set  forth  in  the  chapters 
referred  to.

Some  want  to  become  more  liberal,  to 
accept  and  include  many  things  our 
church  would  not  endorse  years  ago. 
Some  want  to  hold  the  line  and  our 
present  standards  and  some  want  to 
go  back  to  Bible  standards  on  which 
our  forefathers  built  the  foundation  of 
our  church.  It  is  certain  everyone 
cannot  be  pleased.  However,  our 
greatest  desire  should  be  to  please 
God.  This  is  what  everyone  seems  to 
think  their  idea  or  interpretation  of 
the  Bible  is.  I  personally  think  (and 
you  didn't  ask  me)  we  should  listen  to 
Jesus  Christ  and  Paul,  Matthew, 
Mark,  Luke,  John,  Peter,  James,  Titus 
and  the  prophets  of  old  and  hear  what 
they  say.  They  wrote  the  Scripture 
under  the  inspiration  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.  Is  there  anyone  today  with 
any  more  knowledge  than  these  men 
had?  I  think  not.  So  let  us  listen  to 
what  "Thus  saith  the  Lord."  Let  Him 
be  our  guide. 

There  are  several  things  I  feel 
should  be  cleared  for  those  who  did 
not  attend  General  Conference  this 
year.  When  I  arrived  home,  I  began  to 
hear  that  the  General  Conference  re- 
moved the  word  "Holiness"  from  our 
name.  "This  is  absolutely  false."  The 
subject  from  that  standpoint  was 
never  mentioned.  In  fact,  I  heard  the 
name  "Pentecostal  Holiness  Church" 
mentioned  with  honor  many  times.  I 
heard  no  one  reflect  on  our  church 
name  in  any  way. 

Other  subjects  discussed  were  abor- 
tion, marriage,  divorce,  and  re- 
marriage of  divorced  persons, 
whether  they  should  be  licensed,  or- 
dained as  ministers  or  deacons.  Some 
want  one  thing,  some  another,  but  I 
believe  God  gave  us  His  will  in  the 
final  decision.  It  remains  virtually 
the  same  as  it  was  in  the  1981  Manual. 
2 


There  was  a  thought  of  appointing 
several  scholars  to  study  the  subject 
to  be  presented  in  1989.  I  trust  Paul 
will  be  included.  Let  us  pray. 

It  will  be  impossible  to  print  each 
committee  report  in  the  Evangel. 
However,  we  will  try  to  pass  some  on 
to  you.  And  soon,  we  will  have  the 
General  Minutes  and  Manual  avail- 
able for  everyone  who  desires  one. 
Following  is  the  Committee's  Report 
on  Divorce  and  Remarriage  as 
adopted: 

DIVORCE  AND  REMARRIAGE 

The  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  is 
unalterably  committed  to  the  sanctity 
of  marriage  and  the  family  as  the 
foundational  elements  of  all  human 
society.  We  affirm  that  marriage  is  a 
divine  creation  and  that  it  has  always 
been  God's  plan  for  marriage  to  be 
permanent  and  monogamous  (Gene- 
sis 2:23,  24;  Matthew  19:8).

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If  the  institution  of  marriage  were 
of  human  origin,  men  would  have  a 
right  to  alter  its  precepts.  Since  mar- 
riage is  of  divine  origin,  however, 
only  God  has  a  right  to  do  so.  Mar- 
riage cannot  be  regulated  according 
to  human  ideas.  As  an  institution, 
marriage  is  subject  only  to  the  stand- 
ards revealed  to  us  by  God  in  His 
Word.  Individuals  may  marry,  be 
divorced  and  be  remarried  without 
committing  sin  only  as  they  do  so 
within  the  context  of  His  instructions. 

We  affirm  that  the  ministry  of  the 
church  offers  hope  to  all  people  in  all 
circumstances  and  that  through  the 
grace  of  God,  all  of  our  sins  of  the  past 
can  be  forgiven  and  forgotten.  There- 
fore, all  persons  who  are  Christians 
are  eligible  for  membership  in  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church,  includ- 
ing those  who  have  been  divorced  and 
remarried  for  nonbiblical  reasons,  if 
they  have  genuinely  repented  and 
found  the  Lord's  forgiveness. 

A  church  member  who  has  been 
divorced  and  remarried,  though,  is 
not  eligible  to  serve  as  a  licensed  or 
ordained  minister  or  to  be  elected  as  a 
deacon  in  the  local  church.  This  posi- 
tion concerning  ministers  and 
deacons  is  maintained  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  Word  of  God  requires 
leaders  in  the  church  to  be  examples 
in  the  highest  possible  sense.  A  part 
of  that  example,  according  to  the 
Scriptures,  is  that  the  minister  or 
deacon  is  to  be  the  husband  of  one 
wife  (have  one  living  mate)  (1  Tim- 
othy 3:2;  Titus  1:6).  This  is  God's 
standard,  not  man's,  and  must  be 
adhered  to.  This  position  by  God's 
Word,  agreed  to  by  the  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church,  in  no  way  makes 
the  person  less  accepted  and  loved  by 
God  or  the  church.  The  restriction  in 
service  is  based  on  example  and 
standard  and  is  God's  method,  and 
should  be  accepted  accordingly. 

********** 

The  theme  for  General  Conference 
was  "The  Word  for  the  World."  This  is 
our  goal  for  the  next  four  years  — 
spreading  God's  Word  around  the 
world.  We  have  a  great  task.  Souls 
lost  today  will  only  be  saved  tomor- 
row by  our  giving  them  the  true  Word. 
The  Word  should  always  be  backed  up 
through  our  daily  lives.  Every  Chris- 
tian has  a  responsibility  to  tell  others 
about  Jesus.  Begin  now  and  see  how 
many  of  your  family,  neighbors,  and 
friends  you  can  win  to  Christ  during 


these  next  four  years. 

We  have  a  great  church.  The  Pente- 
costal Holiness  Church  is  my  church. 
It  is  your  church.  We  should  come 
together  as  never  before.  Unite  our 
prayers  and  efforts  and  help  make 
this  church  what  God  wants  it  to  be. 
Will  you  join  with  me  and  pray,  labor, 
lift  the  fallen,  feed  the  hungry,  for- 
give, and  make  full  proof  of  our  labors 
for  the  Master?

B.  They  will  provide  hope  and  peace 
(John  14). 

C.  They  will  provide  unending  joy 
(Revelation  21:4). 

D.  They  will  provide  a  realm  of 
fellowship  with  Christ  (1  Peter  1:3). 

"For  what  is  a  man  profited,  if  he 
shall  gain  the  whole  world,  and  lose 
his  own  soul?"  (Matthew  16:26.)  If  we 
are  "Risen  with  Christ,"  let  us  seek 
those  things  which  are  in  heaven,  for 
"Where  your  treasure  is,  there  will 
your  heart  be  also"  (Matthew  6:21). 

Let's  Be  Men  of  Vision 

Proverbs  29:18;  Hebrews  11 
The  history  of  our  nation  is  out- 
standing in  the  number  of  remark- 
able men  who  had  a  vision  and 
sought  to  make  it  a  reality.  Although 
many  never  lived  to  see  the  ultimate 
and  glorious  end  of  their  dreams,  it 
was  the  "inward  drive"  of  such 
persons. 

This  grand  list  of  men  with  a  vision 
has  a  counterpart  in  the  Bible  heroes. 
For  instance,  Hebrews  11  gives  a 
grand  resume  of  a  long  parade  of  men 
and  women  who  had  faith  in  their 
God-inspired  visions  of  goals  to  be 
achieved  for  Him  and  His  Kingdom. 

1.  Men  of  Vision 

A.  Abraham,  who  looked  for  a 
heavenly  "city  which  hath  founda- 
tions" (Hebrews  11:10). 

B.  Moses,  who  "endured,  as  seeing 


him  who  is  invisible"  (Hebrews 
11:24-29). 

C.  Isaiah,  who  beheld  "the  king,  the 
Lord  of  hosts"  and  heard  the  call  to 
"go"  (Isaiah  6:1-9). 

D.  Paul,  who  became  a  servant  of 
the  one  he  had  been  persecuting  (Acts 
9:3-6CF;  9:15,  16). 

On  and  on  we  could  go  about  great 
heroes  of  the  past.  We  too  should 
exercise  faith  in  the  call  of  God  and, 
no  matter  what  the  sacrifice,  make 
every  effort  to  fulfill  these  goals  and 
visions. 

Vision  can  become  reality  when 
the  people  of  God  are  united  in  prayer 
and  effort.  "It  isn't  how  much  that 
you  say  you  possess  that  shapes  your 
character,"  says  Alexander 
McClaren,  "but  the  little  that  you 
habitually  live."  "Vision  always 
hopes  for  something  better,  always 
expects  it,  always  believes  it  will 
happen.  The  thing  that  makes  a  differ- 
ence is  expectancy." 

Will  you  join  me  in  prayer  for  souls, 
for  our  church.  "Stand  by  the  church! 
It  is  the  most  needed  institution  in  our 
national  life.  The  maintenance  of  the 
home,  the  preservation  of  a  sound 
economic  and  industrial  order,  the 
perpetuation  of  a  vigorous  and  endur- 
ing state  are  all  dependent  upon  it. 
The  church  is  the  repository  of  man's 
spiritual  heritage.  It  is  the  bearer  of 
the  evangel  of  Christ.  It  is  the  custo- 
dian of  our  deepest  hopes.  Through  the 
influence  of  the  church  the  weak  have 
been  made  strong,  the  discouraged 
have  been  strengthened,  and  the  be- 
wildered have  found  the  light.  .  .  . 
Whatever  else  you  neglect,  do  not 
neglect  the  church.  In  a  chaotic  and 
troubled  world  it  is  the  answer  to  our 
greatest  need.  Its  gospel  is  the  world's 
salvation,  and  in  its  fellowship  we 
shall  find  our  peace."

DIVINE  HEALING 

In  the  last  issues  of  the  Evangel,  I 
have  presented  the  Cardinal  Doc- 
trines of  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church.  So  far  we  have  considered 
Regeneration,  Sanctification,  Bap- 
tism of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  Divine 
Healing  for  our  consideration  today. 

In  the  September  round  of  District 
Fellowship  Conference  we  have  work- 
shops for  each  department.  In  each,  I 
have  used  the  subject  of  "Holiness" 
along  with  the  reminder  that  we  still 
have  what  we  call  cardinal  doctrines 
of  our  church.  Possibly  there  are  those 
of  our  church  who  know  very  little 
about  what  we  believe.  So  I  am  put- 
ting them  in  the  Evangel  for  future 
reference;  lest  we  forget. 

Divine  Healing  is  the  fourth  of  our 
five  cardinal  doctrines.  We  believe  in 
doctors,  medical  science  and  medi- 
cine. Most  all  have  been  to  the  hospi- 
tal for  various  reasons.  We  also  be- 
lieve in  Divine  Healing  as  part  of  the 
atonement.  Isaiah  53:4,  5  and  other 
scriptures  will  be  reflected  later. 

Many  of  the  Evangel  readers  could 
write  testimonies  where  God  instant- 
ly healed  them  of  various  sicknesses. 
In  September  of  1972,  I  had  a  disc 
operation  on  my  back.  Everything 
seemed  to  be  going  well  until  a  week 
or  so  later  I  began  to  show  signs  of 
vital  interest  to  my,  doctor.  After  a 
thorough  examination,  tests  showed 
I  had  hepatitis,  mononucleosis,  and 
yellow  jaundice.  Naturally,  I  was 
rushed  to  the  hospital  where  I  was 
quarantined  for  eighteen  days.  I  was 
very  low.  In  fact,  it  was  doubtful  that 
I  would  recover.  However,  on  Sunday, 
October  22,  1972,  at  ten  minutes  past 
eleven  o'clock,  someone  touched  God 
for  me.  I  was  instantly  healed  and 
came  forth  with  no  effects  left  in  my

body.  There  is  such  a  thing  as  divine 
healing.  This  I  know.  This  we  preach, 
believe,  and  practice.  On  page  29  of 
the  1981  Manual,  the  late  Bishop  J. 
H.  King  gives  our  beliefs  on  the  sub- 
ject. On  page  39  of  the  Manual,  the 
late  Bishop  J.  A.  Synan  gives  amplica- 
tion on  the  subject  with  scriptures. 

8.  DIVINE  HEALING 

Divine  Healing,  as  we  teach  and 
believe,  is  altogether  a  product  of  the 
atoning  merit  of  Christ's  sacrifice  on 
the  Cross.  "He  bare  our  sickness  on 
the  tree,"  and  "by  his  stripes  we  are 
healed."  This  healing  is  wrought  sole- 
ly by  the  application  of  the  atonement 
to  the  body,  through  faith  alone.  The 
Holy  Spirit  applies  the  efficacy  of  the 
Blood  of  healing  to  the  sick  and  afflict- 
ed body,  or  parts,  which  in  fact,  is  the 
impartation  of  the  resurrected  ife  of 
the  glorified  Christ.  This  is  direct 
divine  healing,  effected  by  the  divine 
Being  in  response  to  faith  alone.  The 
law  of  recovery  is  written  in  all  crea- 
tion, and  also  in  our  bodies,  since  they 
are  an  essential  part  of  creation.  This 
law  operates  according  to  its  relation 
to  the  infinite  law  of  all  creation  as 
upheld  and  directed  by  the  Creator. 
Healing  is  a  part  of  the  benefits  flow- 
ing out  of  this  law  of  recovery,  and  it 
may  be  termed  the  healing  of  natural 
law.  The  earth  is  under  the  curse  of 
the  violation  of  the  Edenic  Covenant, 
by  the  sin  cf  the  first  man,  "As  lord 
over  all  the  works  of  God's  hands," 
and  this  curse  has  caused  a  thousand 
disturbances  in  the  movement  of 
natural  law.  An  abnormal  condition 
prevails,  largely  throughout  this 
mundane  sphere.  These  abnormal 
disturbances  force  the  law  of  creation 
as  related  to  earth,  to  work  destruc- 
tion in  the  natural.  They  interfere 
with  the  operation  of  the  law  of  re- 
covery so  that  complete  restoration  is 
rarely  ever  fully  attained.  Physicians 
depend  upon  this  law  of  recovery  to 
restore  health,  and  as  far  as  they 
know  this  law,  they  endeavor  to  have 
the  patient  adjusted  to  its  operation. 
Remedial  agencies  can  only  indirect- 
ly be  beneficial  insofar  as  they  assist 
in  making  this  law  of  recovery 
normal  in  its  operation.  It  may  be 
that  the  Holy  Spirit,  at  times,  ele  vates 
and  accelerates  this  law  of  recovery 
so  that  it  is  made,  thereby,  a  channel 
of  healing.  If  so,  this  is  an  act  of 
divine  healing,  but  not  on  an  equality 


with  the  healing  of  Calvary's  sacri- 
fice. Natural  means,  viewed  as  a  pro- 
duct of  the  law  of  recovery,  are  not  to 
be  despised.  Neither  are  we  to  look 
upon  their  use  as  sinful  on  the  part  of 
believers  in  Christ.  The  healing  of 
Calvary's  stream  is  the  "better  way," 
and  the  way  to  secure  complete  and 
permanent  healing  of  all  sickness 
and  diseases. 

12.  DIVINE  HEALING.  We  be 

lieve  that  provision  was  made  in  the 
atonement  for  the  healing  of  our 
bodies  as  set  forth  in  the  following 
Scriptures:  Isaiah  53:4,  5;  Matthew 
8:16,  17;  Mark  16:15-18;  James  5:14- 
16;  Exodus  15:26;  to  which  we  would 
also  add  Romans  8:26-28.  And,  while 
we  do  not  condemn  the  use  of  medical 
means  in  the  treatment  of  physical 
disease,  we  do  believe  in,  practice  and 
commend  to  our  people  the  laying  on 
of  hands  by  the  elders  or  leaders  of  the 
church,  the  anointing  with  oil  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  and  offering  of 
prayers  for  the  healing  of  the  sick. 
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IN  MEMORIAM 

Funeral  services  for  Mrs.  Henrietta 
Premrose  Turpin  was  conducted 
August  20,  1985  at  Joyner  Funeral 
Home  in  Wilson,  North  Carolina. 
Officiating  were  Reverend  J.  Doner 
Lee,  Conference  Superintendent;  Rev- 
erend W.  Eddie  Morris,  Former  Con- 
ference Superintendent;  and  Rever- 
end N.  D.  Lucas,  pastor. 

Into  the  home  of  George  and  Inez 
Premrose,  a  baby  girl  was  born  on 
October  22,  1911.  They  named  her 
Henrietta.  Henrietta  grew  within  the 
first  year  to  learn  to  walk,  talk,  and 
show  signs  of  communicating  with 
people.  She  attended  Pauls  Valley 
School  in  Oklahoma  through  high 
school  and  at  the  age  of  18  married  a 
tall,  handsome  young  man  by  the 
name  of  L.  E.  Turpin.  They  began 
their  long  fruitful  life  together.  Times 
were  hard  and  money  was  scarce,  but 
like  most  couples  of  that  day,  they 
worked  together.  She  learned  to  be 
thrifty  with  income  which  made  the 
difference  between  food,  clothing,  or 
being  without.  In  their  early  years, 
they  were  both  saved  and  began  to 
attend  holiness  meetings  which  led 
them  to  a  deep  dedication  to  God. 
They  were  both  called  into  the  minis- 
try, causing  her  family  to  have  some 
questions  about  "those  holiness 
people."  So  through  the  years,  most  of 
her  family  grew  apart.  They  were 
both  licensed  in  the  East  Oklahoma 
Conference  where  they  evangelized 
and  pastored  churches.  During  this 
period,  God  gave  them  two  sons,  Rev- 
erend Dr.  C.  L.  Turpin,  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Falcon  Children's  Home, 
and  Reverend  Harold  Turpin,  Pastor 
of  the  Selma  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church  and  a  successful  business- 
man. Both  are  holiness  preachers. 

The  Turpins  felt  the  need  for  more 
knowledge  of  God's  Word,  so  in  1936 
they  loaded  everything  into  the  old 
car  and  began  the  long  journey  from 
Oklahoma  to  Holmes  Bible  College  in 
Greenville,  SC.  After  many  days, 
prayer,  and  faith,  they  arrived  at  115 
Briggs  Avenue  to  begin  their  studies. 
After  five  years,  they  went  back  to 
Oklahoma  to  resume  their  ministry. 
They  were  later  led  to  Mississippi 
where  they  organized  several  church- 
es that  continue  today.  In  1959,  they 
moved  their  membership  to  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  where  they 
labored  together  until  God  called 
Brother  Turpin  home  in  1976.  While 
pastoring  five  churches  in  said  confer- 
ence, Mrs.  Turpin  was  associate 


pastor,  mother,  and  helped  in  re- 
vivals when  needed.  Her  gift  at  birth 
of  communicating  with  people  added 
much  to  her  ministry  in  revivals  and 
pastorate. 

For  all  these  years,  the  Premrose 
Family,  now  having  seen  their  fruit- 
ful lives,  grew  rather  warm  to  their 
sister,  Henrietta.  Although  twelve  of 
the  family  had  passed  away,  they 
planned  a  Premrose  Family  Reunion 
on  Sunday,  August  18  to  honor  Mrs. 
Turpin.  Due  to  the  fact  that  she  was  in 
the  Wilson  Memorial  Hospital  she 
could  not  make  the  reunion.  However, 
Clifton  called  in  the  early  afternoon 
and  several  of  the  seventy-nine 
family  members  talked  to  her.  The 
greetings  were  great.  But  God  had 
plans  for  another  reunion  for  Mrs. 
Turpin.  For  in  the  late  afternoon,  she 
answered  the  call  home  to  a  final 
reunion  with  Brother  Turpin,  fellow 
ministers,  friends  of  the  past,  and  her 
Saviour,  Jesus  Christ.  On  that  day 
the  angels  of  the  Lord  and  that  host  of 
the  heavenly  family  welcomed 
another  faithful  servant  and  sister 
minister  home.

TURPIN  CALLED  HOME 

On  August  18, 1985,  Mrs.  Henrietta 
Turpin  was  transported  from  her  hos- 
pital bed  in  Wilson,  N.  C.  to  her 
eternal  home  in  glory.  She  had  lived  a 
long  and  useful  life  as  a  minister's 
wife.  Her  husband,  Reverend  L.  E. 
Turpin  preceded  her  by  a  few  years. 
She  stood  by  his  side  in  all  his  years 
as  a  pastor,  evangelist,  school 
teacher,  and  ambassador  for  Christ. 

Mrs.  Turpin  encouraged  her  hus- 
band when  they  lived  in  Oklahoma  to 
travel  all  the  way  from  Oklahoma  to 
Greenville,  SC  to  better  prepare  him- 
self to  preach  the  gospel  by  going 
back  to  school  to  apply  himself  to  be  a 
better  minister  for  Jesus  Christ.

She  assisted  not  only  by  standing  by 
the  side  of  her  husband,  she  stood  in 
the  pulpit  at  times  when  he  had 


preached  day  and  night  for  a  whole 
week.  She  would  take  the  pulpit  and 
let  him  rest  on  Sunday  at  the  eleven 
o'clock  hour. 

Eternity  alone  will  reveal  the  good 
Sister  Henrietta  Turpin  did  during 
her  lifetime  in  rendering  service  to 
God  and  her  church.  It  had  to  be  a 
glorious  day  when  she  stepped  from 
the  pedestal  of  time  into  eternity.  God 
bless  her  memory.

PORNOGRAPHY 
AND  YOU

More  than  one  someone  is  trying  to 
sell  you  sex!  Are  you  interested?  Mer- 
chants en  masse  are  using  sexual 
appeal  to  peddle  their  wares  to  you. 
Sex,  satin,  or  automobiles?  Have  they 
gotten  your  attention? 

The  selling  of  sex  is  big  business 
and  you  are  the  targeted  customer.  If 
you  don't  believe  it,  visit  your  nearest 
family  convenience  store.  An  array  of 
magazines  with  Madison  Avenue 
glamorous  color  and  design,  will  be 
waiting  to  entice  your  sexual  fantasy. 
The  7-11  Store  chain  was  recently 
identified  by  Dr.  Jimmy  Draper,  past 
president  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention, as  "the  biggest  traffickers  of 
pornography  in  America." 


"Most  likely,  you  are  supporting 
pornographic  enterprises, 
whether  deliberately  or  inadver- 
tently." 


The  sex  salesman  would  just  as 
soon  you  buy  or  use  the  perversions  of 
normal  Godly  sexual  expression. 
Group  sex  orgies,  sex  torture  of  chil- 
dren, bestiality  or  homosexual  activ- 
ity. The  promoters  have  made  it  easy 
for  you.  You  can  learn  all  about  it  in 
the  20,000  adult  bookstores,  the  near- 
ly 1,000  pornographic  movie  houses 
and  the  400  monthly  magazines.  You 
can  subscribe  to  cable  television  or 
subscription  television.  If  you  like 
filth,  you  can  bring  it  into  your  home 
by  pornographic  video  cassettes. 

Evidently,  the  smut  product  is 
being  purchased,  to  put  it  mildly.  One 
million  teenage  girls  get  pregnant  out 
(Continued  on  Next  page) 
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of  wedlock  each  year.  That's  one  out 
of  every  ten  in  the  United  States. 
Likely,  you  have  known  one  or  more 
of  these  "used"  teens. 

The  playboy  bunny  is  now  one  of 
the  most  readily  recognized  status 
symbols  in  the  American  culture, 
second  only  to  the  cross.  Are  you  one 
of  the  millions  of  Americans  who  is 
bowing  at  the  altars  of  human  sexual 
exploitation?  Hugh  Hefner  and  Larry 
Flint,  with  great  success,  have 
preached  their  humanism  and  irre- 
sponsible sexual  pleasure.  Many  of 
their  converts  are  openly  vocal  while 
many  secretly  feed  their  addiction  to 
the  perverted  pleasure  syndrome. 

The  "success"  stories  of  Hugh 
Hefner  and  Larry  Flint,  to  name  only 
two  prominent  pornographers,  clear- 
ly indicate  the  degree  to  which  our 
nation  has  bought  into  their  godless 
philosophy  and  practice.  Kiddie  porn 
has  mushroomed  in  the  hotbed  of  the 
Playboy  ethic  with  250  "kiddie  porn" 
magazines  being  sold  in  the  Ameri- 


can marketplace.  Since  Hugh  Hefner's 
first  publication  of  Playboy  in  1955, 
many  advertisers  find  the  high  circu- 
lation of  the  porn  magazines  hard  to 
resist  when  selling  their  automobiles, 
shoes,  etc.  When  an  advertiser  will 
spend  $61,280  per  color  page  in  Play- 
boy, he  must  know  that  a  vast  audi- 
ence will  see  his  ad. 

Organized  crime  is  the  largest  in- 
dustry in  the  United  States  today  and 
the  crime  syndicate  is  reported  to 
control  90%  of  the  seven-billion-dollar- 
a-year  pornographic  business.  Mis- 
use of  sex  in  the  marketplace  and 
misuse  of  money  have  joined  hands. 
And  these  enemies  of  a  moral  society 
want  your  hand. 

You  probably  have  not  bought  their 
pornographic  magazines  or  rented 
their  demoralizing  movies  —  since 
you  are  a  constituent  of  a  holiness 
church  —  however,  most  likely,  you 
are  supporting  their  pornographic 
enterprises,  whether  deliberately  or 
inadvertently.  Be  reminded  that  sins 
of  omission  and  sins  of  commission 


are  both  contrary  to  holy  living  in 
God's  kingdom. 

What  should  you  do  about  the  porn 
industry?  That  may  not  be  the  most 
relevant  question.  The  first  question 
may  well  involve  your  own  attitude. 
Likely,  one  of  the  most  positive  re- 
sponses you  can  make  in  correcting 
the  problem  is  to  confess  your  sins  to 
God  and  repent.  Accept  the  forgive- 
ness provided  in  Jesus,  your  Saviour. 
By  yo\ir  own  willful  choice  make  Him 
the  Lord  of  your  life.  Let  the  passion 
for  holiness  of  life  invade  your  spirit 
and  mind.  Ready  yourself  to  incorpo- 
rate biblical  standards  in  your  life- 
style and  get  ready  for  spiritual  and 
social  warfare.  Go  on  the  offensive  for 
holiness,  righteousness  and  morality 
in  American  society.  When  you  have 
dealt  appropriately  with  your  person- 
al frame  of  mind,  then  you  should 
turn  your  attention  to  the  industry. 

What  should  you  do  about  the  porn 
industry?  There  is  much  you  must  do 
if  the  merchandising  of  sex  is  to  be 
eliminated.  You  must  become  right- 
eously angry  about  the  detrimental 
effect  of  pornography;  angry  enough 
to  look  at  some  of  the  vulgar,  blasphe- 
mous materials  —  so  that  you  will 
become  more  righteously  indignant! 

The  reason  you  have  not  acted  is 
because  you  are  not  "mad  with  the 
devil."  How  would  you  respond  to 
your  having  read  a  manual  on  how  to 
seduce  a  little  school  girl?  It  is  avail- 
able! Does  that  make  you  angry?  Do 
you  want  to  do  something  about  it? 

You  must  be  incensed  with  the 
owners  and  management  of  business- 
es which  casually  disseminate  the 
trash.  Refuse  to  patronize  a  business 
establishment  which  sells  porno- 
graphic materials.  Give  a  friendly 
notice  to  the  owners  and  managers  of 
your  decision.  Let  the  new  establish- 
ment, to  which  you  have  transferred 
your  business,  know  of  your  reason 
for  trading  with  them.  Show  apprecia- 
tion when  responsible  actions  are 
taken  by  distributors  to  remove 
the  immoral  material  from  the  com- 
munity. 

In  the  past  month,  the  Daily  Okla- 
homan  of  Oklahoma  City  carried  a 
large  front  page  article  indicating 
that  the  local  7-11  franchise  stores 
were  discontinuing  the  sale  of  Pent- 
house, one  of  the  more  vulgar  of  the 
pornographic  magazines.  A  front 
page  picture  with  the  article  was  of 
the  large  church  sign  of  a  local 
Church  of  Christ  congregation  con- 
gratulating the  local  7-11  manage- 
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ment  for  their  positive  action  of  re- 
moving Penthouse  from  their  stores. 

Positive  community  support  of 
decency  efforts  is  vital  to  positive 
community  moral  standards.  You 
must  find  every  possible  way  to  exert 
your  concern  for  a  morally  clean  at- 
mosphere in  your  community.  Func- 
tionally, this  is  the  way  it  works. 
Furthermore,  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court  has  so  ruled. 

If  you  want  a  morally  pure  environ- 
ment, you  had  better  say  so!  A  recent 
lawsuit,  filed  aainst  pornographers 
in  the  greater  Chicago  area  was  lost. 
The  judge  ruled  that  the  community 
had  no  established  public  record  of 
opposing  the  distribution  of  porno- 
graphic materials.  If  you're  concern- 
ed about  the  pornographic  plague 
threatening  our  children's  future,  you 
should  not  give  aid  and  comfort  to  the 
enemy  by  your  silence  and  inaction. 

You  may  be  surprised  how  effective 
one  telephone  call  will  be  in  cleaning 
up  the  moral  environment.  One  per- 
son in  Edmond,  Oklahoma,  requested 
a  physiciar  in  his  church  to  call  a 
local  drug  store  owner  and  object  to 
the  sale  of  pornographic  magazines 
in  his  establishment.  The  physician 
indicated  that,  effective  immediately, 
he  would  be  sending  no  more  patients 
for  drug  orders,  if  the  pornographic 
magazines  were  not  removed  from 
the  drug  store.  They  were  removed 
immediately. 

A  new  convert  in  a  Pentecostal 
church  in  Chicago  had  connections 
with  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Florsheim  Corporation.  He  ap- 
proached them  about  their  advertis- 
ing in  Playboy.  The  ads  were  can- 
celed. Advertisers  in  pornographic 
magazines  need  to  be  confronted  with 
their  subtle  part  in  spoiling  the  moral 
atmosphere  of  our  nation.  Perhaps 
you  were  one  of  the  letter  writers  to 
the  Toyota  Corporation  executives 
which  influenced  their  recent  deci- 
sion to  discontinue  advertising  in 
Penthouse  and  Playboy.  It  works! 

Each  Christian  should  make  sure 
that  his  local  church  is  actively  in- 
volved in  a  decency  organization.  In- 
creasingly, organizations  like  Citi- 
zens for  Decency  through  Law,  the 
National  Federation  for  Decency, 
and  Coalition  for  Better  Television, 
and  the  National  Christian  Associa- 
tion are  providing  a  viable  network 
for  the  exercise  of  our  moral  and  legal 
concerns.  Let  it  be  your  assigned  task 
to  assure  that  your  local  church  is 
duly  represented  in  the  local  decency 


actions.  The  time  has  come  when 
Bible-believing  Christians  must  go  to 
the  streets  and  the  legislators  with 
their  Judeo-Christian  values. 

One  final  course  of  action  must  be 
mentioned.  Make  sure  your  district 
attorney  is  diligent  in  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  law.  The  distribution  of 
obscene  material  is  illegal  in  all  fifty 
of  the  United  States.  Typically,  dis- 
trict attorneys  will  act  when  the 
community  demands  it. 

More  than  one  someone  is  trying  to 
sell  you  sex!  Have  they  gotten  your 
attention?  How  do  you  view  the 
matter  of  the  marketing  of  sex?  Are 
you  a  customer?  Or,  are  you  a  con- 
verted conquering  Christian?

They  face  many  lonely  hours  among 
unknown  people  with  living  condi- 
tions that  differ  from  those  they 
knew  before. 

Many  of  these  shut-ins  may  sit  day 
after  day  hoping  and  longing  to 
see  faces  that  never  enter  their 
door. 

So,  how  will  these  people  ever  adjust 
to  such  a  life  of  loneliness,  with 
feelings  of  being  unwanted  out- 
cast? 

We  say  they  need  deeds  of  love  and 
kindness  shown  to  them  by  others, 
who  care  enough  to  sacrifice  the 
time  and  effort  to  make  this  come 
to  pass. 


Often  just  a  friendly  smile  and  a  word 
of  kindness  is  all  it  takes  to  bring 
cheer  to  a  lonely  soul  on  a  dreary 
day. 

For  it  hurts  so  deep  when  our  life 
nears  its  end  with  no  one  to  care 
for  us  in  a  loving  way. 

Will  we  let  our  shut-in  people  feel 
forgotten  and  destitute  for  the  lack 
of  Christian  love  and  concern  for 
comfort  and  their  soul's  salvation? 

If  so,  who  knows  that  we  ourselves 
will  not  someday  be  in  this  same 
state  and  remember  how  we  failed 
our  older  generation? 

The  need  is  urgent  because  the  life 
expectancy  of  these  afflicted 
people  is  so  uncertain. 

They  may  be  passing  on  anytime,  as 
they  are  now  so  near  eternity's 
curtain. 

So  we  ask,  would  it  not  be  wonderful  if 
every  Christian  that  is  not  active 
in  this  work  with  our  shut-ins 
would  become  so? 

Doing  all  we  can  to  show  loving  con- 
cern for  their  spiritual  and  tempo- 
ral needs  before  they  from  this  life 
go- 

We  believe  our  Lord  would  have  us  do 
all  we  can  to  help  our  elderly  shut- 
ins,  as  for  Him  we  labor. 

For  even  though  they  be  forgotten  by 
some,  Christian  friend,  are  they 
not  our  neighbor?

We 
have  supplemented  over  (40)  forty  churches. 

Many  of  these  churches  are  self-supporting  with  new 
churches  and  parsonages.  There  has  been  times  when  some  of 
the  small  churches  could  not  pay  their  oil  bill,  light  bill  and 
insurance.  "Your  Evangelism  dollars  were  at  work.  In  this 
Evangel  we  are  listing  several  of  these  churches. 


Evangelistic  Temple  P.  H.  Church  in  Cary,  N.  C.  was 
organized  April  6, 1978  with  13  adults  and  10  children.  In 
1985,  they  have  64  church  members  and  122  Sunday 
School  members.  This  summer  they  averaged  106  in 
Vacation  Bible  School.  They  are  averaging  94  in  morn- 
ing worship.  Rev.  Chris  Thompson  is  pastor. 


The  Faith  P.  H.  Church  in  Edenton,  N.  C.  was  organized 
in  1981  with  13  charter  members.  Now  they  have  49 
church  members  averaging  50  in  Sunday  School  and  60 
for  worship  service.  They  have  purchased  land  and  built 
a  new  church  with  beautiful  carpet  and  padded  pews. 
The  pastor  has  moved  to  Edenton  into  a  brick  home  and 
they  are  planning  to  purchase  this  home  for  a  parson- 
age. They  have  received  14  new  church  members  since 
January.  Rev.  Danny  Gurganus  is  pastor. 
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Evangel  P.  H.  Church  in  Fuquay  Varina,  N.  C.  is  ten 
years  old  in  their  new  location.  They  started  with  13 
members  and  now  they  have  257  Sunday  School 
members  and  145  church  members.  Their  youth  minis- 
tries has  163  members.  They  have  a  new  four  bedroom 
brick  parsonage  and  a  new  fellowship  building.  Rev.  R. 
N.  Hood  is  pastor. 


Westview  P.  H.  Church  in  Saint  Pauls,  N.  C.  is  one  of  our 
newest  churches.  It  was  organized  on  February  15, 1984. 
They  have  27  church  members,  98  Sunday  School 
members  and  50  youth  ministries  members.  They  have  a 
beautiful  new  church  and  they  are  making  plans  for  a 
new  parsonage.  Rev.  Linwood  Manning  is  pastor. 


North  Hickory  P.  H.  Church  in  Angier,  N.  C.  was  an 
independent  church  that  came  into  the  conference  in 
1978  and  was  organized  as  the  North  Hickory  P.  H. 
Church.  They  had  about  twenty  members  in  Sunday 
School  when  organized.  Now  they  have  52  church 
members  and  60  Sunday  School  members.

"SPIRITUAL  WARFARE" 


"Finally,  my  brethren,  be  strong  in 
the  Lord,  and  in  the  power  of  his 
might.  Put  on  the  whole  armor  of  God, 
that  ye  may  be  able  to  stand  against 
the  wiles  of  the  devil.  For  we  wrestle 
not  against  flesh  and  blood,  but 
against  principalities,  against 
powers,  against  the  rulers  of  the  dark- 
ness of  this  world,  against  spiritual 
wickedness  in  high  places.  Wherefore 
take  unto  you  the  whole  armor  of  God, 
that  ye  may  be  able  to  withstand  in 
the  evil  day,  and  having  done  all,  to 
stand."  (Ephesians  6:10-13) 

Sometimes  we  Christians  forget 
that  we  are  engaged  in  a  spiritual 
battle  here  upon  this  earth.  Neverthe- 
less the  fight  goes  on. 

Paul  reminds  Christians  of  three 
things  in  our  text. 

We  Should  Be  Conscious  Of  Our 
Spiritual  Opposition  In  This 
Battle! 

He  wants  us  to  be  aware  that  our 
real  opponents  are  not  human  beings, 
"flesh  and  blood"  but  "wicked 
spirits."  It  is  they  who  are  behind  the 
evil  in  society.  They  are  highly  organ- 
ized "principalities"  and  "powers" 
who  are  attempting  to  thwart  God's 
purpose  in  history.  Satan  with  all  his 
cunning  "wiles"  is  trying  to  prevent 
each  and  every  saint  from  living  a 
powerful,  effective  Christian  life.

SECOND  COMING  OF 
JESUS  CHRIST 

In  the  last  few  months,  I  have 
brought  you  four  of  the  five  Cardinal 
Doctrines  of  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church:  Regeneration,  Sanctifica- 
tion,  Baptism  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
Divine  Healing,  and  now,  The  Second 
Coming  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ. 

For  the  past  thirty-five  years,  I 
have  endeavored  to  place  emphasis 
upon  the  signs  of  the  time  and  the 
soon  coming  of  Jesus.  To  many,  possi- 
bly, they  have  heard  the  subject 
preached  until  it  no  longer  stirs  or 
awakens  them  to  the  actual  nearness 
of  His  coming.  However,  it  is  a  fact. 

In  the  daily  news,  national  and 
international  newspapers,  one  can 
see  the  unrest  of  man.  There  are  wars, 
envy,  strife,  hunger,  greed,  wealth, 
poverty,  pride,  and  men  seeking 
worldly  acclaim.  Most  everyone  lives 
and  builds  as  if  they  were  to  live  here 
forever.  But  the  Bible  says,  "For  as 
the  lightning  cometh  out  of  the  east, 
and  shineth  even  unto  the  west;  so 
shall  also  the  coming  of  the  Son  of 
man  be"  (Matthew  24:27).  In  this 
chapter,  it  give  signs  of  the  time  of 
His  coming.  In  verse  forty-four,  it 
says,  "Therefore  be  ye  also  ready:  for 
in  such  an  hour  as  ye  think  not  the 
Son  of  man  cometh."  So,  we  must  not 
be  carried  away  with  the  care  of  so 
many  things  until  we  forget  the  most 
important,  "His  Soon  Coming." 

As  we  look  at  world  conditions  to- 
day, we  know  that  something  is  going 
to  happen.  All  signs  point  to  the 
coming  of  the  Lord.  In  Luke  21:25-28, 
we  have  some  of  the  signs  to  look  for. 
Verse  28  says,  "And  when  these 
things  begin  to  come  to  pass,  then 


look  up,  and  lift  up  your  heads;  for 
your  redemption  draweth  nigh."  Let 
us  not  become  so  involved  with  the 
world  until  our  minds  and  hearts 
become  cold  and  indifferent  to  these 
solemn  warnings.  Following  is  our 
doctrinal  teaching  on  the  subject. 

THE  COMING  OF  THE  LORD 

The  word  millennium  is  the  name 
for  the  Latin  numeral  1,000.  The 
Greek  is  kiliad  or  chiliad,  as  it  is 
more  frequently  spelled  in  English. 
Both  are  used  in  the  discussion  of  the 
coming  reign  of  Christ.  His  coming  is 
pre-millennial,  as  we  teach.  Pre- 
means  before,  and  His  coming  will 
be  before  the  Millennium  shall  begin. 
We  mean  His  coming  "with  all  the 
saints"  will  be  the  event  that  shall 
inaugurate  the  millennial  (one  thou- 
sand years)  reign  of  Christ  on  earth. 
That  period  will  be  preliminary  and 
preparatory  in  purpose.  It  is  prelimi- 
nary to  the  final  and  absolute  regene- 
ration of  all  that  belongs  to  this  mun- 
dane creation.  It  is  preparatory  to  the 
eternal  reign  of  Christ  as  it  will  subju- 
gate absolutely  everything  to  the  will 
of  the  Father,  by  destroying  all  enmi- 
ties, animosities  and  every  possible 
degree  of  rebellion  against  the  royal 
will  of  God.  When  this  is  done  the 
eternity  of  the  Kingdom  will  be  fully 
inaugurated.  Ineffable  glories,  sur- 
passing all  finite  conception,  will  fill 
the  earth  as  the  water  covers  the  sea. 
All  the  saints  look  for,  long  for,  and 
pray  for  the  coming  of  Christ,  as  that 
which  is  "nigh  at  hand."  A  thousand 
signs  and  events  proclaim  and  sig- 
nify the  immediate  end  of  this  present 
age.  The  Great  Tribulation  shadows 
are  visible  now  on  the  earth,  and  the 
first  event  of  the  Second  Advent  pro- 
gram may  occur  at  any  moment. 
Amen.  Even  so,  come  Lord  Jesus. 

13.  THE  SECOND  COMING  OF 
JESUS.  We  believe  in  the  imminent, 
personal,  premillennial  second 
coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  The 
word  "imminent"  means  that  the 
second  coming  of  Christ  is  near,  that 
it  is  impending,  likely  to  occur  at  any 
moment  (Matthew  25:29-44;  Mark 
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13:32-37;  Titus  2:13).  The  word  "per- 
sonal" means  that  "the  Lord  himself 
shall  return  (1  Thessalonians  4:15- 
18);  that  the  "same  Jesus"  who  was 
"taken  up  into  heaven  shall  so  come 
in  like  manner"  as  He  was  seen  to  "go 
into  heaven"  (Acts  1:11).  The  word 
"premillennial"  means  that  He  will 
come  before  the  Millennium  during 
which  the  "blessed  and  holy"  of  the 
"first  resurrection"  will  live  and  reign 
with  Christ  "a  thousand  years"  (Reve- 
lation 20:4-6). 

There  will  be  two  stages  of  the 
second  coming  of  Christ;  the  first  for 
the  purpose  of  catching  away  His 
saints  who  are  prepared  for  the 
Rapture  before  the  Great  Tribulation 
period  (Matthew  24:40-44;  1  Thessa- 
lonians 4:13-18;  Revelation  3:10,  11; 
4:1,2);  and  the  second  at  the  end  of  the 
Great  Tribulation,  when  He  shall 
come  back  with  His  saints  to  destroy 
the  armies  of  Antichrist,  to  judge  the

WARRENTON  P.  H.  CHURCH 

September  8,  1985,  was  a  very 
special  day  at  the  Warrenton  Pente- 
costal Holiness  Church.  We  observed 
our  annual  Homecoming  service  with

By 
September,  1976,  unpaid  interest  had 
accumulated  to  $633.86.  From  Septem- 
ber 1976  to  November  1980  no  pay- 
ments were  made  to  the  principal  and 
interest  had  accumulated  to 
$2,072.81.  Both  then  totaled  $24, 
072.81  which  was  more  than  the  origi- 
nal note  six  years  prior. 

In  September  1980,  a  new  pastor 
was  assigned  to  the  church  and  new 
enthusiasm  for  the  Lord's  work  was 
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created.  By  September  1981,  all  in- 
terest was  paid  and  regular  payments 
were  being  made.  Only  three  years 
later,  September  1984  the  loan  was 
paid,  a  total  of  $24,072.81.  God  had 
touched  the  hearts  of  individuals  to 
give,  moved  upon  church  members  to 
put  forth  a  greater  effort  to  see  de- 
feated that  which  Satan  thought  he 
had  accomplished. 

Ten  years  to  the  day,  God's  people 
fulfilled  a  promise  that  was  made,  but 
only  by  the  power  of  God  and  His 
directions  was  this  accomplished.  To 
Him  we  give  all  the  glory.

On  behalf  of  the  members  of  the 
large  family  of  Rachel  Tedder  Duke 
and  Wilson  First  Pentecostal  Holi- 
ness Church,  I  pay  tribute  to  a  most 
faithful  Christian  and  sister.

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Rachel  was  born  to  Luke  and  Vic- 
toria Tedder,  October  14, 1934.  Rachel 
was  among  the  fortunate  to  have 
been  rocked  in  a  Pentecostal  Holiness 
cradle,  teethed  on  church  benches, 
and  slept  on  pallets  among  three 
brothers  and  nine  sisters.  A  wonder- 
ful Christian  heritage  she  did  have! 
In  December  1954,  Rachel  was  born 
in  the  family  of  God  and  grew  to  be  a 
very  staunch  Christian.  Rachel  held 
membership  in  the  Wilson  First  Pente- 
costal Holiness  Church  until  her  de- 
parture to  be  with  the  Lord. 

Like  Dorcas  of  old,  Rachel's  life  and 
influence  was  full  of  good  works  and 
almsdeeds.  After  the  death  of  "Pop 
Tedder"  (our  dad)  on  January  17, 
1985,  Rachel  opened  her  home  on 
Thursdays  and  other  times  for  family 
fellowship.  Rachel  was  deeply  con- 
cerned that  the  family  keep  close.  As 
Brother  Doner  Lucas  emphasized  in 
the  funeral  ceremony,  Rachel  was 
truly  a  "family  person." 

One  of  the  most  beautiful  traits 
which  characterized  the  Godly  life  of 
Rachel  was  a  humble  spirit.  Rachel  so 
willingly  listened  to  problems  and 
frustrations  of  many  and  reflected 
such  a  compassionate  attitude,  that 
even  though  she  couldn't  solve  the 
problem,  one  left  feeling  comforted  by 
just  talking  to  her.  Her  employer  of 
nine  years  remarked,  "Heaven  is  a 
better  place  because  of  Rachel  being 
there."  Her  office  friend  that  she 
worked  close  with  commented, 
"Rachel  was  surely  a  child  of  God." 
Wilson  First  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church  is  blessed  to  have  had  Rachel 
as  an  ambassador  for  Christ. 

For  two  months  and  one  week,  after 
the  doctor  diagnosed  cancer  in  the 
liver,  it  was  in  one  sense,  a  very 
stormy  time  for  Rachel  and  her 
family — and  in  another  respect,  a 
precious  time  of  encountering  the 
deep,  pure  love  of  God  in  countless 
directions.  The  days  and  nights  we 
spent  together  (two,  three,  and  four  at 
the  time)  ministering  to  each  other 
are  treasured  memories.  And  as  Sister 
P.  Jay  Hill  sang  at  the  funeral,  "He 
Was  There  All  The  Time,"  and  as  the 
trio  sang  "In  The  Valley  He  Restoreth 
My  Soul,"  was  the  experience  of 
Rachel  and  our  family. 

On  the  afternoon  of  July  27,  1985, 
the  family  realized  a  spiritual  aware- 
ness that  it  was  God's  time  for 
Rachel.  We  prayerfully  accepted  this 
as  thirty-three  of  Rachel's  very  close 
family  and  Pastor,  Doner  Lucas, 
stood  by  in  her  support  and  a  loving 


send-off  to  her  Heavenly  home. 

What  a  glorious  reunion  Rachel, 
Mom,  Pop,  and  Geraldine  (our  sister) 
must  be  enjoying  as  they  await  the 
arrival  of  our  other  eleven  family 
members!

"/  marvel  that  ye  are  so  soon  re- 
moved from  him  that  called  you  into 
the  grace  of  Christ  unto  another 
gospel:  Which  is  not  another;  but 
there  be  some  that  trouble  you,  and 
would  pervert  the  gospel  of  Christ. 
But  though  we,  or  an  angel  from 
heaven, preach  any  other  gospel  unto 
you  than  that  which  we  have  preach- 
ed unto  you,  let  him  be  accursed.  As 
we  said  before,  so  say  I  now  again,  If 
any  man  preach  any  other  gospel 
unto  you  than  that  ye  have  received, 
let  him  be  accursed."  Galatians  1:6-9 

It  is  not  surprising  that  old  heresies 
that  challenged  the  early  church  are 
being  proclaimed  again  today.  This  is 
one  of  the  signs  that  identify  our 
generation. 

"Now  the  Spirit  speaketh  ex- 
pressly, that  in  the  latter  times  some 
shall  depart  from  the  faith,  giving 
heed  to  seducing  spirits,  and  doc- 
trines of  devils." 

Paul  certifies  the  Gospel  he 
preaches  to  be  the  True  Gospel.  This 
message  is  centered  squarely  in  Jesus 
Christ,  His  Life,  His  Death,  and  His 
Work.  It  is  the  Gospel  of  Grace. 

The  Apostle  announces  that  any 
other  message  is  not  genuine  and 
should  be  rejected  by  the  Church.  He 
orders  that  anyone  preaching  an- 
other Gospel,  though  he  be  thought 
an  apostle  or  an  angel,  should  be 
disregarded  by  the  Church. 

Salvation  Is  Not  Legalism! 

Some  would  inform  us  that  Christi- 
anity is  primarily  a  list  of  do's  and 
don'ts;  a  code  of  ethics  to  which  one 
tries  to  attain.  Paul  tells  us  "...  if 
righteousness  come  by  the  law,  then 
Christ  is  dead  in  vain"  (Galatians 
2:20).  He  further  states  "...  that  a 
man  is  justified  by  faith  without  the 
deeds  of  the  law"  (Romans  3:28) 

Salvation  Is  Not  License! 

Others  maintain  that  Christianity 
involves  right  thinking  about  Christ

and  conduct  becomes  irrelevant.  The 
Apostle  declares  that  Christ 
"...  gave  himself  for  us,  that  he 
might  redeem  us  from  all  iniquity, 
and  purify  unto  Himself  a  peculiar 
people,  zealous  of  good  works"  (Titus 
2:14).  Again  Paul  reminds  us"  ...  we 
are  his  workmanship,  created  in 
Christ  Jesus  unto  good  works,  which 
God  hath  before  ordained  that  we 
should  walk  in  them"  (Ephesians 
2:10). 

Today,  as  much  as  ever,  it  is  impor- 
tant for  us  to  understand  the  simple 
message  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ. 
Salvation  Is  Life! 
Christianity  is  more  than  turning 
over  a  new  leaf,  it  is  receiving  a  new 
life.  It  is  more  than  natural  resolu- 
tion, it  is  a  divine  revolution.  Paul 
testifies,  "I  am  crucified  with  Christ: 
nevertheless  I  live;  yet  not  I,  but 
Christ  liveth  in  me:  and  the  life  which 
I  now  live  in  the  flesh  I  live  by  the 
faith  of  the  Son  of  God,  who  loved  me, 
and  gave  himself  for  me"  (Galatians 
2:20).  Jesus  promises  "...  I  am  come 
that  they  might  have  life,  and  that 
they  might  have  it  more  abundantly" 
(John  10:10). 
Salvation  Is  Love! 
Christians  are  motivated  now  by 
divine  love.  Accordingly  they  obey 
God  and  respect  their  fellowman. 
Paul  affirms  that  "...  the  love  of 
God  is  shed  abroad  in  our  hearts  by 
the  Holy  Ghost  which  is  given  unto 
us"  (Romans  5:5).  Jesus  promises  "By 
this  shall  all  men  know  that  ye  are  my 
disciples,  if  ye  have  love  one  to 
another"  (John  13:35). 
Salvation  Is  Liberty! 
Christians  enjoy  a  new  freedom  in 
Christ.  They  are  free  to  become  all 
God  created  man  to  be.  Paul  says 
"...  the  law  of  the  Spirit  of  life  in 
Christ  Jesus  hath  made  me  free  from 
the  law  of  sin  and  death"  (Romans 
8:2).  Jesus  promises  "...  ye  shall 
know  the  truth  and  the  truth  shall 


make  you  free  ....  If  the  Son  there- 
fore shall  make  you  free,  ye  shall  be 
free  indeed"  (John  8:32,  36).

THE  KING  IS  BORN 

Most  of  this  week,  Washington  and 
certain  areas  of  America  have  been 
caught  up  in  the  visit  of  Prince 
Charles  and  Princess  Diana.  The  TV 
and  news  media  have  covered  every 
move,  especially  of  Princess  Diana's 
wardrobe,  her  hats,  and  their  visit  to 
a  J.  C.  Penney's  store.  Also  their  pur- 
chases, what  was  said,  and  possibly  a 
slip  of  the  tongue  when  they  went  by 
the  maternity  department  that  there 
may  be  a  need  for  new  baby  clothes 
soon.  If  this  be  so,  then,  by  the  slip  of 
the  lip,  the  birth  of  a  child  of  a  Prince 
was  announced.  If  such  should 
happen,  the  child  would  take  his 
place  as  a  member  of  the  Royal 
Family. 

In  Genesis,  Chapter  3,  verse  15,  we 
have  the  first  announcement  of  the 
Birth  of  the  King.  It  was  no  slip  of  the 
lip  or  frivolous  statement.  God  said  to 
Satan,  "And  I  will  put  enmity  be- 
tween thee  and  the  woman,  and  be- 
tween thy  seed  and  her  seed;  it  shall 
bruise  thy  head,  and  thou  shalt  bruise 
his  heel." 

Isaiah  announced  in  Chapter  9, 
verse  6,  "the  birth  of  the  King."  "For 
unto  us  a  child  is  born,  unto  us  a  son  is 
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given:  and  the  government  shall  be 
upon  his  shoulder:  and  his  name  shall 
be  called  Wonderful,  Counsellor,  The 
mighty  God,  The  everlasting  Father, 
The  Prince  of  Peace."  Micah  told  of 
the  place  of  his  birth.  "But  thou, 
Bethlehem  Ephratah,  though  thou  be 
little  among  the  thousands  of  Judah, 
yet  out  of  thee  shall  he  come  forth 
unto  me  that  is  to  be  ruler  in  Israel; 
whose  goings  forth  have  been  from  of 
old,  from  everlasting."  In  Matthew 
1:20,  21,  "  .  .  .  the  angel  of  the  Lord 
appeared  unto  him  in  a  dream, 
saying,  Joseph,  thou  son  of  David, 
fear  not  to  take  unto  thee  Mary  thy 
wife:  for  that  which  is  conceived  in 
her  is  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  And  she 
shall  bring  forth  a  son,  and  thou  shalt 
call  his  name  JESUS:  for  he  shall 
save  his  people  from  their  sins."  In 
Luke  2:8-20,  the  angel  appeared  unto 
shepherds  in  the  field  near  Bethle- 
hem. "And  there  were  in  the  same 
country  shepherds  abiding  in  the 
field,  keeping  watch  over  their  flock 
by  night. 

"And,  lo,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  came 
upon  them,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord 
shone  round  about  them:  and  they 
were  sore  afraid. 

"And  the  angel  said  unto  them, 
Fear  not:  for,  behold,  I  bring  you  good 
tidings  of  great  joy,  which  shall  be  to 
all  people. 

"For  unto  you  is  born  this  day  in  the 
city  of  David  a  Saviour,  which  is 
Christ  the  Lord. 

"And  this  shall  be  a  sign  unto  you; 
Ye  shall  find  the  babe  wrapped  in 
swaddling  clothes,  lying  in  a  manger. 

"And  suddenly  there  was  with  the 
angel  a  multitude  of  the  heavenly 
host  praising  God,  and  saying, 

"Glory  to  God  in  the  highest,  and 
on  earth  peace,  good  will  toward  men. 

"And  it  came  to  pass,  as  the  angels 
were  gone  away  from  them  into 
heaven,  the  shepherds  said  one  to 
another,  Let  us  now  go  even  unto 
Bethlehem,  and  see  this  thing  which 
is  come  to  pass,  which  the  Lord  hath 
made  known  unto  us. 

"And  they  came  with  haste,  and 
found  Mary,  and  Joseph,  and  the 
babe  lying  in  a  manger. 
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"And  when  they  had  seen  it,  they 
made  known  abroad  the  saying 
which  was  told  them  concerning  this 
child. 

"And  all  they  that  heard  it 
wondered  at  those  things  which  were 
told  them  by  the  shepherds.  But  Mary 
kept  all  these  things,  and  pondered 
them  in  her  heart. 

"And  the  shepherds  returned, 
glorifying  and  praising  God  for  all 
the  things  that  they  had  heard  and 
seen,  as  it  was  told  unto  them." 

This  announcement  did  not  come 
by  chance  or  a  slip  of  the  tongue.  It 
was  not  an  announcement  of  the 
child  of  a  prince.  It  was  God's  an- 
nouncement of  the  King  of  kings. 

1  Timothy  6:15  calls  Him

E.  Johnson  in  the  Person  Street  Pente- 
costal Holiness  Church  in  Fayette- 
ville,  North  Carolina.  Officiating 
were  Reverend  Tim  B.  Henry, 
Reverend  Elton  Bryan,  Pastor,  and 
Reverend  J.  Doner  Lee,  Conference 
Superintendent. 

Reverend  Harvey  E.  Johnson  was 
born  on  July  6,  1905  into  the  home  of 
Rufus  and  Nannie  Early  Johnson  in 
Martin  County.  Harvey  grew  up  in 
the  home  of  God-fearing  parents  who 
trained  and  molded  his  life.  At  an 
early  age,  he  was  saved,  and  at  age 
16,  he  felt  the  call  of  God  upon  his  life 
to  preach  the  Gospel.  He  entered 
Holmes  Bible  College  to  prepare  him- 
self for  his  life-long  ministry.  He 
joined  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
in  1924  and  evangelized  one  year. 

Brother  Johnson  began  his  tenure 
as  pastor  in  1925  where  he  pastored 
Thunder  Swamp,  Jones  Grove, 
Calypso,  and  Bowden's  Grove.  At 
Thunder  Swamp,  he  met  a  lovely 
young  lady,  Miss  Mae  Gould  Jones. 
On  March  9,  1926,  they  were  married 
and  together  began  their  ministry. 
Mae  Gould  was  a  dedicated,  gifted, 
and  intelligent  young  lady  who  be- 
came his  anchor  and  helpmate.  Her 
foundation  was  solid.  Coming  from 
an  elite  family,  her  mother,  referred  to 
as  "Granny  Jones,"  lived  in  Franklin 
Springs,  Georgia  for  many  years. 
Reverend  Byon  A.  Jones,  minister, 
superintendent,  and  missionary  to 
Israel,  was  her  brother  and  a  member 
of  this  great  family. 

Brother  Johnson  was  an  excellent 
pastor,  minister,  and  gifted  in  music. 
Through  the  years,  he  taught  hun- 
dreds of  boys  and  girls  who  are 
musicians  now  in  many  of  our 
churches.  Since  he  retired  in  1970, 
they  attended  Person  Street  Church 
in  Fayetteville.  For  some  years,  he 
preached  when  called  on  and 
rendered  music  in  the  local  church  for 
various  occasions.  On  each  Tuesday 
morning,  he  met  with  the  ladies 
prayer  meeting  to  play  for  them.  This 
he  did  as  long  as  he  was  able. 

Mrs.  Johnson's  health  has  been 
bad  for  several  years,  but  Brother 
Harvey  cared  for  her  as  he  would  a 
child  until  he  became  too  frail  to  look 
after  her. 

As  long  as  they  were  able,  you 
would  see  them  on  about  the  fourth

row  on  the  right  each  Sunday 
morning.  They  loved  their  pastor  and 
church.  His  last  years  brought  suffer- 
ing for  the  body,  but  his  spirit  and 
relationship  with  God  continued  to 
strengthen.

Rev.  Harvey  E.  Johnson's 
Funeral

Today  I  fulfill  a  promise  I  made 
more  than  ten  years  ago  to  a  very  dear 
friend.  How  fitting  that  the  choir 
should  sing,  "BENEATH  THE 
CROSS  OF  JESUS"  which  for  more 
than  25  years  was  the  radio  theme 
song  of  Brother  Johnson. 

I  would  like  to  base  my  remarks  on 
the  Scriptures  found  in  2  Timothy  4:6- 
8.  Brother  Johnson  will  be  re- 
membered by  me  as  more  than  a 
friend.  He  was  my  pastor,  my  teacher 
while  preparing  for  the  ministry,  an 
advisor  when  I  needed  someone  to 
help.  As  I  prayed  and  studied  for  this 
moment  I  remembered  well  all  the 
things  I  had  benefited  from  through 
the  ministry  of  this  fine  man. 

So,  the  subject,  "HOW  DO  WE 
WANT  TO  BE  REMEMBERED?" 
When  life  is  completed  I  think  it  is 
well  for  us  to  have  fulfilled  in  our 
lifetime  the  life  that  would  be  worthy 
of  being  remembered.  There  are  three 
words  that  struck  me  as  the  summing 
up  of  a  good  life.  They  all  begin  with 
the  letter  "C." 

I.  I  WOULD  LIKE  TO  BE  RE- 
MEMBERED  AS  A  COM- 
PETENT PERSON.  Someone  who 
could  accept  responsibility  and  per- 
form well,  who  deserves  some  admira- 
tion for  doing  a  good  job.  Whether  we 
work  in  a  home  or  in  a  business  or 
wherever,  we  get  a  great  deal  of  satis- 
faction in  life  from  our  work.  God 
calls  each  of  us  to  a  vocation  of  work. 
It  is  our  work  that  we  invest  so  much 
time  in  preparation  and  performance. 
Our  self-esteem  is  tied  to  our  success. 
At  the  end  of  our  journey,  when  the 
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busy  world  is  hushed  and  our  work  is 
finished,  how  satisfying  to  hear  our 
Lord  say,  "Well  done,  good  and  faith- 
ful servant;  enter  thou  into  the  joy  of 
thy  Lord." 

II.  I  WANT  TO  BE  REMEMBER 
AS  A  PERSON  WHO  CARES.  There 
is  more  to  life  than  work.  I  want  to  be 
remembered  for  the  kind  of  person  I 
was,  not  just  for  my  work.  Not  all  of  us 
have  jobs  that  are  people  oriented, 
like  being  a  pastor  or  teacher,  as  was 
cur  brother,  who  excelled  in  both  of 
these  fields. 

It  is  perhaps  in  the  home  that  we 
have  the  most  opportunity  to  de- 
velop caring,  loving  relationships. 
Our  brother  certainly  proved  himself 
in  this  respect.  One  only  had  to  stay 
in  the  home  briefly  to  see  the  caring 
way  exemplified  by  this  beloved 
brother. 

The  Christian  message  underlies 
and  emphasizes  the  caring  dimen- 
sion of  human  relationships  by  call- 
ing God  "OUR  FATHER."  The 
parent  who  protects,  nurtures,  loves 
and  educates  a  child  emulates  our 
Father  who  is  in  Heaven.  It  was 
caring  love  for  people  that  was  so 
evident  in  the  relationship  of  Jesus 
toward  the  little  children  He  blessed, 
toward  His  own  disciples,  and  toward 
sinners  as  well. 

III.  I  WANT  TO  BE  REMEMBER- 
ED AS  A  CONTRIBUTOR.  One 
who  contributed  beyond  your  per- 
sonal work  where  the  reward  is  fin- 
ancial; and  beyond  the  home,  where 
your  ego-involvement  is  so  intense. 

There  is  a  broader  community  out 
there  which  cries  out  for  our  contri- 
bution. There  is  the  church,  the  youth 
organizations,  the  service  organiza- 
tions for  needy  people,  as  well  as 
myriad  of  public  service  contribu- 
tions for  the  dedicated  Christian.  To 
this  field  our  brother  made  many 
contributions.  I  have  pastored 
churches  where  the  musicians  were 
the  benefactors  of  his  teaching  and 
training. 

Jesus  called  this  broader  com- 
munity "The  Kingdom  of  God."  It  is 
marked  by  justice  and  righteousness 
in  the  personal,  social  and  political 
dimensions  of  life.  This  Kingdom  of 
God  is  all  embracing  and  all  de- 
manding. The  cross  of  Jesus  is  testi- 
mony to  just  how  demanding  and 
sacrificial  our  contribution  to  the

Some 
declare  they  will  not  make  last  years' 
mistakes  again.  It  is  always  good  to 
have  goals  and  visions  and  we  should 
set  them  high  enough  to  give  us  a 
challenge.  But  in  the  natural,  it  is 
difficult  for  man  to  lift  himself  by  his 
own  boot  straps.  He  must  have  help. 
So,  it  is  in  the  spiritual  life.  We  all 
stand  in  need  of  divine  help  from  God. 
Adversities  will  come.  At  times  it  may 
seem  that  God  has  gone  on  a  visit  or 
closed  His  ear  to  our  cry,  or  shut  the 
windows  of  Heaven  to  our  rain.  But 
there  is  an  answer  in  2  Chronicles 
7:13, 14.  The  Lord  said  to  Solomon,  "If 
I  shut  up  heaven  that  there  be  no  rain, 
or  if  I  command  the  locusts  to  devour 
the  land,  or  if  I  send  pestilence  among 
my  people;  If  my  people,  which  are 
called  by  my  name,  shall  humble 
themselves,  and  pray,  and  seek  my 
face,  and  turn  from  their  wicked 
ways;  then  will  I  hear  from  heaven, 
and  will  forgive  their  sin,  and  will 
heal  their  land." 

Since  the  late  1800's  this  church 
has  had  a  body  of  strong  believers  in 
the  doctrine  of  Holiness,  Pentecost, 
and  a  separated  life  from  the  world. 
Through  the  years,  they  have 
followed  in  the  footsteps  of  our  found- 
ing fathers.  But  the  spirit  of  today 
shows  a  marked  difference  in  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  We  all 
say  we  love  it  and  are  dedicated  to  it 
and  want  to  see  it  grow,  but  in  many 
cases,  possibly  some  are  living  on 


past  experiences.  And  the  real  rain 
has  been  withheld.  We  are  in  need  of  a 
revival  in  1986. 

I  was  reading  in  U.  S.  News 
recently  about  the  Southeastern  Bible 
Belt.  The  writer  compared  the  area, 
churches,  and  religion  of  today  with 
yesteryear.  It  is  amazing  how  he 
observed  the  drastic  change.  He 
stated  that  the  once  conservative 
church  was  now  very  liberal  along  all 
lines;  abortion,  divorce,  remarriages, 
and  moral  decay  of  our  time.  He  men- 
tioned how  the  family  ties  had  been 
torn  by  divorce  and  leaving  one-par- 
ent families.  Today  many  never  go  to 
church  or  know  anything  about  God 
and  a  moral  standard  of  living.  "The 
spirit  of  1986  should  be  renewal." 

The  writer  stated  that  "teaching 
values  has  always  been  a  cooperative 
effort  by  the  family  and  social  institu- 
tions. Parents  could  count  on  honesty 
being  taught  in  the  church  or  in  the 
Boy  Scouts.  Now  we  have  TV  instead, 
but  it  is  hard  to  see  what  moral 
values,  if  any,  are  taught  by  TV.  The 
institutions  where  moral  values  are 
usually  reinforced  have  fallen  apart." 
By  the  time  a  typical  student  gradu- 
ates from  high  school,  he  or  she  has 
spent  more  hours  with  TV  (15,000) 
than  with  teachers  (12,000).  Children 
today  are  less  influenced  by  authority 
figures.  Religion  still  plays  a  role, 
however.  In  the  U.  S.  News  survey, 
38  percent  of  adults  under  30,  about 
half  of  those  30  to  44,  and  60  percent 
of  these  over  45  said  religion  affected 
their  ethical  and  moral  behavior  "a 
great  deal."  Yet  George  Gallup,  Jr., 
told  a  Christian  Symposium, 
"Church  attendance  makes  little 
difference  in  people's  ethical  views 
and  behavior  with  respect  to  lying, 
cheating,  pilferage,  and  theft."  When 
we  view  the  above,  we  should  fall  on 
our  knees  and  cry  unto  God  for 
revival.  "The  spirit  of  1986  should  be 
revival." 

If  someone  on  the  outside  of  the 
church  observes  the  above  along  with 
many  other  statements  about  today's 
world,  how  much  more  we  should  be 
concerned  about  our  church  and 


denomination.  I  was  born  and  reared 
in  the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church 
and  have  been  a  member  since  I  was 
15;  a  minister  for  35  years.  I  love  my 
church.  But  I  am  alarmed  at  the 
things  I  see  going  on  today.  There  are 
many  youth,  second  or  third  gene- 
ration children  who  have  never  seen 
what  we  refer  to  as  "an  old-time  Holy 
Ghost  Revival"  where  people  were 
saved,  sanctified,  and  baptized  with 
the  Holy  Ghost,  and  quit  sinning  and 
taking  part,  and  looking  like  the 
world.  We  need  such  a  revival. 

In  our  General  Conference  in 
August,  1985,  we  adopted  "Target 
2000."  That  is,  by  the  year  2000,  we 
plan  for  the  conversion  of  one  tenth  of 
one  percent  of  the  world's  population. 
Various  plans  have  been  and  will  be 
presented  during  these  years  to  help 
us  reach  our  goal.  We  have  and  will 
hear  much  about  church  growth. 
Church  growth  is  a  must.  We  can't 
stand  still.  We  must  labor  to  win 
souls.  But  having  church  growth

When  God  spoke  to  the  children  of 
Israel  He  commanded  all  of  them  to 
live  holy  lives  regardless  of  their 
tribal  background  or  socioeconomic 
status.  Likewise,  God  expects  all 
Christians  today  to  live  holy  lives 
regardless  of  their  denominational  or 
cultural  preference.  Biblical  holiness 
is  not  the  "special"  doctrine  of  a  few 
small  church  groups;  it  is  a  divine 
truth  which  should  be  personally 
manifested  by  every  Christian.

This  article  is  written  in  loving  memory  of  Mr.  Willie  L. 
Jernigan  of  Goldsboro,  N.  C,  a  former  layman  of 
integrity  and  honor  in  the  Tabernacle  Pentecostal  Holi- 
ness Church  who  presently,  as  of  November  25, 1985,  is 
filling  his  place  among  the  believers  now  awaiting  our 
arrival  in  Heaven. 

Mr.  Jernigan  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Christine  Jerni- 
gan of  Goldsboro,  a  daughter,  Dene  Reich  of  Chapel  Hill, 
and  a  son,  Randall  Jernigan  of  Goldsboro.  Mr.  Jerni- 
gan, son  of  Lewis  William  Jernigan  and  Myrtie  Johnson 
Jernigan,  is  also  survived  by  five  sisters  and  two 
brothers;  one  of  which  is  the  Reverend  Ralph  Jernigan, 
pastor  of  the  Mt.  Carmel  P.  H.  Church. 

Brother  Jernigan  leaves  behind  a  legacy  of  wise  and 
deliberative  service  in  the  Kingdom  of  God.  A  meat 
cutter  by  trade,  Brother  Willie  began  his  adulthood  labor 
of  love  for  the  Lord  many  years  ago  in  the  Emmanuel  P. 
H.  Church  in  Raleigh  as  a  Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendent. Working  closely  with  the  pastor  at  that  time, 


Rev.  J.  Floyd  Williams,  he  was  instrumental  in  securing 
the  lot  upon  which  the  church  presently  stands. 

Transferring  from  Raleigh  to  Clinton  for  vocational 
reasons,  Brother  Jernigan  continued  his  dedicated 
service  to  the  Lord  in  the  Goshen  P.  H.  Church  for  7 
years.  There  again  he  availed  himself  to  each  oppor- 
tunity with  which  the  people  of  the  church  entrusted  him 
proving  his  faithfulness  both  to  God  and  his  Church. 

Then  in  the  mid-1950's  the  Jernigan  family  moved  to 
Goldsboro  and  began  attending  the  Tabernacle.  Joining 
the  church  while  Rev.  Bailey  Lewis  was  pastor,  Willie 
was  soon  elected  as  a  deacon  of  the  church.  Enjoying  the 
favor  and  confidence  of  the  Tabernacle  people,  he  served 
over  20  years  in  this  position.  Through  the  years  he  had 
also  served  as  a  S.  S.  Class  President,  a  choir  member 
and  a  S.  S.  Board  Member.  Never  once  in  that  time  was 
his  integrity  or  intentions  questioned.  He  was  un- 
doubtedly a  man  held  in  high  regard  by  his  peers. 

So  consistent  was  his  course  that  following  his  death 
at  age  75,  his  wife  of  51  years,  Christine,  found  and 
presented  to  the  church  an  envelope  containing  his 
tithes  which  he  had  prepared  a  week  in  advance  and 
placed  in  the  suit  he  was  to  have  worn.  Such  resolute 
priorities  of  life  are  a  lasting  memorial  to  a  life  well  lived. 

Realizing  our  loss  to  have  been  Heaven's  gain,  we  can 
only  pray  that  God  will  raise  up  other  men  who  will 
follow  in  the  same  paths  of  righteousness  as  did  this 
good  man,  Mr.  Willie  L.  Jernigan.

heard  ministers  say:  "Something 
that  once  was  alive  and  now  dead  or 
lying  dormant  needs  reviving,  new 
life  given,  and  many  times  painful 
pruning  or  shedding  off  unnecessary 
weights  and  becoming  alive  again. 
When  we  put  all  this  together,  we  are 
saying  that  Christians  can  become  so 
anxious  and  laden  with  today's  world 
of  status  and  humanistic  interest 
until  they  become  dead  to  the  real 
spirit  and  power  of  God.  If  and  when 
this  happens  to  a  Christian  or  church, 
they  need  a  revival. 

In  our  Conference,  we  encourage 
each  church  to  have  a  spring  revival 
in  either  March,  April,  or  May.  How- 
ever, we  all  know  that  to  just  schedule 
a  series  of  services  for  four  or  five 
days  and  invite  a  prestigious  minister 
will  not  always  bring  revival. 
Revivals  come  through  prayer  and  a 
real  conscientious  knowledge  of  a 
personal  need  for  the  individual  and 
their  church;  for  a  Holy  Ghost 
awakening.  If  you  and  I  will  be 
honest  with  ourselves,  we  will  admit 
that  we  need  such  an  awakening. 

As  a  minister  and  Conference 
Superintendent,  let  me  be  the  first  to 
admit  the  need  and  desire  for  a  re- 
newed awakening  and  revival  in  my 
life.  I  long  for  such.  I  pray  for  such, 
and  I  believe  God  for  an  answer.  I 
have  often  said  that  the  need  of  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  is  a 
revival  among  our  ministers.  I  am  not 
speaking  of  a  new  vision  or  doctrine 
for  there  is  nothing  that  can  be  added 
or  taken  from  God's  Word.  But  we 
need  a  revival  of  soul-searching,  re- 
pentance, restitution,  begging 
pardons,  paying  up  obligations, 
getting  our  family  (marital)  life  in 
order  and  again  consecrate  our  life  to 
the  cause  to  which  we  were  called:  to 
preach  His  Word  and  to  be  an 
example  to  the  believers.  We  are  His 
under-shepherds.  We  shepherdize  our 
flock  (sheep).  They  will  not  rise  to  any 
higher  standard  than  we  lead  them. 
Therefore,  we  need  to  "dig  down  deep 
and  climb  up  high"  and  offer  God- 
directed  leadership.  Pastors,  evange- 
lists, ministers,  I  beg  you  to  hear 
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again  your  vows  to  God,  your  ordain- 
ing Bishop,  and  your  church,  to  be  a 
faithful  dedicated  servant  and  preach 
the  unsearchable  riches  of  His 
saving,  sanctifying  grace,  His 
promise  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  divine 
healing,  His  second  coming,  and  all 
of  His  great  promises.  God  expects  us 
to  live  up  to  our  vows. 

Do  we  want  a  revival  in  1986?  Then 
let  it  begin  in  you  and  your  church. 
Your  dedication  could  be  the  means  of 
your  household's  salvation  and  a 
revival  that  would  sweep  throughout 
your  church  and  denomination.  We 
will  never  have  such  a  revival  again 
until  you  and  I,  as  ministers  and 
Christians,  become  revived  in  our 
own  hearts  and  become  dedicated 
followers  of  the  Lord.

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IN  MEMORIAM 

Funeral  service  was  held  on 
November  13, 1985,  for  Reverend  Mrs. 
Margaret  Smith  Bell,  at  Tyndall 
Grove  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church. 
Officiating  were  Reverend  J.  Doner 
Lee,  Conference  Superintendent  and 
Reverend  W.  Eddie  Morris,  former 
Superintendent. 

On  July  23,  1914,  there  was  born 
into  the  home  of  Leonard  and  Belvia 
Smith,  a  baby  girl.  They  named  her 
Margaret.  The  family  lived  near 
Clayton,  where  Margaret  grew  up 
and  attended  school.  In  her  early 
years,  the  children  would  play 
church,  and  Margaret  was  the 
preacher.  She  was  saved  at  an  early 
age,  and  God  began  to  deal  with  her  to 
actually  become  a  minister  of  the 
Gospel.  When  she  was  14,  she  became 
deathly  sick.  She  requested  for  a 
saintly  layman,  Mr.  Richard 
Johnson,  to  come  and  pray  for  her. 
God  healed  her  and  immediately  she 
told  her  mother  that  God  had  called 
her  to  preach.  From  that  day,  her  life 
was  changed  and  she  began  reading 
the  Bible  to  learn  more  about  God. 
When  she  was  19  years  old,  she 
attended  Holmes  Bible  and  Mission- 
ary Institute  in  Greenville,  SC  to  pre- 
pare for  the  ministry.  She  joined  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  in  1945 
and  for  5  years  served  as  a  very 
successful  Evangelist;  winning  many 
souls  to  Christ.  In  1951,  she  pastored 
Saint  John,  and  that  year  married 
Mr.  J.  O.  Bell,  who  helped  her  in  her 
ministry.  Again,  for  four  years,  she 
was  on  the  evangelistic  field  winning 
souls.

Margaret  Bell  was  a  good  minister 
of  the  Gospel.

Marvin,  her  brother,  told  me 
of  his  being  on  the  battlefield  in  Nor- 
mandy, Holland.  The  war  was  fierce, 
and  Margaret  prayed  him  through 
and  back  home  safely.  God  gave  her  a 
special  ministry  and  she  gave  her 
best.  But  due  to  ill  health,  she  was  not 
active  for  the  past  several  years. 
During  September,  she  preached 
several  times  at  her  church.  The 
services  were  great.  From  her  last 
message,  I  received  a  good  report.  She 
fought  a  good  fight,  she  kept  the  faith, 
and  she  finished  her  course.  On  Sun- 
day, November  10,  she  was  called 
home  to  receive  her  reward.

We  have  proved  here  at  the  Hood 
Memorial  Church,  of  Hubert,  N.  C, 
that  faith  with  works  is  alive. 

Just  a  few  months  ago  our  Sunday 
School  Superintendent,  Pansy 
Taylor,  had  a  vision  of  how  we  could 
make  some  money  to  build  a  sun  deck 
on  our  parsonage. 

She  was  inspired  to  give  to  every- 
one that  would  accept,  a  five  dollar 
bill.  And  in  their  own  way,  make  the 
five  dollars  grow  to  whatever  amount 
they  could  in  a  given  time.  The  one 
with  the  most  money  would  receive  a 
prize. 

There  were  a  number  of  students 
that  took  the  five  dollars,  making  a 
total  of  $75.00  dollars,  that  was  put 
out  by  faith.

Many  of  us  did  not  have  the  faith  that 
Pansy  Taylor  had.  We  expected 
maybe  three  or  four  hundred  dollars, 
but  were  we  surprised? 

Everyone  worked  hard  not  letting 
the  other  know  what  they  were  doing. 
We  had  from  yard  sales,  to  baking 
cakes,  to  making  all  sorts  of  crafts,  to 
make  money.  Everyone  did  very 
good,  but  there  were  several  that  did 
exceptionally  well.

Are  you  filled  with  the  Spirit? 


GOD'S  ANSWER  TO  OUR  SENSE 
OF  NEED 

TEXT:  "Be  filled  with  the  Spirit .  .  ."  (Ephesians  5:18). 

In  a  prayerful  consideration  of  their  own  spiritual 
experience,  many  Christians  have  to  admit  to  a  deep 
sense  of  want. 

Then  they  have  to  take  another  step.  "Ask,  and  it  shall 
be  given  you;  seek,  and  ye  shall  find;  knock,  and  it  shall 
be  opened  unto  you:  For  every  one  that  asketh  receiveth; 
and  he  that  seeketh  findeth;  and  to  him  that  knocketh  it 
shall  be  opened"  (Matthew  7:7,  8). 

This  sense  of  inward  lack  may  have  been  with  you  for 
a  long  time.  It  may  have  come  to  you  in  one  of  a  number 
of  ways,  as  you  have  had  opportunity  to  examine  your 
life  in  the  light  of  the  Word  of  God.  Here  is  a  precept  in 
three  words  to  the  same  purport.  Ask,  seek,  knock  (v.  7); 
that  is,  in  one  word,  "pray;  pray  often,  pray  with 
sincerity  and  seriousness;  pray,  and  pray  again.  Make 
conscience  of  prayer,  and  be  constant  in  it;  make  a 
business  of  prayer  and  be  earnest  in  it.  Ask,  as  a  beggar 
asks  alms."  Those  that  would  be  rich  in  grace,  must 
betake  themselves  to  be  poor  trade  of  begging,  and  they 
shall  find  it  a  thriving  trade.  "Ask";  represent  your 
wants  to  God,  and  refer  yourselves  to  Him  for  support 
and  supply,  according  to  His  promise. 

Seek  as  for  a  thing  or  value  that  we  have  lost,  or  as  the 
merchantman  that  seeks  goodly  pearls.  Seek  by  prayer 
(Daniel  9:3).  Knock,  as  he  that  desires  to  enter  into  the 
house  knocks  at  the  door.  The  promise  is  made,  ask,  and 
it  shall  be  given  you. 

Let's  ask  Him  for  a  great  revival  in  our  hearts  and 
across  our  church .  Let's  ask  Him  to  come  with  His  Spirit 


to  purify  the  secret  springs,  the  motives  that  control,  the 
chambers  where  polluted  things  hold  empire  o'er  the 
soul.  And  to  fill  us  so  that  there  will  be  a  new  effective- 
ness, which  enables  the  soul  to  attempt  great  things  for 
God.  "I  cannot"  becomes  "I  can,"  and  "I  can"  becomes  "I 
will." 

For  the  Holy  Spirit  is  given  to  us  in  His  fullness,  not 
only  to  provide  cleansing,  or  to  promote  power,  but  to 
glorify  Jesus  Christ.  Said  Jesus,  "He  shall  glorify  me;  for 
he  shall  receive  of  mine,  and  shall  show  it  unto  you." 
And  just  as  Jesus  Christ  in  His  life  reproduced  all  the 
attributes  of  God  the  Father,  the  Holy  Spirit  reproduces 
in  us  all  the  graces  of  Jesus  Christ.

.  . .  Continue  Thou  In  The  Things  Which  Thou  Hast  Learned  And  Hast  Been  Assured  Of . 

(2  Timothy  3:14.) 


"And  be  not  drunk  with  wine,  wherein 
is  excess;  but  be  filled  with  the  Spirit" 
(Ephesians  5:18). 

The  fullness  of  the  Spirit  was  never 
intended  to  be  an  exception  for  the 
Christian.  The  Spirit-filled  life  is 
the  normal  Christian  life. 

Jesus  Christ  moved  and  operated 
under  the  anointing  of  the  Spirit  and 
taught  His  disciples  their  need  of  the 
Spirit  (Acts  10:37-38;  John  16:7). 

The  early  Church  ministered  and 
witnessed  under  the  authority  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  and  taught  the  impor- 
tance of  the  Spirit-filled  life  (2 
Timothy  1:6,  7;  1  Peter  1:12). 

Paul's  exhortation  in  our  text 
should  be  viewed  as  a  familiar  teach- 
ing of  the  Church  and  one  which  all 
Christians  should  obey. 

"Be  Filled  With  The  Spirit"  is  in 
the  imperative  mood.  It  is  spoken  as  a 
commandment  here.  God  does  not 
intend  for  this  experience  to  be  a 
"peculiar  and  unique  doctrine"  of  just 
a  few  Pentecostal  Christians.  He 
desires  every  Christian  to  receive  the 
Spirit's  fullness  in  their  lives.  Our 
God  expects  every  one  of  His  children 
to  seek  this  blessing  until  it  becomes  a 
personal  reality.  We  have  an  obli- 
gation as  disciples  of  Christ  to  be- 
come Spirit  filled. 

"For  the  promise  is  unto  you,  and  to 
your  children,  and  to  all  that  are  afar 
off,  even  as  many  as  the  Lord  our  God 
shall  call"  (Acts  2:39). 

An  individual  is  only  saved  when 
he  wills  and  asks  to  be.  He  is  only 
sanctified  when  he  wants  and  re- 
quests to  be.  The  same  is  true  of  being 
filled  with  the  Spirit,  only  as  we 
earnestly  desire  and  pray  for  this 
blessing  will  we  receive  it. 

"Be  Filled  With  The  Spirit"  is 
stated  in  the  passive  voice  here.  In 
other  words,  being  filled  with  the 
Spirit  is  something  God  does  in  the 
believer.  (Just  as  a  pitcher  can  be

filled  but  another  must  do  the 
filling  .  .  .  only  God  can  fill  the  sancti- 
fied believer.)  The  fullness  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  with  the  initial  evidence  of 
speaking  in  other  tongues  is  not  some- 
thing that  can  be  "learned"  by  an 
individual  or  "taught"  by  another 
individual  ....  It  can  only  be  re- 
ceived by  faith.  God  does  it  super- 
naturally. 

"If  ye  then,  being  evil  know  how  to 
give  good  gifts  unto  your  children: 
how  much  more  shall  your  heavenly 
Father  give  the  Holy  Spirit  to  them 
that  ask  him?"  (Luke  11:13) 

"Be  Filled  With  The  Spirit"  is  in 
the  present  tense.  Being  filled  with 
the  Spirit  should  be  the  daily 
characteristic  of  the  child  of  God. 
After  we  are  filled  it  is  important  that 
we  stay  full!  We  must  not  allow  the 
"leaks"  of  prayerlessness  and  sinful- 
ness to  "drain"  from  us  the  power  of 
God  for  victorious  living. 

"For  if  ye  live  after  the  flesh,  ye 
shall  die:  but  if  ye  through  the  spirit 
do  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  body,  ye 


shall  live"  (Romans  8:13). 

The  Bible  list  several  things  that 
can  "grieve"  the  Holy  Spirit.  When- 
ever this  type  of  characteristic  is 
evident  in  our  lives  we  should  im- 
mediately confess  it  unto  God  asking 
His  forgiveness.  The  fullness  is  only 
possible  as  we  walk  in  fellowship 
with  our  Lord  and  His  Word. 

The  Ephesus  Christians  under- 
stood perfectly  the  contrast  Paul  was 
making  in  our  lesson  text.  Drunken- 
ness affects  a  man's  total  personality, 
his  attitudes  as  well  as  his  actions. 
Similarly  when  a  man  is  Spirit  filled 
his  attitudes  and  actions  will  reflect  it 
in  every  area  of  his  life. 

In  Galatians  5:16  Paul  points  us  to 
the  secret  of  the  victorious  Christian 
life. 

"Walk  in  the  Spirit  and  ye  shall  not 
fulfil  the  lust  of  the  flesh. " 

Christian  Service  Calls  for 
Supernatural  Ability.  We  must 
yield  ourselves  totally  and  completely 
to  God,  allowing  His  Holy  Spirit  to 
cleanse  us,  fill  us,  and  direct  us.

NORTHWOOD  TEMPLE 
ROYAL  RANGERS 

The  Northwood  Temple  Pente- 
costal Holiness  Church  in  Fayette- 
ville,  North  Carolina  was  officially 
chartered  as  Royal  Ranger  Outpost 
Number  1  in  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 
denomination  on  January  10,  1986. 

From  a  modest  beginning  in  1983, 
the  Royal  Ranger  Ministry  at  North- 
wood  Temple  has  grown  in  size  and 
quality.  At  present,  there  are  five 
active  Outposts  organized:  a  Straight 
Arrow  Outpost  (ages  5-6),  a  Buckaroo 
Outpost  (ages  7-8),  two  Pioneer  Out- 
posts (ages  9-11)  and  a  Trailblazer 
Outpost  (ages  12-17),  with  a  combined 
strength  of  73  boys.  There  is  also  an 
active  Outpost  Council  organized 
that  has  the  basic  responsibility  of 
advising,  coordinating  and  support- 
ing the  Royal  Ranger  activities  in  the 
Church. 

According  to  the  Council  Chair- 
man of  the  Royal  Ranger  Ministry  at 
Northwood  Temple,  the  success  of  the 
Ministry  is  due  to  having  a  pastor 
who  is  100%  behind  the  Ministry  and 


having  committed  Christian  lay 
leaders  who  have  a  burden  to  reach, 
teach,  and  keep  boys  for  Christ.  The 
second  most  important  element  in  the 
ministry's  success  is  Royal  Ranger 
Leadership  Training.  Of  the  13  Royal 
Ranger  Leaders,  1 1  have  successfully 
completed  a  2xh  day  leadership  train- 
ing course,  6  have  successfully  com- 
pleted a  3'/2  day  National  Training 
Camp,  and  we  have  successfully  com- 
pleted the  Instructor  Certification 
Seminar  and  certified  instructions  for 
training  leaders  at  Royal  Ranger 
Leadership  Training  Courses. 

We  prayerfully  challenge  other 
churches  to  follow  the  lead  of  North- 
wood  Temple  by  organizing  a  Royal 
Ranger  Outpost  in  their  Church  and 
qualifying  all  appointed  leaders 
through  attendance  at  a  Royal 
Ranger  Leadership  Training  Course. 
This  course  is  designed  to  train 
leaders  in  all  phases  of  the  Royal 
Ranger  Ministry.  It  is  available 
through  our  Conference  Christian 
Education  Department.

Please  pardon  my  long  delay  in 
writing  this  letter,  which  should  have 
been  written  before  Christmas.  I 
want  to  express  my  sincere  thanks 
and  appreciation  for  your  generous 
Christmas  gift  of  twice  the  amount  of 
my  regular  monthly  check.  That  was 
certainly  a  wonderful  gift;  and  I 
appreciate  it  very  much. 

We  have  surely  come  a  long  way 
since  I  joined  this  Conference  in  1919 
when  I  was  granted  Minister's 
License.  I  was  browsing  through 
some  old  Minutes  the  other  day,  and  I 
was  amazed  to  see  how  much  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  has 
grown  in  the  past  seventy-six  years. 
For  example,  according  to  the 
Minutes  of  1919,  we  had  54  churches 
and  mission  points;  a  total  member- 
ship of  1300;  38  ordained  ministers;  17 
licensed  ministers;  and  11  mission 
workers.  Only  five  churches  had  a 
membership  of  50  or  more;  South 
Norfolk  having  the  highest  number 
of  86  members.  South  Norfolk  Church 
paid  their  pastor  the  highest  salary 
for  the  year,  $1610.80.  Scotland  Neck, 
next  highest,  paid  their  pastor 


$580.05.  All  others  paid  their  pastor 
less  than  $500.00.  Falcon  Church 
paid  their  pastor  $100.82  that  year. 
Clinton  paid  their  pastor  $9.24.  The 
Conference  Superintendent,  Rev.  C. 
B.  Strickland,  received  for  his  ser- 
vices that  year  $725.37. 1  thought  you 
might  like  to  compare  all  these  with 
the  1985  Conference  records  when 
they  are  revealed.  Well,  Praise  God  we 
are  still  growing  year  after  year 
across  the  nation  and  around  the 
world.  That  is  a  very  gratifying 
thought. 

May  the  rich  blessings  of  the  Lord 
be  with  you  all,  prosper  you  in  all  your 
work  and  ministries,  and  direct  you  in 
all  your  administration  and  leader- 
ship.

In  the  last  issue  of  the  EVANGEL, 
there  was  a  copy  of  the  Annual  Con- 
vention of  1913.  It  showed  churches 
and  ministers  in  what  is  now  the 
Western  North  Carolina  Conference, 
South  Carolina  Conference,  and 
North  Carolina  Conference  and  60 
churches  that  made  up  the  entire 
denomination  of  that  day.  The  total 
membership  was  1,457.  I  think  it 
quiet  interesting  to  see  where  our 
churches  started  from  and  where  they 
are  today.  Those  who  founded  our 
church  were  men  who  loved  God  and 
His  Word.  Through  searching  the 
Bible,  they  found  there  was  more  to 
the  Gospel  of  Christ  than  just  the 
born-again  (regenerated)  experience. 
Through  the  teaching  of  John 
Wesley,  they  learned  that  the  Adamic 
(Adam  nature)  of  man  could  be  dealt 
with  through  the  Scripture  and  by  an 
experience  they  called  sanctification; 
the  second  definite  work  of  grace.  In 
those  days,  this  was  called  "holi- 
ness." 

The  Holiness  movement  began  to 
grow  and  many  sincere  Christians  in 
various  churches  began  to  feel  uncom- 
fortable in  what  they  thought  then  to 
be  the  modern  churches.  Therefore, 
they  organized  the  Holiness  Church 
of  North  Carolina  and  this  became 
the  church  of  our  fathers.  Many  times 
we  hear  reflections  on  or  about  some 
of  their  Bible  beliefs  or  doctrines  or 
educational  achievements.  It  is  true 
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they  did  not  attend  some  of  the 
modern  colleges  or  universities  of 
today  but  they  were  above  the 
average  of  their  day  and  had  organi- 
zational abilities  that  continue  to 
stand.  The  secret  of  those  men  was 
"they  had  been  with  Jesus."  Like  the 
disciples  of  old,  they  spent  hours  with 
Him  in  His  Word  and  on  their  knees. 
Results  speak  for  themselves. 

If  these  men  could  return  to  your 
church  next  Sunday  morning,  how 
would  it  affect  them?  What  would 
they  think?  It  is  true,  they  can't  re- 
turn, but  Jesus  Christ  was  there  with 
them  then  and  He  is  here  today.  He 
sees  the  same  church,  and  what  does 
He  think?  That  should  be  a  concern 
today.  We  should  endeavor  to  please 
Him.  In  some  of  our  churches  He  must 
be  well  pleased  for  there  is  an  old-time 
hunger  and  thirst  for  righteousness. 
Revival  fires  are  burning.  Souls  are 
being  saved,  sanctified,  filled  with 
the  Holy  Ghost  with  the  initial  evi- 
dence of  speaking  in  other  tongues, 
and  added  to  the  church.  This  sounds 
like  the  New  Testament  Church.  But 
it  is  a  fact  that  there  is  a  greater 
hunger  for  the  truths  of  God's  Word 
than  I  have  seen  for  years.  Thank 
God  for  the  revival  fires! 

During  the  months  of  March,  April, 
and  May,  we  have  our  "Evangelism 
Spring  Revival  Efforts."  Many  have 
already  had  their  revival.  Have  you? 
If  not,  make  plans  now.  Begin  by 
praying  and  seeking  God  in  your 
local  church.  The  need  of  today  is  a 
revival  among  our  ministers  and  own 
church  people.  If  such  should  happen 
again  in  this  great  church,  I  believe 
those  great  men  of  yesterday  would 
be  well  pleased  to  know  how  their 
church  is  growing  and  would  be 
happy  to  see  God  is  still  working 
among  His  people.

Since  the  birth  of  my  first  child,  I 
have  had  one  medical  problem  after 
another.  I  would  have  a  reprieve  for  a 
while  then  another  medical  crisis 
would  occur. 

Since  1978,  I  have  had  nine  opera- 
tions. This  past  October  I  had  to  have 
surgery  again  and  have  been  under 
the  doctor's  care  since. 

On  March  5,  we  were  in  revival  with 
Rev.  Danny  Meades.  I  had  been  to  the 
doctor  that  day  and  I  was  in  right 
much  pain.  I  had  really  contemplated 
staying  home  that  night,  but  I  had  to 
play  for  the  service  and  for  a  special 
song  by  Bobby  Carter. 

During  the  congregational  singing 
we  were  singing  "Power  In  The 
Blood."  The  Spirit  was  moving  in  a 
very  prevalent  way.  We  sang  the 
chorus  over  and  over.  I  was  in  so 
much  pain  I  was  hoping  they  would 
soon  stop  singing  and  I  could  get  off 
the  piano  bench.  The  music  director, 
Miss  Belinda  Williford,  asked  us  to 
sing  the  fourth  verse  again.  During 
that  verse  the  Lord  began  to  speak  to 
me.  I  had  never  had  the  Lord  to  speak 
to  me  only  through  His  Word.  I  had 
heard  people  say  the  Lord  told  me  to 
do  this  or  that  and  I  really  had  been 
doubtful  that  He  would  audibly  speak 
to  anyone.  I  was  playing  and  the 
voice  said,  "Dolores,  will  you  do  what 
this  verse  says?  Would  you  do  service 
for  Me?"  I  said,  "Lord,  You  know  I'll 
work  for  You  when  I'm  able."  Then 
the  Voice  said,  "No,  Dolores,  I  want 
you  sick  or  well.  I  want  100%  service 
from  you."  Then  He  said,  "Will  you 
praise  Me?"  I  said,  "Lord,  You  know  I 
praise  You."  Then  He  said,  "Your 
healing  will  come  through  My 
praise."  I  began  to  silently  praise 
Him.  He  said,  "Dolores,  stand  up  and 
praise  Me  for  your  healing."  I  really 
struggled  with  myself  and  the  Lord.  I 
didn't  want  to  be  out  of  order  and  I 
was  afraid  of  what  others  would 
think.  The  Lord  spoke  again  and  said, 
"Stand  up  and  tell  them  I've  healed 
you."  I  said,  "Lord,  You  know  I've  not 
been  healed.  I  hurt  so  bad  it  would  be 
a  lie."  I  felt  so  much  turmoil  inside  me 
because  I  was  fighting  against  His 
will. 

Suddenly,  I  took  my  foot  off  the 
pedal  and  I  began  to  stand  up.  As  I 
put  weight  on  my  feet  to  stand  up,  I 
felt  a  strong  surge  of  heat  and  a 
tingling  sensation  come  over  my 
entire  body.  I  began  to  speak  and  all 
the  pain  left  my  body  and  I've  been 
totally  free  from  pain  since. 
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I've  been  praising  my  Lord  every 
time  I  get  the  chance.  I've  been  wit- 
nessing to  this  miracle  in  my  life  to 
everyone.  Believe  me,  I've  met  a  few 
skeptics.  They've  got  the  attitude  that 
they  will  sit  back  and  see.  Well,  let 
them  sit  back  and  see.  I  know  what 
happened  and  there's  no  doubt  in  my 
mind  that  I've  been  totally  healed. 
Mind,  body,  and  soul.  I'm  totally  pain 
free. 

So  many  people  cheat  themselves 
out  of  miracles  in  their  own  lives  just 
because  they  don't  praise  the  Lord.  I 
love  Him  so  much  and  my  relation- 
ship with  Him  is  so  special  and 
sweeter  each  day. 

Yes,  I  will  serve  Him  100%  and  I  will 
praise  Him.  He  has  so  many  more 
miracles  in  store  for  me.

REMEDY  FOR  THE  DAY  OF  TROUBLE 


"...  call  upon  me  in  the  day  of  trouble:  I  will  deliver 
thee,  and  thou  shalt  glorify  me"  (Psalm  50:15). 


Observe: 

I.  THE  SEASON  REFERRED  TO:  "THE  DAY  OF 

TROUBLE" 

Man  is  liable  to  trouble;  believers,  as  well  as  other 
men.  They  have  their  peculiar  troubles.  We  are  often 
called  to  suffer  as  the  witnesses,  disciples,  and  friends 
of  Christ. 

A.  There  is  the  day  of  "Bodily  Trouble."  "Wearisome 
nights  appointed  unto  them"  (Job  7:3).  "So  am  I 
made  to  possess  months  of  vanity,  and  wearisome 
nights  are  appointed  to  me." 

B.  There  is  the  day  of  "Spiritual  Trouble."  Mind  dark, 
perplexed,  and  without  comfort.  "Behold,  I  go 
backward,  and  He  is  not  there"  (Job  23:3-10). 
(Persecution  and  temptation.) 

C.  There  is  the  day  of  "Family  Trouble."  (Jacob  and 
Eli)  Job  was  bereaved  of  his  sons  and  daughters. 
(Job  1:18:  David,  fleeing  before  Absalom.) 

Notice: 

II.  THE  REMEDY  PROVIDED 

"Call  upon  Me." 
Observe: 

A.  The  Object  of  our  address:  God. 

We  are  not  to  contend  with  trouble  in  our  own 
wisdom  and  strength  and  self-sufficiency  but  we 
are  to  go  to  God.  We're  not  to  sink  down  and  allow 
them  to  overwhelm  us  nor  are  we  to  trust  in  an  arm 
of  flesh.  God  is  His  people's  refuge  and  help, 
fortress,  and  strong  tower. 

Notice: 

B.  The  mode  of  address  specified:  We  must  call  upon 
Him,  make  known  our  requests,  seek  His  gracious 
aid,  and  supplicate  His  immediate  help.  We  must 
do  this  humbly,  earnestly,  in  faith,  and  with 
perseverance  (1  Corinthians  13:7-9). 


Notice: 

C.  The  time  of  our  address  is  also  stated.  We  must  call 
upon  Him  "in  the  day  of  trouble."  Do  not  delay. 
God  is  ever  near  and  never  afar  off.  The  day  of 
trouble  is  the  time  when  we  need  help,  lest  we  be 
destroyed  by  our  adversaries. 
David  said,  "I  sought  the  Lord,  and  He  heard  me, 
and  delivered  me  from  all  fears"  (Psalm  34:4). 
"The  angel  of  the  Lord  encampeth  round  about 
them  that  fear  him,  and  delivereth  them"  (Psalm 
34:7). 

III.  THE  DELIVERANCE  PROMISED 

"I  will  deliver  thee." 

A.  God  can  deliver  us.  His  wisdom  and  ability  are 
sufficient.  Nothing  is  too  hard  for  the  Lord.  "Who 
can  harm  us?"  ("If  God  be  for  us  .  .  .  .")  ("Greater 
is  He  that  is  in  us  .  .  .  .") 

B.  God  has  always  delivered  His  people.  (Abraham, 
Jacob,  Job,  Children  of  Israel  from  Egypt  and 
their  enemies  in  the  wilderness,  David,  Daniel, 
and  three  Hebrew  children.)  He  never  failed  to 
plead  His  people's  cause.  "I  called  upon  the  Lord  in 
distress:  The  Lord  answered  me,  and  set  me  in  a 
large  place"  (Psalm  118:5).  "The  Lord  is  on  my 
side:  I  will  not  fear:  What  can  man  do  unto  me?" 
(Psalm  118:6). 

C.  God  will  deliver  us.  He  desires  to  do  it.  He  loves  to 
do  it.  He  has  pledged  to  do  it.  He  is  bound  by  His 
Word,  by  His  faithfulness,  and  by  His  covenant  to 
do  it.  But  it  must  be  in  His  own  way,  by  His  own 
means,  and  at  His  own  time. 

D.  The  Return  Demanded:  "And  thou  shalt  glorify 
me." 

1.  By  celebrating  His  delivering  goodness.  (Song 
of  Deborah)  and  by  trusting  Him  at  all  times. 
God  is  greatly  honored  when  His  people  con- 
fide in  Him. 

2.  By  a  renewed  consecration  of  ourselves  to  His 
service.  Love  increased  .  .  .  zeal  inflamed 
.  .  .  heart  more  devoted  ...  all  things  done  to 
His  glory.

'OUR  SUCCESS  WILL  BEGIN  WITH  OUR  SURRENDER'

When  I  was  elected  as  Conference  Christian  Educa- 
tion Director  one  of  my  goals  was  to  visit  every  Church  in 
our  Conference.  It  has  been  my  privilege  to  do  this 
during  the  quadrennium.  These  visits  have  reaffirmed 
several  things  for  me: 

1)  We  as  a  Denomination  continue  to  have  the  right 
message  for  our  generation. 

2)  Our  Conference  has  some  very  dedicated  minis- 
ters in  its  pulpits  today. 

3)  Within  our  Churches  are  many  of  the  best 
members  to  be  found  anywhere. 

Our  future  should  be  as  bright  as  the  promises  of  God. 
The  Holy  Spirit  should  be  able  to  use  our  message,  our 
ministers,  and  our  members  in  great  and  mighty  ways. 
However,  all  this  is  conditional  upon  our  surrender  in 
total  obedience  to  the  Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Our  Surrender  Will  Produce  A  NEW  MENTALITY! 
"Let  this  mind  be  in  you,  which  was  also  in  Christ 
Jesus:  Who,  being  in  the  form  of  God,  thought  it  not 
robbery  to  be  equal  with  God:  But  made  himself  of  no 
reputation,  and  took  upon  him  the  form  of  a  servant, 
and  was  made  in  the  likeness  of  men:  And  being 
found  in  fashion  as  a  man,  he  humbled  himself,  and 
became  obedient  unto  death,  even  the  death  of  the 
cross"  (Philippians  2:5-8). 

For  us  to  get  in  on  God's  blessings  of  revival  and 
growth  we  must  develop  an  attitude  of  Service  which 
involves  a  willingness  to  Sacrifice.  We  must  develop 
Church  programs  to  serve  our  local  congregations  and 
communities.  This  means  finding  needs  and  meeting 
them;  finding  hurts  and  healing  them.  All  of  us  must 
make  whatever  investment  is  necessary  to  provide  these 
type  programs. 

Our  Surrender  Will  Produce  A  NEW  MOTI- 
VATION! 

"Beloved,  let  us  love  one  another:  for  love  is  of  God; 
and  everyone  that  loveth  is  born  of  God,  and  knoweth 
God.  He  that  loveth  not  knoweth  not  God:  for  God  is 
love.  In  this  was  manifested  the  love  of  God  toward 
us,  because  that  God  sent  his  only  begotten  Son  into 
the  world,  that  we  might  live  through  him.  Herein  is 
love,  not  that  we  loved  God,  but  that  he  loved  us,  and 
sent  his  Son  to  be  the  propitiation  for  our  sins"  (1 
John  4:7-10). 

God  still  loves  this  world!  He  is  not  willing  that  any 
should  perish  but  that  all  should  come  to  repentance.  We 
must  allow  God's  love  to  become  our  motivation!  His  love 


will  give  us  a  real  compassion  for  the  unsaved  of  our 
generation  and  make  us  committed  to  winning  them  to 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

The  bottom  line  in  all  of  our  Church  activities  must 
continue  to  be  the  conversion  of  souls!  As  His  people,  we 
must  continue  to  reach  out  to  the  thousands  in  our 
communities  who  have  not  experienced  the  joy  of  salva- 
tion. Our  churches  can  make  a  difference  in  their  local 
communities  and  every  church  ought  to  try! 

Our  Surrender  Will  Produce  A  NEW  METH- 
ODOLOGY! 

"For  though  I  be  free  from  all  men,  yet  have  I  made 
myself  servant  unto  all,  that  I  might  gain  the  more. 
And  unto  the  Jews  I  became  as  a  Jew,  that  I  might 
gain  the  Jews;  to  them  that  are  under  the  law,  as 
under  the  law,  that  I  might  gain  them  that  are  under 
the  law;  To  them  that  are  without  law,  as  without  law, 
(being  not  without  law  to  God,  but  under  the  law  to 
Christ,)  that  I  might  gain  them  that  are  without  law. 
To  the  weak  became  I  as  weak,  that  I  might  gain  the 
weak:  lam  made  all  things  to  all  men,  that  I  might  by 
all  means  save  some.  And  this  I  do  for  the  gospel's 
sake,  that  I  might  be  partaker  thereof  with  you"  (1 
Corinthians  9:19-23). 

Paul  had  a  Vision  for  Ministry.  He  wanted  to  "gain 
the  more,"  "gain  the  Jews,"  "gain  the  weak,"  "gain 
those  under  the  law  and  those  without  the  law."  This 
Apostle  believed  in  Church  growth. 

Paul  used  a  Variety  of  Methods.  He  "made  himself  a 
servant,"  "became  as  a  Jew,"  "became  weak  that  he 
might  by  all  means  save  some."  We  must  provide  new 
ministries  that  will  reach  people  for  Jesus.  We  must 
develop  new  programs  that  will  help  win  converts  to 
God's  Kingdom  in  our  generation. 

Throughout  this  quadrennium,  I  have  been  reminding 
you  that  God  has  promised  a  Pentecostal  Revival  in 
our  generation. 

"  'And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  the  last  days',  saith 
God,  'I  will  pour  out  of  my  Spirit  upon  all  flesh:  and 
your  sons  and  your  daughters  shall  prophesy,  and 
your  young  men  shall  see  visions  and  your  old  men 
shall  dream  dreams.  And  on  my  servants  and  on  my 
handmaidens  I  will  pour  out  in  those  days  of  my 
Spirit;  and  they  shall  prophesy:' .  .  .  'And  it  shall 
come  to  pass,  that  whosoever  shall  call  on  the  name  of

"EMPHASIS" 

In  the  General  Conference  of 
August  1-5,  1985,  under  the  Finance 
Committee  report,  under  paragraph 
B,  General  Appeals,  there  were  three 
General  Emphases  adopted.  It  reads 
thusly:  "In  accordance  with  the 
Church  Loyalty  Program,  there  will 
be  three  General  Annual  Appeals  for 
funds:  (1)  Education,  Month  of  May 
(2)  World  Missions  and  Evangelism, 
June- August  (3)  Benevolence,  Novem- 
ber. In  addition  to  those  prescribed  by 
the  Church  Loyalty  Program,  Chris- 
tian Education  and  Women's  Minis- 
tries may  each  conduct  one  fund- 
raising  appeal  annually.  No  other 
appeals  may  be  without  special 
approval  by  the  Planning  and  Budget- 
ary Committee. 

I  realize  there  are  great  needs  in 
each  department  and  phase  of  our 
church.  However,  I  believe  that  if 
each  department  would  use  their 
given  and  authorized  period  to  appeal 
for  funds,  the  local  and  overall 
financial  program  would  be  met. 
Beginning  with  the  local  church,  if 
they  gave  as  directed,  they  would 
soon  have  enough  funds  for  their 
local  church,  their  Conference  tithe, 
and  General  tithe  from  which  each 
department  receives  their  prorated 
part.  I  hear  the  cry,  "We  would  have 
to  stop  most  of  our  programs."  But

how  do  we  know?  We  have  never  tried 
it;  that  is,  full  tithe  from  church 
member,  minister,  church,  confer- 
ence, and  all  the  way  to  the  General 
Church.  We  give  all  the  time,  yes  we 
do.  But  some  give  where  they  want  to 
give  and  other  programs  suffer.  Our 
church  is  one  of  the  most  liberal  as  far 
as  giving  that  I  know.  I  commend 
each  for  their  sacrificial  giving.  But 
wouldn't  it  be  wonderful  if  we  could 
give  to  the  proper  place  and  not  be 
hounded  always  for  extra  funds.  The 
reason  I  mention  the  above  is  only  for 
"Emphasis";  to  stress  the  need  of  the 
local  church,  Conference  and  General 
programs.  Each  has  their  individual 
financial  need.  From  our  natural 
birth,  we  learn  through  emphasis; 
repeating  over  and  over.  I  have 
always  supported  the  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church  with  my  personal 
finance  and  office  of  Conference 
Superintendent.  I  love  my  church  and 
want  to  see  the  overall  program  con- 
tinue to  grow.  That  is  the  reason  for 
this  special  "Emphasis"  concerning 
our  financial  program. 

OTHER  EMPHASIS 

Webster  says  that  emphasis  is  "a 
forcefulness  of  expression  that  gives 
special  impressiveness  or  impor- 
tance, to  give  emphasis,  to  place  em- 
phasis upon  or  stress  a  need." 

It  would  be  difficult  to  mention  all 
phases  of  our  church  that  need 
special  emphasis.  However,  there  is 
one  I  would  like  to  mention  that  needs 
all  our  attention.  That  is,  our  church 
and  its  place  in  today's  world.  God 
surely  moved  upon  our  fathers  to 
organize  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church.  Through  the  years,  He  has 


abundantly  blessed  our  labors.  We 
have  beautiful  and  spacious 
churches,  education  and  recreational 
buildings.  We  have  some  very  dedi- 
cated people  who  love  God  and  the 
church.  We  have  some  of  the  finest, 
most  talented  youth  that  can  be  found 
anywhere.  We  can't  place  too  much 
emphasis  upon  our  youth.  But  to  keep 
them,  they  must  know  who  we  are 
and  what  we  stand  for.  The  Catholic 
youth,  Jewish,  Moslem,  and  even 
Communist  know  what  they  believe 
and  stand  firm  on  what  they  are 
taught,  even  to  the  place  that  they  are 
willing  to  die  for  their  cause.  Do  our 
youth  know  where  we  stand  or  are 
they  confused  because  we  have  failed 
to  place  emphasis  upon  God's  Word 
concerning  what  is  right  and  wrong. 
In  Deuteronomy  31:12-13,  Moses 
spoke  to  Israel  concerning  the  law 
saying,  "Gather  the  people  together, 
men  and  women,  and  children  and 
thy  stranger  that  is  within  thy  gates

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that  they  may  hear  and  that  they 
may  learn,  and  fear  the  Lord  your 
God,  and  observe  to  do  all  the  words 
of  the  law:  And  that  their  children 
which  have  not  known  anything  may 
hear  and  learn  to  fear  the  Lord  your 
God."  In  this  Scripture,  Moses  is 
placing  special  emphasis  upon  teach- 
ing the  people;  men,  women,  stranger 
and  children,  the  Law  of  the  Lord.  He 
said  your  children  have  not  known 
anything.  They  are  to  hear  and  learn 
to  fear  the  Lord  your  God.  This  may 
seem  outdated,  but  there  some  chil- 
dren who  could  not  tell  you  the  car- 
dinal doctrines  of  our  church.  Some 
have  never  seen  or  been  present  in  an 
old-fashioned  Holy  Ghost  revival.  I 
recently  heard  of  a  deacon  who  said 
there  would  be  no  more  blood  and  hell 
fire  preached  in  his  church  again.  HE 
said  it  "frightened  the  children." 
Wouldn't  it  be  much  better  to  preach 
the  whole  Bible  in  its  fullness  and 
warn  our  congregation  of  life,  of 
death,  and  of  eternity?  The  saddest 
words  ever  uttered  are  "too  late." 
According  to  God's  Word,  the  shep- 
herd (minister)  and  lay  witness  have 
the  responsibility  to  place  special  em- 
phasis on  life,  death,  and  eternal  life. 
If  we  fail  to  preach  the  whole  gospel, 
we  will  be  held  responsible  before 
God. 

In  Joel  1 :2, 3,  He  says,  "hear  this,  ye 
old  men,  and  give  ear,  all  ye  inhabi- 
tants of  the  land.  Hath  this  been  in 
your  days,  or  even  in  the  days  of  your 
fathers?  Tell  ye  your  children  of  it, 
and  let  your  children  tell  their  chil- 
dren and  their  children  another  gener- 
ation." This  of  course,  was  concern- 
ing the  plague  of  insects;  "a  type  of 
the  day  of  the  Lord."  (verse  15) 
Through  the  Bible  we  see  this  warn- 
ing to  train,  rear,  and  teach  our  chil- 
dren the  way  of  the  Lord.  We  will  do  it, 
or  we  will  lose  them.  We  will  hold  our 
standards  high,  or  we  will  tell  our 
children  and  those  we  are  responsible 
for  "that  anything  is  alright  as  long 
as  it  doesn't  hurt  someone  else."  May 
I  emphasize  in  this,  in  one  of  my  last 
articles  in  the  EVANGEL  and 
church,  we  have  a  great  church,  great 
doctrine,  and  high  moral  standards. 
We  will  preach  them,  live  them, 
repeat  them  over  and  over,  emphasize 
the  need  for  a  life  of  Holiness  or  we 
will  go  the  way  of  other  churches.

In  1949, 1  was  saved  and  delivered 
from  a  $60  per  month  smoking  habit. 
After  being  saved,  the  Lord  began  to 
deal  with  my  heart  and  I  felt  that  I 
should  take  the  money  that  had  pre- 
viously "gone  up  in  smoke"  and  put  it 
to  work  in  His  kingdom.  I  purchased 
my  first  $50  bond  in  1957. 

As  I  began  to  try  to  allow  God  to  use 
me,  He  began  to  bless  me  financially. 
Through  the  years,  as  my  money 
accumulated  in  a  local  bank,  I'd  trans- 
fer the  money  into  the  Ministerial  and 
Church  Extension  Loan  Fund  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference.  There 
were  times  during  the  years  that  there 
were  banks  and  other  lending  institu- 
tions who  were  paying  higher  interest 
rates.  However,  I  decided  I  would 
leave  my  money  in  the  loan  fund.  I 
felt  at  ease  and  satisfied  in  knowing 
that  my  money  was  doing  a  far 
greater  work  than  just  earning  high 
interest.  As  a  result,  God  has  overly 
compensated  me  with  His  blessings. 
On  February  6th,  I  was  72  years  old. 
God  has  blessed  me  with  good  health 
today.  In  November  1961,  I  under- 
went three  and  one-half  hours  of 
cancer  surgery.  God  dealt  with  me  the 
night  before  the  surgery  and  told  me 
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"everything  would  be  alright."  Skin 
grafts  were  taken  from  my  right  leg 
and  applied  to  my  chest.  Within  ten 
days  after  my  release  from  the  hospi- 
tal, I  was  walking  the  streets  of  Chesa- 
peake, Virginia  doing  my  job  with  the 
Public  Utilities  Department.  I  am  still 
enjoying  good  health  and  enjoy  work- 
ing, especially  my  church  work. 

I  would  encourage  others  to  take 
advantage  of  the  Ministerial  and 
Church  Extension  Loan  Fund.  Even 
though  I  am  not  a  member  of  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church,  I  have 
reaped  the  benefits  of  this  program.  I 
feel  that  I  have  been  able  to  have  a 
small  part  in  the  expansion  of  God's 
kingdom.  I  thank  God  for  His  bless- 
ings and  goodness  to  me!

MESSAGE  FROM  YOUR  DIRECTOR  AND  FAMILY 


In  1970,  my  Conference  asked  me  if  I  would  go  to 
Fuquay  Varina  Church  and  serve  under  the  Evangelism 
Program.  With  only  13  people,  and  some  of  them  well  up 
in  age  and  ready  to  close  the  church  doors,  I  knew  that 
my  work  was  cut  out  for  me.  From  August  until 
November,  we  reached  85  in  Sunday  School. 

In  1972,  I  was  appointed  as  part-time  Evangelism 
Director  and  continued  to  pastor  the  Fuquay  Church.  In 
the  eight  years  I  pastored  at  Fuquay,  we  relocated  to  a 
five  and  one-half  acre  site  north  of  Fuquay  on  Highway 
401,  and  renamed  the  church  "Evangel."  Today, 
Evangel  Church  is  one  of  the  finest  churches  in  the 
Conference.  Reverend  R.  N.  Hood  has  done  a  wonderful 
job  these  past  eight  years  including  building  a  beautiful 
four-bedroom  parsonage. 

In  1978, 1  became  your  full-time  Evangelism  Director. 
During  these  eight  years,  I  have  been  able  to  work 
closely  with  the  small  churches  which  I  felt  needed  me 
more  than  the  larger  churches.  However,  we  carried  our 
program  and  represented  all  the  churches  in  the  Confer- 
ence. Many  times  as  we  visited  the  smaller  churches, 
they  seemed  so  thrilled  to  have  us.  Many  times,  we  would 
speak  and  often  refused  in  order  to  hear  the  local  pastor 
and  be  ministered  to. 


During  these  eight  years,  we  have  assisted  43  churches 
with  financial  help.  The  Evangelism  District  Units  have 
given  revivals  to  help  the  small  churches.  Reverend 
Gary  Strickland  and  I  have  been  busy  with  the  H.E.L.P. 
Clinic  Workshops  plus  the  district  workshops  each  year. 
Lib  and  I  have  traveled  across  the  Conference  each  year 
for  the  Evangelism  Rallies,  revivals  and  homecomings, 
etc.  We  have  pastored  some  of  the  newly  organized 
churches  from  ten  to  fifteen  weeks  before  they  were 
assigned  a  pastor.  We  have  organized  eleven  new 
churches  and  several  have  been  reorganized  and  are 
now  self-supporting. 

I  have  conducted  many  revivals  across  our  conference, 
and  I  have  endeavored  to  preach  the  full  gospel  as  I  have 
always  done.  The  Lord  has  given  us  some  wonderful 
services  and  I  have  tried  to  give  the  churches  the  best  I 
had  in  working  around  the  altars  trying  to  pray  people 
through  to  deeper  experiences.  I  have  had  the  privilege 
and  honor  to  serve  on  the  General  Evangelism  Board  for 
eight  years.  The  North  Carolina  Conference  has  been 
represented  in  Evangelism.  I  have  been  afforded  the 
opportunity  to  attend  many  seminars  which  have  en- 
abled me  to  become  a  more  effective  soul  winner.  Hope- 
fully, I  have  been  able  to  convey  to  the  local  church  many 
of  the  ideas  gained  from  these  resources. 

I  want  to  thank  the  office  staff  and  all  Evangelism 
Board  members  who  have  helped  to  make  my  job  easier 
and  more  pleasant.  I  want  to  thank  my  wife,  Lib,  for  her 
support  in  helping  me  with  her  prayers  and  traveling 
with  me  in  most  revivals  and  conference  activities. 
Thanks  to  all  of  you  for  your  prayers  and  support  during 
the  loss  of  our  daughter  and  son-in-law  in  the  car  wreck. 

We  have  our  grandson,  Devan,  living  with  us.  He  is 
nine  years  old,  and  we  love  him  very  much.  He  has  been 
with  us  over  three  years,  and  we  are  looking  forward  to 
settling  down  with  him  in  the  ministry. 

My  Conference  has  been  good  to  me  and  my  family, 
and  we  have  nothing  but  gratitude  in  our  hearts.  To  the 
new  director,  I  wish  the  best,  and  may  the  days  ahead  be 
filled  with  God's  goodness.

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE 
SUPERINTENDENT— 1986 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Conference 
Members: 

I  greet  you  in  the  wonderful  name  of 
our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 
For  the  past  35  years  I  have  given  an 
annual  report  to  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  in  session.  Twenty  of 
these  years  as  your  Conference  Super- 
intendent. I  am  happy  to  report  again 
that  my  spiritual  relationship  with 
the  Lord  is  up-to-date.  Even  though 
times,  people,  and  religious  interpreta- 
tions have  drastically  changed  with 
some,  I  still  believe  God's  Word,  the 
Bible,  as  the  authoritative,  unchang- 
ing Word  of  God;  not  to  be  changed  or 
altered  to  accommodate  changing  cus- 
toms or  spiritual  decay.  I  believe, 
teach,  preach,  and  endeavor  to  live  up 
to  the  cardinal  doctrines  and  stand- 
ards of  the  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church.  My  love  and  appreciation  for 
our  original  standards  of  Bible  Holi- 
ness is  greater  than  ever  before. 

I  will  first  give  report  for  1985, 
followed  by  our  Quadrennial  review. 
The  year  1985  has  been  another  very 
busy  year.  It  has  been  my  privilege  to 
minister  in  many  of  our  churches  for 
various  occasions.  I  have  conducted 
revivals,  weddings,  funerals,  ground 
breakings,  dedication  of  churches, 
parsonages,  fellowship  buildings, 
note  burnings,  and  special  preaching 
services.  I  have  met  with  church 
boards,  church  delegations,  deacons, 
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pastors,  and  individuals  who  desired 
an  audience  with  me.  I  have  written 
letters,  had  phone  calls,  and  offered 
many  daily  prayers  for  my  fellow 
ministers,  Conference,  and  General 
Church. 

I  served  as  Manager  of  Falcon  and 
Piney  Grove  Camp  Meetings,  finish- 
ing 20  years  with  each.  I  presided  as 
Chairman  of  all  Conference  Board 
Meetings,  Evangel  Editor,  Chair- 
man of  Ministerial  and  Church  Exten- 
sion Loan  Fund,  Superannuation, 
and  Insurance  Programs. 

As  a  member  of  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board  and  General  Board  of 
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Administration,  I  have  endeavored  to 
represent  Christ,  my  church,  Confer- 
ence, fellow  minister,  and  lay  Chris- 
tian in  the  fear  of  God.  It  has  been  my 
privilege  to  serve  with  Bishop  Leon 
Stewart  and  Executive  Board  for 
another  four  years;  giving  me  the 
honor  of  serving  a  total  of  1 2  years  on 
the  General  Executive  Board  and  21 
years  on  the  General  Board  of  Ad- 
ministration. During  this  period,  I 
have  served  with  Bishop  Joseph  A. 
Synan,  Bishop  J.  Floyd  Williams,  and 
Bishop  Leon  O.  Stewart,  along  with 
many  wonderful  men  from  over  our 
great  church.  In  1 966, 1  was  elected  to 
serve  as  Chairman  of  Eastern  Educa- 
tion Board  where  I  served  for  several 
years.  I  was  a  member  of  General 
World  Missions  Board  for  eight  years, 
Chairman  of  the  General  Loan  Fund 
for  four  years,  and  eight  years  as 
Chairman  of  Church  Institutions. 

At  the  General  Conference  of  1977, 
I  was  elected  as  one  of  the  three 
Assistant  General  Superintendents; 
one  of  the  highest  honors  of  my  life. 
But  being  led  (I  believe)  by  the  Lord,  I 
resigned  the  position  to  return  to  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  to  con- 
tinue as  Superintendent.  This  was  a 
very  foolish  move  to  some,  for  I  had 
no  promise  of  being  elected  again  at 
the  next  conference  in  1978.  However, 
God  confirmed  this  decision  when  the 
Conference  elected  me  by  acclama- 
tion. I  know  that  God  always  knows 
the  present  and  the  future  and  will 
choose  our  changes  and  place  us 
where  he  ordains  us  to  serve  if  we  are 
comitted  to  Him  and  not  try  to  work 
out  our  own  desire. 

To  cover  a  period  of  21  years  is 
impossible  here,  but  as  I  look  with 
retrospect  over  the  past  21  years,  I  see 
many  fellow  ministers  who  have 
worked  faithfully  and  built  strong 
churches  that  are  doing  great  things 
for  the  Lord.  I  see  many  young  minis- 
ters God  has  given  us  who  will  carry 
on  dedicated  ministries  of  this  great 
Conference.  I  have  seen  many  of  you 
grow  and  develop  into  mature  depend- 
able ministers  of  the  Gospel.  I  have 
endeavored  to  live  before  you  a  life  of 
Holiness  and  tried  to  help  each  in 
time  of  need.  My  advice  is,  "never 
compromise  the  Cardinal  doctrines  of 
this  church  and  to  stand  firm  on  the 
authority  of  God's  Word."  "Live  as 
near  the  Lord  as  humanly  possible 
and  as  far  away  from  the  world  as  you 
can."  People  today  are  looking  for  a 
standard,  something  solid  on  which 
to  stand,  and  are  willing  to  fight  for 
their  cause.  Our  church  has  the  an- 


swer; His  name  is  Jesus.  Let  us  tell  the 
good  news  and  live  a  life  of  Holiness 
before  our  fellowman  and  hold  the 
standard  high. 

As  previously  stated,  the  state  of 
the  Conference  will  show  progress 
made  along  all  lines.  Thank  God  for 
allowing  me  to  labor  with  you  and  to 
serve  as  your  pastor  through  these 
years.  I  have  traveled  over  this  Con- 
ference enough  to  go  around  the  world 
many  times.  God  has  protected  every 
mile.  I  never  remember  even  a  flat  tire 
or  giving  out  of  gas.  In  each  church,  I 
have  found  dedicated  Christians  who 
love  God,  their  church  and  confer- 
ence. Thank  God  for  such  a  wonderful 
family  of  believers. 

May  I  express  to  this  great  Confer- 
ence, appreciation  from  Mrs.  Lee,  my 
family,  and  myself,  and  our  thanks 
for  your  many  kindnesses.  You  have 
elected  me  to  serve  as  your  Superin- 
tendent four  times  on  the  first  ballot 
and  three  times  by  acclamation.  We 
deeply  appreciate  your  confidence. 
We  have  been  into  your  homes,  your 
churches,  and  found  a  place  in  your 
hearts.  You  are  our  family,  the  family 
of  God.  I  have  served  as  your  Superin- 
tendent but  not  by  myself.  Mrs.  Lee 
has  served  by  my  side  as  my  stabi- 
lizer, helpmate,  prayer  warrior,  and 
constant  companion.  Together  we 
have  shared  your  sorrows,  your  joys, 
griefs,  pain,  love,  and  understanding.

tendent  on  November  1,  1965,  I  ap- 
proached with  fear  and  trembling  the 
mammoth  task  of  following  my  pre- 
decessors who  had  given  a  greater 
part  of  their  lives  and  laid  such  a  solid 
foundation  on  which  to  build,  that  I 
fell  on  my  knees  and  asked  God  for 
divine  wisdom  for  that  first  day.  I 
never  begin  a  day  without  the  same 
prayer.  As  God  began  to  lead  and  our 
needs  for  expansion  grew,  we  began 
to  lengthen  our  cords  and  strengthen 
our  stakes.  Some  of  the  first  efforts 
were: 

(1)  Purchase  five  acres  of  land  from 
the  Lucas  Estate  for  camp  use. 

(2)  To  secure  commitment  from  State 
and  County  to  widen  Highway  82 
through  our  Conference  property  with 
curb  and  gutter  without  cost  other 
than  right  of  way  granted. 

(3)  Joined  town  of  Falcon  and  Chil- 
dren's Home  to  put  proper  street 
lights  from  Children's  Home  through 
Falcon. 

(4)  Completely  restoring  school  build- 
ing including  23  dormitory  rooms, 
cafeteria  and  kitchen,  all  air-condi- 
tioned. 

(5)  Building  much  needed  canteen 
with  air  and  heat. 

(6)  Remodeling  camp  meeting  audi- 
torium and  named  it  "Culbreth  Me- 
morial Auditorium"  to  honor  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Julius  A.  Culbreth,  its  founder 
and  builder. 

(7)  Remodeled  Strickland  House 
with  eight  spacious  dormitory  rooms. 

(8)  Remodeled  White  Dormitory. 
Each  building  completely  air-condi- 
tioned. 

(9)  In  1978,  we  built  the  "Belton 
Thompson  Annex  Office  Building" 
with  five  spacious  offices,  four  rest- 
rooms,  coffee  shop,  large  conference 
room,  and  archives  room,  giving  us 
ample  space  for  present  and  future 
expansion. 

(10)  The  upstairs  area  of  the  office 
building  was  completely  renovated 
giving  seven  beautiful  rooms  for  in- 
vited guests,  including  the  Bishop's 
room. 

(11)  Built  multi-purpose  building 
that  includes  space  for  15  dormitory 
rooms  to  be  completed.  All  the  above 
was  accomplished  and  is  "debt  free." 
To  God,  we  give  the  praise!  There  is 
one  goal  that  we  haven't  accomp- 
lished here  at  headquarters.  That  is  to 
restore  the  old  S.  D.  Page  home.  I  trust 
this  can  be  accomplished  soon.

I  am  thankful  to  God  for  the  fine  Board  which  has 
served  with  me  during  the  past  six  years.  They  helped  to 
plan  and  work  the  program,  and  they  made  the  burden 
lighter.  I  am  thankful  to  God  for  the  privilege  of  being  in 
your  churches  and  of  getting  to  meet  so  many  of  the  fine 
women  of  our  churches.  You  treated  my  daughter  and  me 
royally  as  we  travelled  to  the  different  churches,  and  I 
appreciate  every  kindness  shown  to  us. 

Thank  you  for  the  privilege  of  working  with  you.  I  will 
treasure  the  memories  of  these  six  years.  My  own  life  has 
been  greatly  blessed  by  you.  My  prayer  will  be  that  the 
Lord's  richest  blessings  rest  upon  the  Women's  Minis- 
tries. The  Lord  will  direct  you  in  selecting  a  new  Presi- 
dent on  June  10th,  and  I  am  sure  that  the  best  years  of 
the  Women's  Ministries  is  yet  to  come.

WITH  ONLY  ONE  LIFE  TO  LIVE 

"My  days  are  swifter  than  a  weaver's  shuttle,"  says 
Job.  (Job  7:6.)  It  is  a  vivid  figure  of  speech  to  anyone  who 
has  seen  the  shuttle  flash  as  it  crossed  the  warp  to  lay  the 
woof  in  the  tapestry.  "We  are  as  water  spilt  upon  the 
ground,"  said  a  wise  woman  to  King  David  on  a  certain 
occasion.  (2  Samuel  14:14.) 

"We  all  do  fade  as  a  leaf  wrote  the  prophet  (Isaiah 
64:6).  "As  for  man,  his  days  are  as  grass"  wrote  the  Poet. 
(Psalm  103:15.) 

I.  With  only  one  life  to  live  let  us  be  glad  to  live  it  in  this 
marvelous  world.  "This  is  my  Father's  world."  He  is 
Creator.  He  is  Owner. 

II.  With  only  one  life  to  live,  let  us  be  glad  to  devote  it  to 
a  great  cause.  Living  in  this  marvelous  world,  I  have 
intelligence,  heartfelt  emotions,  capacity  to  plan,  to 
make,  to  will  and  to  do.  There  is  a  saying,  "Tho  the  task 
be  great  or  small,  do  it  well."  Shall  we  strive  then  in  all 
our  doing  to  build  the  kingdom  of  God? 

My  wife  and  I  felt  that  it  would  be  wonderful  to  settle 


down  in  an  established  church  because  over  the  years 
my  mission  has  been  to  pioneer  new  churches  and 
reorganize  churches  that  were  ready  for  closing.  But  I 
was  asked  to  go  to  Fayetteville  and  take  the  new  church 
until  Conference.  We  moved  the  mobile  chapel  on  our 
property  off  Raeford  Road,  across  from  71st  School  on 
Graham  Road.  The  first  Sunday  in  the  chapel  we  had  33 
adults.  Praise  the  Lord!  In  each  service,  the  Lord  has 
been  blessing.  The  Lord  has  sent  us  some  wonderful 
families  to  help  with  the  music  and  wonderful  Sunday 
School  teachers.  On  May  11,  we  took  in  five  adult 
members.  The  past  two  Sunday  night  services,  we  have 
had  over  40  in  worship.  This  past  Sunday  we  had  32  in 
Sunday  School  and  44  in  worship.  Families  were  saying, 
"Brother  Collins,  if  you  will  make  a  commitment  to 
pastor  us,  we  will  make  a  commitment  to  help  build  this 
new  church."  So  Lib  and  I  kept  on  praying  and  I  put  a 
fleece  before  the  Lord  and  the  Lord  answered  my  re- 
quests. He  has  never  failed  me  yet,  and  I  cannot  fail  Him 
now.  The  Conference  Board  officially  assigned  me  to  the 
Grace  Community  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church.  On 
May  20th,  we  met  at  the  Western  Steer  for  a  "get 
acquainted  night."  We  had  47  present  and  we  had  a  good 
time  of  fellowship. 

III.  With  only  one  life  to  live,  we  can  make  personal 
achievements.  We  put  aside  the  thought  that  personal 
achievement  can  be  measured  by  monetary  income. 

James  Gordon  Gilkey  suggests  four  true  measures  of 
achievement. 

1.  "Achievement,"  Gilkey  says,  "is  loyalty  to  the  tasks, 
easy  or  hard,  which  life  lays  upon  us."  "If  we  do  our  work 
faithfully  and  well,  if  we  carry  out  heroically  the  assign- 
ment life  gives  us,  we  can  claim  success." 

2.  "Another  true  measure  of  achievement  is  the  quality 
of  our  work." 

3.  "The  third  accurate  measure  of  our  achievement  is 
the  amount  we  do  to  create  and  maintain  fine  institu- 
tions within  our  own  community." 

4.  "The  final  measure  is  what  we  do  to  shape  tomor- 
row." It  is  the  deep  Christian  point  of  view  that  with  only 
one  life  to  live  we  should  be  glad  we  can  follow  the  Christ. 

He  that  sendeth  his  life  outward  shall  find  it  within. 
All  the  time  that  you  are  living  this  life,  you  are  shaping 
a  soul  for  eternity. 

With  only  one  life  to  live,  we  can  live  it  in  the  light  and 
warmth  and  assurance  and  hope  of  life  eternal.  If  I  had  a 
thousand  lives  to  live,  I  would  want  to  live  them  for 
Christ.  But  I  have  only  one.  Let's  live  our  lives  to  the 
fullest  for  Christ.

A  LIFETIME  DREAM  COME  TRUE!

I  have  for  many  years  dreamed  and  prayed  for  the 
Lord  to  let  me  experience  a  missionary  journey. 

Last  Spring,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Marvin  Bryant  shared 
with  me  their  plans  to  visit  the  mission  field  they  once 
served  and  felt  led  of  the  Lord  to  ask  me  to  come  along. 
Naturally,  my  first  impulse  was  to  go.  But,  I  wanted  to 
know  God's  will,  so  I  fasted  and  prayed  about  it  through 
the  summer.  When  I  heard  from  the  Lord  "to  go,"  I 
wondered  how  He  would  bring  it  all  together  —  finances, 
leave  from  the  church  where  I  work,  etc.,  but  the  Lord 
met  all  my  needs. 

After  a  trip  of  several  hours  by  plane  and  car  we  made 
it  through  the  border,  got  our  visa's  and  were  finally  in 
Mexico!  We  travelled  to  Monterrey  where  we  had  made 
arrangements  to  spend  the  night  at  the  P.  H.  Bible 
School  and  visit  with  Judy  Perez  —  our  missionary  there. 
She  opened  her  home  to  us.  Her  Mexican  husband  and 
children  were  very  warm  and  hospitable.  Judy  fixed  us  a 
traditional  Mexican  dish  —  tamales  and  bean  soup.  It 
was  delicious! 

We  ministered  each  night,  but  Monday  and  Wednes- 
day, in  a  different  church  or  mission.  We  visited  in  the 
Pastor's  home  of  one  of  the  churches. 

The  Lord  truly  gave  me  an  experience  I  hope  I  never 
get  over. 

The  Mexican  Christians  were  very  responsive.  They 
could  listen  to  you  sing  and  preach  for  hours.  Their 
fellowship  and  church  services  are  so  full  of  warmth  and 
security.  The  love  Jesus  gives  really  puts  a  bond  between 
them  like  I've  never  seen. 

Even  though  I  could  not  speak  their  language,  there 
was  no  barrier  between  us  in  the  spirit. 

On  New  Year's  Eve  it  was  my  turn  to  preach.  We  had 
sung  our  songs,  Brother  and  Sister  Bryant  had  testified 
and  I  was  about  to  read  the  scripture  when  the  lights 
went  out.  The  church  had  no  windows  and  it  was  pitch- 
dark.  But  that  was  no  problem  for  the  Lord.  His  presence 
just  radiated  the  whole  room  and  the  anointing  was  on 
me  like  I  had  never  experienced.  The  Lord  gave  such  a 
beautiful  message  through  me  for  their  hungry  hearts.  It 
was  my  first  time  using  an  interpreter  and  the  Lord  used 
Randy  and  me  in  such  a  miraculous  way.  The  Holy 
Spirit  fell  on  the  people  during  the  altar  service.  There 
were  many  needs  met  that  night.  Though  I  couldn't  pray 
in  their  language  the  Lord  witnessed  to  me  their  needs 
and  I  would  pray  in  English  with  my  arms  around  them, 
weeping  alongside  of  them.  The  Lord  led  me  to  one  lady 
in  particular  and  I  was  praying  with  her  in  English. 
After  she  had  given  her  need  to  the  Lord  and  found  that 
release  in  the  Spirit,  she  looked  up  at  me  and  began 


speaking  in  English.  With  tear  filled  eyes  and  a  sad- 
dened expression,  she  stated  that  what  I  prayed  was 
exactly  what  she  felt  and  she  didn't  know  how  to  pray  it 
to  the  Lord.  Of  course,  I  had  another  revival  in  myself 
knowing  that  God  did  it. 

I  know  now  why  Missionaries  have  held  a  honorable 
place  in  my  heart.  There  is  no  sacrifice  made  in  the 
ministry  like  Missionaries  have  to  make.  They  have  to 
live  two  lives  —  the  country's  custom  they  are  in  and 
then  live  their  own  native  customs  at  home.  As  I 
observed  the  way  of  life  to  the  Mexicans,  I  found  myself 
feeling  sorry  for  them.  But,  in  the  churches,  they  were 
much  happier  than  many  American  church  members 
who  have  the  conveniences  of  life,  both  at  home  and 
church.  The  Christians  in  Mexico  found  it  a  joy  to  pull 
out  their  kitchen  chairs  and  bring  them  to  the  shack  they 
had  dedicated  as  a  church.  They  sang  the  praises  of  God 
and  worshipped  Him  as  the  men  hooked  up  the  loud 
speaker  to  the  battery  of  the  jeep  and  the  women  laid 
strips  of  worn  out  carpet  bits  to  use  as  an  altar  to  kneel 
on. 

And  yet,  here  in  this  "God  fearing  country,"  the  "Bible 
belt,"  where  Jesus  is  a  familiar  name,  where  manifold 
blessings  materially  and  financially,  are  poured  out,  we 
still  have  difficulty  getting  people  to  Sunday  School  and 
church.  While  we  argue  over  the  color  of  carpet  and  style 
of  furniture  for  our  fancy  church,  souls  are  dying  under 
our  nose  and  going  to  hell;  we  allow  hatred  and  jealousy 
and  resentment  to  crowd  out  the  love  Jesus  commands 
us  to  have  one  for  another. 

I  am  convinced,  I'd  rather  have  Jesus  than  silver  or 
gold,  than  riches  untold,  than  houses  or  land,  I'd  rather 
have  Jesus  more  than  anything.

Reverend  Mrs.  Martha  Williams 
was  born  October  1,  1912.  Sister  Wil- 
liams is  survived  by  her  husband, 
John  T.  Williams.  Also  surviving  are 
three  daughters,  Mrs.  Maggie  Eat- 
mon,  Mrs.  Jo  Ann  Mobley,  and  Mrs. 
Martha  Peele;  one  brother,  Mr.  Bill 
Bowen;  two  sisters,  Sudie  Winfroe 
and  Betty  Mae  Perry;  twelve  grand- 
children, and  seven  great-grand- 
children.

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Sister  Williams  was  saved  in  her 
late  teens  and  soon  entered  the  minis- 
try as  a  mission  worker.  She  joined 
the  North  Carolina  Conference  in 
1945.  She  served  as  pastor  of  nine 
churches,  served  as  assistant  pastor 
to  some  of  those  nine,  and  evangelist 
during  some  of  those  years.  She  re- 
tired in  1974  due  to  health  reasons. 

If  you  could  walk  with  me  into  the 
life  of  Sister  Williams,  her  journey  to 
heaven  would  be  something  like  this: 

Sister  Williams  had  time  to  be  a 
good  wife  and  the  best  mother  in  the 
world.  She  walked  with  God  and  ful- 
filled her  calling  from  heaven  by  serv- 
ing at  the  following  churches:  Bel- 
haven,  Wades  Point,  Spring  Creek, 
Lowland,  Hobucken,  Windsor,  Wake- 
Ion,  Shermerdine,  Hobgood,  and  Pine- 
town.  She  served  twenty-nine  year  as 
a  faithful  servant  of  the  Lord.  No 
doubt,  much  of  the  time,  she  was  not 
even  receiving  expenses  for  her 
travel.  But  with  the  desire  in  her  heart 
and  with  the  help  of  a  good  husband, 
she  pleased  God. 

During  her  declining  years,  she  was 
not  able  to  attend  church  but  she 
made  you  aware  that  she  was  wor- 
shipping God.  When  visiting  in  her 
home  and  praying  with  her,  Sister 
Williams  would  become  aware  of  our 
praying  and  join  in.  Prayer  meant 
everything  to  her.  Truly  she  was  an 
example  of  the  believer  that  the 
Apostle  Paul  encouraged  us  to  be.

FUNERAL  SERVICES  FOR

We  are  gathered  here  to  celebrate 
the  homegoing  of  one  of  God's  ser- 
vants. I  trust  that  you  will  make  this  a 
service  of  worship.  I  firmly  believe 
that  our  Sister  would  want  it  to  be  so. 

Before  I  read  the  Scriptures  allow 
me  just  a  personal  word  regarding 
this  great  lady.  I  met  her  before  I 
became  a  minister.  She  impressed  me 
then  as  a  person  who  loved  God  su- 
premely, and  one  whose  whole  desire 
was  to  please  Him.  I  have  served  as 
her  pastor  in  this  local  church,  yet, 
our  relationship  was  more  than  pastor 
.  .  .  parishioner.  She  served  as  a  help- 
er here  in  this  church.  When  I  had  to 
be  away,  she  was  always  ready  and 
willing  to  fill  the  pulpit  here.  Not  once 
in  the  six  years  did  anyone  ever  say, 
"get  someone  else  in  your  absence." 
She  was  dependable,  capable,  and 
ready  to  do  any  service  for  Christ's 
Kingdom. 

I  want  to  use  as  a  Scripture  lesson 
parts  of  Psalms  90  and  91.  Let  me 
speak  on  the  thought  "THE  DAYS 
OF  OUR  YEARS." 

We  expect  to  find  flowers  in  the 
garden  in  the  springtime.  We  look  for 
honey  in  the  beehive.  When  money  is 
needed  we  go  to  the  bank.  Books  are 
found  in  the  library.  Fruit  is  gathered 
from  the  orchard.  Laughter  is  heard 
in  the  playground.  We  see  beauty  in 
the  stars  and  we  find  words  in  the 
dictionary.  Thus  we  are  not  disap- 
pointed. 

We  expect  to  find  beauty  and  spirit- 
ual fragrance  in  the  life  of  one  who 
knows  Jesus.  These  qualities  were 
found  in  Martha  Williams.  In  her  life 
we  also  found  the  spirit  of  self-denial 
and  the  denial  of  ungodliness  and 
worldly  lust.  However,  we  look  for 
other  things  as  well.  Martha  was  the 
expression  of  sobriety,  Godliness, 


faith,  honesty,  purity  and  constantly 
expressed  an  abhorrence  of  that 
which  is  evil  and  a  cleavage  to  that 
which  was  good  and  right.  She  was  a 
person  whose  life  was  filled  with  the 
desire  for  spiritual  things. 

The  years  have  a  way  of  slipping  by 
so  fast.  Life's  span  seems  too  short. 
But,  Martha  Williams  filled  her  days 
with  service  to  God  and  her  fellow- 
man.  The  Psalmist  bids  us  to  number 
our  days;  not  in  terms  of  years;  but  in 
terms  of  what  the  years  may  bring, 
not  length  but  quality  is  the  standard 
of  measurement. 

(I)  .  "Teach  us  to  number  our  days 
that  we  may  get  a  heart  of  wisdom." 
Wisdom  is  the  principal  thing,  there- 
fore get  wisdom.  Solomon  said,  "The 
fear  of  the  Lord  is  the  beginning  of 
wisdom."  Martha  Williams  began 
this  "fear  of  the  Lord"  as  a  teenager 
and  maintained  this  fear  past  her 
allotted  years.  How  foolishly  many 
people  live  their  lives  out  without 
taking  any  thought  of  God.  To  be 
truly  wise  is  to  accept  Christ  as  a 
personal  Saviour  and  God  as  a  loving 
Father.  Seek  wisdom  for  wisdom's 
sake.  The  highest  wisdom  is  found 
and  expressed  in  making  the  best  use 
of  our  time,  our  lives,  our  talents,  our 
works,  and  our  friendships.  That  is 
the  best  way  to  number  our  days. 

(II)  .  "Teach  us  to  number  our  days 
.  .  .  that  we  may  rejoice  and  be  glad." 
Happiness  is  a  worthy  objective  in 
life  but  it  is  not  an  end  in  itself.  True 
happiness  is  found  only  in  serving 
the  Lord.  Martha  found  this  happi- 
ness and  held  to  it  lovingly.  The 
writer  of  this  90th  Psalm  did  not 
overlook  the  fact  that  life  is  not  all 
sunshine.  There  are  clouds  and  crises. 
However  he  says,  "Make  us  glad," 
according  to  the  days  wherein  we 
have  been  afflicted.  Clouds  do  not 
always  obscure  the  sun;  trouble  does 
not  dog  every  footstep.  Happy  is  the 
person  who  can  hope  for  the  sunshine 
and  fair  weather.  That  person  will  be 
a  ray  of  light  and  hope  to  others.  This 
was  Martha  Williams  life. 

(III)  .  "And  let  the  beauty  of  the 
Lord  our  God  be  upon  us:  and  estab- 
lish thou  the  work  of  our  hands  upon 
us;  ^  ca,  the  work  of  our  hands  estab- 
lish thou  it."  God  has  done  that  for 
Martha.  Her  lovely  daughters,  all  of 
whom  are  Christians,  show  forth  her 
faith  and  love  in  the  rearing  of  her 
family. 

When  God's  work  becomes  our  work

and  our  work  becomes  God's  work, 
then  we  have  achieved  destiny. 

Martha  has  fought  the  good  fight, 
she  has  finished  her  course,  and  ab- 
sence from  this  body  is  presence  with 
her  Lord.  May  the  mantle  of  this 
woman  fall  on  one  of  these  fine  grand- 
children, that  she  being  dead,  yet 
speaketh.

REV.  AND  MRS.  J.  DONER 
LEE  HONORED  BY 
CONFERENCE

The  Rev.  J.  Doner  Lee,  Superinten- 
dent of  the  North  Carolina  Confer- 
ence of  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church- 
es, stepped  down  Thursday  at  the 
annual  conference  meeting  in  Falcon 
after  21  years  of  dedicated  service. 

"Rev.  Lee  has  touched  the  spirit  of 
the  people  of  this  denomination,"  said 
Assistant  Superintendent  James  Leg- 
gett,  "and  we  are  truly  thankful  for 
everything  he  has  done." 

Rev.  Lee,  along  with  his  wife, 
Louine,  was  honored  by  a  multitude 
of  delegates  from  the  1965  churches 
attending  the  meeting  in  Falcon  yester- 
day. The  conference  is  scheduled  to 
end  today  (Friday). 

Rev.  Leggett,  who  was  elected  dur- 
ing the  meeting  by  an  overwhelming 
margin  to  succeed  Rev.  Lee,  gave  a 
moving  speech  that  brought  tears  to 
the  eyes  of  the  retiring  Lee.  Leggett 
outlined  the  immense  service  that  Lee 
had  given  to  the  church  and  stated 
that  the  tremendous  growth  of  the 
denomination  during  the  last  20  years 


can  be  attributed  to  the  efforts  of  Rev. 
Lee. 

During  Lee's  21  years  as  Superin- 
tendent, the  membership  of  church 
members  in  the  conference  has 
doubled  to  18,000,  while  Sunday 
School  enrollment  has  jumped  to 
25,000.  All  of  the  Children's  Home 
dormitories  and  the  conference  office 
have  been  rebuilt,  and  every  church 
in  the  denomination  has  been  either 
relocated,  rebuilt,  or  remodeled  dur- 
ing this  time. 

During  the  service,  Louine  Lee  was 
honored  also  with  an  arrangement  of 
roses  for  her  support,  commitment 
and  service  to  her  husband  and  the 
church. 

Rev.  Lee  was  presented  with  a 
plaque  by  Rev.  Leggett  on  behalf  of 
the  conference  board  for  his  years  of 
dedicated  service.  Dr.  C.  L.  Turpin  of 
Falcon  also  presented  Rev.  Lee  with  a 
plaque  from  the  Falcon  Children's 
Home  for  his  enduring  support  over 
the  years. 

After  comments  from  several  board 
members  on  the  great  accomplish- 
ments of  Rev.  Lee,  he  was  further 
honored  as  Leggett  presented  him 
with  a  final  gift  from  the  conference 
—  the  keys  to  a  black  1986  Cadillac 
Sedan. 

Rev.  Lee  and  his  wife  were  over- 
whelmed by  the  gestures  of  the  confer- 


ence. "Words  cannot  begin  to  express 
our  feelings  at  this  time,"  said  Rev. 
Lee.  "I'm  sure  that  everyone  here  had 
a  part  in  all  of  this,  and  I  would  like  to 
thank  every  single  one  of  you  for  your 
outspoken  kindness." 

Looking  over  his  service  as  superin- 
tendent, Lee  said,  "In  Falcon  as  a 
boy,  I  never  thought  I  would  be  here 
in  this  capacity." 

After  attending  business  school  in 
Toccoa,  Ga.,  he  went  on  to  Holmes 
College  of  the  Bible  in  S.  C.  There  he 
was  ordained  in  August  of  1953,  and 
served  as  pastor  of  Thunder  Swamp 
Church  in  Mount  Olive  for  two  years. 
Rev.  Lee  went  on  to  serve  as  pastor  of 
Emmanuel  Church  in  Raleigh  for  five 
years  and  the  Gospel  Tabernacle  in 
Dunn  from  1960-65. 

In  1962,  Lee  became  a  member  of 
the  conference  board.  He  was  elected 
as  one  of  three  assistant  general  con- 
ference superintendents  in  1964,  and 
returned  to  North  Carolina  to  become 
State  Superintendent  when  W.  Eddie 
Morris  became  head  of  the  Falcon 
Children's  Home  in  1965.  He  was 
elected  three  times  as  superintendent 
by  acclamation  and  four  times  on  the 
first  ballot. 

Lee  said  that  when  he  first  took  on 
the  role  of  superintendent,  he  felt  an 
awesome  responsibility  to  fill  the 
shoes  of  those  before  him  who  had 
done  such  a  wonderful  job  in  the 
conference.  "The  only  thing  to  do  was 
to  go  to  the  one  who  has  all  wisdom, 
the  Lord,  and  ask  Him  for  divine 
wisdom  for  that  first  day,"  said  Lee. 
"Every  day  since  then,  when  I  went  to 
my  office,  I  did  the  same  thing." 

Although  Rev.  Lee  is  stepping  down 
from  his  post,  he  is  not  through  spread- 
ing the  Word  of  God.  He  plans  to 
become  an  evangelist,  and  says  that 
he  is  booked  up  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year. 

"We're  not  stopping  our  work  for 
the  Lord,  we're  just  changing  course," 
commented  Lee.  "My  wife  and  I  will 
be  in  the  ministry  spreading  the  Word 
of  God  until  He  Himself  advises  me 
otherwise."

FRIEND  DAY 
May  4,  1986 

Living  Faith  Fellowship 
Rocky  Mount,  N.  C. 

May  4,  1986  was  Friend  Day  at  Living  Faith  Fellow- 
ship P.  H.  Church  in  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C.  and  what  a  day 
it  was!  The  final  result  was  257  for  Sunday  School,  347 
for  Morning  Worship  Service,  98  visitors  for  Sunday 
School  and  76  new  families. 

It  had  all  started  eight  weeks  earlier  with  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  five-member  committee  to  plan  and  carry  out 
th  Friend  Day  campaign.  Committee  members  were 
responsible  for  publicity,  printing  and  reproduction, 
bulletin  boards,  registration,  mailings  and  follow-up. 
Throughout  the  eight  weeks,  Church  and  C.  E.  Board 
members,  teachers  and  the  pastor  encouraged  the  mem- 
bership by  their  example.  They  got  their  friends  to  sign 
"contracts"  to  come  with  them  on  Friend  Day.  The 
pastor  led  the  way  by  "contacting"  the  Rocky  Mount 
Mayor,  Fred  Turnage,  to  be  his  friend  guest.  It  "snow- 
balled" from  there.  The  members  began  "contacting"  to 
bring  1,2,3,4  and  even  6  to  8  friends  on  that  special  day. 

Mailings  were  sent  to  all  Sunday  School  members 
encouraging  them  to  bring  a  friend  and  explaining 
follow-up  procedures.  Ads  were  run  in  the  local  CATV 
cable  channel,  in  the  local  newspaper,  and  Prime  Time 
Magazine  with  the  theme  "Living  Faith-A-Friend  to 
Rocky  Mount." 

May  4  arrived  as  a  beautiful  spring  day.  Fifty  extra 
chairs  were  borrowed  from  the  local  fire  department. 
With  the  church's  chairs,  seating  in  all  classrooms  was 
increased.  One  classroom  was  moved  to  the  balcony, 
others  changed  rooms. 

Each  visitor  and  member  received  name  tags  as  they 
arrived.  Each  visitor  received  a  special  visitor  packet 
with  information  about  the  church  and  its  programs. 
Teachers  and  students  greeted  visitors  and  directed 
them  to  the  proper  class. 

Even  more  visitors  arrived  for  the  Worship  Service.  A 
brief  time  of  welcome  and  introduction  to  members  of  the 
congregation  were  followed  by  words  of  greeting  from 
Mayor  Turnage.  The  pastor  delivered  an  appropriate 
message  on  friendship. 

Thank  you  cards,  follow-up  phone  calls  and  visits  were 
begun  that  evening  of  May  4.  We  wanted  to  let  all  of  our 


visitors  know  how  much  we  enjoyed  their  presence,  and 
invited  them  for  a  return  visit. 

Through  April  1986,  our  Sunday  School  had  averaged 
130  and  Morning  Worship  service  had  averaged  175. 
Friend  Day  had  brought  us  257  (98%  increase)  for 
Sunday  School  and  347  (98%  increase)  for  Morning 
Worship  service.  God  had  truly  given  the  increase  on  this 
great  day!

At  the  turn  of  this  century  God 
graciously  poured  out  His  Spirit  upon 
sanctified  believers  creating  a  mighty 
movement  which  has  now  spread 
around  the  world.  This  great  revival 
of  holiness  and  Pentecost  has  blessed 
millions  of  people.  Multitudes  have 
experienced  the  joy  of  heart  purity 
and  the  power  of  the  abiding  Com- 
forter. 

This  great  move  of  God's  Spirit 
created  a  renewed  emphasis  upon  the 
basic  doctrines  of  the  Scriptures,  and 
Pentecostal  people  became  a  people  of 
the  Book.  They  searched  the  Scrip- 
tures and  found  a  solid  foundation  for 
their  faith.  Their  fundamentals  of  the 
faith  have  been  tested  and  tried  by 
misunderstanding,  ridicule,  opposi- 
tion, wars,  and  depression,  but  they 
remain  today  solid  as  a  rock. 

We  intend  to  stick  and  stay  by  these 
great  truths.  May  God  help  us  to  keep 
our  feet  firmly  planted  in  the  funda- 
mental truths  of  His  Word.  Let  us 
stand  firm  in  the  faith:  standing  solid- 
ly on  the  Rock. 

Standing  solid  does  not  mean  stand- 
ing still.  Firmness  in  the  faith  must 
never  be  an  excuse  for  failure  to  move 
forward.  Too  many  people  believe 
that  standing  solid  means  standing 
still.  It  does  not!  The  most  committed 
believers  to  the  teachings  of  Holy 
Scripture  must  always  be  the  most 
committed  to  spiritual  progress. 

The  church  cannot  stand  still.  Its 
very  character  demands  that  it  move 
forward.  The  "whitened  fields"  and 
the  "regions  beyond"  challenge  all  of 
us  to  renewed  commitment  and 
action.  The  Lord  is  always  leading 
His  church  onward  to  greater  oppor- 
tunities and  accomplishments. 

The  church  must  not  become  a 
"monument  to  the  past"  for  it  should 
always  be  a  "movement  of  God"  in 
the  present.  Indeed,  we  rejoice  in  past 
glory,  but  we  need  present  grace.

In  future  articles  I  will  be  present- 
ing news  of  the  Conference  Evange- 
lism churches,  evangelists,  and  prac- 
tical helps  and  suggestions  for 
churches  in  the  field  of  evangelism. 
For  this  month,  I  just  want  to  share 
with  you  our  primary  objectives  for 
the  quadrennium.  These  have  for  the 
most  part  already  been  established 
for  us  by  the  Conference  Committee 
Report.  My  purpose  is  not  to  get  into 
specifics  of  the  program.  These  will  be 
developed  in  the  next  few  weeks,  but 
to  give  you  an  overview  of  the  philoso- 
phy for  the  Evangelism  Department. 

OBJECTIVE  NUMBER  I. 

Our  #1  priority  as  spelled  out  in  the 
1986  Conference  Evangelism  Com- 
mittee Report  is  "that  the  Conference 
Evangelism  Department  focus  on 
church  planting  as  the  primary 
means  for  evangelizing  the  unsaved," 
and  "making  new  field  evangelism 
projects  'priority  one'  for  financial 
assistance."  With  this  as  our  ultimate 
goal  we  must  thoroughly  understand 
the  purpose  and  plan  for  the  church. 
Jesus  declared:  "I  will  build  my 
church  and  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not 
prevail  against  it"  (Matthew  16:18). 
He  thus  proclaimed  Himself  to  be  the 
architect  and  builder,  but  also  warned 
that  the  church  would  be  the  primary 
target  for  the  perpetual  attacks  of  the 
armies  of  evil.  Here,  the  church  build- 
er is  a  soldier  for  God  invading 
Satan's  domain  to  plant  the  church  in 
enemy  territory.  He  must  comprehend 
that  Satan  will  attempt  by  external 
forces,  internal  infiltration,  and  frus- 
tration to  change  the  mission,  cancel 
the  means,  corrupt  the  methodology, 
or  misconstrue  the  message. 

Jesus  left  His  church  on  earth  for 
two  great  ministries:  (1)  The  ministry 
of  conformation,  and  (2)  the  ministry 
of  confrontation.  The  first  ministry  is 
the  ministry  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
through  the  church,  via  Biblical 


teaching  and  preaching,  conforming 
a  Christian  to  the  image  of  Christ. 
The  second  is  the  ministry  of  evange- 
lism and  discipleship  by  which  the 
follower  of  Christ  confronts  another 
concerning  his  eternal  destiny.  These 
two  ministries  are  not  only  for  the 
church  corporately,  but  they  are  the 
essential  privilege  for  each  individual 
member  of  that  body.  It  is  this  infor- 
mation that  each  member  of  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  must 
know,  but  also  believe.  We  must  in- 
creasingly develop  the  image  of 
Christ  and  share  Him  with  others.  We 
should  be  comfortable  to  be  like  Jesus 
and  to  increase  in  numbers  as  we 
share  Him  with  others!  It  is  perfectly 
alright  with  the  Lord,  if  we  grow! 

OBJECTIVE  NUMBER  II. 

Our  second  priority  in  the  depart- 
ment is  to  strengthen  the  smaller 
church.  Research  shows  that  the 
average  congregation  in  the  United 
States  has  fewer  than  200  members. 
The  average-sized  Sunday  morning 
worship  is  65.  Nearly  one  out  of  five 
congregations  in  the  United  States 
averages  between  20  and  40  in  wor- 
ship. The  average  church  member- 
ship of  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church- 
es is  75.  This  should  speak  directly  to 
our  hearts.  It  also  should  determine 
the  make-up  of  most  of  our  programs. 

Small  is  not  ugly.  Paul  in  his  letters 
refers  to  churches  that  met  in  homes. 
They  could  not  have  been  large.  Those 
ancient  homes  limited  the  size  of  the 
congregations.  In  many  small  church- 
es there  is  a  great  beauty,  a  rich 
history  of  great  devotion,  invaluable 
memories,  and  a  golden  record  of 
amazing  sacrifice  and  tenacity  across 
many  years.  They  are  treasure  chests 
of  much  good. 

However,  our  objective  is  not  to 
have  all  churches  remain  small.  In 
every  individual  case  the  church  must 
listen  to  the  voice  of  the  Spirit.  His 


desire  is  to  have  all  men  to  come  to 
Christ.  Thus  a  church  should  not 
pride  itself  in  that  it  is  small,  but 
rather  ask  itself  is  it  obeying  the  Lord 
and  following  His  commission  to  "Go 
into  all  the  world." 

In  developing  our  program  there 
are  things  we  must  be  aware  of  in 
small  churches.  The  first  is  morale,  a 
will  to  go  on.  There  must  be  a  program 
attractive  enough  that  the  people 
want  to  stay,  and  invite  others  to 
participate.  There  is  also  an  ebb  and 
flow  in  the  life  of  any  congregation. 
In  a  small  congregation,  the  ebb  can 
be  devastating.  It  takes  great  faith 
and  a  masterful  dose  of  patience  — the 
kind  of  patience  that  is  a  fruit  of  the 
Spirit  of  God  Himself  —  to  know  that 
things  will  begin  to  move  again. 
Patience  is  needed  for  developing  a 
small  church,  but  it  will  also  take 
anger,  prodding,  and  the  power  of 
God  undergirding  and  leading  all  the 
way.  But  we  must  know  and  imple- 
ment above  all  else  that  only  LOVE 
can  help  a  church  grow  and  mature. 

Most  of  the  churches  in  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  are  considered 
small  congregations.  What  hope  is 
there  for  the  mass  of  "average"  con- 
gregations? Less  than  500  churches 
in  our  entire  nation  have  an  average 
Sunday  morning  attendance  of  more 
than  1,000.  What  we  must  do  as  a 
department  is  too  not  only  share  the 
story  of  the  successes  of  the  larger 
churches  but  to  present  the  baby  steps 
we  can  begin  to  take  here  and  now  in 
order  to  increase  in  size.  By  the  end  of 
the  quadrennium  we  would  love  to 
have  several  churches  in  each  district 
with  an  average  attendance  of  300 
plus. 

Our  approach  to  helping  the  small 
church  will  be  through  district  semi- 
nars for  the  pastors  and  in  the  local 
churches.  We  will  also  be  utilizing  the 
district  directors  and  units  to  the

OBJECTIVE  NUMBER  III.

We  hope  to  have  several 
in  the  conference  to  carry  the  title  of 
General  Evangelist  (24  revivals  a 
year  with  12  in  the  conference).  For 
those  who  reach  the  level  there  will  be 


some  financial  supplement  from  the 
conference. 

One  of  the  greatest  untapped  re- 
sources we  have  in  the  conference  is 
that  pool  of  retired  (by  the  conference, 
not  God)  ministers.  We  hope  to  use 
many  of  these  in  the  ministry  of  the 
Evangelism  Department. 

Among  our  goals  is  to  spread  a 
revival  fervor  in  the  conference  and  to 
assist  the  evangelists  in  using  their 
gifts  in  spreading  the  cause  of  Christ. 
Hopefully  the  Evangelism  Depart- 
ment will  become  a  stone  cast  into  the 
water  with  ripples  of  Evangelistic 
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Fire  spreading  into  the  North  Caro- 
lina Conference  and  surrounding 
areas. 

There  are  other  areas  that  will  fill 
my  job  description  but  the  above  three 
areas  are  the  major  emphasis.  I  am  in 
this  office  because  of  the  Lord's  guid- 
ance and  providence.  The  Lord  has  a 
place  in  His  Kingdom's  work  for  the 
North  Carolina  Conference.  There 
are  people  in  Eastern  North  Carolina 
who  are  hurting  and  need  Christ.  Let 
us  rise  to  meet  the  task  before  us!  He 
promises  to  be  with  us.

Most 
of  these  failures  are  due  to  ineffective  leadership. 
Management  expert,  Peter  Drucker,  states  "the  basic 
and  most  scarce  resource  of  any  business  enterprise  is 
managers." 

Just  as  leaders  are  crucial  in  secular  organizations 
they  are  also  necessary  for  effective  church  work.  Pastor 
Chuck  Swindoll  says,  "Leadership  is  not  optional;  it  is 
essential.  Essential  for  motivation  and  direction.  Es- 
sential for  evaluation  and  accomplishment.  It  is  the  one 
ingredient  essential  for  the  success  of  any  organization. 
Take  away  leadership  and  it  isn't  long  before  confusion 
replaces  vision." 

If  we  are  to  succeed  in  our  Christian  Education  task  of 
making  disciples  for  Jesus  Christ  leadership  will  play  a 
crucial  role.  It  is  up  to  us  as  Directors  and  Board 
Members  to  catch  the  vision  and  communicate  that 
vision  to  others. 
God  wants  to  reach  the  whole  world. 
"For  God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only 
begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  in  him 
should  not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life"  (John

God  wants  to  teach  the  whole  world. 
"Go  ye  therefore  .  .  .  Teaching  them  to  observe  all 
things  whatsoever  1  have  commanded  you:  and, 
lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the 
world"  (Matthew  28:19,  20). 

God  wants  Christians  to  "gossip"  the  gospel  in  their 
daily  lives.  He  wants  to  develop  dedicated  disciples 
through  our  various  teaching  and  training  ministries. 

"Reaching"  and  "Teaching"  .  .  .  these  are  the  objec- 
tives of  successful  Christian  Education.  The  Bible  says 
that  God  would  "have  all  men  to  be  saved,  and  to  come 
unto  the  knowledge  of  the  truth"  (1  Timothy  2:4). 

You  have  been  elected  by  your  churches  to  serve  as 


leaders.  It  is  up  to  you  to  know  the  way,  show  the  way, 
and  go  the  way  that  God  directs.  Take  a  hard  look  at  your 
local  Sunday  School  and  Youth  Ministry  programs. 
Evaluate  them  in  light  of  the  Biblical  objectives  of 
"reaching  and  teaching."  Then  be  willing  to  initiate  the 
changes  which  are  necessary  to  produce  better  results.

The  Pastor  is  dependent  to  a  great  extent  upon  the  congregation  for  the 
success  of  his  ministry. 


One  of  the  greatest  ways  a  con- 
gregation can  express  its  apprecia- 
tion to  its  pastor  is  to  help  him  fulfill 
his  ministry.  Don't  overlook  the  tangi- 
ble ways  of  expressing  your  love  for 
your  pastor  on  "Pastor  Appreciation 
Day"  but  make  sure  that  you  fully 
support  your  pastor  as  he  leads  the 
congregation  in  the  great  work  of 
building  the  kingdom  of  God. 

The  pastor  needs  the  help  of  his 
congregation.  Even  the  great  apostle 
Paul  asked  for  the  help  of  those  to 
whom  he  wrote  and  preached.  When 
he  wrote  to  the  Corinthians,  he  had 
been  passing  through  some  great 
troubles.  Those  troubles  had  not 
ceased,  and  they  had  exhausted  his 
strength.  So  difficult  were  the 
pressures  until  the  apostle  despaired 
of  his  life. 

In  the  midst  of  those  troubles,  the 
great  apostle-missionary  sought  the 
sympathy  and  prayers  of  the  Corin- 
thians. "Ye  also  helping  together  on 
our  behalf  by  prayers  for  us  .  .  ."  (2 
Corinthians  1 : 1 1 ).  It  seems  somewhat 
strange  that  the  courageous  and 
strong  apostle  whose  impact  upon  the 
world  has  remained  sharp  and  clear 
even  after  nineteen  hundred  years 
relies  upon  the  help  of  the  saints  of 
God  for  the  fulfillment  of  his 
ministry. 

How  much  more  does  the  pastor 
today  need  the  prayers  and  support  of 
his  congregation.  The  minister  can- 
not stand  alone.  He  must  have  the 
assistance  of  his  people.  The  real 
force  of  his  ministry  and  the  effective- 
ness of  his  work  depends  largely  upon 
the  congregation. 


If  the  pastor  is  faithful  to  his 
calling  and  the  congregation  is  faith- 
ful in  its  support,  there  will  be  con- 
tinual manifestation  of  the  presence 
and  power  of  God  in  the  work.  Each 
week  can  be  an  unfolding  of  more  and 
more  of  the  glory  of  God.  But  the 
congregation,  I  repeat,  must  do  its 
part  if  the  minister  is  to  do  his. 

You  can  help  your  pastor  in  WOR- 
SHIP. When  the  congregation 
gathers  to  worship  God  in  spirit  and 
in  truth,  there  is  no  other  assembly  on 
earth  so  great.  The  parliaments  of 
mighty  nations  nor  the  congress  of 
our  own  nation  is  not  nearly  so  noble 
as  the  people  of  God  gathered  for 
prayer,  preaching,  and  praise.  It  is 
indeed  a  most  sacred  hour. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  minis- 
ter to  lead  the  worship,  but  he  must 
have  response  from  the  congregation. 
The  people  must  not  wait  for  the 
songs  of  the  church,  the  prayers  of  the 
people,  and  the  praise  of  the  saints  to 
kindle  the  fires,  awe  and  adoration. 

Rather,  the  people  should  come  to 
the  house  of  the  Lord  prepared  to 
worship,  ready  to  lift  the  heart  in  glad 
praise  to  the  Lord.  The  congregation 
needs  to  participate  in  the  worship. 
It  is  a  very  difficult  thing  for  the 
pastor  to  lead  the  congregation  in 
worship  where  there  is  a  reluctance  to 
really  glorify  the  Lord. 

Pentecostal  Holiness  people  ought 
to  be  responsive  in  their  worship. 
It  is  a  sad  commentary  on  our  spirit- 
ual condition  when  someone  leaves 
one  of  our  services  and  says,  "I  see  no 
difference  in  your  worship  service 
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than  the  formal  services  of  other 
churches." 

Lift  your  heart  in  adoration  and 
worship. 

Listen  attentively  to  the  preaching 
of  the  Word. 

Let  your  soul  glow  with  the  pres- 
ence and  power  of  the  Spirit! 

You  will  find  that  your  pastor  will 
lead  the  worship  with  freedom  and 
preach  with  great  power  and  per- 
suasion. 

You  can  help  your  pastor  in  his 
WORK.  The  pastor  has  a  great  re- 
sponsibility: his  work  is  tremendous. 
The  church  who  leaves  the  work  to 
the  pastor  will  never  grow.  The  con- 
gregation must  be  willing  to  help  the 
minister.  There  is  a  work  for  each 
person  to  do  in  the  building  of  the 
church,  and  each  member  can  find 
his  or  her  place  of  service  in  the 
church. 

Much  of  the  practical  section  of 
each  of  Paul's  Epistles  is  filled  with 
exhortations  to  the  church  to  do  its 
part  in  strengthening  the  fellowship 
and  of  making  the  church  the  kind  of 
body  the  Lord  would  have  it  to  be.  The 
individual  members  of  a  church  have 
a  great  responsibility  in  helping  to 
form  the  body  of  believers  into  a 
faithfully  functioning  fellowship. 

Each  believer  needs  to  be  vitally 
interested  in  every  phase  of  the  local 
church  life  and  completely  involved 
in  at  least  one  area  of  ministry  which 
will  lead  to  spiritual  growth. 

Unless  the  people  are  committed  to 
assisting  the  pastor  in  the  work  of 
building  the  church,  his  labors  will 
most  likely  prove  futile. 

There's  a  church  for  everyone. 

And  there's  a  work  for  each  to  do. 

Find  your  place  in  God's  kingdom, 
and  do  your  best.

DAVE  ROEVER  SPEAKS 

The  excitement  mounted  as  cars, 
vans,  and  buses  unloaded  young  and 
older  people  in  Falcon  on  Saturday 
night,  July  19.  Culbreth  Memorial 
Auditorium  was  filling  up  fast  and 
additional  chairs  were  being  brought 
in  to  accommodate  the  enthusiastic 
crowd.  The  service  began  with  a  time 
of  singing  and  praising  the  Lord. 

The  time  finally  came  when 
Brother  Dave  Roever  was  introduced 
as  the  special  speaker  for  the  Camp 
Meeting  Youth  Rally,  sponsored  by 
the  North  Carolina  Conference  Chris- 
tian Education  Department.  Brother 
Roever  began  to  share  of  his  Vietnam 
War  experiences.  He  served  from 
January  1969  to  July  27,  1969. 
Brother  Roever  was  assigned  to  the 
Navy  Special  Forces  Seal  Team  in  the 
Phoenix  Operation  of  the  Mekong 
Delta.  Approaching  what  he  felt  to  be 
enemy  territory,  Roever  tossed  a 
phosphorous  grenade  into  the  area.

Sixty  pounds  of  flesh 
burned  from  Roever's  body.  He  lost 
forty  percent  of  his  skin  but  none  of 
his  spirit.  Picked  up  by  his  buddies 
and  transported  to  hospitals  in 
Saigon,  Japan,  and  later  stateside  in 
San  Antonia,  Texas,  Roever  never 
lost  his  faith.  With  the  encourage- 
ment of  a  dedicated  and  loving  wife, 
Roever  began  to  put  the  pieces  of  his 
life  back  together.

LAYING 
THE  FOUNDATION 

Since  coming  to  Falcon  I  have  been 
actively  laying  the  foundation  for  the 
Evangelism  work  this  Quadrennium. 
I  want  to  share  with  you  a  few  of  the 
ministries  we  have  been  involved  in. 

The  major  involvement  of  our  time 
has  been  getting  the  District 
Directors  and  Unit  Men  in  place. 
After  much  prayer,  visits,  and  tele- 
phone calls  I  believe  the  Lord  has 
given  us  an  excellent  group  of  men. 
We  have  a  good  organizational  struc- 
ture and  good  men  to  minister  on  each 
level.  May  the  Lord  lead,  guide,  and 
anoint.  I  have  enclosed  a  list  of  the 
Unit  Men  later  in  the  article. 

We  have  been  actively  involved  in 
investigating  six  areas  to  date  that 
possibly  will  produce  a  church. 
Several  of  the  six  have  proved  very 
promising.  At  one  location  we  have  a 


group  already  meeting  for  prayer 
meeting  (about  8  adults).  In  fact  they 
have  already  been  able  to  lease  a 
building.  More  information  will  be 
forthcoming  later  on  this  work  and 
the  others.  Please  be  much  in  prayer 
for  the  Department  as  we  seek  to 
establish  new  churches. 

Other  than  office  work  and 
ministering  on  the  weekend,  one 
other  area  has  consumed  my  time, 
that  of  research.  I  have  been  trying  to 
get  an  overall  view  of  where  we  are.  I 
have  discovered  that  the  population 
of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  has 
grown  from  1,932,076  people  in  1970 
to  2,387,759  in  1985.  This  is  an  in- 
crease of  23.6%.  In  the  next  decade, 
North  Carolina  is  projected  to  grow  at 
the  rate  of  13.5%.  In  1970  we  had  one 
church  member  for  each  177  persons 
and  one  Sunday  school  member  for 
each  99  persons.  In  1985  we  had  one 
church  member  to  every  139  persons 


and  108  persons  for  each  of  our  Sun- 
day school  members.  One  can  see  that 
in  church  membership  we  gained 
ground  but  in  Sunday  school  member- 
ship we  actually  lost  ground.  Thank 
the  Lord  for  the  gains  and  the  losses 
cause  us  to  go  to  our  knees  more  often. 
However,  even  with  the  gains  there  is 
so  much  still  to  be  dpne.  The  Lord  has 
given  us  the  "Truth"  of  the  Gospel 
Message.  We  must  share  it  with 
others!  The  North  Carolina  Confer- 
ence is  a  giant  comprising  42  counties 
and  38%  of  the  population  of  North 
Carolina.  We  as  a  church  are  yet 
small  in  comparison,  but  look  what 
David  the  shepherd  boy  did  with  five 
small  stones.  He  killed  the  mammoth 
giant  Goliath.  IT  CAN  BE  DONE! 
PRAISE  THE  LORD!  I  believe  the 
Lord  has  given  us  the  stones,  but  we 
must  go  into  the  valley  and  use  them.

Be  a  part  of  the 
great  harvest  which  God  wants  to 
give  to  His  church. 

You  can  help  your  pastor  in  wor- 
ship, work,  and  witnessing.  The  neces- 
sary element  for  success  in  all  these 
endeavors  is  prayer.  You  can  help 
your  pastor  by  praying  for  him. 

Pray  for  your  minister.  Pray  for 
him  constantly.  Pray  for  his  ministry. 
Pray  for  his  effectiveness. 

Pray  for  your  pastor  in  the  study 
that  God  will  open  his  heart  to  the 
eternal  truths  of  His  Word  and  give 
him  bread  to  feed  the  hungry  hearts 
of  men. 

Pray  for  him  that  the  Holy  Spirit 
will  rest  mightily  upon  him  that  he 
might  courageously  proclaim  the  glori- 
ous Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Pray  that  his  preaching  will  con- 
vict sinners  and  bring  them  to  Cal- 
vary to  real  repentance.

D.  L.  Moody  once  visited  England 
intending  to  enjoy  a  time  of  relaxa- 
tion. He  did  not  intend  to  preach,  but 
he  was  prevailed  upon  to  preach  in 
one  of  the  churches.  When  he  finished 


preaching  on  a  Sunday  morning,  he 
was  sorry  that  he  had  accepted  the 
invitation.  The  service  was  dead,  and 
he  had  enjoyed  no  liberty  in  preach- 
ing. He  had  also  agreed  to  preach  in 
the  evening  and  very  much  regretted 
having  to  return  and  preach  that 
night. 

There  was  a  woman  in  the  congre- 
gation who  returned  home  to  tell  an 
invalid  sister  about  the  great  Ameri- 
can evangelist  who  had  preached  for 
them  that  morning.  As  soon  as  her 
sister  heard  that  D.  L.  Moody  had 
preached  in  the  local  church,  she 
asked  to  be  taken  back  to  her  room 
saying  that  she  had  been  praying  for 
a  long  time  for  Mr.  Moody  to  visit 
England  and  that  she  must  spend  the 
rest  of  the  day  in  prayer  for  the 
evening  service. 

That  night  when  Mr.  Moody  preach- 
ed, it  was  altogether  a  different  ser- 
vice. There  was  a  powerful  sense  of 
the  presence  of  God.  He  had  great 
liberty  in  preaching  the  Gospel,  and 
many  people  responded  to  the  altar 
call. 

He  could  not  understand  the  tre- 
mendous change  in  the  services  until 
he  heard  about  the  prayer  of  the 
invalid  woman.  Prayer  will  make  a 
difference.

REACHING  OUR  COMMUNITIES 

By  Gary  Strickland 


God  has  entrusted  the  Gospel  to  the  Church.  We  are  to 
be  aggressive  in  its  proclamation,  enthusiastic  about  its 
integrity,  and  confident  of  its  ability.  Since  we  have  the 
best  message  in  the  whole  world  we  should  be  using  the 
best  methods  in  reaching  others. 

Reaching  our  communities  for  Jesus  Christ  requires  a 
variety  of  approaches.  Among  these  are: 

Worship  —  when  people  come  to  a  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church  they  have  a  right  to  expect  a  service  that  is 
obviously  "alive"  with  the  Spirit  of  the  living  God. 
They  should  hear  singing  that  comes  from  the 
hearts  of  the  members  and  a  sermon  that  is  fresh 
from  the  throne  of  God.  The  gifts  and  the  fruit  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  should  be  manifestly  obvious. 

Instruction  —  our  society  is  educationally  oriented. 
Adults  want  to  be  told  about  the  Gospel  by  a 
teacher  who  is  living  the  Christian  life  with 
sincerity  and  who  has  studied  hard  and  prayed 
earnestly  regarding  that  Sunday's  lesson.  Parents 
want  their  children's  classroom  and  lesson  to  be 
"tailored"  to  the  needs  of  their  children. 

Fellowship  —  people  are  social  beings.  They  enjoy 
opportunities  to  relax  and  recreate  with  friends.  A 
covered  dish  meal,  a  church  softball  team,  a  class 
Christmas  party  are  opportunities  for  touching 
the  hearts  and  lives  of  family  and  friends  who 
may  be  reticent  about  attending  Church  or  Sun- 
day School  initially. 

Evangelism  —  in  our  secular  society  we  must  not  limit 
our  attempts  at  sharing  Christ  to  the  handful  of 
"sinners"  attending  our  weekly  services.  Every 
church  can  and  should  get  involved  with  door-to- 
door  visitation/witnessing.  We  should  also  en- 
gage in  tract,  newspaper,  radio,  and  television 
outreach  as  we  have  opportunity. 

Service  —  as  the  Body  of  Christ,  the  Church  must 
display  the  love  of  Christ  to  persons  in  need.  These 
acts  of  charity  and  compassion  are  done  with  no 
expectation  of  a  direct  return.  However  our  God, 
who  is  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest,  will  provide  a 
variety  of  positive  results  for  the  congregation 


who  is  faithful  in  this  regard.  Our  churches  should 
engage  in  ministry  to  shut-ins  in  hospitals,  nurs- 
ing homes,  and  prisons.  They  should  also  consider 
things  like  clothes  closets  and  food  pantries. 

In  1  Corinthians  9:19-23  Paul  declares  his  willingness 
to  use  the  most  effective  methods  to  share  the  Gospel 
message  with  others.  He  says,  "I  am  made  all  things  to 
all  men  that  I  might  by  all  means  save  some."  When  a 
pastor  and  congregation  develop  this  same  determina- 
tion and  dedication  they  will  see  their  Church  grow  and 
God's  Kingdom  enlarged.  May  God  help  each  of  us  catch 
this  same  vision.

LORD,  TEACH  US  TO  PRA  Y 


Jesus  did  not  teach  His  disciples  to 
carry  out  the  Great  Commission.  He 
simply  commanded  them  to  go  and 
teach  all  nations. 

He  did  not  instruct  them  in  the 
ways  of  church  government.  He  only 
told  the  disciples  that  He  would  build 
His  church  and  the  gates  of  hell  would 
not  prevail  against  it. 

He  did  not  teach  His  disciples  the 
way  to  worship  except  to  tell  them 
that  the  Father  sought  men  and 
women  to  worship  Him  in  Spirit  and 
truth. 

But  Jesus  did  teach  His  disciples  to 
pray.  In  response  to  their  request, 
"Lord,  teach  us  to  pray,"  Jesus  gave 
to  His  disciples  the  model  prayer  —  a 
manual  on  how  to  pray. 

The  fact  that  Jesus  taught  His  dis- 
ciples to  pray  reveals  the  great  import- 
ance which  He  placed  upon  prayer  for 
the  believer.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
that  Jesus  felt  it  absolutely  necessary 
for  His  followers  to  learn  to  pray. 

His  teachings  at  other  times  in  His 
ministry  clearly  enforce  the  impor- 
tance of  prayer.  In  Luke  18: 1 ,  He  gives 
a  parable  to  teach  us  that  "men  ought 
always  to  pray  and  not  faint."  In  His 
Farewell  Discourse  in  John's  Gospel, 
He  assures  the  disciples  that  "what- 
ever you  ask  the  Father  in  my  name, 
he  will  give  it  to  you"  (John  14:13; 
16:33). 

The  greatest  resource  which  we 
have  as  individuals  or  as  a  church  is 
our  prayer  life.  We  will  succeed  or  fail 
in  our  service  for  God  according  to  the 
effectiveness  of  our  praying. 

The  church  can  only  be  as  powerful 
as  it  prays.  Some  of  our  pastors  have 
recognized  this  fact  and  have  organ- 
ized times  of  prayer  in  the  church.  It  is 
having  a  real  impact  upon  their  wor- 
ship and  their  witness. 

One  of  the  reasons  prayer  is  so 
powerful  is  that  it  relates  us  properly 
with  God.  Prayer  is  relationship.  In 


the  model  prayer  which  Jesus  gave, 
He  instructs  us  to  begin  our  praying 
with  the  recognition  of  God  as  our 
Heavenly  Father. 

Prayer  is  the  cry  of  the  Spirit  within 
our  hearts  of  "Abba  Father"  (Romans 
8:15).  It  is  the  language  of  the  child 
expressing  its  sense  of  belonging  and 
need  to  the  Heavenly  Father.  As  chil- 
dren of  God,  we  present  our  praise 
and  petitions  to  Him,  but  we  also 
listen  to  hear  what  the  Father  speaks 
to  us. 

The  more  we  pray,  the  closer  the 
relationship  becomes  with  God. 
Prayer  does  not  change  God,  but  it 
does  change  us.  It  draws  us  nearer  to 
Him  so  that  we  become  more  like  Him 
and  see  things  from  His  perspective. 
It  aligns  our  will  with  the  will  of  God. 

It  is  only  through  prayer  that  the 
believer  can  maintain  a  close  relation- 
ship with  his  or  her  Heavenly  Father. 

Prayer  removes  obstacles  which 
would  hinder  us  from  living  victo- 
rious lives.  The  mountains  of  difficul- 
ties which  stand  in  our  way  can  be 
moved  through  faithful  praying. 
Prayer  moves  mountains. 

The  church  is  continually  confront- 
ed by  problems  which  like  mountains 
block  the  way  of  revival  and  growth. 
Only  prayer  can  clear  the  path.  If  we 
spent  as  much  time  in  prayer  about 
our  problems  as  we  spend  in  trying  to 
solve  them  in  our  own  strength,  we 
would  see  a  tremendous  difference  in 
our  work  for  God. 

Some  years  ago,  I  was  preaching  a 
District  Revival  in  South  Carolina 
where  I  met  an  older  minister  who 
had  been  a  close  friend  of  the  late  H. 
P.  Robinson.  He  told  me  that  when 
Brother  Robinson  faced  a  situation 
that  seemed  to  be  unsolvable,  he 
would  simply  leave  and  get  alone  in 
prayer.  The  minister  told  me  that 
usually  when  Brother  Robinson  came 
back  from  his  time  of  prayer,  he  had 
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the  answer. 

We  can  pray  our  way  through  the 
mountains  of  difficulty.  Prayer  has  a 
wonderful  way  of  clearing  the  block- 
ed path  so  that  God's  servant  can 
progress  toward  the  accomplishment 
of  God's  perfect  will. 

Prayer  releases  the  power  of  God. 
James  tells  us  "the  effectual  fervent 
prayer  of  a  righteous  man  availeth 
much"  (James  5:16).  When  people 
really  pray,  there  is  an  unleashing  of 
the  power  of  God.  Great  and  mighty 
deeds  are  wrought  by  prayer.  The 
Bible  is  replete  with  stories  of  men 
and  women  who  prayed  and  found 
strength  far  beyond  the  natural.  They 
prayed  until  the  supernatural  power 
of  God  was  released  to  work  in  their 
lives  and  their  circumstances. 

Through  earnest  prayer,  the  believ- 
er can  experience  "the  exceeding 
greatness  of  his  power  to  usward  who 
believe,  according  to  the  working  of 
his  mighty  power"  (Ephesians  1:19). 
It  is  the  same  power  which  God  mani- 
fested in  raising  Christ  from  the  dead 
and  exalting  Him  to  the  Heavenly 
Throne.  Such  power  is  available  to 
the  Christian  and  the  church  through 
prayer. 

Is  it  any  wonder  then  that  Jesus 
taught  His  disciples  to  pray?  He 
knows  the  tremendous  blessings  that 
belong  to  the  believer  only  through 
prayer. 

Let  us  ask  the  Lord  to  teach  us  to 
pray. 

Let  us  learn  to  really  pray  in  faith. 

As  we  pray,  we  will  find  a  closer 
relationship  with  our  Heavenly 
Father,  we  will  see  many  of  the  moun- 
tains of  difficulty  removed,  and  we 
will  discover  the  power  of  God  releas- 
ed to  work  in  our  lives  to  the  glory  of 
God. 

"Lord,  teach  us  to  pray."

SUGGESTIONS  TO 
PASTORS  AND  CHURCH 
MISSIONS  DIRECTORS 

Pastor  or  Church  Missions  Direct- 
or, have  you  ever  experienced  some 
uncertainty  about  the  visit  of  a  mis- 
sionary to  your  church?  May  I  offer 
this  article  of  suggestions  to  you  that 
may  help  to  ease  that  uncertainty? 

If  the  missionary  contacts  you, 
please  courteously  inquire  if  he  or  she 
has  already  been  approved  by  the 
General  World  Missions  Department 
to  start  raising  support.  Gather  as 
much  information  as  you  can  about 
the  missionary;  his  calling,  appoint- 
ed field  of  service,  etc.  The  more  you 
know  about  the  person  or  missionary 
family  the  better  position  you  will  be 
in  to  prepare  your  church  for  the 
missionary's  visit. 

Do  not  hesitate  to  inform  the  mis- 
sionary concerning  the  type  of  pro- 
gram you  believe  would  be  best  for 
your  congregation  at  this  time.  For 
instance,  if  you  have  had  an  abun- 
dance of  missions  sermons  in  recent 
missionary  visits  you  may  need  a 
change  of  format  to  films,  slides,  etc. 
If  you've  had  plenty  of  the  latter,  it 
may  be  time  for  a  good  sermon  from  a 
missionary.  Missions  services  should 
be  uplifting,  encouraging,  and  chal- 
lenging! Part  of  the  responsibility  is 
yours  to  see  that  such  is  the  case.  Be 
sure  to  ask  the  missionary  if  you  need 
to  provide  any  special  effects  for  his 
visit;  lighting,  projector,  screen, 
tables,  easels,  etc.  All  these  items 
need  to  be  in  proper  place  before  the 
people  begin  to  arrive  for  the  service. 

Please  have  an  understanding  with 
the  missionary  whether  Faith  Com- 
mitment Cards  may  be  given  to  the 
people  during  the  missionary  activi- 
ty. Make  it  clear  to  the  missionary 
who  will  present  the  Faith  Commit- 
ment challenge,  you  or  the  mission- 
ary. You  must  keep  a  record  of  the 
total  amount  of  the  Faith  Commit- 
ments from  your  church.  Encourage 


your  people  to  make  commitments 
with  their  heads  as  well  as  their 
hearts.  Do  not  let  the  elated  mission- 
ary leave  your  church  thinking  he  is 
going  to  be  supported  with  $200.00  a 
month  when  the  more  reasonable  ex- 
pectation is  much  less  than  that. 
Once  the  commitment  has  been  as- 
sumed, be  sure  that  your  church  treas- 
urer sends  all  missions  money  dis- 
tinctly earmarked  for  its  intended 
purpose  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 
By  all  means,  please  give  that  visit- 
ing missions  person  a  love  offering. 
They  deserve  that  kind  of  response 
and  respect. 

Give  the  visiting  guest  specific  in- 
structions as  to  when  you  would  like 
for  him  to  arrive.  If  a  meal  is  planned, 
be  sure  he  knows  what  time  to  be 
there  for  that  meal.  Don't  leave  any 
detail  to  guesswork. 

Never,  never  discuss  negative 
issues  about  the  church,  locally  or 
generally,  with  the  missionary.  You, 
nor  he,  need  to  become  stagnant  chan- 
nels of  corrupted  gossip.  If  you  chew 
with  him  your  favorite  "beef  about 
someone  or  something  in  our  church, 
he  will  most  likely  share  those  mor- 
sels with  others  including  the  attach- 
ment of  your  name.  If  the  missionary 
approaches  a  negative  issue,  respond 
as  courteously  and  firmly  as  possible 
and  direct  him  to  the  proper  person  to 
whom  he  should  express  his  com- 
plaint, Conference  or  General  Mis- 
sions Directors,  etc.  In  every  possible 
way  keep  the  missionary's  visit 
spiritual. 

When  the  missionary's  visit  is  com- 
pleted, it  is  good  to  remind  your  people 
regularly  that  they  are  depending  on 
us  for  our  prayerful  support. 

Communicate  with  the  missions 
family  after  they  are  settled  in  their 
place  of  service.  Regular  written  corre- 
spondence maintains  a  necessary  re- 
lationship with  them.  You  may  find  it 
beneficial  to  appoint  a  missions  corre- 
spondence person  in  your  church.  If 
you  do  not  write  them  regularly,  at 
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least  be  sure  to  remember  them  on 
special  occasions  like  Christmas  and 
Birthdays.  If  you  earmark  a  gift  to  a 
missionary  family  member,  they  will 
receive  it  in  totality.  This  is  true  when 
you  send  it  through  the  Conference 
Treasurer's  office. 

SPECIAL  PROJECTS 

Pastor,  all  special  projects  that  mis- 
sionaries raise  funds  for  must  be  ap- 
proved by  the  General  Missions 
Department.  If  you  have  any  ques- 
tion about  the  validity  of  some  proj- 
ect, do  not  hesitate  to  inquire  of  your 
Conference  Director  or  General  Di- 
rector concerning  the  matter.  We  are 
to  be  responsible  fund  raisers.  Monies 
given  for  specific  purposes  are  to  be 
used  for  that  purpose.  If  for  some 
reason  a  project  must  be  abandoned, 
you  are  to  be  notified  as  to  where  the 
funds  are  used. 

I  trust  these  suggestions  have  been 
informative  and  that  they  will  aid 
you  in  becoming  an  even  more  in- 
volved supporter  of  missions.

CATCH  THE  VISION 


by  Gary 

Over  forty  percent  (40%)  of  Americans  profess  to  be 
Christians.  With  almost  half  of  our  population  claiming 
such  a  relationship  with  Christ,  one  would  think  Chris- 
tian values  would  be  prominent  in  our  cities  and  com- 
munities. However,  we  continue  to  see  corruption  in 
government,  violence  in  our  streets,  selfishness  in  our 
institutions  and  lewdness  in  society.  What  is  the  prob- 
lem? 

Perhaps  part  of  the  blame  for  this  disparity  lies  with 
the  organized  Church.  We  have  rightly  emphasized  the 
"making  of  decisions"  for  Christ  but  too  often  we  have 
failed  to  give  proper  importance  to  the  "making  of 
disciples"  for  Christ. 

Jesus  gave  the  Church  its  marching  orders  in  the 
Great  Commission: 

"Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations, 
baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost; 
Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  what- 
soever I  have  commanded  you  ..."  (Mat- 
thew 28:19,  20). 

He  is  telling  us  to  go  and  make  disciples.  Twice  in  this 
passage  He  uses  the  word  "teach"  to  describe  our 
method. 

The  Apostle  Paul  tells  us: 

"...  Christ  also  loved  the  church,  and  gave 
himself  for  it;  That  he  might  sanctify  and 
cleanse  it  with  the  washing  of  water  by  the 
word,  That  he  might  present  it  to  himself  a 
glorious  church,  not  having  spot,  or  wrinkle, 
or  any  such  thing;  but  that  it  should  be  holy 
and  without  blemish"  (Ephesians  5:25-27). 

He  reminds  us  that  the  goal  of  all  our  ministry  is: 

"...  the  perfecting  of  the  saints,  for  the 
work  of  the  ministry,  for  the  edifying  of  the 
body  of  Christ: 

"Till  we  all  come  in  the  unity  of  the  faith, 
and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God,  unto 
a  perfect  man,  unto  the  measure  of  the 
stature  of  the  fulness  of  Christ: 
"That  we  henceforth  be  no  more  children, 
tossed  to  and  fro,  and  carried  about  with 
every  wind  of  doctrine,  by  the  sleight  of 
men,  and  cunning  craftiness,  whereby  they 
lie  in  wait  to  deceive; 

"But  speaking  the  truth  in  love,  may  grow 
up  into  him  in  all  things,  which  is  the  head, 
even  Christ"  (Ephesians  4:12-15).

He  also  reminds  us  that  the  Holy  Scriptures: 

"...  are  able  to  make  thee  wise  unto  salva- 
tion through  faith  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus. 
All  scripture  is  given  by  inspiration  of  God, 
and  is  profitable  for  doctrine,  for  reproof,  for 
correction,  for  instruction  in  righteousness: 
That  the  man  of  God  may  be  perfect, 
throughly  furnished  unto  all  good  works"  (2 
Timothy  3:15-17). 

As  we  can  see  through  these  and  other  passages  the 
Church  is  to  be  busy  making  disciples  for  Jesus  Christ.  I 
believe  we  can  only  accomplish  this  task  through  Chris- 
tian Education. 

Our  Master  discipled  His  followers  in  small  groups  of 
three,  twelve,  and  seventy.  The  local  church  disciples  in 
small  groups  through  Sunday  School,  Home  Bible  Study, 
and  Youth  Ministry  activities.  This  personal  attention, 
instruction  and  prayer  educates,  edifies,  and  equips 
Christian  converts  into  becoming  mature  believers.  It  is 
time  we  reemphasize  the  importance  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion to  God's  Kingdom  and  our  Church. 

As  we  better  understand  the  vital  role  of  our  Sunday 
School,  Bible  Study,  and  Youth  Ministry  efforts,  we  will 
involve  more  of  our  time,  staff,  and  budget  in  planning 
and  promoting  these  programs.  We  will  persist  in  our 
attempts  to  enroll  greater  numbers  of  people  in  these 
ministries.  We  will  also  develop  and  express  a  greater 
appreciation  for  the  classroom  teachers  and  group 
leaders  who  devote  their  talent  and  abilities  to  the  great 
task  of  making  disciples  for  Jesus  Christ.

GROWTH  A  TTITUDE, 
A  TMOSPHERE,  AND  ACTION 

James  D.  Leggett 

In  the  recent  round  of  District  Con- 
ferences which  covered  a  statistical 
report  for  the  first  six  months  of  1986, 
the  Conference  showed  some  modest 
gains.  There  were  signs  of  growth  but 
not  nearly  enough. 

The  increase  in  church  member- 
ship was  183.  In  the  Sunday  School 
there  was  an  increase  of  199.  The 
Women's  Ministries  had  the  largest 
growth  though  they  have  a  smaller 
membership.  They  gained  201 
members.  The  Youth  Ministries  in- 
creased by  79  members. 

Some  districts  showed  no  growth  at 
all,  while  other  districts  had  a 
healthy  increase.  The  Greenville  and 
Fayetteville  Districts  showed  an  in- 
crease of  195  which  was  more  than 
the  total  growth  of  the  entire  confer- 
ence. Just  think  what  our  percentage 
of  growth  would  have  been  if  each 
district  had  shown  an  increase. 

We  are  thankful  to  God  for  the 
increase  but  let  us  begin  to  purpose  to 
pray  and  plan  for  greater  growth  in 
our  churches.  There  are  some  things 
we  can  do  to  make  our  churches  grow. 

We  need  to  develop  an  attitude 
for  growth.  Our  people  must  be  con- 
vinced that  God  wants  His  church  to 
grow.  There  is  no  doubt  in  the  reading 
of  the  Scripture  that  God  desires 
growth. 

The  metaphors  used  for  the  church 
in  the  New  Testament  clearly  teach 
us  that  the  pattern  for  the  church  is 
growth,  for  the  Church  is  described 
by  the  Holy  Spirit  as  a  body,  building, 
and  a  plant.  All  of  these  symbols 
speak  of  growth. 

The  Church  in  the  Book  of  Acts  was 
continually  growing.  Even  in  the 
midst  of  the  most  determined  per- 
secution, it  grew  by  the  thousands  in 
mass  meetings  and  there  were  daily 
additions  as  the  Lord  added  to  His 
Church. 

We  need  to  capture  the  attitude 
which  the  early  church  possessed.  We 


can  grow.  We  must  grow.  God  wills 
for  us  to  grow. 

There  is  no  reason  why  we  ought 
not  to  set  a  goal  of  1 ,000  new  members 
for  a  year  and  reach  that  goal. 

We  need  to  create  an  atmo- 
sphere for  growth.  Simply  stated: 
Our  churches  must  have  the  Spirit 
and  power  of  God  so  evident  in  the 
church  until  it  attracts  men  and 
women  in  need  of  the  grace  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Churches  which  are  healthy,  holy, 
harmonious,  and  happy  serve  as  a 
spiritual  magnet  to  draw  the  spirit- 
ually needed.  Churches  have  per- 
sonality just  like  people,  and  the  local 
congregation  ought  to  so  live  in  the 
Spirit  and  in  fellowship  one  with  an- 
other until  the  world  is  convinced  of 
the  reality  of  Jesus  Christ.  Churches 
that  are  full  of  problems  have  great 
difficulty  in  drawing  people  to  Jesus 
Christ. 

Churches  where  one  or  two  people 
or  one  or  two  families  are  always 
striving  for  domination  (mind  you 
always  in  the  name  of  the  good  of  the 
church)  will  not  have  the  atmosphere 
which  attracts  men  and  women  to  its 
fellowship. 

Churches  that  are  dry  and  dead  in 
their  worship  cannot  draw  souls  to 
Jesus.  May  the  Lord  of  the  Church 
help  each  church  through  its  pastor 
and  members  to  make  sure  that  the 
church  is  attractive  to  sincere  seekers 
of  salvation. 

We  need  the  action  for  growth. 
The  church  is  well  on  its  way  to 
spiritual  increase  when  there  is  a 
Biblical  attitude  for  growth  and  a 
spiritual  atmosphere  which  is  at- 
tractive but  it  takes  more  than  think- 
ing to  grow.  There  must  be  some 
active,  aggressive  reaching  out  to  the 
lost. 

If  we  are  going  to  obey  the  com- 
mand of  the  Lord  that  His  house  be 
filled,  then  we  are  going  to  have  to  go 


out  into  the  highways  and  byways 
and  compel  men  and  women  to  heed 
the  invitation  of  the  Lord. 

If  we  are  going  to  share  the  Gospel 
message  with  our  village,  town,  or 
city,  then  we  must  go  and  tell  men 
and  women  the  good  news. 

If  we  are  going  to  come  again  with 
rejoicing  then  we  must  go  forth  weep- 
ing bearing  the  precious  seed  of  grace. 

If  we  really  want  to  grow,  we  must 
become  aggressive  in  soul-winning. 

A  lot  of  churches  have  plenty  of 
activities  and  some  of  the  right  activi- 
ties help  create  a  spiritual  atmo- 
sphere for  growth.  But  we  need  to 
commit  ourselves  to  a  plan  of  action 
to  reach  our  community  for  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

May  God  help  us  to  create  an  atti- 
tude of  growth,  to  develop  an  atmo- 
sphere in  our  worship  and  witness 
that  is  winsome,  and  become  active  in 
really  building  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

Then  we  can  see  greater  growth  in 
our  churches — growth  which  glorifies 
the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

Arthur  Mooring,  Jr. 


Arthur  Mooring,  Jr.,  a  charter 
member  of  the  Westmoreland  Church 
in  Wilson,  was  recently  honored  for 
40  years  of  employment  at  the  Wilson 
office  of  the  N.  C.  Employment 
Security  Commission.  He  was  sub- 
sequently selected  as  Wilsonian  of  the 
week  by  the  local  newspaper,  the 
Wilson  Daily  Times,  where  his  picture 
appeared  on  the  front  page  along 
with  a  lengthy  article  highlighting 
Arthur's  life. 

The  ESC  staff  celebrated  Arthur's 
longevity  with  the  commission  with  a 
luncheon  in  his  honor  during  which 
the  state  director  of  the  ESC  in 
Raleigh  presented  Arthur  with  a 
plaque  and  a  ruby  and  diamond  tie 
clip  for  his  40  years  service  with  the 
commission.  Wilson  Mayor  Ralph  El 
Ramey  also  presented  Arthur  with  a 
certificate  on  behalf  of  the  city  of 
Wilson,  an  honor  usually  bestowed 
only  on  city  employees. 

The  article  in  the  Daily  Times  cited 
how  Arthur,  after  serving  in  World 
War  II  where  he  was  wounded  in 
battle  and  had  to  have  a  leg  ampu- 
tated in  a  German  hospital,  walked 
into  the  Employment  Security  Com- 
mission office  40  years  ago  seeking 
work.

American  Veterans. 

Arthur  was  quoted  in  the  article  as 
saying  that  when  he  is  not  working  at 
the  ESC  it  is  his  pleasure  to  be  doing 
something  for  the  Westmoreland 
Church,  where  he  is  church  secretary- 
treasurer  and  a  Sunday  School 
teacher.  He  was  further  quoted  as 
saying  that  he  believes  every  person 
has  four  commitments  in  life:  to  God, 
family,  work  and  time. 

A  charter  member  of  the  Full

zation's secretary-tresurer.

The  summer  of  1986  was  a  long- 
awaited  dream  of  the  women  of  the 
Hodges  Chapel  Church  come  true. 
For  those  of  you  who  have  attended 
Piney  Grove  Camp  Meeting  and  have 
had  a  meal  served  to  you  in  the  old 
"restaurant,"  you  will  know  how 
much  a  new  fellowship  hall  was 
needed. 

In  the  early  months  of  1985  our 
women  saw  the  men  of  the  church  dig 
the  foundation  of  a  new  fellowship 
hall.

Be- 
cause of  her  many  years  of  faithful 
service  and  her  continued  ministry  in 
our  conference  and  in  other  states  I 
hope  that  we  can  help  her  qualify  to 
receive  the  supplement.  Last  year  she 
preached  over  22  revivals  not  count- 
ing all  the  fill-in  engagements  and 
special  speaking  services.  Prayer- 
fully consider  using  her  for  a  revival 
in  your  church.  The  Lord  uses  her  in  a 
special  way. 

Several  areas  of  interest  have  come 
to  my  attention  for  planting  new 
churches.  I  wish  to  share  these  with 
the  reader  as  a  matter  of  fervent 
prayer.  In  each  of  these  we  are  in- 
vestigating the  possibility  with 
special  focus  being  given  as  to  the 
people  already  in  the  area  who  have 
an  interest  in  starting  a  new  church 
as  well  as  someone  who  has  a  burden 
(minister)  to  go  to  the  area  and  organ- 
ize a  new  church.  Please  pray  for  the 
Lord's  leadership  in  these  areas: 

1)  Riverside  Community  Church 
near  the  Wilson-Rocky  Mount  Air- 
port, Hwy.  97.  Sister  Lynette  Mosley 
is  doing  an  excellent  job  in  shepherd- 
ing this  new  work.  They  have  been 
meeting  for  worship  in  the  newly 
painted  Riverside  Community  Church. 
Progress  continues  to  be  made.  At  the 
time  of  this  writing,  they  are  in 
revival  with  Rev.  Steve  Edmondson. 

2)  Shallotte  Area— Rev.  Ray  Fair- 
cloth  of  Wilmington  will  begin 
services  in  a  rented  building  on  Sun- 
day, November  9th.  The  potential 
looks  good  and  prospects  exciting  as 


to  having  a  growing  church  in  this 
area. 

3)  Havelock,  NC — Here  is  a  city 
with  23,000  people  and  no  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church  within  10  miles. 
May  the  Lord  lead  us  and  lay  this 
area  upon  someone's  heart. 

4)  Kenansville,  NC — We  have 
located  a  non-affiliated  independent 
group  in  this  area.  There  is  a  large 
section  of  Duplin,  Jones,  and  Pender 
counties  that  we  do  not  have  a 
church. 

5)  Rocky  Mount  Area — We  have  one 
large  and  growing  church  in  Rocky 
Mount,  Living  Faith,  but  with  a  city 
of  48,000  plus  we  could  use  another 
church  on  the  other  side  of  town. 

6)  Fairmont — Tabor  City  Area — 
Several  families  have  been  located  in 
the  area  toward  Nichols,  SC,  who 
have  some  interest  in  a  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church.  We  have  also  found 
someone  with  a  burden  to  go.  The 
next  step  is  one  of  evaluation  of  the 
interests. 

7)  Nags  Head,  Kitty  Hawk- 
Several  Pentecostal  Holiness 
families  in  the  area  but  some  are 
already  involved  in  other  churches. 
District  Director  Lalleon  Narron  is 
investigating  the  possibility  of  start- 
ing services  perhaps  on  a  Sunday 
afternoon. 

Please  earnestly  pray  about  these 
areas  and  call  me  to  other  areas.  The 
Evangelism  Board  desires  to  plant 
new  churches,  but  we  must  have  the 
Lord's  direction  and  His  leadership. 
Pray  with  us  for  divine  direction  as 
we  look  for  the  right  place,  the  right 
time,  the  right  laborers. 

Next  month  I  will  share  with  you 
an  update  of  the  churches  on  the 
evangelism  program.

Studies 
also  show  that  eight  (8)  out  of  ten  (10)  new  church 
members  will  come  from  your  "Bible  Study"  programs. 
Every  Christian  Education  Department  .  .  .  Sunday 
School  and  Youth  Ministry  ...  in  our  Conference  can 
and  should  be  growing.  There  are  three  key  ingredients 
necessary  for  a  "program  for  progress." 

PROMOTION— Your  Christian  Education  Depart- 
ment can  still  be  the  "Reaching  Arm"  of  your  Church. 
Promotion  lets  people  know  they  are  welcome  in  your 
congregation  and  are  important  in  your  activities.  It 
includes  such  things  as  attendance  campaigns,  visi- 
tation programs  and  media  advertisement. 

Several  of  our  churches  have  successfully  used  the 
"Friend's  Day"  campaign  written  by  Dr.  Elmer  Towns. 
Some  of  them  have  doubled  their  Sunday  School  attend- 
ance on  this  special  Sunday.  This  or  another  attendance 
building  program  can  be  adapted  and  used  effectively  in 
your  local  congregation. 

INSTRUCTION— Your  Christian  Education  Depart- 
ment is  still  the  "Teaching  Arm"  of  your  Church.  Your 
teachers  are  handling  the  Word  of  God;  they  should  do  it 
with  skill  and  care.  Their  enthusiasm  and  sincerity  must 
be  evident  to  their  class  members.  The  quality  of  in- 
struction is  dependent  upon  such  things  as  lesson 
materials,  physical  environment,  teaching  methods, 
and  the  social  atmosphere  of  the  class. 

January  is  "Staff  Training  Month"  in  our  denomi- 
nation. Your  teachers  will  benefit  from  a  course  taught 
in  your  church  enabling  them  to  improve  their  classroom 
skills.  The  Evangelical  Teacher  Training  Association 
has  a  wealth  of  material  suitable  for  your  specific  needs. 

EVALUATION— Your  Christian  Education  Program 
is  still  the  "Winning  Arm"  of  your  Church.  When 
Sunday  Schools  and  Youth  Ministries  do  a  good  job  at 
promoting  and  instructing  they  should  be  growing.  If 
new  members  are  not  resulting  from  your  Christian 
Education  Program  then  your  promotion  and/or  in- 
struction should  be  improved.  We  must  continually 
evaluate  our  various  activities  to  make  sure  they  are 
succeeding.  This  can  be  done  at  your  monthly  Board  and 
Teacher's  Meeting  and  through  your  annual  Standard  of 
Achievement/Chart  of  progress  review. 

Be  willing  to  ask  your  staff  and  congregation  for  ideas 
and  suggestions  to  improve  your  Christian  Education 
Department.  Discuss  your  various  ministries  with 


Pastors  and  Directors  of  growing  churches  and  ask  them 
for  their  advice.  Many  concepts  and  techniques  which 
have  worked  well  at  other  places  can  easily  be  adapted  to 
your  local  Church. 

Always  remember  Christian  Education  is  a  ministry. 
Its  goal  is  making  disciples  for  Jesus  Christ.  To  do  this 
we  must  have  people  and  programs  which  are  saturated 
in  prayer  and  are  anointed  by  the  Holy  Spirit.  God  has 
said  He  will  pour  out  His  Spirit  upon  all  people  in  these 
last  days.  This  is  our  "promise  of  progress."  Let's 
provide  quality  Christian  Education  programs  that  will 
facilitate  His  purpose  and  His  plan  for  our  generation.

As  construction  drew  near  com- 
pletion, our  women  joined  in  helping 
with  the  painting,  sanding,  and  stain- 
ing of  woodwork,  and  with  scraping 
and  washing  windows. 

On  August  14, 1986,  the  first  official 
gathering  was  held  in  our  new 
facility.  Brother  C.  S.  Mills  prepared 
his  famous  barbecue  to  welcome  our 
new  pastor,  Rev.  Frederick  Dixon  and 
his  family,  and  to  treat  those  who  had 
a  part  in  seeing  this  project 
through  to  completion.  It  had  truly 
been  a  community  project;  and 


should  we  try  to  name  everyone  who 
donated  money,  time  and  work,  we 
would  surely  miss  someone.

Christmas  is  that  most  blessed  sea- 
son of  the  year  when  we  celebrate  the 
glorious  fact  that  God  gave  His  Son  to 
be  our  Saviour.

"And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  ark 
set  forward,  that  Moses  said.  Rise  up, 

Lord  .  .  ."  (Numbers  10:35).  David 
in  Psalm  68  (v.  1)  gives  us  a  similar 
statement  as  he  correctly  brings  the 
Ark  into  Jerusalem.  The  meaning  of 
both  statements  is  clear  for  the  child 
of  God.  As  we  begin  to  enter  into  new 
fields  of  service,  the  Lord  must  lead 
the  way.  His  presence  must  go  before 
us.  He  must  arise!  In  any  new  en- 
deavor there  is  an  abundance  of  natu- 
ral fear,  but  in  God  there  is  more  than 
sufficient  security.  The  security  is  not 
found  in  our  abilities,  our  plans,  not 
even  in  our  wills  but  in  the  presence  of 
God  Himself.  As  in  the  Old  Testa- 
ment, so  in  our  time,  His  presence 
brings  to  us  protection,  provision,  guid- 
ance, and  communication  to  us  of  His 
nature,  His  will,  and  His  plans. 

As  I  view  1987  and  its  challenges 
and  prospects,  the  Lord  seems  to  be 
saying,  "view  it  as  a  year  where  I  will 
Arise  and  lead  the  way."  The  Board 
and  I  are  in  the  midst  of  planning  for 
several  new  programs  next  year.  As 
we  plan,  we  plan  with  this  in  mind 
that  it  is  God's  will  for  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  to  grow,  to  plant 
new  churches;  and  that  He  will  rise  up 
and  lead  the  way.  As  we  march  for- 
ward, He  has  promised  to  provide  His 
protection,  provision,  and  communi- 
cate His  thoughts,  and  intents  to  us. 
Join  with  me  in  saying,  "Let  God 
Arise!" 

Allow  me  to  share  briefly  some 
areas  where  the  Lord  is  really  bless- 
ing in  the  departments's  work: 

NEW  CHURCHES:  Sister  Lynette 
Mosley  and  the  Riverside  Communi- 
ty Church,  Hwy.  97,  between  Wilson 
and  Rocky  Mount  are  doing  well.  I 
was  with  them  in  service  in  October. 
There  was  a  wonderful  spirit  of  wor- 
ship present.  Brother  Leggett  and  I 
will  officially  organize  the  church  on 
November  23.  A  new  church  has  be- 
gun in  Shallotte,  North  Carolina.  The 


new  church,  Harvest  Fellow- 
ship, is  being  pastored  by  Mission 
Worker,  Ray  Faircloth.  For  the  last 
two  Sundays  the  attendance  has  aver- 
aged 21.  Praise  the  Lord!! 

EVANGELISM  CHURCHES:  Rev. 
L.  B.  Collins  and  Grace  Community, 
Fayetteville,  North  Carolina,  contin- 
ue to  show  great  progress.  The  at- 
tendance is  increasing  (66)  and  new 
members  are  being  added.  At  the  time 
of  this  writing  the  roof  is  being  placed 
on  their  new  building.  They  hope  to  be 
worshipping  in  it  by  the  first  of  the 
year.  The  Evangelistic  Temple 
Church,  Cary,  had  206  in  morning 
worship  in  their  Friend  Day  Cele- 
bration, November  2nd.  Pastor  Fer- 
rell  Hardison  and  the  people  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  dedicated  work. 
The  church  will  become  fully  self- 
supporting  in  January. 

EVANGELISTS:  I  have  received 
several  reports  from  the  evangelists 
in  the  conference  of  good  revivals. 
Rev.  Mark  Thead,  the  only  evangelist 
presently  on  conference  supplement, 
has  had  some  excellent  revivals.  He 
has  several  weeks  open  in  December 
and  January.  Pastors,  use  him  if  you 
can,  even  if  just  fill-in  services.  May  I 
encourage  everyone  in  the  conference 
to  remember  our  Evangelists  at  Christ- 
mas with  a  financial  gift.  December  is 
usually  a  very  bleak  month  for  them 
in  the  way  of  services  at  a  time  when 
they  need  extra  funds. 

SEMINARS:  Brother  Strickland 
and  I  did  our  first  H.  E.  L.  P.  (Helping 
Equip  Lay  People)  Clinic  together  last 
month  at  the  St.  Paul  Church,  Green- 
ville. The  Lord  rendered  a  special 
anointing.  I  am  really  enjoying  work- 
ing with  Brother  Strickland  in  this 
area.  I  have  also  prepared  workshop 
materials  in  three  other  areas.  These 
are  Life-style  Evangelism,  Partners 
in  Ministry,  and  a  Church  Planting 
workshop.  I  welcome  the  opportunity 
to  enter  the  churches  with  these  work- 
shops. Normally  in  each  workshop  I 
would  bring  a  Sunday  morning  mes- 
sage and  then  be  in  the  workshop  from 
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Sunday  night  thru  Wednesday  night. 

DISTRICT  MEETINGS:  The  Evan- 
gelism District  Directors  have  begun 
their  fellowship  meetings.  Superin- 
tendent Leggett  has  spoken  in  several 
of  these  and  then  given  a  time  for 
question  and  answer.  These  have 
proved  very  beneficial.  I  am  pleased 
with  the  good  progress  in  our  fellow- 
ship meetings. 

CHURCH  GROWTH  SEMINAR: 
The  Department  is  hosting  the  Gen- 
eral Church,  Church  Growth  Semi- 
nar February  6  and  7  to  be  held  in 
Goldsboro  at  The  First  Church.  I 
have  seen  the  material  to  be  present- 
ed. It  is  excellent!  May  the  Lord  send  a 
good  number  of  our  people  to  the 
Seminar.  More  information  will  be 
forthcoming  later.  A  mailing  will  go 
out  to  the  pastors. 

COLLEGE  STUDENTS:  Please 
read  the  article  this  month  by  the  Mt. 
Olive  Church,  Pembroke,  on  their 
ministry  at  Pembroke  State  Univer- 
sity. We  would  love  to  see  other 
churches  begin  such  a  ministry  in 
their  area.  The  Evangelism  Office 
would  be  more  than  glad  to  receive 
the  names  of  students  attending  var- 
ious colleges  in  the  Conference  and 
passing  them  along  to  concerned  pas- 
tors in  the  appropriate  area. 

MINISTERIAL  STUDENT  FILE: 
I  am  establishing  a  file  here  in  the 
office  for  our  ministerial  students  at 
Holmes  College  of  the  Bible  and  Em- 
manuel's School  of  Christian  Min- 
istries. We  will  also  be  including  in 
this  file  students  in  other  conferences 
who  have  a  possible  interest  in  min- 
istering in  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference. This  file  is  only  in  the  forma- 
tive stages,  but  we  see  it  as  having 
great  potential.  It  will  be  useful  in 
obtaining  summer  interns  and  filling 
permanent  staff  positions. 

The  Lord  is  giving  me  many  op- 
portunities for  ministry.  In  fact  I 
have  been  in  21  of  our  churches  since 
conference.  I  am  thoroughly  enjoying 
the  work  but  feeling  an  ever  increas- 
ing burden  for  growth  in  our  churches.

We  are  approaching  a  new  begin- 
ning; a  new  year.  A  new  opportunity 
awaits  us  to  receive  its  challenge. 
What  a  great  day  the  Lord  has  given 
us  to  engage  in  World  Evangeliza- 
tion. Truly,  the  harvest  is  certainly 
ripe.  Our  responsibility  to  the  Lord  of 
the  harvest  is  to  get  involved  in  His 
plan  of  reaping.

Perhaps  all  who  read  this  article 
have  had  your  spirit  quickened  by  the 
call  of  God  to  serve.  Many  of  you  have 
responded  positively  to  the  Commis- 
sion and  you  are  serving  with  all  the 
wisdom  and  ability  that  is  within 
you.  However,  everyone  is  not  com- 
missioned to  go  to  a  land  foreign  to 
his  roots.  We  are  nonetheless  respon- 
sible to  get  the  Gospel  message  of 
Jesus  and  His  love  to  the  lost  and 
dying  masses  of  humanity.  Some  are 
called  by  God  to  go!  The  rest  of  us  are 
called  to  send!  The  senders  are  equal- 
ly responsible  as  those  who  go!  Have 
you  really  been  doing  your  part  as  a 
sender?  We  have  a  great  majority  of 
our  churches  who  are  assisting  our 
Denominational  missions  program 
by  giving  every  month.  Without  those 
dear  people  and  their  support  mis- 
sionaries might  just  have  to  come 
home.  That  would  be  a  sad  com- 
mentary on  any  church. 


Those  missionaries  will  not  come 
home  due  to  lack  of  support  because 
you  do  care!  You  are  involved! 

The  fact  is  that  we  have  a  few 
churches  and  pastors  who  need  to  be 
committed  to  winning  the  lost.  If  you 
are  one  of  those,  I  implore  you  to  cease 
missing  the  blessing  of  being  a  part  of 
the  team  to  "go  out  and  win."  Will  you 
be  willing  to  give  to  missions  in  1987? 
Even  a  minute  beginning  will  pro- 
duce beautiful  results.  The  first  Sun- 
day of  March  is  Missions  Commit- 
ment Day.  You  do  not  necessarily 
need  to  wait  until  then.  You  may 
begin  your  commitment  immediately. 
Pastor,  I  am  convinced  that  if  you  will 
allow  your  people  the  opportunity  to 
give  to  missions  through  the  efforts  of 
our  church,  they  will  do  so.  They  will 
respond  even  better  if  you  let  them 
know  you  are  giving.  Set  the  example 
for  them.  Some  may  not  give  because 
you  do  not  give.  Many  of  them  will 
find  a  way  to  give.  There  are  so  many 
channels  available  to  them  for  expres- 
sion in  giving.  The  convenience  of 
modern  media  makes  a  terrific  ap- 
peal. Please  encourage  your  people  to 
be  a  part  of  our  team  effort. 

May  I  offer  you  a  simple  plan  that  is 
working  well  in  many  of  our 
churches?  First  of  all  you  must  enlist 
your  congregation  in  a  consistent, 
regular  schedule  of  prayer  for  mis- 
sions. It  is  a  beautiful  thing  to  behold 
our  Lord's  reponse  to  such  sincere 
intercession.  Secondly,  you  need  to 


appoint  a  missions  committee;  you 
may  find  that  your  church  official 
board  may  be  more  effective  serving 
in  this  capacity.  Your  method  of  per- 
sonnel selection  is  not  the  more  im- 
portant item  in  your  missions  pro- 
gram; results  must  take  priority.  Be 
sure  to  select  a  missions  director  who 
will  keep  the  cause  fresh  in  the  minds 
of  the  people. 

Plan  for  Commitment  Day.  Chal- 
lenge your  parishioners  and  watch 
them  follow  you.  They  will  learn 
much  more  from  our  example  than 
from  our  sermon.  After  you  have  tal- 
lied your  commitments  develop  a  mis- 
sions budget.  Plan  to  support  a  mis- 
sionary(s)  on  a  monthly  basis.  Any 
amount  is  appropriate.  The  impor- 
tant thing  is  to  do  it!  Allow  your 
budget  appropriations  to  include  the 
reservation  of  about  ten  to  twenty 
percent  of  your  expected  missions  of- 
fering. This  will  be  a  cushion  for 
unforeseen  shortages  of  receipts.  It 
will  also  help  you  to  accumulate 
funds  for  special  missions  projects 
and  especially  for  the  Falcon  Camp 
Meeting  World  Evangelism  Offering. 
This  way  you  will  not  have  to  press 
for  funds  when  that  time  arrives.  I 
know  this  plan  may  sound  elemen- 
tary to  you  but  the  important  thing  is 
this,  IT  WORKS!

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PRINCIPLES  FOR 

PROGRESS 

James  D.  Leggett 


A  new  year  causes  most  everyone  to 
think  of  a  new  opportunity  to  make 
life  all  it  can  be.  Resolutions  are 
made,  and  the  year  begins  with  high 
hopes.  Yet,  most  likely  the  new  year 
will  be  somewhat  like  the  old  one. 
Resolutions  are  soon  forgotten  and 
the  hopes  are  darkened  against  the 
rocks  of  daily  reality. 

Yet,  the  beginning  of  a  new  year 
ought  to  be  a  time  when  we  examine 
our  priorities,  establish  our  goals,  and 
employ  every  effort  to  make  this  year 
our  best  year  individually  and  as  a 
church. 

The  Apostle  Paul  in  his  letter  to  the 
Philippians  gives  to  us  the  secret  of 
success  for  the  new  year  and  every 
year  of  our  lives.  If  we  follow  these 
principles  of  spiritual  progress,  we 
will  accomplish  God's  purpose  in  our 
lives.  Look  at  Paul's  description  of 
how  he  lived. 

"Brethren,  I  count  not  myself  to 
have  apprehended:  but  this  one  thing 
I  do,  forgetting  those  things  which 
are  behind,  and  reaching  forth  unto 
those  things  which  are  before,  I  press 
toward  the  mark  for  the  prize  of  the 
high  calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus" 
(Philippians  3:13,  14). 

He  Realized  the  Purpose  of 
God.  Paul  was  convinced  that  God 
had  saved  him  for  a  specific  purpose. 
He  speaks  of  that  conversion  experi- 
ence on  the  road  to  Damascus  as  the 
time  when  God  apprehended  (captur- 
ed, seized)  him.  From  that  moment  on 
the  great  apostle  felt  that  he  must 
accomplish  God's  purpose  for  his  life. 

The  hand  of  God  had  been  placed 
upon  his  life.  His  soul  was  challenged 
by  a  heavenly  call.  It  was  a  call  from 
heaven  and  a  call  to  haven,  and  it 
captured  his  heart. 

The  Lord  has  also  laid  His  hand 
upon  our  lives.  Behind  our  conversion 
there  is  a  great  purpose,  and  we  must 


realize  God's  purpose  for  our  lives.  We 
must  make  His  purpose  the  purpose  of 
our  lives. 

Refuse  to  Let  the  Past  Hinder. 
The  new  year  is  an  open  door  to  new 
and  exciting  opportunities,  especially 
if  we  are  committed  to  make  God's 
purpose  our  purpose.  We  must  also 
refuse  to  allow  the  past  to  keep  us 
from  seizing  the  future.  There  must 
often  be  a  wise  forgetfulness  of  the 
past  if  we  are  to  accomplish  God's  will 
today. 

Past  failures  can  paralyze.  They 
can  keep  one  looking  back  until  he  or 
she  cannot  go  forward.  The  new  year 
is  a  new  beginning.  Let  it  be  so.  Turn 
loose  the  hurts  and  heartaches  of 
yesterday  and  open  your  hearts  to  the 
healing  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Step 
into  the  new  year  with  confidence 
that  the  past  will  not  keep  you  from 
reaching  God's  will  for  your  life. 

Past  accomplishments  have  a  tend- 
ency to  lull  us  into  complacency.  A 
little  success  has  a  way  of  depriving 
us  of  the  real  success  God  wants  us  to 
experience. 

Paul  refused  to  allow  his  past  ac- 
complishments to  make  him  compla- 
cent. Though  he  had  already  accom- 
plished much,  there  was  much  more 
to  do. 

There  are  many  opportunities  be- 
fore us.  The  potential  is  great.  Let  us 
refuse  to  rest  upon  the  accomplish- 
ments of  the  past.  Let  us  seize  the 
opportunities  in  God's  will  for  the 
future. 

Reach  for  the  Prize.  The  prize  to 
Paul  was  the  crown  or  the  trophy 
which  the  runner  stretched  himself 
for  in  the  competition.  He  viewed 
himself  as  striving  to  gain  the  prize  of 
accomplishing  God's  perfect  will  in 
his  life.  It  is  the  reward  promised 
when  the  call  is  issued  and  given 
when  the  call  is  fulfilled. 
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Every  effort  is  to  be  put  into  the 
reaching  for  the  prize.  No  energy  is  to 
be  spared.  All  of  life  is  to  be  bent  to  the 
purpose  of  God's  will.  The  term  which 
Paul  uses  conveys  the  idea  of  "strenu- 
ously striving"  or  of  "stretching  or 
reaching  forward."  It  is  the  picture  of 
the  runner  refusing  to  look  back  to  see 
where  his  competitors  are  because  he 
is  stretching  himself  to  reach  the 
prize  just  before  him.

HORACE  M.  ROGERS 
July  6,  1936  —  November  12,  1986 


Funeral  services  for  Reverend 
Horace  M.  Rogers  were  conducted 
in  the  Lumberton  First  Pente- 
costal Holiness  Church  on  Novem- 
ber 14th  by  Reverend  James  D. 
Leggett  and  Reverend  David 
Wheeler. 

Brother  Rogers  was  a  loving  hus- 
band, a  devoted  father,  and  a  sin- 
cere and  true  friend.  He  was  a 
dedicated  preacher  of  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ.  At  the  time  of  his 
homegoing,  he  was  pastor  of  the 
Thompson  Chapel  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church. 

Being  a  preacher  seemed  the 
furthest  thing  from  Horace's  mind 
as  a  young  man.  In  fact,  his  life 
was  going  in  the  very  opposite 
direction.  But  God  pursued  him, 
brought  him  under  conviction, 
and  gloriously  converted  him. 
Salvation  caused  a  great  trans- 
formation in  Brother  Rogers'  life 
and  no  one  was  more  aware  or 
more  appreciative  of  that  change 
than  he. 

Soon  after  conversion,  Brother 
Rogers  felt  the  call  of  God  upon  his 
life  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
which  had  so  dramatically  chang- 
ed his  life.  He  must  share  the 
message  of  hope  and  salvation 
with  others. 

In  1968  he  joined  the  North  Caro- 
lina Conference  as  a  licensed 
minister  and  was  assigned  the  Cal- 
vary Church  in  the  Whiteville  Dis- 
trict. For  the  next  twenty-two 
years,  he  served  the  following 
churches:  Vanceboro,  Warsaw, 


Woodland  Avenue,  Calvary  in 
New  Bern,  Brentwood  and  Thomp- 
son Chapel.  In  each  of  these 
churches,  Brother  Rogers  did  a 
good  job. 

One  of  the  members  of  the 
Thompson  Chapel  expressed  the 
high  regard  he  felt  for  Brother 
Rogers  when  he  said,  "See  if  you 
can  send  us  another  pastor  like 
Brother  Rogers.  He  has  really 
drawn  our  people  together." 

He  had  the  true  heart  of  a  pastor 
—  a  compassionate  heart  express- 
ing itself  in  genuine  spiritual  care 
of  the  flock. 

Saved  late  in  life,  Brother 
Rogers  did  not  have  the  opportuni- 
ty of  graduating  from  a  Bible  Col- 
lege, but  he  took  advantage  of 
opportunities  to  be  the  best  pos- 
sible minister.  He  attended  classes 
at  Heritage  Bible  College.  When 
the  Conference  provided  Exten- 
sion Classes  from  Emmanuel  and 
Holmes,  he  attended  those  classes. 
In  fact,  he  attended  the  last  class 
offered  before  his  death  though  he 
was  very  sick  at  the  time. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  Novem- 
ber 12,  God  called  His  faithful 
servant  home.  Brother  Rogers' 
sufferings  were  over.  His  cause 
was  finished.  He  had  fought  a 
good  fight.  He  had  kept  the  faith. 
He  left  this  world  of  suffering  after 
years  of  faithful  service  to  hear  the 
words  of  commendation  from  his 
Saviour  and  Lord.  How  welcome 
those  words,  "Well  done  thou  good 
and  faithful  servant,"  must  have 
sounded  as  Brother  Rogers  stood 
in  the  presence  of  the  Lord  and 
with  the  great,  assembly  of  the 
saints  who  died  in  the  faith.

I  knew  Horace  Rogers  as  a 
young  boy.  Like  many  young  men, 
he  worked  in  a  workplace  where 
peer  pressure  took  hold.  I  saw  a 
young  man  wasting  his  life  with 
the  pleasures  of  sin.  It  reached  the 
point  that  the  police  department 
dreaded  the  weekends  because  of 
him. 

Horace  accepted  employment  at 
the  same  place  as  I  worked.  He 
began  to  depend  on  me  at  work, 
and  I  tried  to  be  a  Christlike  ex- 
ample before  him.  He  observed 
Christ  in  my  life  and  came  to  a 
point  where  he  wanted  the  love  of 
God  in  his  heart. 

In  the  Spring  of  1965,  I  took 
Horace  with  me  to  a  revival  in 
Bladenboro  where  he  was  glorious- 
ly saved.  I  saw  God  put  back  to- 
gether a  life.  There  was  a  total 
change  in  his  life.  He  became  a 
young  man  determined  to  follow 
Jesus.  I  was  present  in  the  service 
the  night  that  Horace  accepted  the 
call  to  preach.  I  said  to  myself, 
"Oh  no,  not  Horace  Rogers."  But 
God  had  placed  a  calling  upon  his 
life,  and  he  accepted  that  call  and 
became  a  good  minister  of  Jesus 
Christ.  He  was  faithful  to  that 
calling  until  the  Lord  called  him 
home.

The  Sunday  School 
agreed  with  the  church  board  to  use 
this  money  for  a  new  roof  on  the 
church  and  old  educational  depart- 
ment. Over  half  of  this  money  came  in 
on  the  last  Sunday  of  the  campaign. 

Although  Marty  Gurganus  was  the 
losing  captain  and  "enjoyed"  the  pie, 
it  was  a  great  success  and  enjoyed  by 
all.  Perhaps  next  year,  Marty  will 
have  the  honor  of  "throwing  the  pie" 
in  Kent's  face.

This  issue  of  the  Evangel  Missions 
Page  is  devoted  to  inviting  our  read- 
ers to  get  a  closer  look  at  one  of  our 
missionaries,  Miss  Louise  Smith.  Lis- 
ten as  you  read  the  account  in  her  own 
words. 


Miss  Louise  Smith 


I  am  the  daughter  of  the  late  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  W.  H.  Smith  of  Chocowinity, 
N.C.I  am  the  oldest  of  a  large  family 
and  learned  to  share,  take  responsi- 
bility, and  be  content  with  what  my 
parents  were  able  to  provide.  This 
helped  in  my  preparation  for  almost 
twenty-five  years  as  a  missionary  in 
India. 

I  attended  the  Chocowinity  school; 
graduated  in  1940.  I  accepted  the 
Lord  as  my  personal  Saviour  during 
my  junior  year  in  high  school.  I  was 
saved,  sanctified  and  filled  with  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  a  revival  that  began  in 
a  Wednesday  night  prayer  service. 
My  goals  in  life  were  changed  because 
I  had  always  wanted  to  be  a  teacher. 
Just  prior  to  my  graduation,  I  dedi- 
cated my  life  completely  to  the  Lord  to 
work  in  my  local  church,  but  the  Lord 
had  other  plans.  I  felt  the  call  of  God 


to  go  to  the  Mission  Field.  Later  the 
field  of  India  was  made  clear. 

In  1941 1  entered  Holmes  College  of 
the  Bible  in  preparation  for  my  life's 
work.  The  lessons  of  faith,  devotion, 
prayer  and  living  harmoniously  with 
others  plus  the  Bible  teaching  prepar- 
ed me  for  the  years  in  India.  Many 
times  I  faced  problems  with  calmness 
and  assurance  that  God  was  in  con- 
trol because  of  the  influence  of  the 
teachings  at  Holmes. 

I  graduated  in  1944  but  due  to  the 
war  was  not  able  to  go  to  India.  In  the 
Fall  I  entered  Furman  University  and 
graduated  in  the  Spring  of  1947  with 
a  B.A.  and  also  completed  the  require- 
ments for  Th.B.  at  Holmes.  Since 
funds  were  short,  I  was  not  able  to  go 
to  India.  In  the  Fall  I  began  to  teach 
third  grade  in  Chocowinity.  During 
this  time  I  saw  the  Lord  allowing  me 
to  do  the  thing  I  had  always  desired  to 
do  and  it  was  some  of  the  best  prepara- 
tion I  could  have  received. 

In  1952  when  I  went  to  India  I 
realized  that  God  does  all  things  well. 
God  worked  in  a  marvelous  way  for 
me  to  be  able  to  go  to  India.  He  placed 
a  burden  on  Rev.  A.  D.  Beacham,  Sr. 
and  the  South  Norfolk  Church  to 
support  a  missionary  full-time.  At 
just  the  right  time  God  moved  on  me 
to  go  before  the  Missions  Board 
again.  I  was  accepted  as  a  missionary 
in  1944. 1  arrived  in  Greenville,  S.  C. 
early  in  the  morning  and  the  Board 
was  meeting  for  their  last  session.  In 
the  mail  that  morning  was  the  letter 
from  the  South  Norfolk  Church  ex- 
pressing their  desire  to  support  a  mis- 
sionary full-time.  I  was  chosen  upon 


the  approval  of  the  South  Norfolk 
Church.  They  faithfully  supported  me 
my  entire  time  on  the  Mission  Field. 
God  has  confirmed  time  and  time 
again  that  He  works  at  the  right  time. 

I  sailed  from  New  York  on  October 
31,  1952  and  arrived  in  Calcutta 
December  19, 1952.  My  first  term  was 
spent  learning  the  Hindi  language 
and  teaching  in  the  Bible  School  in 
Jasidih,  Bihar.  On  return  from  fur- 
lough in  1958 1  was  transferred  to  our 
new  work  in  Maruter,  Andhra,  South 
India.  Here  I  studied  the  Telegu  lan- 
guage and  adjusted  to  another  area  of 
India.  It  was  a  very  interesting  and 
challenging  experience.  This  was 
pioneering  a  new  work. 

In  1977  due  to  the  illness  of  my 
mother  I  felt  the  Lord's  will  for  me 
was  to  return  home  and  care  for  her.  I 
realized  in  making  this  decision  I 
might  never  be  able  to  return  to  India. 
On  October  23,  1985  God  took  her 
home  to  be  with  Him.  In  just  a  short 
time  I  felt  it  was  God's  will  for  me  to 
return  to  India.  The  Missions  Board 
granted  my  request  and  now  I  am 
waiting  for  my  visa  to  be  granted  by 
the  Indian  Government. 

Isaiah  26:3,  "Thou  wilt  keep  him  in 
perfect  peace,  whose  mind  is  stayed 
on  thee:  because  he  trusteth  in  thee." 
The  Lord  gave  me  this  verse  on  one 
furlough  when  India  and  Pakistan 
were  at  war.  I  realized  I  might  not  be 
able  to  return  because  of  this.  He 
assured  me  He  was  in  control  and 
could  bring  it  to  pass.  It  is  still  a 
comfort  and  strength  to  know  that  He 
will  work  out  all  things  according  to 
His  will  and  time.

TRAINING  FOR  TRIUMPH 

By  Bobby  Forehand 


There  is  absolutely  jio  doubt  about  the  Lord's  inten- 
tions when  He  told  us  to  go  into  all  the  world  and  preach 
the  Gospel  to  every  creature,  teaching  them  to  observe  all 
the  things  He  commanded,  beginning  at  Jerusalem 
(Matthew  28:19,  29;  Mark  16:15;  Luke  24:47).  He  meant 
that  we  were  to  be  teachers  of  everything  that  He  taught 
unto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth.  The  uttermost 
parts  of  the  earth  can  be  anywhere  beyond  Jerusalem, 
Judea,  and  Samaria.  This  would  then  mean  that  the 
United  States,  North  Carolina,  even  your  hometown, 
neighborhood,  community,  and  local  church  fall  into 
this  great  geographical  location.  Since  this  command 
came  directly  from  Jesus,  there  is  no  substitute  for  our 
strict  obedience  to  it.  The  Apostle  Paul  recognized  his 
role  as  a  teacher  and  instructed  Timothy  to  remember 
the  things  which  he  had  been  taught  by  Paul,  teach  them 
to  faithful  men,  who,  in  turn  would  teach  others.  We  are 
teachers  because  Christ  has  commanded  us  to  be!  That 
being  so,  my  appeal  to  you  is  that  in  recognition  of  your 
calling  as  a  teacher,  especially  in  an  organized  Sunday 
School  or  Bible  Study,  you  take  great  pains  to  be  the  best 
possible  teacher  you  can  be.  Your  command  came  from 
Jesus,  so  study  diligently  in  order  to  rightly  divide  the 
Word  of  Truth.  Christ  promised  us  triumph  and  victory 
and  said  the  evidence  of  triumph  would  be  signs  that 
followed  (Mark  16:17,  18).  By  giving  simple  considera- 
tion to  the  nature  of  those  signs  you  can  begin  to 
understand  how  important  teaching  was  in  the  mind  of 
the  Lord.  How  is  the  triumph  achieved?  Only  by  train- 
ing. General  Douglas  MacArthur  once  said,  "there  is  no 
substitute  for  victory."  Yet,  without  training,  the  victory 
will  never  come.  Teaching  is  our  command  and  training 
is  the  means  of  properly  complying  with  the  command. 

There  is  another  reason  why  we  must  train  for  tri- 
umph. That  is  because  our  Church  needs  us.  We  are 
destined  to  defeat  unless  "WORK  TO  WIN!"  becomes  our 
rally  cry.  Let  me  explain  what  I  mean  by  giving  you 
some  statistics  from  our  own  Conference  Sunday  School 
records. 

In  1976,  137  of  our  churches  which  reported  listed  an 
enrollment  of  20,538  with  a  conference-wide  average 
attendance  of  12,956  (about  63%  of  the  enrollment).  This 
reflects  a  local  Sunday  School  average  enrollment  of  150 
and  average  attendance  of  95.  Ten  years  later,  the 
conference  listed  21,313  Sunday  School  members,  aver- 
aging 1 1 ,620  per  week  (only  54%  of  the  enrollment).  On  a 
local  level  this  indicates  an  average  enrollment  of  138 
and  attendance  of  75.  Enrollment  has  declined  by  8%, 
while  attendance  has  declined  by  21%.  This  information 
reveals  only  one  thing  to  me:  Sunday  School  has  lost  its 
appeal  to  many  people.  Our  church  needs  us  to  train 
diligently  in  order  to  re-activate  the  interest  in  Sunday 
School.  Perhaps  communication  has  failed  to  take  place 


behind  many  lecterns.  Perhaps  in  a  frenzied  rage  to 
"cover  ground,"  we  have  failed  to  "secure"  it.  These  facts 
and  figures  will  serve  to  illustrate  a  third  reason  why  we 
must  train  for  triumph. 

By  now  all  have  heard  that  if  learning  doesn't  take 
place,  then  teaching  hasn't.  By  the  use  of  parables, 
visual  objects,  children,  nature,  and  even  by  writing  on 
the  ground,  Jesus  indelibly  stamped  His  message  in  the 
minds  of  His  hearers.  Not  with  enticing  words  of  man's 
wisdom,  but  with  the  everyday,  practical  sense  of  the 
common  man,  Jesus  made  clear  His  every  precept.  Not 
every  teacher  has  applied  himself  to  the  principles  of 
training  which  in  turn  will  make  him  a  more  effective 
communicator.  When  pep  talks  replace  spiritual  com- 
munication, sooner  or  later  the  interest  will  wane. 
Eventually  the  empty  classroom  becomes  a  testimony  to 
the  reluctant  teacher  that  the  goal  of  stable  growth  and 
effective  communication  can  never  be  achieved  unless 
some  time  is  set  apart  for  training.  Our  visitors  must  be 
informed,  encouraged,  and  they  must  want  to  return. 
Teaching  doesn't  have  to  be  a  dull  experience.  Neither 
should  it  be,  for  Jesus  left  us  with  words  which  are  breath 
and  life.  His  principles  are  eternal;  and  His  teachings 
can  take  a  man  from  the  gutter  and  make  him  a  fit 
subject  for  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven.  How  can  we  dare  not 
train  to  more  effectively  communicate  this  truth?  Your 
Conference  C.  E.  Department  asks  you  to  buck  the  trend 
of  decline  which  has  put  us  at  a  stalemate  over  the  past 
ten  years.  The  General  C.  E.  Department  offers  to  us  an 
excellent  training  course  by  Wesley  Willis,  Making 
Your  Teaching  Count.  Your  Conference  C.  E.  Depart- 
ment, through  the  E.T.T.A.  offers,  with  the  instructor, 
any  number  of  approved  training  courses  designed  to 
help  teachers  become  better  communicators.  Of  particu- 
lar value  is  Understanding  Teaching  by  Kenneth 
Gangel.  When  you  begin  to  consider  what  you  must  have 
in  order  to  grow,  please  remember  that  nothing  will  take 
the  place  of  effective  training  for  long-range  growth  and 
success.

OBLIGATION 
OR  OPPORTUNITY? 


James  D.  Leggett 


Too  often  we  look  at  our  giving  to 
the  North  Carolina  Conference  and 
the  General  Church  as  our  obligation. 
It  is  our  obligation.  Each  local  church 
is  to  give  nine  and  one-half  percent 
(9'/a)  to  the  Conference  and  ten  per- 
cent (10%)  to  the  General  Church. 

But  this  denomination  support  is 
more  than  an  obligation.  It  is  a  great 
opportunity  for  ministry.  Such  giving 
enables  the  local  church  to  partici- 
pate in  the  great  work  of  Jesus  Christ 
around  the  world. 

The  local  church  should  minister 
effectively  in  the  community  where  it 
is,  but  its  ministry  must  reach  beyond 
the  local  boundaries. 

When  the  local  church  gives  the 
Conference  allocation  and  the 
General  Church  tithe,  it  is  reaching 
its  arm  of  ministry  out  to  touch  the 
world. 

Just  look  at  the  program  and  minis- 
tries which  are  provided  by  the  nine 
and  one-half  percent  (9V2)  which  the 
local  church  sends  to  the  Conference. 

Sixteen  percent  (16%)  of  the  funds 
go  to  Evangelism  providing  for  a 
full-time  director,  the  planting  of  new 
churches,  strengthening  the  small 
churches,  support  for  evangelists. 

The  Christian  Education  Depart- 
ment receives  five  percent  (5%)  of  the 
allocation  to  help  provide  a  full-time 
director  and  program  for  the  Sunday 
School  and  Youth  Ministries. 

Five  percent  (5%)  goes  to  the 
General  Church  for  its  various  minis- 
tries in  Evangelism,  Missions,  Be- 
nevolence, and  Education. 

Ten  percent  (10%)  goes  to  buildings 
and  utilities  for  our  camp  meetings, 
seminars,  youth  camps,  and  conven- 
tions. 

Thus  thirty-six  percent  (36%)  of  the 
funds  go  to  programs  of  ministry. 
Another  forty-one  percent  (41%)  goes 
to  ministerial  support,  either  in  in- 
surance benefits  or  retirement. 


Twenty-seven  percent  (27%)  is  placed 
in  the  Superannuation  Fund  which 
provides  retirement  for  the  ministers 
and  widows. 

Fourteen  percent  (14%)  pays  for 
one-third  of  the  health  insurance  for 
the  pastors  in  the  Conference. 

As  you  can  see,  seventy-seven  per- 
cent (77%)  of  the  funds  paid  by  the 
local  church  into  the  Conference 
is  used  either  in  ministry  or  in 
pastoral  support.  Even  the  approxi- 
mately twenty  percent  (20%)  which  is 
used  for  administration  really  pro- 
vides for  ministry  as  well. 

When  a  local  church  fails  to  pay  its 
conference  allocation  or  the  General 
tithe,  it  is  placing  the  burden  on  an- 
other church  to  support  the  ministries 
of  the  Conference  and  the  General 
Church  as  well  as  pastoral  support 
for  insurance  and  retirement.  Obli- 
gation or  opportunity?  Let  us  see  it  as 
our  obligation,  but  far  more.  Let  us 
see  our  giving  as  an  opportunity  to  be 
faithful  stewards  of  God's  gifts  and  to 
extend  our  ministry  beyond  the 
boundaries  of  the  local  church. 

Let  us  seize  every  opportunity  to 
serve  our  Lord  and  to  minister  to  our 
generation.

Mrs.  Daisy  Woznick  of  Beverly  Hills, 
Florida;  and  one  brother,  Silas 
Rollins  of  Sanford,  NC. 
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Athleen  was  born  April  11,  1903,  in 
Pitt  County,  NC  —  the  daughter  of 
the  late  Rev.  John  Daniel  and  Sally 
Whitehurst  Rollins.  She  was  saved  in 
1916  and  shortly  thereafter  became  a 
member  of  the  Parmele  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church.  The  family  later 
moved  to  Bethel  and  she  became  a 
member  of  the  Bethel  Pentecostal 
-Holiness  Church.  Athleen  was  nurtur- 
ed in  her  faith  by  her  Godly  parents. 
They  not  only  taught  her  to  live  by  the 
Word  of  God,  they  also  conducted 
their  lives  in  a  manner  that  reflected 
Christ,  and  set  an  example  which 
their  family  of  twelve  children  could 
follow.

Although  Athleen  suffered  tre- 
mendous physical  pain  during  numer- 
ous critical  illnesses  and  surgeries, 
her  positive  attitude  and  sweet  spirit 
came  from  the  security  and  promise 
she  found  in  God's  love.  She  was  truly 
an  inspiration  to  those  whose  lives 
she  touched.  Her  death  is  a  great  loss 
to  the  ones  she  left  behind  and  there  is 
an  emptiness  which  remains.

REMEMBER,  MISSIONS  FAITH 
COMMITMENT  DAY  MARCH  1,  1987 


"Get  the  kids  out  of  the  house  and 
I'll  call  the  fire  department!"  Hurried- 
ly we  plunged  into  the  cold  December 
night.  Then,  standing  there  in  the 
driveway  watching  the  flames  pene- 
trate the  roof  of  their  house,  Linwood 
contemplated  the  events  of  the  last 
six  months. 

For  the  previous  six  months,  the 
Berry  family  had  seen  their  world 
turned  upside  down.  It  seemed  at 
times  that  whatever  could  go  wrong 
did  go  wrong.  It  was  becoming  clear 
that  the  disasters  of  the  past  six 
months  were  linked  to  a  single  event. 
For  just  six  months  prior  the  Berry's 
had  committed  themselves  to  becom- 
ing missionaries. 

Actually  it  all  began  in  1974.  That 
was  the  year  that  Linwood,  a  country 
boy  from  eastern  NC,  married  Nancy, 
a  city  girl,  from  VA  Beach,  VA.  They 
lived  in  Currituck,  NC,  along  the 
northeastern  coast  of  the  state. 
Nancy,  a  Christian,  attended  the 
Rock  Church  in  VA  Beach.  She  began 
to  encourage  Linwood  to  attend. 
Finally  he  did  and  after  a  year  of 
running  from  the  Lord,  was  saved 
during  a  children's  Christmas  play  in 
1975. 

That  year  Sarah  was  born,  followed 
by  David  in  1976.  Linwood'sjobasan 
electrician  prompted  the  family  to 
move  to  Fuquay-Varina  in  March  of 
1976.  It  was  at  Fuquay  that  they 
involved  in  the  Evangel  PH  Church 
under  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  L.  B. 
Collins. 

At  Fuquay-Varina  the  Berry's  re- 
ceived the  solid  foundation  that  was 
lacking  in  their  lives.  They  began  to 
attend  Sunday  School  and  Family 
Night  services  and  began  to  grow  in 
the  Lord.  That  summer  of  1976,  Lin- 
wood received  the  baptism  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.  Nancy  had  received  this  bless- 
ing earlier  at  Rock  Church. 


The  Berrys  became  involved  in  the 
church,  teaching  Sunday  School,  as 
Lifeliners  Director,  working  in  Chil- 
dren's Church,  Men's  Fellowship  and 
serving  as  a  deacon.  Rev.  R.  N.  Hood 
came  to  Fuquay  a  couple  of  years 
later.  Rev.  Hood  became  like  a  spirit- 
ual father  to  Linwood,  whose  own 
father  was  not  a  Christian  at  this 
time.  The  Berrys  had  a  love  for  world 
missions  and  also  became  involved  in 
supporting  missions. 

God  blessed  the  Berry  family.  Lin- 
wood's  electrical  contracting  busi- 
ness was  beginning  to  show  a  good 
profit;  they  were  happy  in  their 
church  and  in  their  home  life. 

Then  in  1983  the  Lord  began  to  deal 
with  them  about  becoming  mission- 
aries themselves.  "Instead  of  your 
money,  I  want  you,"  He  seemed  to  be 
saying.  Assured  of  their  call  after  six 
months  of  wrestling  with  the  Lord 
about  it,  they  said  yes.  God  then 
confirmed  their  call  in  some  mar- 
vellous ways. 

But  it  was  at  this  time  that  the 
problems  began  as  well.  Satan  did  all 
that  he  could  to  discourage  the 
Berrys  from  following  through  on 
their  commitment. 

In  September  Linwood  enrolled  in 
Heritage  Bible  College.  Then  in 
December  the  fire  occurred.  That 
night,  standing  in  the  driveway,  look- 
ing at  those  flames,  the  Lord  seemed 
to  put  His  hand  on  Linwood's 
shoulder  and  say,  "Son,  your 
winter  is  over."  The  time  of  testing 
did  cease  for  a  while. 

In  1984,  the  Berrys  moved  to 
Columbia,  SC  to  attend  Columbia 
Bible  College.  They  soon  were  asked 
to  join  the  staff  of  the  West  Columbia 
PH  Church  as  CE  Director  and 
Associate  Pastor.  Brother  Berry  was 
licensed  to  preach  by  the  NC  Confer- 
ence that  year  and  was  ordained  in 
June  of  1986. 
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This  past  summer  they  were  also 
ordained  as  missionaries  of  the  PH 
Church,  and  assigned  as  the  first  PH 
missionaries  to  Spain.  Brother  Berry 
will  graduate  from  Columbia  Bible 
College  in  March,  1987. 

This  February  the  Berry  family  will 
begin  their  deputation.  They  are 
living  evidence  of  the  Lord's  faithful- 
ness. As  they  begin  to  carry  the 
Gospel  to  what  has  been  called  one  of 
the  sixty  most  needy  countries  in  the 
world,  Spain,  they  have  a  desire  to  see 
a  favorite  verse  fulfilled.  Numbers 
14:21,  "But  indeed,  as  I  live,  all  the 
earth  will  be  filled  with  the  glory  of 
the  Lord." 

Yet  looking  back  on  all  that  God 
has  done  to  prepare  them  for  the  great 
task  ahead,  they  must  truly  say  with 
the  Apostle  Paul,  "Faithful  is  He  that 
calleth  you,  who  also  will  do  it"  (1 
Thessalonians  5:24).

"CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION:  PROGRAM  AROUND  PURPOSE 

by:  Gary  Strickland 


"Fanaticism  consists  in  redoubling  your  efforts  when 
you  have  forgotten  your  aim."  This  statement  by  George 
Santayana  challenges  all  of  us  as  Christian  Educators. 

What  is  it  that  we  are  about;  what  is  our  purpose? 

How  do  we  achieve  our  objectives  how  do  we  develop 
our  programs? 

In  understanding  our  purpose  in  Christian  Education 
we  must  always  begin  with  Biblical  Imperatives.  In 
other  words  Christians  must  identify  and  conform  to  the 
expectations  of  our  Lord  as  expressed  in  His  Word. 
Perhaps  the  best  passage  to  assist  us  here  is: 

"Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations, 
baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost:  Teaching  them  to 
observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  com- 
manded you:  and,  lo,  lam  with  you  alway,  even  unto 
the  end  of  the  world.  Amen"  (Matthew  28:19,  20) 

This  Great  Commission  exhorts  us  to  involve  our- 
selves with  evangelism  and  edification.  We  are  to  teach 
in  order  to  "baptize"  or  convert  others.  We  also  are  to 
teach  them  to  "observe,"  in  other  words,  we  are  to  train 
others.  Christian  Education  is  the  making  of  disciples 
for  Jesus  Christ.  We  are  attempting  to  reach,  win,  and 
train  folks  of  all  ages  for  the  Kingdom  of  God.  In 
developing  our  programs  we  must  always  keep  this 
purpose  clearly  in  mind. 

In  choosing  which  discipleing  programs  to  initiate  we 
always  must  consider  Current  Needs.  A  helpful  Scrip- 
ture in  this  regard  is: 

"...  whosoever  will  be  great  among  you,  let  him  be 
your  minister;  And  whosoever  will  be  chief  among 
you,  let  him  be  your  servant"  (Matthew  20:26,  27). 

Just  as  "form  should  follow  function"  programs 
should  be  based  upon  need. 

The  local  church  looks  in  two  directions  to  hear  the 
needs  of  people  articulated.  They  listen  to  the  members 
of  their  congregation  and  they  listen  to  the  citizens  in 
their  community.  With  these  needs  defined  and  clarified, 


the  Christian  Education  Board  creates,  develops,  and 
initiates  activities  and  services  that  minister  effectively 
to  their  constituency. 

The  two  basic  vehicles  for  Christian  Education  in  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  are  Sunday  School  and 
Youth  Ministry.  The  programs  include  ministries  such 
as  Royal  Rangers,  Bible  Quiz,  Talent,  and  Teacher 
Training.  While  it  is  true  that  every  church  should  adopt 
these  programs,  it  is  equally  true  that  every  church 
should  adapt  these  efforts  to  their  local  setting. 

If  a  Church  will  develop  their  Christian  Education 
programs  with  the  idea  of  meeting  needs  while  making 
disciples,  God  will  bless  their  efforts  and  the  world  will 
beat  a  path  to  their  doors.

From  the  annual  reports  of  the 
churches  for  1986,  we  can  learn  some- 
thing of  the  patterns  of  growth  in  the 
Conference.  Numbers  are  not  the  only 
criteria  for  growth,  but  they  are  very 
important. 

A  church  ought  to  examine  itself  to 
see  if  it  is  effectively  ministering  to  its 
membership  and  to  its  community. 
As  we  heard  at  the  Church  Growth 
Seminar,  there  are  ways  to  measure 
the  church's  ministry. 

Sometime  in  the  future,  I  would  like 
to  look  at  the  areas  in  which  a  church 
can  check  the  effectiveness  of  its 
ministry.  Yet,  if  a  church  is  really 
sharing  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  it 
ought  to  be  growing. 

Last  year  our  churches  were  almost 
equally  divided  into  three  groups  in 
terms  of  growth.  One-third  (1/3)  of 
the  churches  showed  an  increase  in 
membership.  One-third  (1/3)  showed 
no  decrease  in  membership,  while 
approximately  another  one-third  (1/3) 
showed  a  decrease  in  membership. 

There  were  fifty-eight  (58)  churches 
which  showed  an  increase  in  member- 
ship. Fifty-nine  (59)  showed  no  loss  of 
membership,  while  fifty-three  (53)  of 
the  churches  showed  a  decline  in 
membership. 

If  your  church  is  one  that  showed 
no  gain  or  loss  in  1986,  why  not  make 
some  plans  now  and  set  some  goals 
which  the  Lord  can  bless  to  produce  a 
harvest  of  souls  in  1987?  Don't  let 
your  church  establish  a  trend  of  just 
"holding  its  own"  or  of  losing  mem- 
bers. Reverse  the  trend  and  move 
forward  to  build  the  Kingdom  of  God.

Leadership  Seminar:  Nine  minis- 
ters from  the  Conference  attended  a 
seminar  on  "How  to  Improve  Leader- 
ship, Motivation,  and  Commitment 
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MAXIMUM  MANHOOD

FAYETTE VILLE,  N.  C.  —  Novem- 
ber 1986: 

For  the  first  time,  the  Men's  Fellow- 
ship from  both  the  Pentecostal  Holi- 
ness Church  and  the  Church  of  God 
joined  forces  on  November  14-15, 
1986,  and  sponsored  a  conference 
which  focused  on  teaching  Christian 
men  how  to  achieve  maximum  man- 
hood. About  1,200  men  coming  from 
as  far  away  as  Northern  Ireland  and 
Bermuda  turned  out  for  the  two-day 
event. 

Convention  keynote  speaker,  Dr. 
Edwin  Louis  Cole,  told  the  men  in  his 
introduction  of  the  conference's  pur- 
pose that  God  has  earmarked  the 
Christian  man  for  spiritual  renova- 
tion in  the  last  quarter  of  the  20th 
century. 

Cole,  a  renown  lecturer  on  Chris- 
tian manhood  and  an  author  of  three 
books  on  men,  two  of  which  Maxi- 
mized Manhood  and  The  Poten- 
tial Principle  are  national  best 
sellers,  outlined  that  since  World  War 
II,  most  of  the  emphasis  in  American 
society  has  been  on  preventive  and 
educational  programs  for  children, 
youth  and  women.  But,  he  said,  men 
have  been  neglected.  "What  we  found 
out  is  that  you  can  change  the  child, 
the  youth  and  the  woman,  but  when 
you  send  them  back  to  a  home  with  a 
man  who  is  not  changed,  you've  got 
the  same  old  problem,"  Cole  said. 
"Now,  I've  got  good  news.  It's  our 
turn,  fellas." 

The  foundation  of  a  father's  spirit- 
ual duties,  Cole  pointed  out,  is  the 
father's  God-given  responsibility  to 
be  the  representative  prophet,  priest 
and  king  in  his  family.  He  expounded 
that  as  prophet,  a  father  is  to  go  to 
God  and  find  the  Word  of  God  for  his 
family.  And  as  priest,  a  father  is  to 
pray  to  God  on  behalf  of  his  family. 
"No  man  has  the  right  to  go  to  his 
children  about  God  until  he's  first 
talked  to  God  about  his  children," 
Cole  said.  As  king,  he  said,  a  father  is 
to  rule  his  family  by  serving.  Jesus 
said,  "He  that  would  be  lord  among 
you,  let  him  be  servant  of  all."  This 
means  that  you  are  only  qualified  to 
lead  to  the  degree  you  are  willing  to 
serve.  So  if  you  don't  serve  your 
family,  you're  not  qualified  to  lead." 

He  concluded,  "The  only  thing  that 


God  wants  from  our  lives  is  just 
simple  manhood.  God  isn't  trying  to 
make  angels  out  of  us.  All  He's  trying 
to  do  is  make  us  the  men  He  originally 
created  us  to  be.  That's  why  the  truth 
is  that  manhood  and  Christlikeness 
are  synonymous.  The  virtues  and  at- 
tributes of  Jesus  Christ  should  be  the 
virtues  and  the  attributes  of  our 
lives."

1987  SPRING  REVIVAL  EMPHASIS 
"That  The  World  May  Know" 

There  are  three  things  that  I  wish  to  address  in  the 
article  this  month.  First,  let  me  share  with  the  reader  the 
theme  for  the  1987  Spring  Revival  Campaign.  Our  theme 
is  "That  The  World  May  Know."  The  desired  goal  is  that 
each  church  and  church  member  will  know  the  Lord  in  a 
greater  way  resulting  in  genuine  revival.  Paul's  desire 
was  that  "...  I  may  know  him,  and  the  power  of  his 
resurrection  ..."  Philippians  3:10.  As  a  result  of  this 
kind  of  revival,  the  church  will  experience  not  only  love 
for  each  other  but  a  desire  to  touch  lost  men.  "By  this 
shall  all  men  know  that  ye  are  my  disciples,  if  ye  have 
love  one  to  another"  John  13:35.  May  the  Lord  grant  us  a 
revival,  and  then  may  we  spread  His  "Good  News"  to  all 
men.  May  we  be  revived  —  "That  The  World  May 
Know." 

Each  church  is  encouraged  to  have  special  revival 
services  in  March,  April,  or  May.  We  hope  to  report  the 
results  of  those  saved,  sanctified,  baptized  with  the  Holy 
Spirit,  and  those  who  unite  with  the  church.  However, 
good  results  cannot  be  obtained  by  just  one  series  of 
services.  Good  results  come  from  the  daily  fellowship 
with  the  Lord  which  leads  to  a  revival  spirit  in  all  the 
weekly  services  and  an  explosion  of  God's  power  during 
special  revival  services.  Let  God  Arise! 

We  have  prepared  a  packet  of  materials  for  ministers 
and  pastors  to  help  promote  the  theme.  These  should 
have  already  been  received  in  the  mail.

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FACTS  ABOUT  YOUR 
MISSIONS  DEPARTMENT 

Do  you  have  any  idea  how  many  missionaries  you  and 
other  members  of  our  great  church  are  supporting  on  the 
field?  Our  missionary  family  now  totals  about  151.  And 
momentum  is  building!  Each  year  there  are  more  mis- 
sionary candidates  than  the  year  before  —  which  means 
more  opportunity  for  the  expansion  of  our  ministry.  Your 
monthly  faith  commitments  and  the  annual  World 
Evangelism  Emphasis  make  this  worldwide  outreach 
possible. 

Lay  Overseas  Volunteer  Evangels  allows  people  who 
are  self-supporting  or  pensioned  to  be  involved  in  over- 
seas missions.  For  example,  someone  who  is  a  nurse  or  a 
schoolteacher  can  work  on  a  job  in  a  foreign  country  and 
also  be  involved  in  missionary  work. 

SOW  stands  for  Short-term  Overseas  Worker.  In  many 
cases  this  involves  young  people  who  feel  God  has  called 
them  for  service  but  are  not  sure  whether  overseas 
missions  is  to  be  their  lifework.  Ministering  with  the 
SOW  program  for  two  years  aids  them  in  finding  definite 
direction  for  their  lives.  For  those  who  decide  to  become 
career  missionaries,  this  period  of  "internship"  provides 
a  realistic  base  of  experience. 

Your  $10.00  per  month  for  Operation  Timothy  pro- 
vides literature  and  supplies  for  training  national  minis- 
ters to  propagate  the  Gospel  in  their  countries.  This 
training  is  accomplished  through  (1)  residential  Bible 
schools;  (2)  extension  courses  (TEE)  whereby  a  teacher 
travels  to  various  areas  conducting  classes;  (3)  corre- 
spondence courses;  (4)  ministers'  seminars  and  (5) 
through  the  School  of  Evangelism  in  London,  England. 

The  Centre  for  International  Christian  Ministries  in 
London,  England,  has  been  in  operation  for  only  a  few 
years.  Results  from  this  intensive  training  in  the  know- 
hows  of  church  planting  are  now  indicating  the  God- 
given  wisdom  of  such  an  endeavor.  Established  national 
leaders,  many  of  them  with  bachelor's  and  master's 
degrees  are  taught  the  basic  rudiments  for  planning  and 
implementing  strategy  to  plant  churches  in  their  own 
countries.  Only  the  future  will  reveal  the  relevance  of 
having  such  a  training  center  at  this  precise  time  in 
history. 

There  has  been  a  tremendous  shift  in  the  population 
from  the  rural  to  urban  areas  in  the  past  few  years.  And 
God  has  raised  up  far-sighted  men  to  envision  the  needs 
of  placing  missionaries  in  metropolitan  areas. 

Operation  Antioch,  the  result  of  such  vision,  is  a 
strategy  and  program  to  take  the  Gospel  to  the  masses  in 
the  cities.  Your  World  Evangelism  Emphasis  offerings 
were  directly  responsible  for  the  birth  of  Operation 


Antioch  in  several  world  class  cities.  Your  World 
Evangelism  offering  at  the  Falcon  Camp  Meeting  also 
helps  us  to  underwrite  deficit  missionary  accounts. 

People  to  People  is  now  a  separate  division  under  the 
umbrella  of  the  World  Missions  Department.  Through 
this  ministry  your  $15.00  per  month  provides  food,  cloth- 
ing and  school  supplies  for  children  in  many  poverty- 
stricken  countries. 

The  World  Missions  Department  is  also  very  much 
involved  in  communicating  the  news,  needs  and  trends 
of  world  evangelism  to  financial  supporters,  intercessors 
and  missionary  candidates.  You  are  probably  a  reader  of 
our  quarterly  magazine,  WORLDORAMA,  or  KEY- 
NOTES (our  monthly  newsletter  to  pastors),  but  here  are 
other  ways  we  communicate  our  message: 

Once  a  year  a  missions  emphasis  program  is  held  on 
each  of  our  college  campuses  to  explain  the  work  of  the 
Missions  Department,  to  emphasize  the  need  for  laborers 
in  the  harvest  field  and  to  answer  any  questions  the 
students  may  have  with  regard  to  missions  work. 

Often  a  church  or  sometimes  a  geographically-cluster- 
ed group  cf  churches  will  contact  our  department  for  help 
with  a  missionary  convention.  At  this  convention  sev- 
eral missionaries  present  the  joys  and  satisfaction,  as 
well  as  the  tears  and  needs,  of  a  missionary  serving  on 
the  field. 

Missionary  needs  and  prayer  requests  are  forwarded 
to  the  World  Intercessors  Network  Committee  to  be 
included  in  the  monthly  prayer  list  sent  to  those  who 
have  volunteered  to  be  intercessors. 

The  Missions  HOTLINE  makes  available  up-to-date 
news  and  prayer  needs  by  means  of  the  telephone 
(405-787-3111).  The  recorded  message  is  changed  each 
Wednesday  at  noon. 

We  work  with  other  departments  in  our  church  en- 
abling them  to  share  in  the  outreach  and  ministry  of 
world  evangelism. 

The  TOOLS  program  of  the  Christian  Education 
Department  helps  provide  necessary  equipment  for  mis- 
sionaries on  the  field  and  has  provided  typewriters, 
copiers,  mimeograph  equipment  and,  on  one  occasion,  a 
snowmobile. 

The  Women's  Ministries  Department  provides  a  pro- 
gram under  which  offerings  from  the  conferences  are 
pooled  and  divided  evenly  among  all  the  missionaries  at 
Christmas.  Also,  local  chapters  remember  their  spon- 
sored missionaries  on  their  birthdays  and  anni- 
versaries. 

The  Mug-A-Month  program  is  a  vital  tool  for  reaching 
lost  people  through  the  fellowship  of  the  Coffee  House 
Ministry.  For  $5.00  a  month  you  may  become  a  sup- 
porter.

THE  BIBLE  QUIZ  MINISTRY 
"Pursuing  An  Incorruptible  Crown" 


The  Bible  Quiz  Ministry  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  is  continu- 
ing to  progress.  Excitement  and  ex- 
pansion have  become  synonymous 
with  this  program.  Building  upon  the 
labors  of  previous  Conference  Quiz 
Masters  (most  recently:  Rev.  Chris 
Thompson  [Teens]  and  Rev.  Robert 
Forehand  [Juniors]),  Rev.  Paul  Braf- 
ford  and  Rev.  David  Wheeler,  our  new 
Conference  Quiz  Masters  in  the  Teen 
and  Junior  Divisions,  respectively, 
have  purposed  to  promote  the  Bible 
Quiz  Ministry  as  a  major  emphasis  of 
the  overall  Christian  Education  Pro- 
gram of  the  North  Carolina  Confer- 
ence. 

To  facilitate  that  goal  an  Orienta- 
tion and  Training  Session  for  Bible 
Quiz  was  held  in  September  of  1986  to 
introduce  and  explain  the  Bible  Quiz 
Ministry  to  interested  church  repre- 
sentatives. This  meeting  being  the 
first  of  its  kind  in  our  Conference  was 
a  real  uncertainty  for  its  planners, 
but  when  the  day  of  the  meeting 
arrived  eleven  of  our  churches  were 
represented  by  an  attendance  of  @ 
thirty.  As  a  result  of  this  joint  session 
and  subsequent  individual  contacts 
to  local  churches  a  total  of  ten  Junior 
Teams,  nine  Teen  Teams  and  numer- 
ous Primary  participants  were  en- 
listed. 

The  first  of  three  practice  tourna- 
ments preparatory  to  the  Conference 
Finals  has  already  been  held,  Decem- 
ber 6, 1986.  Participating  in  this  com- 
petition were  nine  Junior  Teams, 
seven  Teen  Teams  and  @  ten  Primary 
participants.  The  overall  attendance 
was  in  excess  of  two  hundred  (200) 
people,  a  record  for  any  Conference 
Bible  Quiz  Tournament.  We  are  well 
pleased  with  the  increase  of  interest 
and  participation  in  Bible  Quiz,  but 
this  program  will  never  be  complete 
until  it  includes  youth  from  all  the 
churches  of  our  Conference  in  Scrip- 
ture study. 

To  provide  a  framework  in  which  to

properly  develop  the  Bible  Quiz  Minis- 
try of  the  Conference  the  theme,  "In 
Pursuit  of  an  Incorruptible  Crown"  (1 
Corinthians  9:25),  has  been  adopted 
for  the  quadrennium.  While  Bible 
Quizzing  is  an  intense  and  competi- 
tive exercise,  major  stress  is  being 
placed,  not  upon  interpersonal  or 
interchurch  rivalries,  but  upon  intra- 
personal,  spiritual  development  and 
growth  through  the  study  of  God's 
Word.  To  illustrate  such  intent,  let  me 
present  an  abbreviated  account  re- 
cently shared  with  me. 

A  mother  of  one  of  our  present  Bible 
Quizzers  recalls  her  involvement  in 
Bible  Quiz  some  years  ago:  "The  year 
I  participated  in  Bible  Quiz  we  studied 
Corinthians.  Our  team  never  won  a 
trophy  in  competition.  At  that  time  it 
was  hard  for  me  to  see  or  imagine  the 
direct  benefit  of  my  involvement. 

"Following  graduation,  I  was  mar- 
ried and  moved  away  from  home.  As 
with  many  young  adults,  I  began  to 
challenge  many  of  the  assumed 
truths  I  had  known  as  a  child.  Soon  I 
had  strayed  so  far  from  the  Lord  that 
I  did  not  even  have  a  Bible  in  my 
home.  Then  one  day  after  a  phone 
conversation  with  my  mother,  the 
Lord  began  to  deal  with  me.  As  I  was 
moved  by  conviction  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  seek  God,  I  asked  the  Lord  to 
forgive  me  and  save  me  from  my  sins. 
For  months  it  was  the  Word  of  God 
from  Corinthians  which  I  had  com- 
mitted to  memory  in  Bible  Quiz  that 
sustained  me  in  my  new-found  rela- 
tionship with  Christ  until  my  mother 
sent  me  my  old  study  Bible. 

"This  all  came  clearly  back  to  mind 
as  the  other  evening  my  daughter 
was  rushing  to  leave  for  Bible  Quiz 
practice.  She  had  misplaced  her 
Bible,  and  so,  I  took  a  Bible  from  the 
shelf  for  her  to  use.  It  was  then  that  I 
recognized  the  Bible  I  was  giving  my 
daughter  to  be  the  one  from  which  I 
had  studied  as  a  Bible  Quizzer.  I  now 
hope  and  pray  that  my  daughter  too 


will  discover  the  incorruptible  crown 
that  is  received  only  through  study- 
ing God's  Word." 

Pastors,  parents  and  Christian 
workers,  such  testimonials  are  a 
credit  to  the  Bible  Quiz  Ministry.  Ac- 
cept the  challenge  of  providing  this 
ministry  for  the  young  people  of  your 
church.  It  requires  discipline  and  com- 
mitment, but  the  short-and  long-term 
benefits  are  well  worth  the  invest- 
ment of  resources  and  time.  The 
Psalmist  David  stated  it  so  correctly 
when  he  said,  "Thy  Word  have  I  hid 
in  my  heart  that  I  might  not  sin 
against  God."

REJOICING  IN 
THE  RESURRECTION 


R.  W.  Dale  sat  in  his  study  prepar- 
ing his  annual  Easter  message.  As  he 
read  and  studied  the  resurrection 
story,  all  of  a  sudden  he  cried  out,  "He 
lives!  He  lives!"  The  reality  of  the 
risen  Christ  had  burst  upon  his  soul 
with  marvelous  power.  The  living 
Christ  was  present  to  fill  his  heart 
with  the  fulness  of  life. 

The  Resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  is 
the  greatest  event  in  the  Bible,  but  it 
is  more  than  something  which  hap- 
pened in  the  past.  It  is  a  glorious 
experience  which  the  believer  enjoys 
here  and  now. 

The  open  tomb  does  more  than  com- 
memorate the  mighty  act  of  raising 
Jesus  from  the  dead.  It  does  more 
than  guarantee  immortality  with  a 
pledge  of  future  life.  The  resurrection 
gives  the  believer  resurrected  life  in 
the  present. 

The  resurrection  is  not  simply  a 
heavenly  hope.  It  is  a  power  for  the 
believer  living  on  the  earth.  It  is  a 
moral  dynamic  for  newness  of  life 
here  and  now. 

"He  lives,"  cried  R.  W.  Dale.  And 
our  Lord's  rising  from  the  dead  is  like 
the  rising  of  the  sun.  It  has  flooded 
the  hearts  of  believing  men  and 
women  with  light  and  life. 

The  resurrection  gives  the  believer 
power  to  live  a  victorious  life  in 
the  present.  We  who  have  died  with 
Christ  have  also  been  raised  with 
Him  in  newness  of  life.  The  resurrect- 
ed man  or  woman  has  received  new 
life  —  the  life  of  Christ. 

The  believer  is  freed  from  the  power 
of  sin.  He  or  she  is  finished  with  the 
old  life.  The  new  life  in  Christ  is  a 
participation  in  the  fulness  of  the  life 
of  the  resurrected  Christ. 

The  Apostle  Paul  describes  this 
new  life  in  Galatians  2:20,  "I  am 
crucified  with  Christ:  nevertheless  I 
live;  yet  not  I,  but  Christ  liveth  in 
me:  and  the  life  which  I  now  live  in 


the  flesh  I  live  by  the  faith  of  the  Son 
of  God,  who  loved  me,  and  gave  him- 
self for  me." 

It  is  Christ's  life  which  vitalizes  the 
life  of  the  believer. 

The  Resurrection  of  Jesus  from  the 
dead  provides  the  assurance  of  the 
presence  of  Jesus  with  us  at  all 
times.  Not  only  does  Jesus  live  in  the 
heart  of  the  believer,  He  is  with  the 
believer  in  all  of  the  circumstances  of 
life. 

When  Jesus  got  up  from  the  grave, 
His  message  to  His  disciples  was 
"Fear  not."  There  is  no  need  to  fear, 
for  the  living  Lord  is  present  to  sus- 
tain in  every  danger  and  difficulty. 

Jesus  assures  us,  "Lo,  I  am  with 
you  always  even  to  the  end  of  the 
world."  - 

He  will  never,  never,  no  never  leave 
us  nor  forsake  us. 

What  a  comfort  for  life!  Jesus  is 
with  us  through  all  the  days  of  our 
lives. 

The  Resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  is 
life  for  us  now  —  the  glorious  life  of 
Christ  in  the  present  hour.  It  is  also  a 
powerful  promise  of  the  future  life.

TEACHER  TRAINING  FOR 
IMMEDIATE  USE 

Prior  to  beginning  the  Sunday 
School  lesson  on  "Moses,  His  Life  and 
Teachings,"  the  Bethel  P.  H.  Sunday 
School  Department  held  teacher  train- 
ing sessions  giving  a  general  intro- 
duction to  the  quarterly.  Though  not 
the  standard  ETTA  course,  these  ses- 
sions were  intended  to  meet  the  im- 
mediate need  of  teaching  the  upcom- 
ing series  of  lessons. 

To  give  the  setting  for  these  lessons, 
a  slide  lecture  showed  a  number  of  the 
"treasures  of  Egypt"  that  Moses  re- 
jected by  faith  when  he  "esteemed  the 
reproach  of  Christ  greater  riches  than 
the  treasures  of  Egypt"  (Hebrews 
11:26).  Slides  showing  the  highly 
developed  culture  and  civilization  of 
ancient  Egypt  that  Moses  would  have 
known  about  as  a  man  "learned  in  all 
the  wisdom  of  the  Egyptians"  (Acts 
7:22)  contrasted  with  the  plight  of  his 
own  people  in  bondage.  Some  of  the 
slides  showed  the  pyramids,  Karnak, 
Luxor,  Hieroglyphic  writing,  as  well 
as  the  Nile  River  with  all  its  Biblical 
associations.  All  visual  aids,  study 
guides,  questionnaires  were  used  to 
throw  light  on  "Moses,  His  Life  and 
Teachings"  and  to  give  teachers  and 
others  present  a  better  appreciation 
of  the  faith  of  Moses  when  he  chose  to 
leave  all  Egypt's  great  culture  and 
identify  himself  with  God's  people. 
(Hebrews  11:24,  25.) 

A  second  session  centered  pri- 
marily around  Moses'  faith  in  one 
God  versus  the  many  pagan  deities  of 
Egypt.  Characteristics  of  these  pagan 
religions  still  identifiable  among 
today's  religions  were  brought  out, 
underlining  the  importance  of  the 
first  commandment  to  "have  no  other 
gods  before  me"  (Exodus  20:13). 

Overhead  projection  showing  the 
sacred  bulls  of  Egypt  gave  insight 
into  the  making  of  the  golden  calf 
when  Moses  was  in  the  Mount. 
(Exodus  32.)  Replicas  of  two  Egypt- 
ian gods  were  on  display  to  give  im- 
pact to  the  commandment  "Thou 
shalt  not  make  unto  thee  any  graven 
image"  (Exodus  20:4).

If  she 
looks  within,  she  sees  the  Holy  Spirit 
who  lives  within  and  teaches  her 
truth.  If  she  looks  around,  she  sees 
her  Christian  sisters  whom  she  loves; 
she  also  sees  a  lost  world,  desperately 
needing  her  witness.  If  she  looks 
ahead,  she  sees  the  return  of  Christ. 
1  John  3:3.  Having  this  hope  in  her 
heart  is  a  great  gift  from  God.  The 
hope  of  Christ  returning  inspires 
women  to  Godly  living. 

The  Christian  woman  holds  in  her 
heart  Sonship,  experience,  power, 
love,  relationship,  (no  more  servants, 
but  Sons)  and  fellowship.

If  we  think  a  little  we  will  realize 
that  what  issues  from  the  heart  will 
be  in  direct  proportion  to  His  Lord- 
ship. We  will  never  freely  give  what  is 
in  our  hands  until  we  have  fully  given 
our  heart.  If  we  think  of  our  heart 
rather  than  our  purse  as  the  reservoir 
of  our  giving,  we  shall  find  it  full  all 
the  time.  Our  heart  will  be  a  well- 
spring  of  wealth  if  it  is  an  outgrowth 
of  our  love  for  Christ. 

Here  a  Christian  woman  must  have 
a  good  wholesome  acceptance  of  her- 
self, not  trying  to  pour  ourselves  in 
the  mold  of  someone  we  admire,  but 
myself  (just  me)  to  others.  What  we 
hold  in  our  hands  may  be  as  small  as 
the  needle  of  Dorcas  (Acts  9:36),  or  as 
large  as  baby  Moses  in  the  hands  of 
the  Daughter  of  Levi  (Exodus  2)  but  it 
is  what  we  hold.  This  giving  of  one- 
self must  be  seasoned  with  love,  joy, 
and  sincerity,  and  then  trust  God  to 
multiply  it  by  the  Spirit. 

Christian  women,  we  will  give  an 
account  to  how  we  gave  what  was 
placed  in  our  hands.  Freely  He  has 
given,  freely  we  must  give.  We  are 
here  to  give  back  to  life.

INTRODUCING  CHURCH  PLANTER  S 
FELLOWSHIP 

By  this  time  I  hope  each  reader  has  already  learned 
that  the  Church  Planter's  Fellowship  exists.  This  new 
program  of  the  Conference  Evangelism  Department  has 
been  presented  to  the  Conference  Boards,  Evangelism 
Unit  Men,  Goldsboro  Church  Growth  Seminar,  to  each 
minister  in  the  Conference,  and  to  the  Spring  Evange- 
lism Rallies.  At  the  time  of  this  writing  (March  13)  we 
have  had  39  to  join.  We  are  on  the  way! 

The  purpose  of  the  program  is  very  simple,  we  are 
enlisting  men,  women,  churches,  Sunday  School  classes, 
women's  groups,  men's  groups,  etc.,  to  become  prayer 
and  financial  supporters  to  establish  new  churches  in 
the  Conference.  We  are  asking  each  one  who  joins  the 
Fellowship  to  become  a  prayer  partner  for  newly  estab- 
lished churches  and  to  pray  for  the  establishing  of  new 
churches;  and  to  make  a  financial  commitment  of  $7.00 
each  time  a  new  church  is  organized.  It  is  so  readily 
apparent  to  those  in  church  work  that  only  God  births 
new  churches.  However,  prayer  moves  the  hand  of  God 
to  activity!  If  we  reach  the  goal  of  16  new  churches  this 
quadrennium,  it  will  be  because  we  pray  them  in.  This 
will  give  us  a  total  of  175  churches  in  the  Conference. 

Of  the  $7.00  given  by  each  member  per  new  church, 
$5.00  will  go  directly  to  the  church  when  they  purchase 
property.  This  will  meet  a  critical  need  in  the  establish- 
ing of  new  churches  of  helping  them  have  a  down 
payment  for  property.  Land  costs  tend  to  be  astronomi- 
cal, especially  in  those  areas  where  we  need  a  new 
church.  On  reaching  our  goal  of  500  C.P.F.  members,  we 
will  be  presenting  the  church  with  $2500.00  to  help  with 
a  down  payment  for  property.  This  will  certainly  help. 


The  remaining  $2.00  will  be  used  by  the  Department  in 
investigating  potential  areas  for  new  churches.  Some  of 
these  expenses  would  be  publicity,  building  rental,  piano 
rental,  ministerial  expense,  survey  expense,  etc. 

Let  me  speak  directly  to  your  heart  before  closing  this 
article.  One  of  the  best  ways  to  reach  more  people  for  the 
Lord  in  our  Conference  is  to  start  new  churches.  In  order 
to  accomplish  this  goal,  as  a  Conference,  we  must  be 
willing  to  pray  and  to  help  financially  a  new  work  get 
started.  These  are  the  reasons  for  the  Church  Planter's 
Fellowship.  A  registration  card  is  enclosed  at  the  bottom 
of  the  page.  Please  pray  about  joining.  As  the  Lord 
speaks  to  your  heart,  fill  out  the  card,  cut  it  out,  and  mail 
it  to  me  at  P.  O.  Box  9,  Falcon,  NC  28342.  Enclose  a  check 
made  out  to  the  Evangelism  Department  for  $14.00.  This 
is  the  initial  registration.  It  will  go  to  our  two  new 
churches  since  Conference:  the  Riverside  Community 
Church  near  Wilson,  and  the  Harvest  Fellowship 
Church  in  Shallotte.  By  the  way,  the  Harvest  Fellowship 
Church  has  just  purchased  property.  They  are  averaging 
44  in  Sunday  School  attendance.  Praise  the  Lord!  The 
Riverside  Community  Church  just  closed  out  a  great 
revival  with  Rev.  Linwood  Conner.  They  average  30  in 
attendance.  If  you  need  additional  registration  cards, 
just  contact  the  office. 

We  will  be  publishing  in  the  Evangel  a  list  of  those 
who  have  joined  from  each  church.  Presently  Pikes 
Cross  Roads  leads  the  way  with  5.  Culbreth  Memorial  is 
a  close  second  with  3.  Wouldn't  it  be  great  to  average  at 
least  5  to  10  each  church. 

Special  Note:  Be  sure  to  read  the  article,  "Evangelistic 
Temple's  In-Touch  Ministry,"  by  pastor  Ferrell  Hardi- 
son  in  this  issue.  They  are  having  a  phenomenal  success 
in  reaching  new  visitors.  The  article  will  be  a  blessing  to 
you.

Please  read  Romans  10:1-21.  As  you  read,  allow  the 
Holy  Spirit  to  reemphasize  the  unalterable  truth  to  you 
that  our  Lord  has  a  definite  plan  for  reaching  the  world 
with  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  His  magnificent  plan 
mandates  that  you  and  I  find  our  places  in  the  Gospel 
imperative.  All  of  us  are  not  appointed  to  the  same 
sphere  of  service  but  we  are  all  included  in  the  program 
of  our  God  to  evangelize  the  world  with  the  message  of 
Jesus. 

Jesus  instructed  us  to  go  and  make  disciples.  In 
Matthew  28:19,  20,  the  emphasis  seems  to  focus  on  two 
aspects  of  evangelical  truth;  TEACH  and  BAPTIZE. 
The  Great  commission  recorded  in  Mark  16:15-18  de- 
clares that  the  followers  of  Jesus  are  to  PREACH  and 
that  SIGNS  will  follow  those  who  BELIEVE. 

The  impact  of  Luke  24:46-49  is  to  lead  man  to  repen- 
tance for  remission  of  sins.  The  glorious  promise  in  this 
account  gives  us  power  to  witness.  The  scope  of  outreach 
is  one  of  the  focal  points  of  Acts  1:8  as  the  indwelling 
Holy  Spirit  thrusts  the  Lord's  Church  forth  to  our 
mission  of  intervention  at  home  (Jerusalem)  and  abroad 
("the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth").  No  one  is  exempt 
from  the  mission.  Your  place  is  either  in  the  category  of 
those  who  SEND  or  those  who  are  SENT.  We  are  all 
commissioned  by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  to  intervene  in 
the  lives  of  eternity-bound  people  and  do  our  best  to 
properly  inform  of  God's  love  for  them  revealed  in  Jesus 
Christ. 

Today's  approximate  five  billion  souls  on  earth 
demand  our  faithfulness  to  the  charge  of  our  MASTER 
to  His  Body.  Wesley  Duewel  in  his  book,  "TOUCH  THE 
WORLD  THROUGH  PRAYER,"  reminds  us  of  the 
teeming  multitudes  who  will  fill  the  cities  of  our  world 
during  the  1980's.  He  predicts  that  some  one  billion 
people  will  be  a  part  of  this  migration  in  Third  World 
Countries.  The  author  and  others  inform  us  that  Mexico 
City  is  currently  growing  by  some  80,000  people  month- 
ly. Twenty  percent  of  that  nation  already  lives  in  Mexico 
City.  Thirty-four  percent  of  the  residents  of  Argentina 
live  in  Buenos  Aires  while  fifty  percent  of  the  people  of 
Uruguay  live  in  Montevideo.  About  one  half  of  the 
babies  born  annually  are  in  the  cities.  There  are  273 
World  Class  Cities  in  the  world  today.  A  World  Class 
City  is  a  city  with  a  population  of  one  million  or  more. 
Surely  the  harvest  is  ripe!  The  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Church  Missions  and  Evangelism  Departments  are 
responding  to  the  challenge  by  planting  churches  in  two 
World  Class  Cities  abroad  each  year  and  one  World 
Class  City  in  the  States  simultaneously.  You  are  needed 
in  this  witness  effort.  The  Lord  may  speak  to  your  heart 
to  be  more  immediately  involved.  He  may  ask  you  to 
relocate  to  one  of  these  cities  and  help  intervene  for  souls. 
Seven  percent  of  the  human  race  is  alive  today.  They 
need  Jesus.  Will  you  share  Him  with  them?  All  the  false 
gods  have  failed  and  new  ones  created  by  the  unregener- 
ate  mass  of  mankind  will  fail,  but  Jesus  is  the  answer. 
Let's  tell  the  world  He  lives! 


If  we  are  to  join  forces  with  other  true  adherents  of  the 
Christian  faith  to  touch  our  world  for  Jesus,  we  must  get 
involved  in  the  ministry  of  INTERCESSORY  PRAYER. 
Let  us  linger  in  the  beautiful  arena  of  prayer  until  we

Go  in  prayer  to 
stand  beside  Sherrill  Orvin  as  the  PEOPLE  TO 
PEOPLE  ministry  comforts  a  waif  in  his  or  her  despair 
of  hunger  and  nakedness.  Respond  to  Raymond  Potter 
as  he  enlists  your  support  for  MUG-A-MONTH  and  you 
get  involved  in  rescuing  some  street  person  or  wayward 
youth  who  is  ministered  to  by  one  of  our  dear  Coffee 
House  missionaries. 

By  all  means  subscribe  to  involvement  with  the  WIN 
(World  Intercession  Network)  effort  spearheaded  by 
Bane  and  Barbara  James.  My,  what  a  ministry!  Inquire 
about  your  place  in  effective  intercessory  prayer.  God's 
work  and  workers  depend  on  your  INTERCESSION. 

As  stated  earlier  in  this  article,  the  Lord  has  two  kinds 
of  people  in  this  church,  those  who  are  SENT  and  those 
who  SEND.  In  addition  to  effective  WITNESS  and 
PRAYER,  we  must  INVEST  in  the  mission  of  the 
Church  with  our  time,  talent  and  resources.

HOLINESS,  HEALTHINESS  AND  HAPPINESS 

by  Gary  Strickland 


"For  bodily  exercise  profiteth  little:  but  godliness 
is  profitable  unto  all  things,  having  promise  of  the 
life  that  now  is,  and  of  that  which  is  to  come"  (1 
Timothy  4:8). 

A  few  years  ago,  while  in  Orlando,  Florida,  I  heard  a 
commercial  advertising  the  local  Nazarene  Church.  The 
doctrine  the  pastor  highlighted  for  his  radio  audience 
was  "Holiness  of  heart  and  life."  Immediately  my 
thoughts  turned  to  our  own  churches  and  congregations. 
I  wondered  how  many  of  our  preachers  and  teachers 
fully  appreciate  and  acknowledge  this  Biblical  doctrine 
in  their  approaches  to  the  general  public. 

Paul  states  that  holiness  is  beneficial  in  both  the 
earthly  and  eternal  dimensions  of  a  person's  life.  In  our 
calisthenic  generation  we  need  to  be  reminded  that 
bodily  exercise  does  have  its  physical  benefits  but  that 
righteousness  has  spiritual,  physical,  and  emotional 
advantages. 

"Follow  peace  with  all  men,  and  holiness,  without 
which  no  man  shall  see  the  Lord"  (Hebrews  12:14). 

Without  equivocation  the  Scriptures  teach  righteous- 
ness as  God's  expectation  of  His  people.  We  are  to 
become  "followers  of  God,  as  dear  children"  (Ephesians 
5:1).  Our  fellowship  with  God  is  dependent  upon  our 
walking  "in  the  light,  as  he  is  in  the  light"  (1  John  1:7). 
Holiness  is  necessary  for  our  spiritual  well-being. 

"For  he  that  will  love  life,  and  see  good  days,  let 
him  refrain  his  tongue  from  evil,  and  his  lips  that 
they  speak  no  guile:  Let  him  eschew  evil,  and  do 
good;  let  him  seek  peace,  and  ensue  it.  For  the  eyes 
of  the  Lord  are  over  the  righteous,  and  his  ears  are 
open  unto  their  prayers:  but  the  face  of  the  Lord  is 
against  them  that  do  evil"  (1  Peter  3:10-12). 

The  federal  government  just  recently  released  its  new 
AIDS  education  plan.  The  report  concludes  that  moral 
purity  is  the  only  sure  way  to  avoid  this  modern  plague. 
It  urges  people  to  practice  sexual  abstinence  before 
marriage  and  absolute  fidelity  after  marriage.  Biblical 
morality  and  Christian  ethics  are  being  publically  sup- 
ported by  this  and  other  reports  dealing  with  such  things 
as  alcohol  consumption,  drug  abuse  and  smoking.  Holi- 
ness is  important  to  our  physical  well-being. 


"Now  unto  him  that  is  able  to  keep  you  from 
falling,  and  to  present  you  faultless  before  the 
presence  of  his  glory  with  exceeding  joy"  (Jude 
24). 

The  Christian  Life  lived  rightly  and  conscientiously 
produces  "joy  unspeakable  and  full  of  glory"  (1  Peter 
1:8).  Although  the  world  may  drift  on  a  sea  of  moral 
confusion  and  social  unrest,  the  Christian  is  kept  in  "the 
peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all  understanding"  (Philip- 
pians  4:7).  Holiness  is  consequential  to  our  emotional 
well-being. 

May  God  give  us  the  courage  of  our  convictions  in  this 
generation.  Let  us  proclaim  the  truth  of  "Holiness  Unto 
The  Lord"  in  every  pulpit  and  every  classroom  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference.

EVANGELISTIC  TEMPLE'S 
IN-TOUCH  MINISTRY 

Cary,  North  Carolina  is  growing  at 
an  almost  unbelievable  rate.  The 
cities  and  communities  of  Wake 
County  are  struggling  with  the  rapid 
growth  as  they  try  to  make  room  in 
the  schools,  provide  adequate  shop- 
ping facilities,  build  enough  houses, 
expand  hospital  services,  and  try  to 
face  the  many  other  challenges  that 
arise  as  the  Wake  County  area  grows. 
Not  only  do  county  and  city  officials 
have  to  work  and  plan  to  meet  the 
needs  of  a  growing  community,  so  do 
the  churches  in  such  an  area. 

Evangelistic  Temple  is  very  excited 
and  motivated  to  plan,  organize,  re- 
structure, or  do  whatever  is  needed  to 
provide  ministry  to  the  masses  of 
people  who  are  moving  into  our  city 
and  communities.  In  the  immediate 
area  surrounding  the  church,  a  popu- 
lation existed  of  874  in  1984,  in  1989 
the  projected  growth  is  1,995,  and  in 
the  year  2000,  the  projected  growth  is 
23,055.  The  challenges  to  ministry  are 
clear! 

On  Sunday  mornings,  as  in  many 
other  churches  throughout  the  Pente- 
costal Holiness  Church,  we  were  hav- 
ing anywhere  from  5  to  25  "first-time" 
visitors.  We  felt  that  some  kind  of 
unique  ministry  must  be  created  to 
make  personal  contact  with  these 
families  and  individuals  on  that  first 
visit.  The  individual's  or  family's  first 
visit  was  our  greatest  opportunity  for 
ministry  and  building  bridges  that 
would  hopefully  bring  them  back  to 
E.T.  So  we  began  what  we  called  the 
"In-Touch"  ministry.  Here  is  how  it 
works: 

We  have  five  teams  of  four  to  five 
families  on  each  team  who  are  respon- 
sible for  one  Sunday  morning  every 
five  weeks.  On  their  Sunday,  each 
family  prepares  a  little  more  than 
they  normally  would  for  a  Sunday 


lunch  and  each  member  of  the  team 
brings  that  lunch  to  church.  Immedi- 
ately following  the  morning  service, 
our  visitors  are  met  by  one  of  the  team 
members  at  a  specified  place  in  the 
church.  The  In-Touch  minister  then 
brings  the  visitors  into  the  church 
fellowship  hall  where  the  meal  will  be 
served.  We  have  a  captain  for  each 
team  who  is  responsible  for  organiz- 
ing the  ministry  of  that  particular 
team.  The  captain  welcomes  the  visi- 
tors to  the  lunch,  introduces  them  to 
the  other  team  members,  prays  over 
the  meal,  and  then  the  visitors  are 
asked  to  lead  the  way  in  helping 
themselves  to  a  delicious  buffet-style 
meal.  A  conscious  effort  is  made  to 
make  sure  that  the  visitors  do  not  all 
sit  grouped  together  so  that  the  In- 
Touch  ministers  can  sit  and  talk  with 
them,  hopefully  building  those 
bridges  that  will  bring  these  visitors 
back  to  our  church  and  eventually 
involve  them  permanently  into  the 
ministry. 

As  soon  as  the  meal  is  over  and  the 
captain  has  had  closing  comments, 
the  visitors  usually  leave  at  this  time 
and  the  In-Touch  team  sits  down  and 
maps  out  their  follow-up  ministry 
which  usually  consists  of  who  will 
make  phone  calls,  write  cards,  go  and 
visit,  and  so  on.  The  first  week  of 
follow-up  is  what  we  call  "immediate 
follow-up"  which  includes  all  of  the 
outreach  mentioned  in  the  previous 
sentence.  The  four  weeks  following  is 
a  kind  of  follow-up  we  call,  "relation- 
ship building"  follow-up,  which  is  not 
as  intense  as  the  immediate  follow- 
up.  In  the  relationship  building 
follow-up,  it  is  our  goal  to  make  per- 
sonal friends  of  these  who  have  visit- 
ed because  it  does  not  matter  how 
good  the  singing,  preaching,  or  teach- 
ing might  be  at  a  church,  if  new 
people  do  not  soon  find  a  close  rela- 
tionship with  someone  in  that  church, 
most  chances  are,  they  will  not  come 
back. 

The  In-Touch  ministry  team  also 
serves  as  greeters  on  their  Sunday 
and  they  are  not  only  responsible  for 
Sunday  morning  but  for  Sunday 
night  and  Wednesday  night  as  well. 
A  meal  is  prepared  only  for  Sunday 
morning.  However,  the  team  is  pre- 
pared to  minister  to  any  other  visitor 
needs.  This  is  developing  a  real  minis- 
try consciousness  in  the  congrega- 
tion. 

Since  this  program  was  implement- 
ed, our  Sunday  School  has  gone  from 


85  to  115  and  our  worship  has  moved 
from  100  to  a  solid  150.  All  of  this  has 
happened  in  a  period  of  4  months. 
And  we  say,  TO  GOD  BE  THE 
GLORY!

It  is  a  staggering  thought  that  our 
Heavenly  Father  has  placed  all  He 
owns  in  our  stewardship.  How  it  is 
used  or  misused  is  our  responsibility. 

This  department  of  the  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church,  first  known  as  De- 
ferred Giving,  is  about  13  years  old.

H.E.L.P.  CLINIC  HELD

DEVOTED  TO  THE 

FELLOWSHIP 

James  D.  Leggett 

We  are  not  saved  for  isolation.  We 
are  saved  to  become  a  part  of  a  glori- 
ous fellowship,  "a  community  whose 
nature  will  make  for  joy  and  pleasure 
to  all  who  really  belong." 

One  of  the  characteristics  of  the 
early  church  was  its  joyous  fellow- 
ship. Luke  tells  us,  "They  devoted 
themselves  to  the  apostles  teaching 
and  to  the  fellowship,  to  the  break- 
ing of  bread  and  prayer"  (Acts  2:42, 
NIV).  They  were  drawn  together  and 
bound  together  in  the  bond  of  mutual 
love  for  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  for 
each  other. 

It  was  the  quality  of  love  in  that 
fellowship  which  so  impressed  the 
calloused  Roman  world  that  they  ex- 
claimed, "See  how  those  Christians 
love  one  another." 

James  in  the  last  chapter  of  his 
epistle  describes  how  the  fellowship 
of  faith  ought  to  function.  It  is  the 
kind  of  fellowship  each  local  church 
should  enjoy.  Each  pastor  and  local 
congregation  have  the  obligation  and 
the  opportunity  to  forming  such  a 
fellowship  by  the  aid  of  the  Holy 
Spirit. 

Let  me  point  out  at  least  four  of  the 
marks  of  the  fellowship  of  the  early 
church  as  described  by  James  in  chap- 
ter 5,  verses  12-20. 

IT  IS  A  HOLY  FELLOWSHIP. 
James  refers  to  the  members  of  the 
fellowship  as  righteous.  Redeemed  by 
the  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
each  member  of  the  fellowship  of 
faith  is  to  live  a  holy  life.  There  are 
two  particular  references  to  right 
living  in  these  verses. 

In  the  first  one  James  calls  upon 
the  believer  to  speak  the  truth.  Each 
member  ought  to  have  such  a  reputa- 
tion for  honesty  and  truthfulness  that 
he  or  she  need  ever  have  to  swear. 
Their  word  should  be  their  bond.  For 
this  reason  James  exhorts  the  be- 
liever, "Let  your  'Yes'  be  yes,  and  your 


'No'  be  no,  or  you  will  be  condemned." 

In  a  world  where  even  the  secular 
news  (US  NEWS  AND  WORLD  RE- 
PORT) speak  of  the  prevalence  of 
lying  in  society,  the  fellowship  of 
faith  will  speak  truthfully  and 
honestly. 

There  may  be  faults  and  failures 
within  the  fellowshp,  but  these  can  be 
dealt  with  in  such  a  way  as  to  main- 
tain the  purity  of  the  fellowship. 
James  admonishes  the  members  to 
"confess  your  faults  one  to  another." 
The  word  used  for  "faults"  here  is  not 
the  one  usually  used  for  sin  but  a  word 
which  actually  means  faults.  The  con- 
fession here  is  not  a  confession  to  a 
priest  nor  a  confession  to  a  group.  "It 
is  the  mutual  confession  of  faults  to 
those  whom  we  have  wronged."  Hurt 
feelings  should  not  be  allowed  to  re- 
main in  the  fellowship.  Grudges  must 
not  be  held.  Where  there  is  any  fault 
in  the  relationship  between  believers, 
there  should  be  immediate  confes- 
sion. Real  fellowship  is  marred  by 
deception  and  unforgiven  hurts. 

Honesty,  truthfulness  and  holiness 
will  be  distinguishing  marks  of  the 
true  fellowship  of  faith. 

IT  IS  A  HAPPY  FELLOWSHIP. 
Holiness  and  happiness  go  together. 
"Is  anyone  happy?  Let  him  sing 
songs  of  praise."  The  fellowship  of 
faith  expresses  itself  in  joyous  songs 
of  victory.  The  idea  of  a  sad,  mournful 
Christian  living  or  worship  is  incom- 
patible with  the  gracious  blessings 
which  God  has  given  to  those  who 
really  belong  to  His  fellowship.

— Make  men  aware  of  their  own 
potentialities  by  discovering  and 
using  their  God-given  spiritual  gifts, 
talents,  and  abilities.  Paul  tells  us  in 
Ephesians  4:11,  "and  he  gave  some 


pastors."  For  what?  Verse  12  says 
"for  the  equipping  of  the  saints."  For 
what?  "For  the  work  of  the  ministry" 
or  if  you  will,  for  helping  and  joining 
with  your  pastor  to  do  the  work  of  the 
church. 

I  ask  you  what  is  your  desire?  Men's 
Fellowship  is  rising  to  the  challenge 
and  helping  pastors  and  men  to  fulfill 
that  which  God  has  called  us  to  do.

Oh  yes,  there  will  be  troubles. 
James  does  not  overlook  them,  but  he 
does  tell  us  that  we  can  take  them  to 
the  Lord  in  prayer.  Through  prayer 
our  problems  can  become  triumphs 
and  our  sadness  become  songs  of 
praise. 

IT  IS  A  HARMONIOUS  FELLOW- 
SHIP. Look  at  the  phrase,  "...  for 
each  other."  Too  often  in  the  church 
today  the  words  might  be  written, 
"  .  .  .  against  each  other."  The  fellow- 
ship of  believers  need  to  be  for  each 
other  —  working  together  for  the 


Kingdom  of  God.  Jesus  prayed  in 
John's  Gospel  that  His  disciples 
"might  be  one."  In  reading  the  clos- 
ing verses  of  James'  Epistle  we  are 
impressed  with  his  emphasis  upon 
the  believers  looking  out  for  the  inter- 
est of  their  fellow  believers.  Each  one 
is  concerned  about  the  other's  need. 

IT  IS  A  HELPFUL  FELLOWSHIP. 
Those  who  really  belong  to  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  Spirit  and  the  saints  are 
always  ready  to  extend  a  helping 
hand  to  those  in  need.  In  sickness  and 
in  trouble,  the  members  of  the  fellow- 
ship stand  ready  to  help  each  other. 
Even  when  a  brother  or  sister 
wanders  from  the  truth,  the  members 
of  the  fellowship  are  to  do  everything 
possible  to  restore  such  a  one  to  the 
faith  and  to  fellowship. 

Believers  do  not  rejoice  in  the  fall  of 
a  brother  or  sister,  but  they  reach  out 
to  restore  the  fallen.  The  society  of  the 
sanctified  is  not  marked  by  selfish- 
ness but  by  service,  for  it  is  a  helpful 
fellowship. 

The  secret  of  such  a  glorious  fellow- 
ship within  the  church  is  found  in 
James'  repeated  references  to  prayer. 
It  is  evident  that  he  feels  that  prayer 
is  the  answer  to  a  truly  functioning 
fellowship  of  faith.  Believers  are  ex- 
horted to  pray  for  each  other,  to  pray 
for  the  sick,  to  pray  in  times  of  afflic- 
tion, and  to  pray  for  the  erring 
brother.  They  are  encouraged  to  pray 
like  Elijah,  to  pray  until  God  gives  the 
answer. 

We  need  in  each  of  our  churches  the 
kind  of  fellowship  James  writes 
about,  but  we  cannot  have  by  simply 
talking  about  it.  We  must  pray  sincere- 
ly and  earnestly,  for  a  praying  fellow- 
ship is  holy,  happy,  harmonious,  and 
helpful. 

What  kind  of  fellowship  do  we 
have?  What  are  its  distinguishing 
marks?  Let's  make  sure  that  it  is  a 
fellowship  which  attracts  lost  men 
and  women  to  its  circle.

NEWS  FROM  THE  PARKERS 


John  and  Edna  Parker 


I  took  the  receiver  that  evening  in  early  December  of 
1978  expecting  nothing  more  than  a  casual  call  from  a 
friend  or  from  our  son  who  lived  nearby.  Classes  were 
over  for  the  day  and  I  was  ready  to  unwind.  The  voice  of 
B.  E.  Underwood  came  through  and  with  little  greeting 
his  question  shook  me  out  of  my  relaxed  mood.  "How 
soon  can  you  and  Edna  be  in  Hong  Kong?"  My  brain 
raced  wildly.  Hong  Kong???  That  crowded  phenomenon 
that  I  had  visited  three  years  earlier  and  disliked  so 
much!!!  "What  do  you  mean  —  Hong  Kong?"  "Well,"  he 
replied,  "the  Board  would  like  very  much  for  you  and 
Edna  to  move  to  Asia  as  our  new  supervisors  of  that 
area."  We  agreed  to  talk  the  next  day  over  coffee. 
Something  in  my  voice  elicited  an  unclassic  reply  from 
Edna.  "Uh-oh,  here  we  go  again." 

For  four  years,  we  had  lived  in  Oklahoma,  I,  serving  as 
Dean  of  the  School  of  Religion  at  Southwestern  College 
and  Edna  working  in  the  Oklahoma  City  school  system. 
We  were  comfortable,  had  bought  a  house  and  liked  our 
work.  Teaching  classes  in  missions,  however,  had 
brought  over  me  a  vague  restless  feeling.  I  remembered 
the  twenty-three  years  we  had  spent  in  Costa  Rica, 
pioneering  the  work  there.  Memories  of  hard  hours  of 
language  study,  exhausting  trips  to  hidden  areas  where 
no  other  preacher  had  been,  the  beauty  of  wild  places 
— mountains,  jungle,  and  ocean.  I  remembered  most  of 
all  the  indescribable  look  of  hunger  on  dusky  faces  and 
the  resultant  expression  of  peace  as  they  found  Christ.  I 
remembered  the  great  moves  of  the  Spirit  as  He  broke  the 
back  of  satanic  opposition  and  scores  of  people  streamed 
down  the  aisles  in  great  campaigns.  Like  a  flood  it  all 
came  back,  welling  up  within  me  again.  That  insistent 
call  would  not  be  stilled;  I  was  a  missionary  and  could 
never  be  anything  else. 


And  so  to  Asia  we  went  —  to  that  vast  mosaic  of 
nations,  cultures,  tongues,  and  contradictions.  Settling 
in  Hong  Kong,  the  Pearl  of  the  Orient,  we  soon  used 
chopsticks  like  veterans  and  eventually  grew  to  love  the 
place.  Among  a  thousand  fascinations,  the  best  of  all 
was  a  solid  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church,  born  and 
nurtured  over  75  years,  victorious  over  typhoons,  war, 
famine,  and  the  shadowy  threat  of  communist  invasion . 

Our  work  took  us  to  Korea,  known  for  war,  destruction, 
and  reconstruction,  as  well  as  for  some  of  the  Kingdom's 
greatest  revivals.  We  delighted  in  the  Philippines,  its 
friendly  people,  its  ready  response  to  the  Gospel,  and  the 
fellowship  of  good  missionaries.  Exotic  India  stole  our 
hearts  completely  for  everything  was  unique  —  an 
ancient  land  of  paradoxes,  plowing  their  fields  as  did 
Abraham's  neighbors  and  yet  lifting  satellites  into 
space.  Spicy,  pungent  food,  smelling  of  cardamon,  cin- 
namon, tumeric,  and  hot  peppers  excited  the  appetite. 
The  fellowship  of  missionaries  like  the  Howards,  the 
Donalds,  and  Frances  Carter  made  every  visit  memor- 
able. Ministry  among  our  fine  workers  in  both  North  and 
South  India  became  challenging  and  rewarding.  In 
eight  years,  our  Asian  membership,  through  the  grace  of 
God,  grew  from  eight  thousand  to  over  seventeen  thou- 
sand. In  fact,  we  enjoyed  our  Asian  assignment  so  much 
that  we  began  to  feel  that  we  just  might  remain  there 
through  all  our  remaining  working  years. 

But  it  was  not  to  be!  Missionaries  are  soldiers,  as  are 
all  of  us.  We  are  calLed  to  a  work,  not  necessarily  to  a 
place.  And  there  is  always  the  World  Missions  Board 
who  can,  as  they  understand  the  will  of  God,  move  us 
about.  And  move  us  they  did!  Last  year,  we  packed  bags 
and  boxes  ("Lord,  how  many  times  have  we  done  this?") 
and  moved  to  Chile  to  become  a  part  of  the  Pentecostal 
Bible  Institute.  Back  to  Latin  America,  where  kingdom 
growth  is  sweeping  a  whole  continent  in  unprecedented 
measure.  Our  ministry  now  is  the  literal  fulfillment  of 
the  Lord's  words,  "Go  into  all  the  world  —  and  TEACH." 

In  March,  we  began  our  classes  again  with  250-300 
students,  many  of  them  pastors  of  large  and  growing 
churches.  Others  are  becoming  pastors.  Marcelo,  a  third 
year  student,  has  a  shoe-shine  stand  on  a  busy  down- 
town street.  It  has  become  his  pulpit,  for  urban  and 
prosperous  business  men  stand  in  line  to  have  Marcelo 
talk  and  pray  with  them  about  their  problems  —  busi- 
ness, personal,  and  family.  Francisco  Orellana  is  plant- 
ing a  new  church  in  a  crowded  barrio  within  sight  and 
smell  of  a  city  dump. 

We  are  attending  this  week  the  sessions  of  the  annual 
conference  of  the  Methodist  Pentecostal  Church,  our 
affiliate  in  Chile.  The  blessings  of  unity  and  love  in  the 
Spirit  prevade  every  session.

TALENT  "A  MINISTRY'

The  happiest  people  are  those  who  develop  their  God- 
given  talents  and  use  them  willingly  in  His  service. 
When  the  youth  as  well  as  the  adults  realize  that  talents 
are  given  to  be  used  to  glorify  God  and  to  help 
humanity  enjoy  the  Christian  life  to  the  fullest,  then  it 
becomes  a  MUST  to  develop  them. 

Adult  leaders;  Ministers,  Youth  Leaders,  Sunday 
School  Teachers,  Parents,  etc.,  should  be  very  observant 
as  children  grow  in  order  to  recognize  their  talents. 
Leaders  should  also  show  their  willingness  to  share  their 
talents  with  the  children  and  youth  who  possess  char- 
acteristics of  a  similar  nature.  When  leadership  is  limit- 
ed in  certain  areas  of  talent,  assistance  should  be  sought 
from  other  resources  such  as  schools,  colleges,  and  the 
community.  Parents  must  come  to  realize  that  they  may 
have  to  finance  the  development  of  their  child's  talent. 
What  more  pleasure  could  parents  realize  than  to  know 
they  gave  their  child  the  opportunity  to  develop  and  use 
his  talents  and  not  just  provided  their  non-essential 
materialistic  desires. 

Church  leaders  should  be  very  much  aware  that 
developing  talents  is  not  for  just  a  few  months  before  the 
competition  in  the  Conference  Talent  Program  but  for  all 
twelve  months  of  the  year.  The  teen  and  juniors  should 
be  using  their  talents  Sunday  morning,  Sunday  night, 
Wednesday  night,  revival  time,  etc.  When  this  is  done, 
talent  becomes  a  ministry  not  just  competition. 

While  using  their  talents  regularly,  they  will  be  de- 
veloping habits  in  faithfulness  which  will  make  them 
leaders  now  as  well  as  for  the  future. 

"Use  Them  and  Keep  Them 
Ignore  Them  and  Lose  Them." 

The  Church  cannot  afford  to  lose  them  because  they 
have  a  heart,  and  a  life  along  with  their  talents  to  give 
back  to  the  Master.

From  the  Superintendent 

THE  SPIRIT-FILLED 
CONGREGATION 


James  D.  Leggett 


The  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
on  the  Day  of  Pentecost  was  an  his- 
toric occasion  with  great  significance 
for  the  church  today.  The  story  is  very 
vividly  told  by  Luke  in  Acts  2. 

The  disciples  were  all  together  wait- 
ing for  the  coming  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
in  obedience  to  Christ's  command. 
Suddenly  there  was  a  sound  like  the 
rushing  of  a  mighty  wind  from 
heaven,  and  it  filled  all  of  the  house. 
There  was  the  appearance  of  a  sheet 
of  flame  which  separated  and  became 
cloven  tongues  like  as  of  fire  resting 
upon  the  head  of  each  of  them.  They 
were  all  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit 
and  began  to  speak  with  tongues  as 
the  Spirit  enabled  them.  They  rejoiced 
in  the  Spirit  and  glorified  the  Lord  for 
His  wonderful  works. 

The  Holy  Spirit  had  come  as  prophe- 
sied by  the  prophets  and  promised  by 
Jesus  Christ.  It  was  a  tremendous 
experience  with  worldwide  conse- 
quence. The  Holy  Spirit  came  to  in- 
dwell and  empower  the  community  of 
believers.  From  that  day  forward  the 
common  life  of  the  church  would  be 
indwelt,  empowered  and  instructed 
by  the  Spirit  of  God. 

The  Holy  Spirit  came  to  indwell  the 
church,  and  His  presence  in  the 
church  is  a  glorious  experience.  Most 
of  the  time  in  the  Book  of  Acts  when 
the  Holy  Spirit  was  given,  He  came 
upon  a  group  of  disciples.  It  was  a 
movement  of  the  Spirit  upon  a  com- 
munity of  believers  (Acts  4:23-31; 
10:44-48;  19:1-7). 

When  the  Spirit  of  God  is  poured  out 
upon  a  congregation,  there  are  glori- 


ous spiritual  blessings  which  follow 
within  the  fellowship.  Each  time 
notice  that  the  experiences  are  about 
the  same.  There  is  an  indication  of 
mighty  power.  There  is  the  speaking 
with  tongues.  There  is  prayer  and 
praise  in  glorious  worship  of  the  Lord. 

Individually  there  is  a  need  for  the 
Baptism  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  but  we 
ought  not  to  overlook  the  fact  that  the 
church  needs  to  have  those  moments 
where  the  Holy  Spirit  mightily  moves 
upon  the  whole  congregation  with 
spiritual  presence  and  power. 

The  church  cannot  live  without  the 
moving  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  It  may 
exist  with  form,  but  it  cannot  really 
worship  the  King  of  Glory. 

There  is  more  than  the  experience 
of  Pentecost.  There  must  also  be  the 
expression  to  the  world  of  that  experi- 
ence within  the  body.  The  Holy  Spirit 
came  not  only  to  indwell  the  body  of 
believers,  He  came  to  empower  it  for 
evangelism. 

Jesus  said,  "But  ye  shall  receive 
power,  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is 
come  upon  you:  and  ye  shall  be  wit- 
nesses unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem, 
and  in  all  Judaea,  and  in  Samaria, 
and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the 
earth"  (Acts  1:8). 

The  Holy  Spirit  does  not  leave  men 
and  women  in  church  enjoying  the 
experience  of  Pentecost.  Look  at  the 
accounts  in  Acts.  When  the  Holy 
Spirit  fell  upon  the  assembly  of  be- 
lievers, they  were  wonderfully 
strengthened  and  blessed.  But  they 
did  not  stay  there  just  rejoicing  in  the 
blessing.  The  Spirit  thrust  them  out 


into  the  world  to  proclaim  the  Word  of 
the  Lord. 

In  Acts  2,  they  were  baptized  in  the 
Spirit  and  soon  they  were  in  the 
streets  and  at  the  temple  preaching 
the  Good  News  of  Jesus. 

In  Acts  4,  the  Holy  Spirit  once 
again  fell  on  the  believers  and  they 
"spake  the  word  of  God  with  bold- 
ness." Notice  "they  were  all  filled 
with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  they  spake 
the  word  of  God  with  boldness."  They 
experienced  a  fresh  movement  of  the 
Spirit  and  then  expressed  it  in  evan- 
gelism. 

In  Acts  13,  the  Holy  Spirit  spoke  to 
the  disciples  and  commissioned  them 
to  send  forth  Barnabas  and  Saul  for 
the  great  work  of  spreading  the 
Gospel.  The  Gospel  was  launched  to 
the  world. 

The  Holy  Spirit  is  the  source  of 
evangelistic  power,  but  it  is  a  power 
too  much  neglected  in  our  day. 

We  cannot  simply  enjoy  the  glori- 
ous experience  of  the  Baptism  of  the 
Spirit  individually  or  corporately  un- 
less we  are  willing  to  allow  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  thrust  us  out  into  the  world  to 
evangelize. 

As  we  celebrate  the  Day  of  Pente- 
cost, let  us  pray  for  a  mighty  moving 
of  God's  Spirit  upon  the  church  which 
will  send  it  forth  in  power  to  witness 
of  Jesus  to  a  lost  and  dying  world. 

Let  us  rejoice  continually  in  the 
fulness  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  our  own 
hearts.  Let  us  pray  for  those  times 
where  the  Holy  Spirit  mightily  moves 
upon  the  local  church  and  empowers 
it  for  greater  soul  winning.

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A  Soldier  Writes  About 

GOD'S  WILL

"They  will  be  done  in  earth,  as  it  is 
in  heaven"  —  Matthew  6:10. 

GOD'S  WILL  should  be  the  fore- 
most thought  in  every  man's 
mind.  His  will  is  more  important  than 
any  other  thing  concerning  man.  All 
conflict  and  unhappiness  in  the  world 
today  can  readily  be  traced  back  to 
man's  disregard  to  God's  will.  Had 
Adam  chosen  God's  will  concerning 
him  in  the  garden  of  Eden,  it  would 
have  been  best  not  only  for  him  but  all 
mankind.  Also  our  disregard  for  His 
will  today  may  not  concern  us  alone. 

Sometimes  it  may  seem  logical  to  us 
that  our  will  is  best;  but  in  every  case 
where  man  has  regarded  his  own  will 
contrary  to  God's  will,  it  has  proven 
folly.  Should  the  building  say  to  the 
builder,  I  should  be  a  bungalow  rather 
than  barn?  It  would  be  just  as  logical 
as  for  man  to  say,  "My  will  is  better 
than  God's";  for  God  is  our  Maker, 
and  should  dominate  our  life.  How- 
ever, because  man  is  the  crown  of 
God's  creation,  he  is  given  the  privi- 
lege of  choice.  We  should  understand 
the  truth  in  those  words  in  Isaiah 
55:8,9,  "For  my  thoughts  are  not  your 
thoughts,  neither  are  your  ways  my 
ways,  saith  the  Lord.  For  as  the  heav- 
ens are  higher  than  the  earth,  so  are 
my  ways  higher  than  your  ways,  and 
my  thoughts  than  your  thoughts." 

God's  will  may  not  always  be  easy 
to  perform.  Many  times  it  takes  all  the 
courage  we  can  muster  with  many 
hours  of  prayer  before  we  can  say, 
Thy  will  be  done.  Yet  this  struggle 
does  not  come  because  God  has  asked 
us  to  do  something  hard,  but  because 
we  are  not  as  completely  surrendered 
to  Him  as  we  should  be.  As  long  as 
men  try  to  kid  themselves  about  God's 
power  to  sanctify  wholly,  and  permit 
the  "Old  man"  to  stay  around  and  tell 
them  that  man  cannot  live  without 
sinning  and  that  there  is  none  good, 
no,  not  one,  they  are  going  to  continue 
to  have  a  struggle  in  performing 
God's  will;  simply  because  they  have 
ignored  that  His  Word  says,  "For  this 
is  the  will  of  God,  even  your  sanctifica- 
tion"  (1  Thessalonians  4:3).  When  we 
have  been  crucified  with  Christ  with 
all  of  our  self-will,  then  we  will  not 
find  it  hard  to  say  with  our  Saviour, 
"Not  my  will,  but  thine,  be  done." 
God's  will  is  always  best. 
We  may  ask,  How  can  we  know 


God's  will  concerning  us? 

There  are  two  chief  sources  by 
which  God  reveals  His  will  to  man. 
They  are  His  Word  (The  Bible)  and 
His  Holy  Spirit. 

The  Bible  contains  innumerable 
statements  of  God's  approval  and 
disapproval  of  man's  conduct.  If  any- 
one will  study  the  Bible,  he  will  not 
find  it  difficult  to  discern  God's  will 
concerning  him.  Always  when  man 
sincerely  desires  to  know  God's  will, 
of  which  he  is  ignorant,  the  Holy 
Spirit  reveals  it  to  him;  as  in  our 
callings  for  Christian  service.  It  is  not 
God's  purpose  for  all  to  be  clergymen; 
it  is  not  His  purpose  for  all  to  be 
teachers;  it  is  not  His  purpose  for  all 
to  be  carpenters  or  farmers,  but  His 
purpose  for  each  individual  is  reveal- 
ed to  us  by  the  Holy  Spirit. 

Another  question  may  be,  What  is 
God's  will  concerning  me? 

First,  it  is  His  will  that  we  be  saved 
(2  Peter  3:9).  "The  Lord  is  .  .  .  not 
willing  that  any  should  perish,  but 
that  all  should  come  to  repentance." 

(Ezekiel  33:1 1 )  "Say  unto  them,  As  I 
live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  I  have  no 
pleasure  in  the  death  of  the  wicked; 
but  that  the  wicked  turn  from  his  way 
and  live." 

After  Adam  sinned  and  thereby 
brought  sin  on  the  human  race,  and 
because  it  was  God's  will  that  man 
should  be  preserved  and  reconciled 
unto  Him;  He  did  not  leave  them  to 
grope  in  darkness  and  do  the  impos- 
sible, but  provided  a  plan  for  salva- 
tion, and  said:  "Whosoever  will,  let 
him  come." 

It  is  God's  will  that  we  consecrate 
our  life  to  Him. 

God  has  never  asked  man  to  give 
Him  anything  without  repaying  him; 
although  we  are  His  to  use  at  His 
pleasure.  When  we  consecrate  our  life 
to  God,  it  is  for  our  gain  as  well  as  His 
glory.  In  the  first  place,  we  owe  our 
life  to  Him  for  His  daily  blessings 
upon  us.  Yet  God  does  not  ask  us  to 
pay  our  debt;  for  truer  words  have 
never  been  spoken  than  in  that  beauti- 
ful hymn,  "But  drops  of  grief  can  ne're 
repay  the  debt  of  love  I  owe.  Here 
Lord,  I  give  myself  away;  'tis  all  that  I 
can  do."  He  only  asks  us  to  obey  His 
will;  with  greater  reward  than  man 
could  possibly  merit,  not  in  this  world 
only,  but  life  everlasting. 
The  last  we  shall  mention  is  His 
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will  for  us  to  witness  for  Him. 

If  God  had  not  told  us  in  His  Word 
that  we  should  be  witnesses  unto 
Him,  it  should  be  a  pleasure  for  every 
man  who  knows  Christ  to  tell  of  His 
great  love  and  the  happiness  we  find 
in  His  service.  If  we  confess  Him 
before  this  world,  He  will  confess  us 
before  His  Father  and  our  Father  in 
heaven. 

Let  us  say,  as  Jesus  did  when  He 
was  about  to  pay  that  great  price  for 
our  redemption,  "Father,  not  my  will, 
but  thine  be  done."

BREAKING  BARRIER  CONFERENCES 

During  the  month  of  May  six  Breaking  Barrier  Confer- 
ences were  scheduled  across  the  Conferences.

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  -  NATURE  AND  NURTURE 


by  Gary  Strickland 


"Scientists  have  speculated  for  generations  that 
people  are  the  products  of  their  genes,  but  proof  was 
lacking.  Now  that  has  changed.  Solid  evidence  demon- 
strates that  our  very  character  is  molded  by  heredity." 
This  quote  appeared  in  a  recent  issue  of  U.  S.  News  & 
World  Report  demonstrating  "how  genes  shape  person- 
ality." The  report  went  on  to  say  that  "scientists  are 
turning  up  impressive  evidence  that  heredity  has  a 
greater  influence  on  one's  personality  and  behavior  than 
either  one's  upbringing  or  the  most  crushing  social 
pressure."  This  article  brought  vividly  to  my  mind  two 
great  truths  of  Scripture  regarding  the  Christian  life. 

Firstly,  You  Must  Be  Born  Again!  When  Jesus  met 
Nicodemus,  He  declared  there  could  be  no  seeing  or 
entering  God's  Kingdom  without  the  new  birth.  He  goes 
on  to  say  "That  which  is  born  of  flesh  is  flesh  and  that 
which  is  born  of  the  Spirit  is  spirit."  (John  3:6)  Paul 
reinforces  this  thought  by  stating,  "Therefore  if  any 
man  be  in  Christ,  he  is  a  new  creature:  old  things  are 
passed  away;  behold,  all  things  are  become  new."  (2 
Corinthians  5:17)  It  requires  "spiritual  genes"  to 
live  the  Christian  life.  Only  the  miraculous  experi- 
ence of  salvation  can  produce  this  disposition  and 
ability  in  a  person.  The  Apostle  John  proclaims  the 
greatness  of  this  regeneration  gift  when  he  says,  "Whoso- 
ever is  born  of  God  doth  not  commit  sin;  for  his  seed 
remaineth  in  him  and  he  cannot  sin."  Christians  are 
what  they  are  by  divine  nature. 

Secondly,  You  Must  Grow  In  Grace!  Early  in  his 
writings  the  Apostle  Peter  declares,  "As  newborn  babes, 
desire  the  sincere  milk  of  the  word,  that  ye  may  grow 
thereby."  (1  Peter  2:2)  He  concludes  his  epistles  by 
challenging,  "But  grow  in  grace,  and  in  the  knowledge  of 
our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ..."  (2  Peter  3:18).  The 
born-again  Christian  is  in  need  of  loving  care  and  guided 
direction  in  his  daily  life.  It  requires  "spiritual  nour- 
ishment" to  live  the  Christian  life.  This  provision 
comes  through  the  Word  of  God,  the  Spirit  of  God,  and 
the  People  of  God.  As  Paul  states,  "But  continue  thou  in 
the  things  which  thou  hast  learned  and  hast  been 
assured  of,  knowing  of  whom  thou  hast  learned  them; 
And  that  from  a  child  thou  hast  known  the  holy  scrip- 
tures, which  are  able  to  make  thee  wise  unto  salvation 
through  faith  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus.  All  scripture  is 
given  by  inspiration  of  God,  and  is  profitable  for  doc- 
trine, for  reproof,  for  correction,  for  instruction  in 
righteousness:  That  the  man  of  God,  may  be  perfect, 


throughly  furnished  unto  all  good  works."  (2  Timothy 
3:14-17)  Christians  are  what  they  are  by  divine  nurture. 

Christian  Educators  must  rightly  concern  themselves 
with  both  Evangelism  and  Edification.  Our  goal  is  to  get 
people  to  make  decisions  for  Christ  and  to  become 
disciples  of  Christ.  To  accomplish  this  our  objectives 
must  remain  reaching,  teaching,  winning,  training  and 
maintaining  people  of  all  ages  for  the  Kingdom  of  God.

We  live  in  a  day  of  crumbling 
foundations.  A  mighty  shaking,  like 
a  great  earthquake,  seems  to  be  rum- 
bling across  this  world  and  even  the 
church  is  affected.  The  wicked  mock 
the  foundations  of  God's  Word  and 
make  light  of  the  cause  of  Christ,  and 
some  who  name  the  name  of  Christ 
embarrass  His  cause  with  their  greed 
and  godless  conduct. 

It  may  well  be  that  God  is  shaking 
His  Church,  not  that  the  foundations 
will  be  destroyed  but  that  His  Church 
might  be  faithful  to  its  foundational 
truths. 

In  times  which  try  and  test  the  faith 
of  God's  people,  what  can  the  right- 
eous do?  When  foundations  are  crum- 
bling and  moral  are  collapsing,  how 
shall  the  righteous  react?  When  the 
wicked  and  the  cynic  attack  the 
Scripture  and  the  saints,  what  shall 
the  righteous  do? 

Shall  we  heed  the  advice  of  the 
cynic  and  flee  in  fear?  His  advice  is  to 
"Flee  as  a  bird  to  your  mountain." 
The  taunt  of  the  world  is,  "The  founda- 
tions are  being  destroyed.  There  is  no 
need  to  stand  fast  to  the  principles  of 
the  Word.  What  is  the  purpose  in 
living  true  to  God  in  such  times?" 

The  Psalmist  refuses  to  let  the  cynic 
and  the  worldly  set  his  course.  He 
refuses  to  listen  to  the  voice  of  fear. 
The  righteous  have  no  reason  to  run 
and  hide,  for  faith  sets  the  course  for 
the  righteous. 

There  are  at  least  three  things 
which  the  righteous  can  do  to  live  by 
faith  in  the  faithless  world  and  to  live 
courageously  in  a  time  of  cowardice. 

THE  RIGHTEOUS  CAN  LEAN 
UPON  THE  REDEEMER.  The 
Psalmist  gives  his  statement  of  faith 
in  the  very  first  verse  of  this  Psalm. 


"In  the  Lord  put  I  my  trust."  There 
were  some  reasons  for  his  trust  in  the 
Lord.  He  was  convinced  of  his  Lord's 
sovereignty  over  all  events  and 
things.  The  Lord's  throne  is  in  heaven. 
It  is  not  shaken  one  little  bit  by  all  the 
convulsions  on  the  earth.  The  right- 
eous can  lean  upon  the  Lord  with  all 
assurance  that  He  will  never  in  any 
way  fail  them. 

You  remember  that  amidst  all  the 
crumbling  foundations  and  crashing 
of  empires  in  Revelation,  John  cries 
with  a  triumphant  shout,  "Hallelujah, 
the  Lord  God  omnipotent  reigneth." 

The  Psalmist  was  convinced  that 
the  Sovereign  Lord  of  the  universe 
was  also  present  among  men,  for  he 
said,  "The  Lord  in  his  holy  temple." 
The  eyes  of  the  Lord  are  over  the 
righteous  to  preserve  them  in  all  their 
ways. 

Let  us  heed  the  wise  counsel  of  the 
Proverb  writer,  "Trust  in  the  Lord 
with  all  thine  heart;  and  lean  not  to 
thine  own  understanding"  (Proverbs 

3:5). 

THE  BELIEVER  CAN  LIVE 
RIGHTEOUSLY  even  in  the  midst  of 
of  crumbling  foundations  and  moral 
confusion.  God's  sovereignty  provides 
a  blessed  rest  for  the  heart  of  the 
believer,  but  we  must  also  remember 
that  God  is  righteous.  He  hates  wick- 
edness, but  He  loves  righteousness. 

God's  people  must  always  keep  their 
hearts  pure  (upright)  and  their  con- 
duct righteous.  Though  the  founda- 
tions of  morality  may  crumble  in 
society  and  even  some  of  the  church 
lose  its  moral  foundations,  the  true 
child  of  God  must  be  holy  because  His 
God  is  holy. 

What  can  the  righteous  do  in  a  time 


of  moral  confusion?  He  or  she  can 
keep  on  living  right,  for  God  loves 
righteousness. 

THE  RIGHTEOUS  CAN  LOOK 
TO  THEIR  REWARD.  The  final  word 
of  the  Psalmist  is  a  glorious  word  of 
hope.  It  is  based  upon  the  faithfulness 
of  God.  "The  upright  shall  behold  his 
face."  There  may  be  times  of  disap- 
pointment here  on  this  earth.  Truth 
may  be  disregarded,  and  justice  be 
averted.  Confusion  may  prevail,  and 
foundations  may  crumble.  But  there 
is  coming  a  day  when  righteousness 
shall  cover  the  earth  as  the  waters 
now  cover  the  sea.  In  that  day  the 
righteous  shall  behold  the  face  of 
their  Redeemer. 

Isn't  that  the  hope  expressed  by  Job 
when  it  looked  as  if  all  the  foundations 
of  his  life  were  being  destroyed?  "I 
know  that  my  redeemer  liveth,  and 
that  he  shall  stand  at  the  latter  day 
upon  the  earth:  And  though  after  my 
skin  worms  destroy  this  body,  yet  in 
my  flesh  shall  I  SEE  GOD"  (Job 
19:25,  26). 

John  writes  concerning  that  day 
and  assures  the  believers,  "We  shall 
see  him  as  he  is."  The  righteous  can 
look  forward  to  a  glorious  day  of 
reward. 

There  is  no  need  to  despair.  The  last 
chapter  of  time  will  be  written  by  God, 
and  the  righteous  will  be  richly  re- 
warded. We  shall  gaze  upon  the  face 
of  our  Lord  and  rejoice  in  His  presence 
forever. 

What  can  the  righteous  do?  They 
can  trust  in  the  sovereign  Lord.  They 
can  live  righteous  before  a  holy  God. 
They  can  look  in  hope  for  reward,  for 
God  is  faithful  to  His  people.

BREAKING  BARRIER  CONFERENCES 

On  May  18th,  10:30  a.m.,  Superintendent  Leggett  and  I 
were  present  at  Wilburs'  BBQ  in  Goldsboro  for  the  first  of 
the  six  Breaking  Barrier  Conferences.  During  that  first 
meeting,  we  were  greatly  encouraged  by  the  attitudes 
and  expressions  of  the  pastors  toward  Breaking  Attend- 
ance Barriers.  The  sense  of  excitement  and  commitment 
that  filled  this  first  meeting  was  present  in  all  the  other 
meetings. 

Over  one  hundred  and  five  attended  the  six  meetings 
with  nearly  60%  of  the  pastors  of  the  Conference  present. 
This  was  an  excellent  attendance,  especially  with  all  the 
conflicts  of  schedule  that  normally  occur  with  pastors. 
For  those  who  were  unable  to  attend,  a  copy  of  the 
outline,  plus  a  tape  of  one  of  the  conferences  may  be 
ordered  from  the  Conference  Evangelism  Office.  The 
cost  is  $2.00  per  tape. 

During  the  Conferences  over  121  helpful  books  were 
sold  to  interested  pastors.  Four  titles  were  recommended: 

1)  Get  Ready.  .  .Get  Set.  .  .Grow  by  Gary  Exman. 
This  book  is  recommended  for  the  rural  church  and 
small  town  congregation. 

2)  The  Middle  -  Sized  Church  by  Lyle  Schaller 

This  book  was  written  for  the  congregation  with 
attendance  between  75  and  200. 

3)  Growing  Plans  by  Lyle  Schaller 

This  book  has  ideas  for  expansion  for  the  small 
church,  middle-sized  church,  large  church,  and  for  a 
newly  organized  church.  It  is  an  excellent  book  for 
getting  an  overview  of  leadership  necessary  for  a 
church  planning  to  grow  through  the  different  size 
classifications. 

4)  Activating  the  Passive  Church  by  Lyle  Schaller 
This  book  is  full  of  excellent  ideas  for  the  pastor  of  a 
church  that  has  plateaued  or  become  passive  in 
growth  and  practice. 

These  books  are  available  and  may  be  ordered  thru  the 
Falcon  Gospel  Bookstore.  They  run  about  $8.00  each. 
These  are  excellent  books  and  need  to  be  in  the  hands  of 
every  pastor. 

The  theme  for  this  first  round  of  the  Breaking  Barrier 
Conferences  was  "The  Kind  of  Leadership  Necessary  for 
Breaking  Barriers."  Superintendent  Leggett  began  each 
Conference  with  introductory  remarks  about  the  purpose 
of  the  meeting  and  then  gave  a  devotion  from  Acts  18:9. 
He  used  Paul  as  a  Biblical  example  to  explain  that 
barriers  could  be  broken.  As  did  Paul,  one  must  first  hear 
from  the  Lord  and  then  be  committed  to  the  word 
received. 

I  followed  with  a  workshop  entitled  "Leadership  and 
Breaking  Barriers."  The  three  laws  of  leadership  were 
presented,  namely: 
1)  Leadership  is  influence. 


2)  Everything  rises  and  falls  with  leadership. 

3)  Leadership  takes  time,  it  doesn't  happen  overnight. 
These  laws  were  followed  by  a  time  of  viewing  the  six 

characteristics  of  leadership  necessary  in  order  to  break 
barriers.  These  are: 

1)  The  leader  must  possess  a  faith  that  the  people  can 
follow. 

2)  He  must  develop  relationships  that  emphasize  repro- 
duction. 

3)  He  must  have  a  cause  that  encourages  commitment. 

4)  He  must  have  an  enthusiasm  that  will  overcome 
excuses. 

5)  He  must  possess  a  confidence  that  helps  people  to 
change. 

6)  He  must  be  filled  with  a  power  (Holy  Spirit)  that 
changes  people. 

After  the  seminar  Brother  Leggett  led  each  group  in  a 
question-answer  and  sharing  time.  This  was  the  time 
when  indivdual  joys  and  burdens  could  be  expressed.  It 
proved  to  be  the  time  when  real  ministry  occurred. 

The  various  groups  (50,  100,  200,  200  plus),  will  meet 
again  in  September.  At  that  time  each  one  will  be 
considering  a  different  topic.  Until  the  next  meetings, 
each  pastor  has  been  asked  to  assemble  a  list  of  10 
barriers  that  must  be  broken  if  church  attendance  is  to 
increase.

REVIVAL  UPDATE 

Of  the  churches  reporting  their  Spring,  "That  the 
World  May  Know,"  revivals,  24  were  saved,  9  sanctified, 
5  received  the  baptism  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  24  were  healed, 
and  34  joined  the  church.  Praise  the  Lord!  These  are 
excellent  statistics,  especially  with  only  a  small  percent- 
age of  the  Conference  churches  having  reported.  Several 
churches  had  extended  revivals.  Those  I  am  aware  of  are 
Swainsboro;  The  First  Church,  Goldsboro;  Hobucken; 
Washington;  and  Alliance.  Some  of  these  went  as  long  as 
2  weeks.  Thank  the  Lord,  the  days  of  revival  are  not  over. 

May  the  Lord  place  a  burden  on  each  of  our  hearts  for  a 
real  move  of  God  in  our  churches.  Not  just  a  revival  of 
souls  saved,  sanctified,  and  filled  with  the  Spirit  but  also 
revivals  of  worship,  growth  in  the  Lord,  commitment, 
and  personal,  one  on  one  evangelism.  May  I  close  this 
month's  article  by  the  words  of  T.  A.  Hegre.  "If  the 
church  would  only  awaken  to  her  responsiblity  of  inter- 
cession, we  could  well  evangelize  the  world  in  a  short 
time.  It  is  not  God's  plan  that  the  world  be  merely 
evangelized  ultimately.  It  should  be  evangelized  in  every 
generation.  There  should  be  a  constant  Gospel  witness 
in  every  corner  of  the  world  so  that  no  sinner  need  close 
his  eyes  in  death  without  hearing  the  Gospel,  the  Good 
News  of  salvation  through  Christ."  Amen!

The  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church 
owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  its  retired 
ministers.  They  have  labored  dili- 
gently through  the  years  to  preach 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  evange- 
lize, and  to  pastor  Pentecostal  Holi- 
ness Churches.  They  labored  under 
difficult  circumstances,  but  they 
helped  to  build  churches  in  most  of 
the  towns  and  many  of  the  crossroads 
of  eastern  North  Carolina. 


The  Conference  which  we  love  and 
appreciate  today  is  in  some  measure 
the  result  of  their  labors.  We  deeply 
appreciate  their  consecrated  labors. 
September  13  has  been  designated  by 
the  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  as  a 
day  to  honor  the  retired  ministers  of 
the  denomination.  It  is  a  time  for  the 
Church  to  pause  and  show  its  love 
and  appreciation  for  the  valiant 
labors  of  these  great  soldiers  of  the 
cross. 


If  your  church  has  a  retired  minis- 
ter attending  the  church,  why  not 
plan  a  very  special  day  for  him  or  her? 
It  would  be  good  if  each  church  would 
try  to  have  a  retired  minister  to  speak 
on  September  13th.  If  you  cannot 
arrange  to  have  a  retired  minister  on 
that  Sunday,  you  may  want  to  plan 
another  Sunday  in  September.  Plan 
to  recognize  the  retired  minister  and 
his  wife.  Churches  may  want  to  send 
a  card  and  a  gift  of  money  to  those 
retired  ministers  who  have  served 
their  congregation  in  the  past.  Some 
of  the  churches  already  are  doing  this 


on  Pastor  Appreciation  Day,  and 
they  could  simply  change  it  to  Sep- 
tember 13th.  One  of  the  best  ways  to 
show  our  appreciation  to  our  super- 
annuated ministers  is  to  allow  them 
to  continue  to  minister  in  some  way  in 
the  church.  They  are  a  tremendous 
asset  which  ought  to  be  used.  A  man 
does  not  put  aside  his  call  and  commit- 
ment to  ministry  when  he  retires.  The 
call  to  preach  still  burns  in  the  heart. 
Our  Conference  and  our  churches 
ought  to  take  advantage  of  the  wealth 
of  wisdom  and  experience  of  these 
men  and  women  who  have  served  so 
lovingly  and  faithfully.  They  speak 
not  only  of  the  past  but  also  of  the 
future.  They  still  dream  dreams  of 
what  God  is  yet  to  do  with  the  Pente- 
costal Holiness  Church.  There  is  an 
article  elsewhere  in  this  publication 
about  one  of  our  superannuated  who 
is  serving  as  Minister  of  Visitation  at 
the  Greenville  First  Church.  He  is 
doing  an  excellent  job  and  enjoying  it 
very  much. 


Two  or  three  of  our  retired  ministers 
are  serving  as  supply  pastors,  and 
others  are  actively  involved  in 
evangelistic  labors.  Some  have  found 
a  real  place  of  ministry  in  the  local 
church.

Reverend  James  Albert  Taylor 
September  16.  1912  June  20.  1987 

Reverend  James  Albert  Taylor  was 
born  September  16,  1912,  to  the  home 
of  Jim  and  Mattie  Taylor  of  Wilson 
County,  NC.  In  1933  he  wed  Miss 
Mamie  Worrell.  The  Lord  blessed  that 
union  with  eleven  children  all  of 
whom  survive  along  with  17  grand- 
children and  5  great-grandchildren. 
Brother  Taylor  responded  to  the  call 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  enter  the  preach- 
ing ministry  at  age  19.  He  spoke  in 
cottage  prayer  meetings,  church 
buildings  and  brush  arbors. 

My  earliest  memories  of  him  are 
precious  because  I  was  there  as  a 
small  preschool  boy  in  the  mid-forties 
doing  my  best  to  assist  in  erecting  the 
tent  in  Weldon,  the  Sims-Bailey  area 
and  near  Silver  Lake  in  Wilson 
County.  Albert  Taylor  had  a  way 
about  him  that  people  within  and 
from  outside  our  denomination  were 
attracted  to  his  meetings.  His  tent 
revivals  were  of  immeasurable  value 
to  the  planting  of  several  churches  in 
this  Conference. 

Brother  Taylor  was  licensed  by  the 
NC  Conference  in  1947.  He  served  as 
pastor  of  the  following  churches: 
Weldon,  Hobgood,  Caraleigh,  Middle- 
sex, Thompson  Chapel  and  Friend- 
ship in  Wilson.  He  officially  retired  in 
1976. 

Among  many  people  who  honored 
him  during  his  lifetime,  I  believe  the 
visit  of  Dennis  Rogers  of  The 
Raleigh  News  and  Observer  and 
the  subsequent  article  in  that  paper 
on  Monday,  June  8,  1981,  accounting 
Brother  Taylor's  conversion  perhaps 
pleased  him  best.  Our  Father  called 
him  home  early  on  Saturday  morn- 
ing, June  20,  1987.  Funeral  services 
were  conducted  on  Monday,  June  22, 
1987  in  Johnson  Funeral  Home, 
Rocky  Mount,  NC.  Reverend  Mar- 
shall Pridgen  led  the  service  before  a 
capacity  congregation.  J.  Albert  Tay- 
lor's body  was  laid  to  rest  in  Elm  City 
as  longtime  friend,  Reverend  Wiley  D. 
Vick  Assisted  Reverend  Pridgen.

RETIRED,  BUT  NOT  OUT 
TO  PASTURE

As  a  person  grows  older,  he  begins 
to  look  forward  to  retirement.  He 
dreams  about  all  the  many  things  he 
wants  to  do.  Often  when  that  time 
comes  it  is  never  as  he  dreamed.  This 
seems  to  be  especially  true  with  minis- 
ters. The  call  of  God  on  his  life  does 
not  cease  when  he  reaches  the  age  of 
retirement.  Too  often  retired  minis- 
ters are  "put  out  to  pasture,"  so  to 
speak.  They  are  forgotten  more  often 
than  we  like  to  admit. 

Rev.  O.  T.  Howard  served  in  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  as  a 
pastor  for  over  forty  years.  He  served 
on  the  Conference  Board  as  secretary 
for  thirty-five  years.  He,  being  one  of 
the  more  fortunate  retired  ministers, 
receives  calls  from  time  to  time  to  fill 
a  pulpit  for  a  pastor. 

In  the  fall  of  1985,  Rev.  Howard  and 
his  wife  moved  to  Greenville,  North 
Carolina,  to  be  close  to  their  sons  and 
began  attending  the  First  Pente- 
costal Holiness  Church.  When  he  was 
not  preaching  somewhere  he  was 
always  in  church  when  the  doors 
were  open.  As  pastor,  I  have  received 
great  encouragement  and  support 
from  Brother  Howard's  experience.  It 
dawned  on  me  one  day  that  here  sat  a 
minister  with  over  forty-years  experi- 
ence, just  sitting  in  the  congregation. 
God  had  blessed  us  with  growth  and 
it  was  becoming  more  difficult  to  keep 
up  with  the  new  demands  confront- 
ing us.  When  we  asked  Brother 
Howard  about  the  possibilities  of  his 
coming  to  work  with  us,  he  was  more 
than  willing.

He  fills 
the  pulpit  for  me  when  I  am  away, 
teaches  Sunday  School  classes,  and 
teaches  our  First  Principles  class  on 
Wednesday  nights.  His  many  years 
of  experience  and  wisdom  have 
proved  to  be  invaluable  to  me  as  a 
pastor.  We  have  developed  a  close 
kinship  in  our  relationship.  I  feel  free 
to  go  to  him  for  advice  or  to  talk  about 
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concerns  of  the  church. 

Until  Brother  Howard  began  work- 
ing with  us,  we  had  never  realized 
what  an  asset  a  retired  minister  could 
be  in  a  local  congregation.  Brother 
Howard  is  at  liberty  to  fill  in  for  other 
churches  as  he  receives  calls;  in  fact, 
he  has  been  preaching  at  a  small 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Greenville 
this  summer  for  the  pastor  to  have  the 
summer  off.  No  doubt  that  church 
will  never  be  the  same  again. 

Pastor,  do  you  have  a  retired  minis- 
ter in  your  congregation?  Put  those 
years  of  experience  to  work  for  your 
church.  Retired  ministers  still  have  a 
lot  to  offer  the  church  and  surely  do 
not  need  to  be  "put  out  to  pasture!"

Freida  Ball  was  born  in  Lumberton 
but  moved  to  Red  Springs  as  a  young 
girl.  She  was  saved  in  the  Red 
Springs  P.  H.  Church  during  the 
pastorate  of  Rev.  J.  L.  Russell. 
Revival  ministers  were  J.  L.  Russell, 
Jr.  and  Raymond  Pope. 

Freida  went  to  Holme^s  Bible

She  served  on  the  NC  W.  A.  Confer- 
ence Board,  three  years  as  Board 
Member  and  three  years  as  Vice-Presi- 
dent. Her  special  interest  was  our 
church  schools,  Emmanuel  College 
and  Holmes  College  of  the  Bible.  She 
was  an  outstanding  Sunday  School 
teacher  in  her  church,  and  she  filled 
the  pulpit  for  the  pastor  on  many 
occasions. 

Much  could  be  written  about 
Freida,  but  the  following  article  by 
Ginny  Batton,  former  co-worker,  was 
taken  from  the  Red  Springs  paper 
says  it  well: 

"Friends  and  relatives  were 
shocked  and  deeply  saddened  last 
Wednesday  at  the  unexpected  death 
of  Freida  Harper. 

"Freida's  life  spoke  daily  as  to  the 
good  woman  she  was.  Though  no

words  need  be  said  or  written,  for  her 
life  spoke  for  itself,  the  eulogy  by  her 
former  pastor,  Rev.  Bobby  Williams, 
brought  solace  to  those  who  mourned 
her  passing. 

"He  told  of  the  two  qualities  that 
made  her  great.  Her  capacity  for 
laughter  and  her  enormous  capacity 
for  love.  He  said  if  all  who  knew  her 
would  set  these  qualities  as  examples 
for  their  own  lives,  Freida's  living 
.  .  .  and  her  death,  would  not  be  in 
vain. 

"It  was  my  privilege  and  pleasure 
to  see  her  joyfulness  and  loving  kind- 
ness in  action  during  the  five  years 
we  worked  together.  She  reached  out 
and  touched  many  lives  during  this 
period,  including  mine  and  my 
family's.  She  was  a  multi-talented 
person.  She  used  her  skills  as  a  seam- 
stress, a  writer,  a  bookkeeper,  teacher, 
homemaker  and  her  musical  abilities 
in  service  to  others  as  well  as  to 
enhance  her  own  life  and  her  family's. 
She  read  and,  more  importantly,  lived 
what  the  Bible  taught.  A  fellow 
church  member  said  Freida  could 
pray  the  most  beautiful  prayer  she'd 
ever  heard. 

"During  the  days  it  was  wonderful 
to  witness  her  courage  and  compas- 
sion reflected  in  her  children,  Ann 
Smith  and  Franklin  Jackson.  In  the 
same  spirit  of  their  mother  they 
brought  comfort  and  smiles  to  those 
whose  intentions  were  to  bring  sym- 
pathy to  them.  They  are  surely  keep- 
ing her  faith  and  are  two  very  import- 
ant products  of  her  life's  journey. 

"In  the  coming  days  when  her  ab- 
sence is  sorely  felt  we  might  re- 
member the  following  suggestion  by 
Rev.  Williams.  We  might  pause  for  a 
moment,  remember  Freida,  sense  her 
presence  .  .  .  and  realize  that  her 
spirit  has  just  stopped  to  say  hello!" 

God  called  Freida  home  in  March. 
She  is  survived  by  her  husband, 
Paul  Harper,  daughter,  Ann  Smith, 
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Son,  James  Franklin  Jackson,  and 
one  grandaughter. 

Our  lives  are  richer  by  having 
touched  the  life  of  Freida.  We,  too, 
shall  see  her  again!

Morris  Honored,  Continued 


Rev.  W.  Eddie  Morris 

Principal  speaker  of  the  afternoon 
was  the  Rev.  James  Leggett,  who  took 
over  last  year  as  superintendent  of 
the  North  Carolina  Conference,  the 
same  post  held  so  long  by  Mr.  Morris. 

He  pointed  out  that  Rev.  Morris 
served  as  Superintendent  longer  than 
any  other  minister  and  that  the 
number  of  churches  in  the  state 
nearly  doubled  under  his  leadership. 

He  attended  Falcon  High  School 
1 930- 1 932  and  pastored  two  churches 
in  the  N.  C.  Conference  P.  H.  Church, 
Oak  Ridge  on  Highway  13  and  St. 
Pauls,  and  pastored  several  others 
churches  of  the  Conference. 

When  Morris  became  superin- 


tendent in  194 J,  there  were  only  87 
churches  in  the  State.  When  he  retired 
in  1965,  there  were  157  churches  and 
the  number  has  continued  to  grow. 

He  resigned  in  1 965  to  become  super- 
intendent of  the  Falcon  Children's 
Home  and  served  there  until  retire- 
ment in  1977. 

He  has  continued  in  the  ministry 
and  has  written  one  book  on  the 
history  of  the  P.  H.  Church,  The  Vine 
and  Branches.  Through  corre- 
spondence courses  and  study  he 
earned  enough  credits  for  a  degree  in 
theology.  He  is  still  in  demand  as 
speaker  throughout  the  conference. 

"He  has  made  his  mark  on  this 
conference,"  declared  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Leggett,  in  citing  some  of  Rev.  Mr. 
Morris'  many  accomplishments. 

Rev.  Leggett  noted  that  Rev.  Mr. 
Morris  started  many  outstanding  pro- 
grams and  that  many  of  them  are 
continuing. 

"He  gave  us  strong,  effective  leader- 
ship," said  Supt.  Leggett. 

In  the  Invocation,  Dr.  Herbert 
Carter  gave  thanks  "for  the  blessings 
of  Eddie  Morris  and  the  life  he  has 


lived." 

The  honoree's  sister-in-law,  Falcon 
Mayor  Luetta  Morris  officially  wel- 
comed the  guests  on  behalf  of  the 
town. 

Among  others  who  spoke  in  tribute 
to  Rev.  Morris  were: 

Dr.  C.  L.  Turpin,  Superintendent  of 
the  Falcon  Children's  Home,  Mrs. 
Margaret  Russell,  Mrs.  Dollie  Daven- 
port, Conrad  Hall,  Leland  Narron, 
Mrs.  Danny  Ford  of  Fayetteville  for 
Cumberland  Sheriff  Ottis  Jones,  who 
was  ill  and  unable  to  attend. 

Paying  brief  tributes  to  their  father 
were  his  three  sons  and  three 
daughters,  Rudolph,  David,  Ronnie, 
Susan,  Sandra  and  Sylvia. 

Also  introduced  were  his  brother, 
Harvey,  and  three  sisters,  Beatty, 
Gladys  and  Fanny  Mae. 

Among  the  distinguished  guests  in- 
troduced were  Dr.  W.  G.  Drum,  former 
president  of  Emmanuel  College  in 
Franklin  Springs,  GA;  Rev.  Frank 
Gentry,  Rev.  Chris  Thompson,  Mrs.

THE  PASTOR  AND  YOU! 

A  TEAM  FOR  MINISTRY 

James  D.  Leggett 


Pastor  Appreciation  Day  is  set  for 
October  4th.  This  day  is  designated 
each  year  as  a  time  to  show  respect 
and  honor  to  the  shepherd  of  the 
flock.  It  is  a  time  to  express  gratitude 
for  the  tremendous  work  which  the 
pastor  does  in  leading  the  congrega- 
tion in  worship  and  ministry. 

This  year  there  is  an  added  empha- 
sis to  Pastor  Appreciation  Day.  Focus 
is  placed  on  the  Pastor  and  the  laity 
working  together  as  a  team  to  build 
the  Kingdom  of  God.  The  work  of  the 
ministry  is  a  team  effort  with  the 
pastor  as  leader  and  the  congregation 
working  with  him  to  fulfill  the  Great 
Commission.  God  has  placed  the 
pastor  and  the  lay  people  in  a  very 
unique  relationship  to  do  His  work. 

The  congregation  needs  to  recog- 
nize that  God  has  placed  the  pastor  in 
the  church  as  leader  or  shepherd.  It  is 
the  pastor's  responsibility  to  "take 
heed  ...  to  all  the  flock,  over  which 
the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made  you  over- 
seers, to  feed  the  church  of  God,  which 
he  hath  purchased  with  his  own 
blood"  (Acts  20:28).  The  pastor  is  the 
shepherd  who  is  responsible  to  tend  to 
the  flock,  to  feed,  and  care  for  it.  God 
has  placed  the  pastor  in  the  leader- 
ship role  for  the  team  He  is  fashioning 
for  Kingdom  ministry.  This  leader- 
ship role  does  not  allow  for  the  pastor 
to  be  a  dictator.  In  fact,  Peter  warns 
the  elders  (Pastors)  of  his  day  not  to 
act  as  lords  over  God's  heritage,  but  to 
lead  by  example. 

One  of  the  most  important  roles  of 
the  pastor  is  to  equip  the  people  of 
God's  flock  for  ministry.  Laypersons 
are  chosen  by  God  to  serve  with  the 
pastor  to  fulfill  the  mission  of  the 
church.  The  Biblical  pattern  for 
pastoral  leadership  calls  for  the 
pastor  to  help  the  members  of  the 
church  to  discover  their  gifts  and 
abilities  and  teach  them  to  utilize 


those  gifts  and  abilities  to  the  work  of 
service.  Members  have  different  gifts 
according  to  the  appointment  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  and  each  member  has  a 
place  to  fill  in  the  body  of  Christ. 

The  wise  pastor  will  not  attempt  to 
do  the  work  by  himself.  He  will  identi- 
fy persons  with  gifts  and  abilities  in 
the  church  and  he  will  involve  them 
in  the  great  task  of  doing  God's  work. 
As  a  leader  he  will  "project  bold  goals 
that  generate  excitement  and  stretch 
faith,"  but  he  will  do  more  than  that. 
He  will  involve  his  people  in  the  reach- 
ing of  those  goals.  He  will,  under  the 
leadership  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  form  a 
team  which  can  minister  the  Gospel 
to  this  generation. 

The  layperson  must  recognize  the 
unique  relationship  which  God  has 
formed  between  pastor  and  people. 
The  building  of  God's  Kingdom,  the 
growth  of  the  church,  the  evangelism 
of  the  lost  is  not  a  one-man  operation. 
It  is  a  team  effort  —  the  pastor  and 
you:  laborers  together  in  minis- 
try. Laypersons  respect  the  leader- 
ship of  their  pastor  and  respond  to  his 
ministry.  They  share  his  burden  and 
assist  him  in  the  work  of  the  ministry. 

The  dedicated  laymen  will  see  their 
role  as  submitting  to  pastoral  leader- 
ship and  serving  as  a  part  of  a  dy- 
namic team  for  Kingdom  ministry. 
They  will  recognize  that  they  are  a 
team  member  with  their  pastor  serv- 
ing together  in  the  work  of  the  minis- 
try. The  pastor  has  his  role  as  leader. 
The  people  have  a  responsibility  to 
use  their  spiritual  gifts  to  make  the 
team  all  that  God  means  it  to  be  as 
His  instrument  for  blessing. 

You  and  your  pastor  are  a  God- 
appointed  team  for  service.  You  are 
laborers  together  in  ministry.  May 
God  bless  each  pastor  to  lead  his  or 
her  congregation  in  effective  minis- 
try in  this  day.  Let  all  of  our  lay  people

recognize  the  leadership  of  the  pastor 
and  respond  to  that  leadership  as  a 
member  of  the  greatest  team  on  earth

Rev.  James  Russell  Fields 
April  13,  1912  -  June  25.  1987 

James  Russell  Fields  was  born  into 
the  home  of  Floyd  A.  and  Lillie  A. 
Fields  on  April  13,  1912  near  Mt. 
Olive,  N.  C.  His  family  in  the  early 
years  attended  Jones  Grove  Church 
as  they  lived  nearby,  but  in  later 
years  joined  the  Thunder  Swamp 
Church.  It  was  here  as  a  young  teen- 
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ager,  Brother  Fields  committed  his 
life  to  the  Lord  and  began  serving  the 
church  with  faithfulness. 

On  November  15, 1936,  Russell  mar- 
ried Sarah  Sasser  Fields  and  to  their 
home  was  born  a  son,  Derryl  Fields. 
Working  in  various  jobs  through  his 
life,  there  was  one  responsibility 
which  remained  constant  in  his  life. 
That  all-absorbing  sense  of  obliga- 
tion was  his  need  to  actively  con- 
tribute to  the  success  of  God's  King- 
dom Enterprise.  This  preamble  of  his 
life  reached  its  ultimate  when  in  1967 
he  was  licensed  as  a  minister  of  the 
Gospel  in  the  N.  C.  Conference  of  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church. 

Shortly  after  receiving  credentials, 
the  Conference  assigned  Rev.  Fields 
to  the  Tyndall  Grove  Church.  Rev.  J. 
Doner  Lee,  who  was  then  the  Superin- 
tendent, exhorted  him  to  accept  the 
greatest  challenge  of  his  life,  to  accept 
responsiblity  for  the  souls  of  a  Church 
congregation.  This  he  did  for  seven 
years  as  he  gladly  assumed  the  duties 
of  a  pastor.  Though  living  in  Golds- 
boro,  he  never  allowed  the  distance  to 
be  an  excuse  for  slothfulness  as  he 
faithfully  executed  the  expectations 
of  a  pastor,  speaking  with  few  excep- 
tions in  all  the  weekend  and  midweek 
services,  visiting  and  other  official 
responsibilities.  The  results  of  his 


efforts  were  quite  evident  as  new 
people  were  added  to  the  church  dur- 
ing his  tenure. 

Following  his  assignment  at  Tyn- 
dall Grove,  Rev.  Fields,  for  one  year, 
served  the  Calypso  Church.  After 
this,  his  final  pastorate,  he  retired. 

Soon  after  his  retirement  from  the 
ministry,  Russell  and  Sarah  began 
attending  the  Tabernacle  Church  in 
Goldsboro.  Though  retired  he  often 
was  quoted  as  saying,  "he  was  work- 
ing harder  now  than  ever  before." 

For  ten  years  he  served  in  various 
capacities:  Bob-Self  Sunday  School 
Class  teacher,  Secretary  and  Treasur- 
er of  the  Men's  Fellowship,  Church 
visitation  liaison  and  choir  member. 
On  many  occasions  through  the 
years,  he  filled  the  pulpit  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  pastor.  His  reputation  for 
dependability  was  unsurpassed  as 
evidenced  by  his  celebration  of  ten 
consecutive  years  of  perfect  attend- 
ance in  Sunday  School  this  past  year. 

Though  his  years  of  official  minis- 
try were  limited,  their  shortness  in  no 
wise  diminish  their  effectiveness.  The 
influence  and  integrity  of  Rev.  James 
Russell  Fields  will  be  sorely  missed 
by  his  family,  church  and  friends. 
May  God  bless  his  memory  to  each  of 
us  who  knew  him  well.

The  goodness  and  greatness  of  God 
is  not  underestimated  at  the  Midway 
Church  of  Dunn,  North  Carolina.

"STRENGTHENING  THE  SMALLER  CHURCH" 


THE  "SMALL  CHURCH" 
IS  NOT  OUR  PROBLEM 

For  the  purpose  of  this  article, 
"small"  denotes  the  number  of  aver- 
age participants  involved  in  the  life  of 
a  particular  congregation.  In  most 
cases  it  would  be  less  than  seventy- 
five.  For  some,  small  is  identified 
with  weakness,  failure,  inadequacy, 
or  lack  of  desire  to  grow.  None  of  these 
is  necessarily  correct.  The  small 
church  has  no  reason  to  be  embarass- 
ed  by  its  numerical  or  financial 
strength.  Even  the  fact  that  we  have 
not  grown  as  rapidly  as  others  should 
not  defeat  us.  And,  may  the  Lord 
forgive  us  if  we  have  ever  felt  that  our 
smallness  is  automatically  equated 
with  spirituality.  The  old  attitude, 
"we  may  be  small  but  we  are  holy" 
can  become  tragic. 

Real,  genuine  spirituality  is  mag- 
netic, attractive,  drawing  persons 
into  fellowship  with  Christ  and  the 
Church.  We  are  not  talking  about 
compromise,  but  rather  a  living  grow- 
ing relationship  with  Christ  that 
shines  out  into  a  darkened  world  by 
sin.  Rather  than  deplore  the  fact  that 
we  have  so  many  small  churches, 
wouldn't  it  be  better  to  discover  the 
potential  power  of  these  small  groups 
and  release  the  plus  factors  as  we  live 
out  our  Christianity  in  the  world. 

THE  "STATIC  CHURCH"  IS  OUR 
PROBLEM,  NOT  THE  SMALL 
CHURCH.  I  define  this  to  mean  that 
a  congregation  that  has  not  grown,  is 
not  presently  growing,  and  has  no 
desire  to  grow.  Really,  they  prefer  to 
keep  things  as  they  are,  thus  discour- 
aging any  attempt  to  win  new  people, 
launch  evangelistic  programs,  or 
make  changes  in  the  worship  style 
(from  dead  formalism)  and  Christian 
Education.  They  have  become  static 
like  a  painted  skv  or  a  flat-nosed 
Buddha. 

Smallness  in  number  is  not  our 


problem.  We  should  be  asking,  have 
we  become  static?  Have  we  lost  our 
power  to  evangelize?  Have  we  become 
used  to  the  dark  and  have  lost  our 
identity?  Do  we  really  have  a  desire  to 
minister  to  the  lost  in  our  communi- 
ties? Have  we  lost  the  sense  of  mis- 
sion that  Christ  gives  to  each  of  His 
churches? 

The  role  of  the  pastor  —  shepherd's 
leadership  is  vital  in  keeping  a 
church,  especially  the  small  church, 
from  becoming  static  or  passive. 
Faithful  shepherds  will  seek  for  con- 
gregational needs  and  then  plan  to 
help  them  meet  them.  These  pastors 
are  not  "hirelings"  sowing  only  in  the 
good  times  and  then  fleeing  to  greener 
pastures  when  things  don't  suit  them. 

It  is  the  shepherd  of  the  flock  who 
envisions  green  pastures  and  still 
waters,  enabling  the  flock  to  know  the 
provision  for  releasing  the  growth 
potential  within  them  individually 
and  as  a  group.  The  shepherd  is  able 
to  pass  this  vision  on  to  the  flock 
because  they  trust  his  leadership. 
They  know  his  voice,  the  voice  of  one 
who  knows  them  intimately,  cares  for 
them,  and  will  not  abuse  the  role  of 
leadership.  Such  an  attitude  of  tender- 
ness and  trust  serves  to  develop  an 
atmosphere  conducive  to  growth  — 
even  in  the  small  church.  Because  of 
the  contentment  of  the  sheep,  they  are 
more  productive,  knowing  that  they 
can  trust  the  constancy  of  the  shep- 
herd to  lead  them,  feed  them,  anoint 
them,  and  protect  them. 

The  shepherd  leads  but  does  not 
drive  —  feeds  the  congregation  and 
does  not  make  them  scavenge  for 
themselves.  And  it  is  the  shepherd 
who  seeks  to  bring  healing  to  their 
brokenness  rather  than  allow  them  to 
drift  away  to  die  in  the  desert.  Too 
many  people  have  been  lost  to  us 
because  of  an  attitude  or  philosophy 
we  sometimes  have  that  justifies  our 
inability  to  assimilate  new  persons.

This  attitude  says,  "Our  church  isn't 
for  everyone.  You  will  be  happier 
somewhere  else." 

When  a  lamb  is  born  into  the  flock 
(regardless  of  age!),  it  is  not  then  put 
out  to  find  food  for  itself.  Even  though 
the  relationships  may  be  difficult,  the 
flock  begins  to  assimilate  that  "new 
one"  into  the  fold.  He  is  bonded  and 
"folded  in"  as  an  integral  part  of  the 
body.  Our  littleness  is  not  due  to  the 
fact  that  we  have  small  churches.  Our 
littleness  is  due,  too  often,  to  the  fact 
that  we  have  too  little  space  in  our 
hearts  for  new  people,  new  ideas,  and 
potential  change. 

The  idea  that  the  world  is  full  of 
super  churches  like  Seoul,  Korea,  or 
Garden  Grove,  California,  or  Lynch- 
burg. Virginia,  is  a  misconception.  I 
am  even  tempted  to  say  that  it  is  a 
deception  devised  by  the  devil  to 
defeat  the  potential  of  the  small 
church. 

There  are  very  few  so-called  super- 
churches!  To  use  them  as  our  model  of 
spiritual  success  is  to  ignore  the 
models  established  in  Scriptures. 

Our  size  is  not  as  important  to  the 
Lord  as  our  obedience  in  ministering 
to  the  communities  in  which  we  are 
established.  Yet,  in  so  doing,  normal- 
ly, as  the  sheep  feed  well  in  the  com- 
munities, new  lambs  are  brought  into 
the  flock. 

May  the  Lord  help  us  not  to  be 
static!

HOW  MANY  DID  YOU  HAVE  IN 
SUNDAY  SCHOOL  LAST  WEEK? 

These  and  many  similar  questions  can  be  heard  at 
conventions,  in  fellowship  meetings,  and  at  many  other 
places  where  pastors  convene  and  converse.  Had  that 
statement  been  made  twelve  or  fifteen  years  ago,  it 
would  have  been  true;  but,  it  is  not  the  normal  question 
asked  at  today's  conventions. 

In  1975,  when  I  began  pastoring,  the  question  most 
often  asked  among  my  peers  was,  "How  many  did  you 
have  in  Sunday  School  last  week?"  No  less  than  four 
years  ago  this  same  group  of  pastors,  myself  included, 
were  bragging  over  the  attendance  of  the  Sunday  morn- 
ing service.  We  dared  not  mention  Sunday  School,  but  it 
really  didn't  matter  because  the  people  were  still  coming 
to  hear  us  preach  even  if  they  were  missing  Sunday 
School  on  as  regular  a  basis  as  which  they  once  attended 
it. 

The  general  concensus  was  that  everything  was  fine 
as  long  as  the  Church  was  fine.  But  Rev.  Dan  Betzer, 
special  speaker  for  the  General  Christian  Education 
Convention  in  Anaheim,  California,  made  an  interest- 
ing observation:  THE  CHURCH  CANNOT  SURVIVE 
THE  DEMISE  OF  THE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL!  To  be 
honest,  I  had  never  even  considered  that  possibility. 
Who  could  ever  believe  that  the  Church  must  depend 
upon  the  Sunday  School  in  order  to  survive?  After  all, 
they  are  two  separate  entities,  right? 

But  perhaps  our  tendency  to  separate  the  Sunday 
School  from  the  Church  has  caused  neither  to  comple- 
ment the  other.  Dr.  Jack  Hyles  says,  "it  is  a  dangerous 
thing  for  the  Sunday  School  not  to  be  considered  a  part  of 
the  Church.  The  Sunday  School  should  be  a  part  of  the 
Church  program.  The  entire  Church  should  consider  it 
(the  Sunday  School)  a  vital  hour.  A  (Sunday  School) 
class  should  never  divorce  itself  from  the  program  of  the 
Church.  Truly,  they  are  one!  The  entire  time  from  the 
beginning  of  the  Sunday  School  hour  until  the  end  of  the 
morning  service  should  be  considered  all  one  Church 
service  by  God's  people.  The  Church  should  promote  the 
Sunday  School,  and  the  Sunday  School  should  promote 
the  Church." 

This  separation  of  the  Church  from  the  Sunday  School 
has  led  to  a  decrease  in  Sunday  School  attendance,  and 
in  some  cases,  to  competition  between  the  two.  The 
Sunday  School  IS  the  Church  teaching.  That  is  why 
Sunday  School  exists:  to  be  the  instructional  arm  of  the 
Church.  When  we  cease  to  place  emphasis  upon  instruc- 
tion, then  we  lose  the  proper  perspective  of  worship,  for 
God  can  never  accept  the  praises  and  worship  of  the  soul 


who  is  unwilling  to  learn.  It  is  when  the  Word  of  Christ 
dwells  in  us  richly  in  all  wisdom  that  we  can  teach  and 
admonish,  speaking  in  spiritual  psalms  and  hymns. 
Instruction  must  come  before  worship,  but  those  who 
emphasize  the  Church  over  the  Sunday  School  do  not 
accommodate  that  principle. 

Perhaps  the  Sunday  School  does  need  to  redefine  its 
goals,  realign  its  priorities,  and  rethink  its  philosophy; 
but,  let  me  tell  you  where  the  most  difference  can  be 
made:  Take  one  teacher  with  one  Bible  who  will  pray  for 
one  week,  study  the  lesson  for  one  week,  allowing  the 
Holy  Ghost  to  pour  into  him/her  its  meaning  and 
application,  and  then  stand  before  one  class  and  for  one 
class  period  pour  out  the  truth  which  the  Holy  Ghost  has 
poured  into  him  to  an  eager  class  which  desires  to  know 
more  about  Jesus.  Continue  this  pattern  for  a  few  weeks, 
and  it  won't  be  long  before  the  Pastor  of  that  Church  will 
ask  his  colleagues,  "How  many  did  you  have  in  Sunday 
School  last  week?"

From  the  Superintendent 


ITS  TIME  FOR  HARVEST! 


James  D.  Leggett 


Fall  is  one  of  the  most  enjoyable 
times  of  the  year.  The  scenes  of  the 
season  —  the  beginning  of  harvest, 
the  falling  of  leaves,  the  change  in  the 
air  —  makes  it  a  very  special  time. 
The  Fall  has  a  way  of  causing  us  to 
think  seriously  and  soberly  about  the 
greatest  harvest  of  all,  the  salvation 
of  the  lost.  As  a  church  we  have  the 
tremendous  task  of  seeing  that  the 
fields  are  white  unto  harvest  and 
praying  for  laborers  to  help  us  gather 
the  harvest  by  evangelizing  the  lost 
before  it  is  too  late. 

The  Fall  of  the  year  is  always  the 
time  for  District  Fellowship  Confer- 
ences across  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference. During  three  weeks  in  Sep- 
tember each  year  the  Conference 
Superintendent  along  with  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Women's  Ministries,  the 
Christian  Education  Director,  and 
the  Director  of  Evangelism  travel  to 
the  nine  districts  to  meet  with  minis- 
ters and  laymen  for  a  time  of  informa- 
tion and  inspiration.  These  District 
Fellowship  Conferences  also  provide 
an  excellent  time  of  fellowship  for  the 
people  of  the  churches  in  the  district. 

The  emphasis  in  the  District  Confer- 
ence this  year  has  been  on  the  theme 
of  working  toward  a  harvest.  What- 
ever we  do  in  the  church,  we  should  do 
with  the  purpose  of  winning  souls  to 
Jesus  Christ.  The  farmer  never  for- 
gets that  in  his  plowing,  planting,  or 
tending  his  field,  there  is  one  purpose 
in  all  that  he  does.  He  is  planning  for 
the  harvest. 

I  am  afraid  that  sometimes  in  the 
church  we  tend  to  forget  our  primary 
purpose.  Our  mission  is  to  fulfill  the 
Great  Commission,  to  win  lost  men 
and  women  to  Jesus  Christ.  We  must 
never  be  satisfied  with  just  doing 
church  work:  we  must  be  soul 
winners. 

We  cannot  afford  to  sleep  during 
the  time  of  harvest.  The  Proverb 


writer  states  it  clearly,  "He  who 
gathers  crops  in  the  summer  is  a  wise 
son,  but  he  who  sleeps  during  the 
harvest  is  a  disgraceful  son"  (Prov- 
erbs 10:5). 

The  District  Conference  statistical 
reports  give  us  an  opportunity  to  ex- 
amine our  ministries  in  terms  of 
reaching  people.  Each  pastor  and 
church  ought  to  look  at  the  reports 
with  the  purpose  of  evaluating  the 
progress  of  the  local  church  in  seek- 
ing to  reach  the  lost  for  Jesus  Christ. 
These  reports  cover  the  first  six 
months  of  the  year.  How  many  people 
entered  into  the  joys  of  salvation  as  a 
result  of  your  outreach  and  ministry 
during  these  past  six  months? 

Most  of  the  Districts  showed  an 
increase  for  the  first  six  months  of  the 
year;  in  fact,  only  one  district  showed 
a  loss.  If  each  district  would  show  an 
increase  of  sixty,  we  could  easily 
reach  our  goal  of  1,000  new  members 
for  the  year.  Our  total  increase  for  the 
first  half  of  the  year  was  337.  Though 
this  is  not  quite  the  500  we  need  to 
reach  our  goal  of  1000  new  members 
for  the  year,  our  goal  is  still  obtain- 
able by  receiving  something  over  600 
members  during  the  last  six  months.

"GROWTH  AT 
GLAD  TIDINGS" 

When  asked  to  explain  the  growth 
at  Glad  Tidings  over  the  past  four 
years,  I  find  myself  feeling  rather 
inept.  Much  of  what  has  happened 
has  undoubtedly  been  a  sovereign  act 
of  God,  who  purposed  to  do  a  work  in 
Carteret  County.  When  God  purposes 
to  do  a  work,  He  then  searches  for  a 
people  through  whom  to  work.  Our 
response  to  His  call  then  determines 
whether  we  will  be  used  of  Him.  Inher- 
ent in  our  response  are  what  I  believe 
to  be  the  fourfold  spiritual  keys  to 
church  growth. 

The  first  key  is  PRAYER.  This  in- 
gredient is  probably  the  one  we  can 
least  afford  to  be  without.  One  hears  a 
lot  of  high-sounding  statements  these 
days  such  as  "Any  program  will  work 
if  you  work  it  hard  enough,"  or  "Suc- 
cess is  10%  inspiration  and  90%  per- 
spiration." It  is  probably  true  that 
hard  work  and  right  technique  can 
produce  some  "growth"  even  without 
anointing,  but  such  growth  is  diffi- 
cult to  perpetuate  and  leads  to  anxiety 
and  frustration.  There  must  always 
be  a  new  gimmick  as  good  or  better 
than  the  last  one.  At  Glad  Tidings  we 
have  experienced  firsthand  the  power- 
ful effects  of  fasting  and  prayer.  In 
the  Spring  of  this  year,  I  felt  the  Spirit 
was  calling  us  to  a  forty-day  fast.  The 
people  responded  to  my  plea  with  at 
least  eight  people  to  fast  each  meal 
and  pray  for  one  hour,  resulting  in 
twenty-four  hours  of  prayer  each  day 
during  the  period.  The  results  were 
powerful  in  a  special  "healing  ser- 
vice" at  the  conclusion  of  the  fast. 
During  the  period  we  experienced 
growth  in  Sunday  attendance  of  over 
fifty  people. 

A  second  key  is  WORD-CEN- 
TEREDNESS.  We  treat  the  Bible  as 
more  than  j  ust  a  textbook  for  sermons 
and  Sunday  School  lessons.  Our 
people  are  taught  weekly  to  view  the 
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Word  as  the  "sword  of  the  Spirit,"  a 
weapon  for  spiritual  warfare.  We  en- 
courage spiritual  "militance"  —  "the 
kingdom  of  heaven  suffereth  violence 
and  the  violent  take  it  by  force."  We 
are  exhorted  to  engage  in  active  war- 
fare against  Satan  and  sin,  to  put  on 
the  armor  and  go  to  battle  on  our  jobs. 

A  third  key  is  PRAISE  and  WOR- 
SHIP. I  believe  that  the  single  most 
important  thing  we  can  do  is  teach 
people  to  become  scriptural  worship- 
pers. Once  a  person  becomes  a  true 
worshipper,  he  will  yield  to  the  sancti- 
fying power  of  the  Spirit  for  regular 
cleansing,  become  a  better  student  of 
the  Word,  pray  more,  etc.  We  teach 
our  people  that  worship  is  based  on 
the  faithfulness  of  God,  not  our  cir- 
cumstances. Thus  we  must  worship 
by  faith,  not  feeling.  Such  an  under- 
standing produces  true  worship. 

A  fourth  key  is  VISION.  "Where 
there  is  no  vision  the  people  perish." 
As  the  spiritual  leader  it  is  my  respon- 
sibility to  seek  God  until  He  imparts 
to  me  His  vision  for  Glad  Tidings. 
Then  it  becomes  my  task  to  regularly 
communicate  the  vision  to  the  staff 
and  congregation.  I  must  then  rely  on 
the  Holy  Spirit  to  confirm  the  vision 
to  the  hearts  of  the  people.  We  then 
must  "incubate"  that  vision  until 
realized. 

Following  these  four  keys  has  re- 
sulted in  the  Holy  Spirit's  ministering 
to  us  with  many  practical  helps  for 
reaching  people  such  as  Daily  Bread 
ministry  to  the  poor,  New  Lamb  Minis- 
tries to  our  young  converts,  School  of 
the  Psalmist  for  teaching  people  to 
minister  through  music,  New  Mem- 
ber Orientation,  Home  Cell  Fellow- 
ship Groups,  and  a  number  of  other 
such  programs.  All  these  programs 
have  been  effective  tools  because  they 
were  birthed  in  us  by  the  Spirit.  Alone 
they  would  accomplish  little  without 
the  spiritual  base  for  it's  "not  by 
might,  nor  by  power,  but  by  my  Spirit 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts."

REV.  CONLEY  CRIBB  PASSES 
(Continued  from  Page  3) 

Rev.  Cribb  had  stated  many  times, 
"When  I  go  to  meet  my  Lord,  I  want  to 
go  preaching  His  Word." 

He  is  remembered  best  by  those  of 
us  at  the  Capital  Church  who  were 
involved  in  establishing  the  church 
under  his  leadership  in  1963  and  his 
continuing  ministry  until  1972.  We 
saw  a  man  of  immense  intelligence 
and  capability  who  was  driven  by  an 
intense  and  unselfish  desire  to  pro- 
duce results  for  his  Saviour.  Although 
sometimes  misunderstood,  Mr.  Cribb 
was  a  man  who  never  wavered  in  his 
faithfulness  and  loyalty  to  his  God. 
With  God's  help,  he  became  financial- 
ly wealthy  and  then  invested  every 
dime  he  had  in  the  pursuit  of  lost 
souls  through  the  C.  C.  Cribb  World 
Outreach,  a  radio  and  publishing 
ministry. 

An  author  of  exceptional  skill,  he 
published  several  books  including  his 
well-known  From  Now  Till  Eter- 
nity, Digging  Diamonds  Daily, 
and  Staking  Your  Claim  on  Heal- 
ing. 

Mr.  Cribb  became  a  minister  in  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  of  the 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  in  the 
late  1940's  and  pastored  several 
churches  including  the  Benson  Pente- 
costal Holiness  Church,  Greenville 
First,  the  Person  Street  Church  in 
Fayetteville,  and  the  Emmanuel 
Church  and  the  Capital  Church  in 
Raleigh.  He  received  his  Master's 
Degree  from  East  Carolina  Univer- 
sity. 

From  1978  to  1981 ,  he  was  an  officer 
and  principal  in  the  Springfield  De- 
velopment Corporation.  At  the  time 
of  his  death,  he  was  President  of  C.  C. 
Cribb  World  Ministries  and  Vice 
President  and  Financial  Manager  of 
the  David  Allen  Company. 

Mr.  Cribb's  wife,  Alta,  and  his  son, 
Randy,  live  in  Raleigh.  His  daughter, 
Brenda,  resides  in  Charlotte.  Both 
children  are  married. 

Rev.  Cribb's  challenge  to  the 
Capital  Church  in  1963  was  to  be- 
come a  truly  "Capital"  church  in  this 
capital  city.  Our  challenge  today  is  to 
continue  the  ministry  of  the  Capital 
Church,  founded  by  this  man  of  God, 
by  reaching  out  to  others  in  building 
God's  Kingdom.

CONTINUAL  THANKSGIVING 


James  D.  Leggett 


There  are  three  exhortations  of  the 
Apostle  Paul  in  1  Thessalonians5:14, 
15,16  which  together  form  a  beautiful 
THANKSGIVING  TRILOGY.  The 
three  short  but  strong  injunctions  call 
for  the  believers  at  Thessalonica  to: 

REJOICE  EVERMORE, 
PRAY  WITHOUT  CEASING, 
GIVE  THANKS  IN  EVERY- 
THING. 

This  trio  of  commands  belong  togeth- 
er. They  are  built  one  upon  the  other, 
and  each  involves  the  other.  They  are 
not  different  attitudes  to  life.  Rather 
they  are  three  expressions — one  atti- 
tude: the  attitude  of  constant  victory 
for  the  child  of  God. 

Moffatt  refers  to  this  triad  of  truths 
as  "diamond  drops."  Indeed  they  are 
shining  and  sparkling  jewels  of  grate- 
ful living.  To  rejoice  evermore,  to  pray 
without  ceasing,  and  to  give  thanks 
in  everything  is  the  will  of  God  for  His 
people.  He  wants  us  to  live  a  life  of 
continual  joy,  continual  prayer,  and 
continual  thanksgiving. 

It  is  easy  to  live  a  joyful  and  grate- 
ful life  when  everything  is  going  our 
way,  but  Paul  exhorts  the  believer  to 
be  joyful  and  grateful  under  all  cir- 
cumstances. It  is  possible  for  the  Chris- 
tian to  live  continuously  rejoicing  in 
the  Lord  and  to  maintain  a  spirit  of 
thanksgiving  through  persistent 
prayer.  It  is  more  than  possible.  It  is 
our  privilege  and  duty  to  so  live  in 
Christ  before  the  world. 

Let  us  look  at  each  of  these  "dia- 
mond drops"  individually  so  that  we 
can  catch  the  thrust  of  this  thanks- 
giving trilogy. 

REJOICE  EVERMORE 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  things 
about  the  New  Testament  is  its  con- 
stant emphasis  upon  joy.  Those  early 


Christians  had  little  in  the  natural  to 
rejoice  about.  Yet  they  were  contin- 
ually rejoicing  in  the  Lord.  The  Lord 
had  put  a  new  song  in  their  hearts, 
and  they  travelled  across  the  land 
singing  with  joy  of  the  glorious  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ.  They  did  not  rejoice 
because  of  their  circumstances.  They 
rejoiced  in  spite  of  their  circumstanc- 
es. They  could  sing  even  in  prison,  for 
they  experienced  the  unspeakable 
love  of  Jesus  Christ  in  their  hearts 
and  lives. 

The  Christian  life  is  a  happy  life.  It 
is  the  Lord's  will  for  us  to  rejoice 
evermore.  This  note  of  joyful  exuber- 
ance is  so  often  missing  from  the 
people  of  God  in  this  day.  The  world 
often  listens  in  vain  for  the  joyful 
notes  of  the  singing  saint.  How  much 
a  tired  and  tense  church  needs  to  hear 
the  first  injunction  of  this  thanks- 
giving trilogy:  REJOICE  EVER- 
MORE. 

Lest  we  think  that  time  and  cir- 
cumstance alter  Paul's  belief  in  a  life 
of  continual  rejoicing,  listen  to  him 
when  years  later  he  wrote  from  a 
prison  cell  to  the  saints  at  Philippi. 
"Rejoice  in  the  Lord  alway,  and 
again  I  say  rejoice." 

Are  we  living  a  life  of  continual 
rejoicing?  It  is  the  will  of  the  Lord  for 
us  to  do  so. 

PRAY  WITHOUT  CEASING 

The  call  to  persistent  prayer  is 
placed  in  the  middle  of  the  exhorta- 
tions. Paul  knew  what  he  was  doing 
when  he  placed  the  injunction  to  pray 
in  the  middle,  prayer  makes  the  other 
two  possible.  Prayer  is  essential  for  a 
life  of  continual  rejoicing  and  continual 
thanksgiving. 

When  Paul  speaks  of  praying  with- 
out ceasing,  he  is  not  referring  to  one 
praying  with  words  at  all  times.  He  is 
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exhorting  the  believer  to  maintain  a 
habit  of  prayer,  to  make  prayer  a 
pattern  of  life,  and  to  live  in  a  spirit  of 
prayer.  This  does  not  rule  out  special 
times  of  prayer;  in  fact,  the  only  way 
to  make  prayer  a  way  of  life  is  to  have 
those  times  set  aside  for  prayer  which 
will  develop  continuing  communion 
with  the  Father. 

Such  praying  is  far  more  than  the 
presenting  of  petitions  to  God.  It  is 
the  realization  of  the  presence  of  God. 
It  is  fellowship  and  communion  with 
the  Lord.  There  are  times  when  that 
communion  is  too  sacred  for  words, 
and  we  wait  in  silence  before  our 
Heavenly  Father  as  we  comtemplate 
His  grace  and  glory. 

Prayer  is  a  confession  of  our  de- 
pendency upon  God.  We  are  made 
keenly  conscious  of  our  weakness,  but 
we  become  convinced  of  His  might 
and  strength  in  us  and  for  us.  We  find 
in  the  Lord  the  strength  and  power  to 
accomplish  His  will  and  purpose  in 
our  lives. 

The  believer  who  is  praying  without 
ceasing  will  find  that  he  can  rejoice 
continually  in  the  Lord.  Prayer  will 
remove  hindrances  to  happy  and  holy 
living. 

If  we  would  know  more  of  the  joy  of 
the  Lord,  then  we  must  spend  more  of 
our  time  in  prayer. 
GIVE  THANKS  IN  EVERTHING 
The  trilogy  of  thanksgiving  is  com- 
pleted with  the  exhortation  to  give 
thanks  in  everything.  The  praying 
believer  will  be  a  grateful  believer. 
The  Scriptures  frequently  and  ear- 
nestly impress  upon  the  Christian  the 
obligation  of  giving  thanks.  Yet  very 
few  believers  live  a  life  of  continual 
thanksgiving.  It  is  true  that 
THANKSGIVING  believers  join  the

FUNERAL  SERVICE  OF 
RICHARD  SASSER 

Rev.  Richard  Sasser  and  I  had  a 
unique  relationship.  He  was  about 
the  age  of  my  father  and  I  was  about 
the  age  of  his  youngest  son.  A  son 
we  visited  a  number  of  times  at 
Duke  hospital  as  Leon  battled  with 
malignancy.  On  those  trips  we 
talked  a  lot,  laughed  a  lot.  .  .he  cried 
some. 

He  traveled  with  me  in  revivals 
while  I  ministered  as  an  evangelist. 
He  fed  me  collards,  pastry,  backbone 
and  chicken  when  I  was  his  pastor. 
At  times  we'd  disagree.  .  .he'd  laugh 
and  say  "that's  alright,  but  I  believe 
you're  mistaken  this  time."  That 
made  me  feel  like  a  part  of  his  family 
because  he  would  disagree  with 
them  too  if  he  felt  they  were  incorrect 
in  their  views.  Because  you  see  he 
lived  his  faith.  He  didn't  just  talk 
the  talk,  he  walked  the  walk  as  he 
understood  it.  His  was  a  faith  that 
for  him  could  change  sobs  into 
songs.  The  waves  of  difficulty  did 
not  overwhelm  him.  The  winds  of 
adversity  did  not  uproot  him.  The 
floods  of  trouble  did  not  drown  him. 
He  knew  what  difficulty,  adversity 
and  trouble  was  all  about.  He  pas- 
tored  in  some  of  the  most  strenuous 
circumstances.  He  suffered  the 
death  of  his  wife  and  mother  of  his 
children  as  well  as  the  death  of  his 
youngest  son.

SAINT  PAULS  CHURCH  CELEBRATES  57th  ANNIVERSARY 


Peace  Fellowship  Center— St.  Pauls  Church 


On  October  4,  the  Saint  Pauls 
Church  celebrated  its  57th  anniver- 
sary as  a  church.  The  church  was 
organized  in  the  early  1930's  by  the 
late  Reverend  Bailey  C.  Lewis  as  a 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church.  When  Broth- 
er Lewis  joined  the  Pentecostal  Hol- 
iness Church,  he  brought  the  Saint 
Pauls  Church  into  the  North  Caro- 
lina Conference. 

The  first  Pentecostal  Holiness  pas- 
tor was  Reverend  James  Williams.  He 
was  followed  by  Reverend  H.  D. 
Marshburn  who  worked  faithfully 
and  led  the  church  in  the  building  of 
the  parsonage.  Following  Reverend 
Marshburn  as  pastor  was  Reverend 
Raymond  Potter,  Reverend  R.  L.  Law- 
rence, Reverend  W.  M.  Hudnell,  Rev- 
erend Jack  Jayroe,  and  Reverend  Con- 
rad Hall  who  pastored  the  church  for 
five  years  and  built  the  educational 
building.  Other  pastors  have  been 
Reverend  W.  M.  Watkins,  Reverend 
Donald  Eatmon,  Reverend  Leon  Pate, 
Reverend  David  Willetts,  and  Rever- 
end H.  E. Johnson. 

Reverend  Jesse  Parson  was  as- 
signed the  church  in  1967,  and  served 
the  church  for  nine  years.  During  that 
time,  the  church  was  bricked  and 
remodeled.  There  were  many  other 
improvements  including  the  addition 
of  a  steeple  and  the  indebtedness  of 
the  church  was  paid  in  full. 

Following  Reverend  Parson  as  pas- 
tor was  Reverend  Frank  Moore,  Rever- 
end Linwood  Manning,  and  Reverend 
Johnie  Pollard. 

Reverend  Jesse  Parson  returned  in 
June  1982  to  assume  the  pastorate  of 
the  church  and  has  served  as  the  pas- 


tor for  the  past  five  years. 

Reverend  Parson  has  led  the  congre- 
gation in  building  a  beautiful  and 
spacious  new  fellowship  center.  It 
was  dedicated  and  set  apart  as  a  place 
of  Christian  fellowship  on  July  12  by 
the  pastor  and  the  members  of  the 
congregation. 

The  new  fellowship  center  will  be 
known  as  the  Peace  Fellowship  Cen- 
ter. Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  (Bobby) 
Flowers  were  given  the  honor  of  nam- 
ing the  fellowship  center. 

The  fellowship  center  is  105'  long 
by  32'  wide,  which  houses  a  Christian 
Education  Office  with  a  foyer  leading 
from  the  old  educational  building  and 
fellowship  hall  into  the  new  one.  The 
fellowship  center  area  is  32'  by  90' 
and  has  a  30  foot  kitchen  bar  which 
was  given  by  donation.  It  has  32  feet 
of  cabinets  extending  from  the  floor 
to  the  ceiling  within  the  kitchen  area. 
The  color  scheme  is  Williamsburg 
blue  and  white.  The  floor  covering  is 
the  same  color  with  a  touch  of  gold. 
There  are  five  ceiling  fans  which  were 
donated  by  members  of  the  congrega- 
tion as  well  as  light  fixtures  and 
windows.  The  Women's  Ministries  do- 
nated the  heating  and  air-condition- 
ing and  furnished  country  curtains 
for  eleven  windows.  The  Trophy  Case 
was  donated  and  holds  the  ribbons, 
plaques,  and  trophies  won  by  the 
young  people  and  Women's  Ministries 
over  the  years.  The  fellowship  center 
has  a  front  porch  and  covered  deck  on 
the  back  with  a  ramp  for  the  conveni- 
ence of  the  handicapped  which  were 
made  possible  through  donations. 

Much  of  the  credit  for  our  beautiful 
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new  fellowship  center  must  go  to  the 
pastor.  If  anything  is  to  work,  it  must 
have  effective  leadership.  Such  leader- 
ship has  been  shown  by  Reverend 
Parson  as  he  serves  and  teaches  the 
congregation  with  his  lovely  wife, 
Katherine,  working  along  side  of  him. 

As  we  celebrate  our  57th  anniver- 
sary as  a  church,  we  say,  "Look  what 
God  has  done  for  us!"  He  brought  us  a 
long  way.  To  God  be  the  glory  for  all 
He  has  done  at  the  First  Pentecostal 
Holiness  Church  of  Saint  Pauls,  NC.

FIRST  CHURCH  PLANTER'S 
SCHOOL 


On  September  25th  and  26th,  the 
Evangelism  Department  sponsored  a 
Church  Planter's  School  at  the  Con- 
ference headquarter's  in  Falcon.  Some 
35  individuals  participated. 

Why  a  Church  Planter's  School? 
The  reason  is  very  simple.  There  is  a 
need  for  more  Pentecostal  Holiness 
Churches  to  be  planted  in  the  North 
Carolina  Conference.  Our  purpose  in 
establishing  this  intense  two-day 
school  was  fourfold: 

1)  to  familiarize  and  acquaint  one 
with  the  basic  principles  of  planting 
and  leading  a  church  to  full-time 
status. 

2)  to  provide  a  training  opportunity 
and  instruction  for  District  Evange- 
lism Directors  in  order  to  equip  them 
to  help  others  in  planting  churches 
within  their  districts. 

3)  to  provide  a  continuing  educa- 
tion and  training  opportunity  for  pas- 
tors on  the  Conference  Evangelism 
Program. 

4)  to  serve  as  a  recruiting  tool  and 
training  agency  for  new  pioneer 
church  planters. 

I  was  very  pleased  with  the  results 
of  this  our  first  school.  We  had  a  good 
attendance  (35)  and  excellent  partici- 
pation from  those  who  attended.  The 
number  was  kept  small  intentionally 
as  to  allow  for  the  sharing  of  ideas 
and  interaction  among  the  partici- 
pants. The  participants  came  from 
three  sources:  1)  Evangelism  Board 


Members  2)  pastors  receiving  supple- 
ment from  the  Department,  and 
3)  those  who  during  the  past  year 
had  expressed  some  interest  in  plant- 
ing a  church  or  who  had  asked  about 
attending  the  school. 

This  year  we  used  several  speakers 
and  covered  a  broad  range  of  topics  as 
follows: 

Rev.  James  Leggett:  "Praying  For 
the  Impossible,"  "Commissioned  to 
Evangelize" 

Rev.  Bobby  L.  Collins:  "Relation- 
ship of  Pastor  to  Conference" 

Rev.  L.  B.  Collins:  "Pastoral  Care 
in  the  New  Church" 

Rev.  Bobby  Forehand:  "Conference 
Christian  Education" 

Rev.  Chris  Thompson:  "Why  Plant 
New  Churches";  "The  Church  Plant- 
er"; "Methods  of  Church  Planting"; 
"100  Helpful  Hints  in  Planting  a 
Church" 

Rev.  Ferrell  Hardison:  "In  Touch 
Ministry — Harvesting  Visitors" 

Rev.  William  Shepherd:  "Personal 
Soul  Winning  thru  Evangelism  Ex- 
plosion" 

My  personal  words  of  appreciation 
to  each  of  the  instructors  for  a  job  well 
done.  Next  year  we  will  probably 
follow  a  similar  format,  but  will  bring 
in  a  special  speaker  from  outside  the 
Conference  as  well.  Tapes  are  avail- 
able for  each  of  the  sessions  for  $2.00 
each. 


I  hope  that  we  will  be  able  to  con- 
tinue the  school  each  year  and  that  it 
will  prove  valuable  to  us  in  planting 
new  churches.  Next  year  we  hope  to 
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build  on  the  foundation  laid  this  year. 
We  will  be  using  the  evaluation  of 
participants  this  year  to  improve  the 
school.

MUSIC  MINISTRY  IN  THE  CHURCH

"Speaking  to  yourselves  in  psalms  and  hymns  and  spiritual  songs,  singing  and  making  melody  in  your  heart  to 
the  Lord"  (Ephesians  5:19). 


Music  is  everywhere:  when  we  shop,  it  plays  over  the 
intercom;  when  we  drive,  it  is  on  the  radio.  People  may  have 
different  tastes,  but  everyone  has  music  in  their  lives. 

Thus,  it  is  hardly  surprising  to  find  music  universally 
present  in  the  church!  No  one  disputes  that  music  has  a 
"place"  in  worship,  however  we  may  differ  in  our  pref- 
erences; music  IS  part  of  the  worship  experience.  People  do 
sometimes  ask,  "Exactly  what  is  the  'place'  of  music  in  the 
church?"  and  "What  kind  of  music  should  we  have  in  our 
church?"  As  with  all  else  in  the  context  of  worship,  the 
answers  to  such  questions  must  come  from  Scripture. 

To  determine  the  rightful  "place"  of  music  in  worship,  let 
us  consider  what  Paul  said  in  Romans  12:1:  ".  .  .  present 
your  bodies  a  living  sacrifice.  .  .  ."  The  presenting  of  sacri- 
fices was  to  the  Jew  an  act  of  worship;  therefore,  Paul  tells 
us  that  God  desires  of  us,  not  certain  actions  performed  on  a 
set  day  of  the  week,  but  a  life  lived  as  a  sacrifice!  Now,  let  us 
put  Ephesians  5:19  into  its  context:  a  passage  exhorting 
holy  living  (5:15-21).  This  passage  commands  us  to  ".  .  . 
walk  circumspectly"  "understanding  what  the  will  of  the 
Lord  is,"  "being  filled  with  the  Spirit"  "giving  thanks 
always  for  all  things  to  God,"  "submitting  one  to  another  in 
the  fear  of  God."  And  in  the  midst  of  this  exhortation,  he 
mentioned  music.  Therefore,  music  must  be  a  part  of  our  life 
of  worship.  Scripturally,  we  might  then  conclude  that  the 


"place"  of  music  is  to  encourage  those  who  listen  to  live  the 
type  of  life  described  in  Ephesians  5;  to  minister  to  those 
present,  leading  them  toward  God. 

There  are  many  kinds  of  music  today  that  have  merit,  but 
what  kind  is  best?  According  to  Scripture,  there  seems  to  be 
room  for  a  variety  of  styles.  Ephesians  5  mentions  "Psalms, 
hymns,  and  spiritual  songs."  "Psalms"  refers  to  a  Psalm  or 
other  portion  of  Scripture  set  to  music,  or  "Scripture  songs." 
"Hymns"  are  the  traditional,  formal  music  of  the  church, 
leaning  toward  reverence  and  majesty.  "Spiritual  songs," 
then,  are  a  reflection  of  the  feelings,  emotions,  and  experi- 
ences of  the  church  at  any  given  point  in  time,  often 
changing  with  each  generation.  It  seems  that  a  variety  of 
musical  styles  are  acceptable,  as  long  as  they  minister  to  a 
life  of  worship  and  lead  the  hearers  toward  God. 

In  conclusion ,  let  it  be  said  that  since  no  two  churches  are 
alike,  no  two  have  exactly  the  same  musical  needs.  That 
music  is  best,  then,  which  encourages  a  given  local  church 
to  grow  into  the  image  and  likeness  of  Christ.  Music,  like  all 
else  in  our  lives,  must  lead  us  into  a  deeper  relationship  with 
Jesus,  if  it  is  to  accomplish  its  purpose  and  fill  its  "place."

where  he  remained  for  eight  years. 
During  this  time  a  parsonage  was 
purchased  and  a  new  church  was 
built.  During  his  pastorate  at  Moores 
Chapel,  a  new  church  was  built  under 
his  supervision.  Other  pastorates  in- 
cluded Vanceboro,  Bizzell  Grove,  and 
Holly  Hill  where  during  a  four-year 
pastorate  he  secured  the  erection  of  a 
new  educational  building.  Each  of 
these  churches  were  very  small  when 
he  was  assigned  as  pastor,  but  being 
a  devoted  man  of  God,  he  labored  and 
made  these  small  churches  to  become 
some  of  our  largest  churches  today. 
Many  times  his  annual  salary  was 
less  than  four  hundred  dollars.  From 
this  amount,  he  always  gave  his  part 
on  the  construction  of  the  buildings. 
Richard  Sasser  was  a  man  of  God 
whom  everyone  loved  and  respected 
very  highly.  He  loved  his  family,  his 
church,  and  his  God  with  all  his 
heart.  He  fought  a  good  fight.  He 
finished  his  course.  He  kept  the  faith. 
He  is  now  with  the  Lord  to  receive  his 
reward  which  will  surely  be  great.

IN  MEMORIAM 


JAMES  RUFUS  EVANS 
Mar.  5,  1916  -  Sept.  30,  1987 

James  Rufus  Evans  joined  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  August 
1954  in  Falcon,  NC.  His  first  church 
assignment  was  Lamm's  Grove. 
Though  he  had  been  a  minister  prior 
to  that  day,  he  went  forth  from  that 
Conference  with  his  heart  fixed  to 
do  his  best  as  a  minister  to  serve 
God  and  his  Conference.  This  he  did 
until  the  day  of  his  death.  From  the 
time  he  became  a  Christian  he  set 
his  heart  on  the  service  of  the  Lord 
and  a  desire  to  win  souls  for  God's 
Kingdom. 

In  his  pastorates  through  the 
years  he  went  through  the  heat  and 
cold.  He  rendered  his  services  when 
he  was  paid  well  and  when  he  re- 
ceived a  meager  sum.  His  assign- 
ments were  usually  small  churches, 
but  that  did  not  diminish  his  ser- 
vices. He  spoke  to  the  small  groups 
with  earnestness  of  heart  and  soul 
and  when  the  offering  would  hardly 
pay  his  travel. 

He  had  heard  the  voice  of  the  Lord 
say,  "Behold  I  come  quickly  and  my 
reward  is  with  me."  He  believed  on 
Him  who  had  called  him  and  he 


arrived  in  Heaven  with  that  belief 
and  trust. 

He  has  finished  the  assignment 
and  has  been  called  home.  His 
family  and  a  host  of  friends  are  left 
behind  to  mourn  the  lost.  But  we 
mourn  not  as  those  that  have  no 
hope.  He  died  in  Christ  with  the 
assurance  that  he  will  come  forth 
with  that  blood-washed  number  and 
on  the  morning  of  the  resurrection 
we  shall  meet  again.

Rev.  James  R.  Evans  was  born 
March  5,  1916  to  the  home  of  Tom 
and  Ava  Evans  of  Johnston  County, 
NC.  On  November  23,  1934,  he  was 
married  to  Miss  Madrid  Crumpler. 
The  Lord  blessed  that  union  with 
seven  children,  six  daughters  and 
one  son.  The  daughters  are  Delorese, 
Rudean,  Linda,  Marie,  Janie, 
Joanna,  and  the  son,  Jimmy  Wayne. 
They  were  also  blessed  with  sixteen 
grandchildren  and  seven  great- 
grandchildren. 

Both  Brother  Evans  and  his  wife 
responded  to  the  beckoning  of  God's 
Spirit  and  were  saved  in  April  of 
1947.  Shortly  thereafter,  he  sur- 
rendered to  the  call  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  enter  the  preaching  minis- 
try, a  call  he  said  he  was  aware  of  at 
twelve  years  of  age.  He  received  his 
local  ministers  license  from  the 
Pentecostal  Free-Will  Baptist 
Church  in  1949  and  was  ordained  by 
that  denomination  in  1952.  During 
the  course  of  his  ministry,  he  con- 
ducted numerous  revivals  and  meet- 
ings. One  highlight  of  his  ministry 
was  a  revival  at  the  Pikes  Cross 
Roads  Pentecostal  Holiness  Church 
in  1949.  Brother  Evans  preached 
this  revival  in  cooperation  with  one 
of  his  fellow  ministers,  Rev.  Tom  Ed 
Bizzell.  This  revival  continued  for 


twenty-seven  days  and  there  were 
over  sixty  definite  personal  experi- 
ences with  God.  The  majority  of 
these  united  with  the  church. 

In  1954,  Brother  Evans  moved  his 
membership  to  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  of  the  Pentecostal  Holi- 
ness Church  and  was  licensed  that 
same  years.  Four  years  later  he  re- 
ceived his  ordination. 

During  the  twenty-two  years  of 
his  ministry,  he  pastored  the  follow- 
ing churches:  Lamm's  Grove, 
Niagara,  Warsaw,  Calypso,  Micro, 
Clayton,  and  the  Airboro  Church. 
Brother  Evans  officially  retired  in 
1976,  not  because  he  desired  to,  but 
as  a  result  of  physical  disability. 
Even  though  he  was  retired  he  still 
continued  to  enter  every  door  of 
ministry  that  the  Lord  opened  until 
God  called  him  home  during  the 
early  morning  of  September  30th. 

We  can  say  with  the  Apostle  Paul, 
"He  fought  a  good  fight,  he  finished 
his  course,  he  kept  the  faith,"  and 
now  he  has  entered  into  his  inheri- 
tance which  is  incorruptible,  un- 
defiled  and  that  fadeth  not  away. 
The  writer  to  the  Hebrews  said, 
"God  is  not  unrighteous  to  forget 
your  work  and  labour  of  love  which 
you  have  showed  toward  his  name, 
in  that  you  have  ministered  to  the 
saints."  God  will  not  forget  the  work 
that  Brother  Evans  performed  in 
His  Name.  The  Lord  keeps  a  perfect 
account  and  will  reward  him  accord- 
ingly. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted 
on  Friday,  October  2,  1987  at  Par- 
rish  Funeral  Home  in  Selma,  NC.  A 
long-time  friend,  Rev.  Wiley  Vick, 
led  the  service  and  was  assisted  by 
former  Superintendent  Rev.  W. 
Eddie  Morris  and  Rev.  Vance 
Harrell.

3)  The  speakers  are  men  that  bring 
something  more  than  just  philoso- 
phies and  statistics.  They  bring  with 
them  experience  and  a  present  pro- 
gram of  success  which  are  more  than 
adequate  for  their  credentials. 

I  have  already  implemented  some 
of  the  material  I  received  at  the  confer- 
ence as  well  as  things  revealed  to  me 
by  the  Lord  at  the  conference.  I  can 
already  see  results  along  with  great 
anticipation  of  greater  things  to 
come.  These  conferences  will  have  a 
great  effect  on  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  in  days  to  come.  I,  as  a 
pastor,  thank  the  Evangelism  Depart- 
ment for  the  "Breaking  Barriers"  con- 
cept.

Dinner.  The  dinner  was  held  to  emphasize  world  mission 
outreaches  of  our  denomination. 

The  Youth  Board  members,  Rita  Johnson,  Pam  Meeks, 
Roxanne  Gardner,  and  Robin  Mercer,  decorated  the 
church  fellowship  hall  with  flags,  pictures,  and  other 
items  representing  the  different  countries  of  the  world.  A 
large  world  map  showed  all  areas  that  have  missionary 
stations.  Just  outside  the  fellowship  hall,  two  display 
tables  held  church  members'  items  from  many  countries. 

Each  church  family  brought  at  least  one  covered  dish 
prepared  from  a  recipe  other  than  what  we  usually  call 
American.  A  large  variety  of  dishes  was  served  at  the 
dinner.  Everyone  was  encouraged  to  sample  all  of  the 
food.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  T.  E.  Long,  our  special  guests, 
brought  an  African  dish  called  Mealy  Meal.  This  is  corn- 
meal  and  water  with  no  seasoning.  It  is  used  in  Africa  as 
a  filler  in  place  of  food,  especially  when  the  children  cry. 
It  has  no  nutritional  value  and  that  is  the  reason  the 
children  starve.  Each  one  who  tasted  it  was  thankful  for 
our  good,  nutritional,  tasty  food. 

After  our  meal,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Long  showed  home 
movies  of  their  trip  to  Africa.  Rev.  Long  spoke  to  us  about 
our  missions'  outreaches,  and  both  shared  their  African 
experiences.  An  offering  was  then  received  for  the  little 
girl  from  the  Philippines  supported  by  Living  Waters 
Church  through  the  People  to  People  program. 

We  left  with  a  deep  sense  of  thankfulness  to  God  for 
allowing  us  to  be  born  in  the  United  States,  also  with  a 
deep  love  and  more  appreciation  for  the  work  our 
missionaries  do  throughout  the  world.  We  learned  that 
even  though  other  people  have  little  of  this  world's 
material  goods,  they  have  a  deep  love  for  Jesus  Christ. 
They  show  this  through  their  praise  and  by  walking  long 
distances  to  get  to  church  to  worship  Him.

This  month  we  are  presenting  the 
work  in  Havelock,  NC.  I  have  asked 
Brother  R.  L.  Downing  to  write  the 
article.  I  appreciate  so  much  his  will- 
ingness to  supervise  the  work  there, 
and  for  his  many  sacrificial  labors. 
Thank  you  Graham  Memorial  Church 
for  your  support  and  for  standing 
behind  Brother  Downing  in  this  spe- 
cial project.  It  has  been  a  special 
blessing  to  me  to  see  all  our  churches 
in  the  area  getting  involved.  I  com- 
mend District  Directors  Ray  Ward 
and  Frederick  Dixon  for  their  labors 
in  establishing  the  Aaron  and  Hur 
Committee  of  churches  in  their  dis- 


tricts to  assist  in  the  services.  As  we 
reach  out  to  other  target  areas  in  the 
conference  we  must  have  the  support 
and  assistance  of  all  our  churches. 


COMING  IN  JANUARY  - 
REACHING  OUT  TO  THE  LOST 


NEW  TESTAMENT 
MOTHERING  OF  A  CHURCH 
"THE  HAVELOCK  WORK" 

In  the  Book  of  Acts,  Paul  gives  us 
the  New  Testament  pattern  for  mother- 
ing  churches.  From  the  mother 
church  at  Antioch,  Paul  and  his  co- 
workers went  into  new  areas  and 
established  churches  in  growing 
cities.  Paul's  Epistles  and  Revelation 
chapters  two  and  three  prove  the  effec- 
tiveness of  this  method.  They  would 
gain  converts  and  with  this  nucleus 
of  committed  people  start  a  church. 
They  would  train  them,  equip  them, 
and  support  them,  then  move  on  to 
another  place. 

At  Graham  Memorial  we  are  trying 
to  duplicate  this  Biblical  concept.  It 
has  become  possible  with  the  aid  of 
the  Conference  Evangelism  Depart- 
ment. I  learned  that  the  Department 
was  considering  Havelock  as  a  target 
area  from  Rev.  Bethea  Moore,  who 
was  at  the  time  acting  as  Vanceboro 
District  Director.  At  the  time,  we  had 
several  families  coming  from  Have- 
lock. My  heart  has  always  been  bur- 
dened with  pioneering  a  new  church. 
As  all  these  components  came  to- 
gether, we  felt  this  was  indeed  God's 
will  and  God's  timing  to  do  some- 
thing in  Havelock.  I  presented  the 
idea  to  my  local  Board.  They  agreed 
with  me  to  reach  out  to  this  military 
community. 

The  Evangelism  Department  will- 
ingly accepted  the  challenge  along 
with  us.  On  the  first  Thursday  night 
in  May  we  began  home  Bible  Study  at 
the  Mitchell  family  home.  The  Mit- 
chells attend  Graham  Memorial  but 
live  in  Havelock.  Our  first  meeting 
and  meal  together  had  eighteen 
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people.  We  continued  this  Bible  Study 
until  we  moved  into  our  new  rented 
facilities. 

Seeing  the  work  continue  from  this 
humble  beginning,  Brother  Chris 
Thompson,  our  Evangelism  Director, 
had  the  vision  for  even  further  work 
among  this  growing  city.  He  worked 
to  network  the  Vanceboro  and  Jack- 
sonville Districts  to  pad  the  work 
with  their  support  and  participation. 
On  November  1st  we  began  regular 
worship.  Different  churches  come 
each  week  and  help.  I  am  leading  in 
the  service,  and  preaching.  We  have 
averaged  34  folks  thus  far.  We  have  at 
least  this  number  in  potential  local 
attenders.  The  Thursday  night  study 
is  also  continuing.  The  department  is 
renting  a  storefront  in  a  nice  location 
at  East  Plaza  in  the  city. 

Havelock  is  projected  to  double  in 
size  in  the  next  few  years  due  to  the 
fast  growth  of  the  military  base  there, 
Cherry  Point.  The  average  age  of  the 
town  male  population  is  21.6  years 
old  according  to  a  recent  census. 
Local  authorities  put  the  total  popula- 
tion at  near  22,000  residents  cur- 
rently. 

Our  goal  is  to  establish  a  self-sup- 
porting church  in  Havelock.  I  believe 
the  Lord  is  pleased  with  the  work 
there  and  will  continue  to  bless  it. 
Pray  for  the  Havelock  work.  We  are 
following  New  Testament  strategy.  It 
works! 

Special  thanks  to  those  churches 
who  are  helping  us  each  Sunday.  Also 
thanks  to  those  who  have  given 
money  for  the  work,  Margaret  Wom- 
bolt,  for  loaning  a  piano,  the  Evange- 
lism Department  and  Brother  Thomp- 
son for  chairs,  prayers  and  support 
and  hands  on  experience  in  actually 
coming  down  and  assisting  in  getting 
the  work  started.  Also  thanks  to  the 
entire  Board  of  the  Department,  and 
the  Graham  Memorial  Board  and 
folks,  as  well  as  District  Directors, 
Frederick  Dixon  and  Ray  Ward  for 
their  help  in  organizing  and  mobiliz- 
ing the  work  with  all  the  churches 
helping.  And  thanks  to  Renee  for 
being  the  musician  and  encourager  of 
this  writer.

ITS  THAT  TIME  OF  YEAR  AGAIN! 


Can  you  believe  that  within  the  next  two  weeks  most  of 
us  will  be  busy  deciding  upon  which  New  Year's  resolu- 
tions to  adopt,  and  which  ones  to  scrap  (not  to  mention 
those  which  experience  has  taught  us  to  "not  even 
mention")?  It  just  seems  like  last  month  that  we  were 
making  all  those  things  for  1987,  when  all  of  a  sudden 
1987  is  about  to  become  "archives"  and  we  have  a  date 
with  '88!  Besides  all  that,  who  can  possibly  determine  a 
reasonable  resolution  in  the  middle  of  the  Christmas 
season  when  there  are  more  things  to  do  than  time  in 
which  to  do  them?  And  even  more  important  than  that, 
who  can  possibly  keep  those  annual  resolutions  past  the 
fifteenth  day  of  the  New  Year  anyway?  After  all,  resolu- 
tions sound  nice  but  for  some  unknown  reason  or 
another,  it  seems  that  they  are  to  be  made,  not  kept. 
While  everyone  of  us  has  probably  at  one  time  or  another 
felt  frustration  over  broken  resolutions,  let  me  suggest 
that  there  are  therapeutic  values  in  making  them,  and,  if 
we  make  the  proper  one,  spiritual  value  in  keeping  them. 
If  you're  thinking,  "But  this  is  the  December  issue  of  the 
Evangel  and  this  article  should  be  about  Christmas," 
then  please  allow  me  to  remind  you  that  we  need  to  put 
more  time  into  the  forming  of  our  resolutions  if  we  really 
want  to  keep  them.  So  take  a  few  days  of  this  busy  time  of 
the  year  and  ask  yourself  what  goals  the  Lord  would 
have  you  to  set  for  your  life  in  1988  should  He  delay  His 
return. 

The  first  priority  I  would  set  for  1988  would  be  to  read 
my  Bible  through!  While  it  may  be  that  it  is  your  habit  to 
do  this  every  year,  there  are  some  people  who  are  long- 
time church  members  who  never  get  past  Genesis  10  in 
their  annual  quest  to  read  their  Bible  through.  By 
making  it  an  annual  resolution  it  becomes  an  annual 
challenge.  On  December  31  of  this  year,  once  again  I  will 
have  completed  a  New  Year's  resolution  which  was 
considered  in  December  of  1986  and  launched  in  January 
of  1987.  My  relationship  with  God  and  His  dear  Son  has 
deepened  through  the  years  as  once  again  I  complete  the 
challenge  of  having  read  His  Book. 

Another  important  priority  would  be  to  pray  more. 
While  it's  a  great  deal  less  work  and  effort  to  read  the 
Bible  than  to  pray,  there  is  absolutely  no  substitute  for 
spending  time  every  morning  by  talking  to  God.  Within 
the  framework  of  the  twenty-four  hour  day  which  God 
gave  us,  He  did  not  include  a  convenient  time  for  man  to 
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get  alone  and  talk  to  Him.  But  it  is  important  that  we 
make  the  time  for  prayer.  I  have  found  that  I  get  a  lot 
more  accomplished  by  praying  first  and  then  doing  the 
work  I  have  planned.  You  have  probably  discovered  that 
the  devil  fights  you  more  along  the  lines  of  prayer  than 
in  any  other  area  of  spiritual  life.  Perhaps  this  is 
because,  as  S.  D.  Gordon  says,  "...  prayer  is  insisting 
upon  Jesus'  victory,  and  the  retreat  of  the  enemy  on  each 
particular  spot,  and  heart  and  problem  concerned  ...  we 
can  do  more  than  pray  after  we've  prayed,  but  we  can't 
do  more  than  pray  until  we've  prayed." 

In  addition  to' reading  the  Bible  through  and  praying 
more  in  1 988, 1  would  place  a  great  deal  of  value  in  giving 
greater  support  to  the  various  ministries  of  the  Christian 
Education  Department  at  each  level  of  the  Church.  Make 
a  special  attempt  to  be  in  Sunday  School  every  Sunday 
morning,  support  the  Royal  Rangers,  volunteer  to  help 
with  the  Youth  Week  activities,  sing  in  the  choir,  partici- 
pate in  Family  Night,  etc.  You  see,  the  list  is  endless 
when  it  comes  to  the  possibilities  of  service  to  your 
Christian  Education  Department.  And  the  great  thing 
about  making  and  keeping  this  resolution  is  that  you  are 
touching  someone  else's  life  when  you  so  commit  your- 
self. 

Another  resolution  I  would  make  is  that  I  would  try  to 
practice  being  more  thankful  for  God's  blessings  upon 
my  life.  How  appropriate  at  this  time  to  give  thanks  unto 
God  for  His  unspeakable  gift.  You  see,  by  putting  this 
Christmas  season  in  its  proper  perspective,  your  1988 
can  be  all  that  God  wants  it  to  be.  A  genuine  thankful- 
ness for  the  Word  made  flesh  will  cause  us  to  desire  the 
written  Word  more  and  more.  A  careful  perusal  of  Mary's 
Magnificat  should  make  every  man  want  to  pray  more; 
and  thinking  of  all  that  Christ  came  to  accomplish 
makes  me  want  to  worship  Him  with  a  heart  full  of 
gratitude. 

Then  there  are  other  resolutions  like  losing  twenty.  .  .  . 
"Would  someone  please  cut  me  another  slice  of  that 
tunnel  of  fudge  cake?"  Oh  well,  3  out  of  4  isn't  bad!  Merry 
Christmas  and  may  God's  best  be  yours!
